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Cheap Incandescent Lamps. 

It is reported that an English chemist 
has discovered a practical substitute for 
plantinum in the manufacture of incan- 
descent lamps. If this be true, and the 
rumor is said bya reliableelectrical jour- 
nal to have substantial foundation, it is 
a discovery of great importance. At its 
present price plantinum forms one of 
the most expensive items in the manu- 
facture of the incandescent lamp. In 
each sixteen candle power lamp there 
are from four to eight grains of plan- 
tinum. 

Assuming an average of six grains per 
lamp, an ounce will be sufficient for 
eighty lamps. The demand for sixteen 
candle power lamps for 1891, based 
upon reliable data, will be 10,000,000 six- 
teen candle power lamps, which would 
give a demand for 125,000 ounces of 
platinum, which at present price ($14 to 
$17 per ounce) would amount to about 
$2,000,000. The probable income from 
these lamps will not amount to more 
than $6,000,000, while the cost of one 
item alone is one-tl:ird the total income. 
Hence it will be seen that a bona fide 
substitute for the platinum wire ought 
to meun ua furtune for its discoverer.—

The news of the death of Gen. Spinner 
will bring regrets to all who have ever 
known him either in a business ora social 
way, for he was a straightforward busi- 
ness manand a genial friend and com- 
panion. But none will feel more sincere 
sorrow over the news of his death than 
the women employed in the treasury de- 
partment. Forit was Gen. Spinner who 
broke down the barrier which prevented 
their performing clerical work for the 
government. This occurred during the 
war when the regular clerks were disap- 
pearing to enlist in. the army, and it 
looked asif there were not going to be 
men enough to goaround. Then it was 
that the chivalric Gen. Spinner suggested 
to President Lincoln that an opportunity 
be given women to take the men’s places 
when possible. Itis astonishing when we 
look at it to think of the opposition this 
idea met with. But Spinner gained his 
point, and the entree of women into the 
government service may be looked upon 
as a “war measure.” 

Gen. Spinner was born in German Flats 
(now Mohawk, N. Y.) in 1802. His father 
was aclergyman and the cashier of the 
Mohawk Valley bank for ,twenty years. 
He gave his son a practical education. He 
learned several trades and then embarked 
asa merchant and engaged in trade in 
Herkimer, N. Y., in 1824, and five years 
later became deputy sheriff of the county. 
He was active in the militia organization, 
and in 18384 bad reached the grade of 
mujor general. Subsequentiy he became 
sheriff and later was a commissioner for 
building the state lanatic asylum at 
Utica. He held various local offices; was 
au itoraud deputy naval officer in the 
naval office at New York in 1845-9. 

He was elected to the lhirty-fourth con- 
gress as au anti-sluvery Democrat, and re- 
elected to the lhirty-fifth and Thirty- 
sixth congresses, though he was elected 
to the latter asa Republican. Ou March 
16, 1861, President Lincoln appointed him 
treasurer of the United States, soon after 
which his wonderfri autograph on the pa- 
per money became wwelcome visizor to the 
households of the jand pits aie. re, 
whi-h we reproduog fk f-<-simile, wila1- 
ways remain ong) -he curiosities ar 
chirography. . 

Gen. Spinner retired to private life July 
1, 1875. When he did so all the wealth in 
the United States treasury till had to be 
counted. Then it was that a deficiency 
was discovered amounting to 1 cent. 
To account for thisa memorable recount- 
ing took place, requiring days upon days 
until the missing cent was found, aud the 
general retired from the treasury leaving 
balanced books. 

On retiring from the office he went 
south for the benefit of his health, and for 
some years lived incampat Pable Beach, 
Florida.

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MUST SERVE OUT HIS TERM. 


The Executive Council Decides Agaiust 
Granting Snelling a Pardon 


Boston, Jan. 1.—At the meeting of the 
executive council the committee on par- 
dons reported against the pardon of Sam- 
uel G. Snelling, former treasurer of the 
Lowell Bleachery company, and the re- 
port was accepted. Governor Brackett 
would have granted the pardon, had the 
matter reached him, on account of Mr. 
Snelling’s ill health. Snelling was sen- 
tenced about five years ago to seven years’ 
imprisonment for embezzlement of some 
$200,000 from the Lowell bleachery. The 
money was used for purchasing cotton 
goods, which were finished at the bleach- 
ery; the scheme did not prove successful 
and he could not return the money to the 
company, and although he claimed that 
he began the scheme with the full consent 
of the directors, the directors at the time 
ofthe trial declared that they had no 
knowledge of his use of the company’s 
money. 


ENDOWMENT INSURANCE, 


The Empire State is Determined to Keep 
It Outside Her Borders, 


ALBANY, 1.—In accordance with 
the opinion ie uttorney general, the 
state department has notified 
assessment insurance companies of other 
states which do business 1n this state that 
they must cease, if now doing so, to write 
endowment insurance in this state, and 
that each of such associations must file 
with the department, before its license 
can be again renewed, a certificate, uniler 
the corporate seal, stating that this order 
will be compliel with. The department 
has also informed these assessment asso- 
ciations that it is rather doubtfal if their 
licenses to do business in this state can be 
renewed at all if they write assessment 
insurance in other states.

PINE RIDGE INDIANS. 


Three Thousand .Braves Have 
Broken Away from the Agency. 


ARE NOW ON THE WARPATH. 


Alleged Friendly Indians Said to Have 
Joined the Hostile Forces — Plan of 
Redskins to Burn 
Stampede the Troops—Hostiles Renew 


an Agency and 


Depredations on the Border of Ne- 
‘braska and Dakota, 


OMAna, Jan. 1.--Gen. Miles has left 
Chadron for Pine Ridge with a large 
force of cavalry. It is reported that the 
ranchers on White river have been pil- 
laged, horses stolen and cattle killed. 
John Dyer, chief herder of the govern- 
ment herd, has abandoned his herd. Three 
ranchers are reported killed on White 
river. The Catholic mission near Chadron 
was burned by Indians yesterday morning. 
Gen. Brooke has ordered detachments 
there to guard the town. It is now suew- 
ing on the reservation and a blizzard is 
setting in. Ranchers are leaving their 
homes and flocking into Chadron. The 
loss of Jife and prceperty is great. Three 
thousand Indians are rumored to have 
broken away from the agency and to have 
gone on the war path. 

Troops have been detailed to patrol the 
section of country through which the 
Sioux bands on the warpathare expected 
to move. 

Gen. Miles reports one officer and 
twenty-five men killed and two officers 
and thirty-four men wounded at the bat- 
tle at Wounded Knee. 


OMAHA, Jan. 1—A Bee special from 
Rushville, Neb., says: Chief Two Strike 
and a large body of followers broke away 
from the agency during tie day and 
started either for the Bad Lands or a 
poiut near Rosebud Agency. It is not 
definitely known which. Word has been 
sent tothe commander of the troops at 
Rosebud to try and intercept the band. 
Other defections are momentarily ex- 
pected, so much so that one well up in 
authority says that by morning he does 
not expect to see a single hostile remaining 
at Pine Ridge. That includes now nearly 
every able-bodied Indian except the police, 
some few Cheyennes and scouts. Red 
Cloud and all the lesser chiefs, except 
American Horse, have joined their 
brethren for the last great fight. The 
storm still rages and gives every advan- 
tage to the Indians, either for fighting or 
escaping to some safe retreat. 


WA=R= ARE THE FRIENDLIES? 


A Growing Suspicion That Many Have 
Joined the Hostile Forces, 


OMAHA, Jan. 1.—A special to The Bee 
from Rushville says: A blinding snow- 
storm which is fast assuming the pro- 
portions of a blizzard, began falling here 
and atthe agency at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Advices are that the desultory 
fight was kept up nearly all night at the 
late battle ground, within a few miles of 
the agency, until, by reason of the sus- 
picious action of the alleged friendly In- 
cians in camp near the agency, the troops 
were called in from the field, 

It transpired late Tuesday evening that 
the large camp of friendiies, located south 
of the agency, is made up almost entirely 
ofold men, squaws and children. The 
question is, what has become of the sup- 
posedly large number of friendly bucks 
located there until Tuesday? 

A half-breed courier who was througlr 
that camp reports that nearly every able 
bodied Indian had quietly slipped away 
after dusk and joined the hostile forces. 
Friendly Indians at Pine Ridge now, he 
says, are principally squaws and those not 
able to fight. Everything is reported to 
be quiet now, both sides resting on their 
arms and each waiting some move from 
the opposing forces. That further fight- 
ing will occur there seems no doubt. 

If the Indians should make an onslaught 
during the storm they would undoubt- 
edly have agreat advantage. The danger 
is that they will now break away to 
strongholds in the Bad Lands and will be 
reinforced by Rosebud, Standing Rock 
and other Indians. 

Eight more dead soldiers have been 
brought in to the agency. The losses to 
the Indians are known to have been great, 
but definite nun.bers have not yet been 
ascertained. The two strangers who were 
murdered within two miles of the agency 
are now believed to be teamsters from 
Rushville. Indian signal lights were 
aguin plainly visible last night in Bough 
county, twenty miles north. 


A SCOUT’S REPORT. 


Indians Plen a Stampede of Troops and 
Massacre of Inhabitants, 


OMAHA, Jan. 1—A Bee special from 
Pine Ridge S. D,, says: 

Lieut. Herman Krantzorg, company A, 
Seventh cavalry, who was shot in the arm 
and side at Wounded Knee, is dead. Sev- 
eral others are near death, although most 
of the wounded are doing as well as could 
be expected. Francis Schettee, troop G, 
Seventh cavalry, is the name of the other 
soldier killed in the battle that took place 
six miles west of here. The Episcopal 
church has been turned into a hospital and 
contains thirty-three of the hostile 
Indians wounded and captured at 
Wounded Knee. Most of them are 
syuaws and the majority of them will die. 

In addition to Carr’s command, the 
Seventeenth infantry and the cavalry at 
Rosebud will be here soon. Gen. Miles 
will alsocome. A scout just in said that 
the hostiles, reassured by the fact that the 
settlers quit the field, had planned to at- 
tack and bury the ageucy by fire arrows 
and then stampede the troops and massa- 
cre the inhabitants. The report was 
proved true to some extent, but the very 
heavy lines of pickets frustrated ap@

WALLS STOOD THE SHOCK. 


One of Pawtucket’s Famous Landmarks 
Gutted by Fire. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan. 1.—At 5 minutes past 
10 o’clock last evening, some young men 
passing by the old Wilkinson & Greene 
mill, which is a landmark in Pawtucket, 
saw flames issuing from one of the upper 
stories. They yelled fire. The watchman 
ran cut and found the upper portion of 
the historic building afire. At first the fire- 
men tried to kill the fire from the low roof 
ofa one-story annex to the old White 
mill, five feet distant. The firemen made 
such slow progress that the departments 
of this city and Central Falis and veteran 
firemen of Pawtucket were called upon to 
assist. 

Asthe ancient mill was built of chip 
atone, with very thick walls, it was like 
fighting a fire inside of asafe. The result 
was that the interior was completely 
burned up, while the walls, from three to 
four feet thick, stand solidly. The build- 
ing, which is a five-story one, has a wooden 
end, also a four-story extension of wood 
on the north. The total loss is $25,000; 
fully insured. 

The mill was built in 1813 by Abraham 
and Isaac Wilkinson. It has lately been 
tun by the Dexter Yarn company, manu- 
facturers of cotton yarus, and has been 
known as the Dexter mill. The old White 
mill, another landmark, five feet distant, 
was protected from the flames. The 
building burned was 30 by 80 feet, and 
the wooden ell 60 by 70 feet. 


DEATH OF COL. PAINE. 


He Was a Gallant Soldier and Was Noted 
for Many Engineering Feats. 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 1.—Col. W. H. Paine 
of New York, who was prominently con- 
nected with the construction of the Brook- 
lyn bridge and the Hudson river canal, 
died suddenly of heart failure. Col. Paine 
did much valuable service in the Army of 
the Potomac and was a government officer 
for a long time. He was born in New 
Hampshire and was about 54 years old. 
He was connected directly with the laying 
of every principal grip cable in the United 
States. He was the first engineer who 
made a chain survey across the continent 
to the Pacific ocean. 


A Boston Man’s Gift. 
'THOMASTON, Me., Jan. i.—Ca pt. Samuel 
Watts of Boston built, this seuson, a 
handsome brick block, costing over 330,- 
000, containing three stores and above 
them a large hall. Adjoining the hall 
were a banquet rocm with kitchen, town 
office with fireproof vault, and hall, the 
rooms being furnished. All this he pre- 
sented to the town. The halls were opened 
with a re@ption to Capt. Watts and fam- 
ily and a edication ball, tendered by citi- 
vens, with an elaborate collation. Over 
700 were present, many coming from vari- 
ous parts of the state, aud from Boston. 


Workmen Will Not Suffer. 

Ausurn, N. Y., Jan. 1.—Thomas M. 
Osborne, president of the American Har- 
vester company, denies the report that the 
“combine” of twenty-three harvester mak- 
ing companies is to discharge 10,000 men. 
None of the old mannfactories are to be 
closed, he ssid. All will not be operated 
as tnaunfacturers of machinery, however. 
The intention is toeventually manufac- 
ture all the paints, varnish, twine, etc., 
used in the business. One shop, for in- 
stance, will be used to manufacture paint, 
another twine, etc, so that none of these 
shall suffer. 


Murder in the First Degree. 

New MILFoRD, Conn., Jan. 1.—Borjeson 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. Sentence will be pronounced 
later. 

Borjesen’s crime was the murder of his 
sweetheart, a Swedish girl named Ander- 
sen. He entered her room early one morn- 
ing in July last, and while she was sleep- 
ing cut her throat. He escaped to the 
woods, but was captured a few hours later 
by a searching party. Borjesen’s defense 
was msanity. 

Oil aed Glue Works Destroyed. 

GLOUCESTER, .Mass., Jan. 1.—Fi 
discovered in the dF¥ing room ofthe ex- 
tensive oil and glue factory of A. W. Dodd. 
The total value of the plant which was de- 
stroyed, consisting of a four-story factory 
several hundred feet in length, a large 
quantity of new machinery for manufac- 
uring fish oils and liquid glue, with sev- 
eral hundred barrels of the manufactured 
articlesstored tuer-in, was 365,000 to $70,- 
000, on which there was an insurance of 
$48,000, 

Socialist Statesmen Will Meet, 

BERLIN, Jan, 1—Arrangements have 
been made for a meeting, on Jan. 12, of 
the Socialist t.embers of the reichstag 
and others who are in sympathy with the 
aims of the Socialist party. Herr Lieb- 
knecht, the Socialist leader, will take a 
promiuent part in the meeting. One of 
the projects which will be proposed by 
him is the founding of a college for the 
training of workmen. 


Will Try to Save Lives, 

Ki ALIFAX, Jan. 1.—The American consul 
general has decided to bring to mainland, 
if possible, the crew of the American 
schooner Admiral, which was wrecked a 
few days ago at the Magdalen Islands. He 
has chartered the steamer Harlow to force 
her way through the ice and bring them 
to Halifax. There are doubts ex- 
pressed as to whether this undertaking 
will prove successful.

Opening a Combination Lock. 


Minnehaha, S. D., has just finished a 


new court house at a cost of $125,000, 


Over $10,000 worth of vaults were ordered 
in, and recently the company making 
the contract was notified that the safes 
could not beaccepted. The understand- 
ing was that no one could open the 


vaults unless he had the combination 
or was an expert at safe blowing. 


Last week Edward H. Saunders, a 


plumber, not over 17 years old, entered 
the county clerk’s office while the clerk 
was endeavoring to open one of the new 
vaults. The combination had been lost, 

| and finally the clerk gave up the job. 
Young Saunders, who was standing by, 
said he could open it. County Commis- 
sioner McKee offered to give Saunders 
$10 if he could open the safe. The 
proposition was accepted. The young 
lad placed his ear to the door, listened 
to the fall of the tumblers, and in a few 
moments the door swung open. Saunders 
was turned out of the room and the com- 
bination was changed. Another trial 
was given the young genius and again 
the door flew open. The chairman of 
the county commissioners has informed 
the safe company that their safes would 
not be accepted, and awaited their fur- 
ther orders. 

Saunders has since opened a vault 
of the Hall make in one of the leading 
banks of the city as easily as if he knew 
the combination. In one of the letters 
that passed between the commissioners 
and the safe company the latter agree to 
forfeit $10,000 if the lad can open any 
vault without first knowing the combi- 
nation.—Plumbers’ Trade Journal. 


Capt. Watts’ Gift to Thomaston. 

One of the most pathetic scenes wit- 
nessed in this state for a long time 
marked the exercises attending the pres- 
entation of the new building to the 
town of Thomaston, Me., by Capt. 
Samuel Watts. The old captain hada 
falling out with the town a number of 
years ago, and he cleared ont, with all 
his taxable property, going to Boston. 
In later years his heart changed and he 
made the town the munificent gift. Said 
he, when he made his little speech: 

“Iam human. I have my likes and 
dislikes, which is applicable to most of 
mankind. I have lived to the age 
of more than threescore-and-ten—eight 
years more. Mr. Chairman and citizens 
of Thomaston, I say to one and all, I 
stand before you willing to forgive and 
ask to be forgiven. Mr. Chairman, I 
wish to say before taking my seat that 
my desire is, at the end of my earth’y 
career, I shal] be laid in yonder ceme- 
tery side by side where my wife and 
most of my children lie moldering in 
the dust.” The brave old mariner said 
a few words more, and then had to give 
up, overcome by his emotions. The peo- 
ple of Thomaston are full of warm and 
affectionate words for him.—Boston 
Journal. 


A Singular Partition. 

A case which is believed by lawyers 
to have no parallel in legal history has 
just been brought out in the Norfolk 
county court at Dedham. The late R. 
W. Shapleigh, of Brooklyn, N. Y., died 
leaving an estate of $700,000 for thirty 
heirs, with no provision as to its dis- 
posal that would stand the test of the 
courts. There was found, however, in 
an old wallet a paper in his well known 
handwriting, but without his signature, 
which disposed of about half of the prop- 
erty to individuals, mostly nearest rela- 
tives. Some of these would not get a 
penny if the estate was settled by proc- 
ess of law. A family meeting was forth- 
with held, and it was agreed by all to 
abide by the apparent wishes of the late 
Mr. Shapleigh. They also decided to set 
apart a sum to maintain a cemetery at 
West Lebanon, Me., in which Mr. Shap- 
leigh always had a deep personal inter- 
est. The lawyers say there was never 
such a case brought to their notice be- 
fore.—Springfield Republican. 


Trusting a Stranger. 

A queer story is told about a Maine 
character who recently won an unenvi- 
able notoriety. While a well known 
Baptist clergyman, Rev. C. V. Hanson, 
was coming from Lewistcn by train 
about a year ago, an elderly man in the 
samp car inquired whether there was 
any one present going to Skowhegan. 
Mr. Hanson told him he resided there, 
whereat this man counted out $500, and 
gave the same to Mr. Hanson to deposit 
in the First National bank. 

The circumstance passed from his 
mind until one day looking over his pa- 
pers Mr. Hanson discovered by the re- 
ceipt given him by Cashier Page that 
the man who intrusted him with the 
$500 was none other than Micah W. Nor- 
ton, of New Portland. Either Norton is

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Koch, the great German scientist, - was 
tried for the first time in woston at the 
Massachusetts general hospital yesterday 
morning. The lymph was administered 
by Dr. H. C. Ernst, professor of bacteri- 
ology at the Harvard medical school, and 
Dr. H. A. Beach, one of the visiting sur- 


pital. There were present, also, Dr. Stone, 
assistant to Dr. Ernst; Dr. Tarbell, Dr. 
Shattuck, Dr. Warreu, Dr. Potter of the 
hospital staff and W. C. Durkee, the in- 
ventor of the hypodermic syringe used by 
Dr. Beach. 

The patients, after the operation, were 
placed by themselves in the hospital. Dr. 
Pratt was designated to give out informa- 
tion to the press, and at 9 p. m. last night, 
nee the patients had been examined, he 
said: 

“The {inoculations were made this 
morning, as intended, and nine patients 
were treated;four for’phthisis, two for 
lupus, two for tuberculosis of the elbow 
and one with tuberculosis of the tongue. 
Three of these patients were Dr. Porter’s, 
three Dr. Tarbell’s, one Dr. Warren’s, one 
Dr. Beach’s and one Dr.’ Shattuck’s. 
These patients are so designated because 
they are in wards which are under the 
general care of these physicians, though 
these particular experiments are being 
conducted by Drs. Ernst and Beach. 

“The inoculations demonstrated that 
the selection of the cases were all proper; 
that is, the reaction in each case was 
expected, proving them to be those of 
tuberculosis. If had been no reac- 
tion. the chauces were that the cases were 
not tuberculosis. The work this morning 
was in every way satisfactory, perfectly 
so. Up to the present time there have 
been

No Signs of Bad Results, 


although ten hours have elapsed since 
the inoculations were performed between 
ll and 11:30. The patients have been very 
comfortable. They have not been ap- 
parently excited or disturbed by the 
morning’s work. Noneof them have had 
any great discomfort. In the phthisical 
cases there has been an elevation or rise 
in the temperature. Up to this time (9 p. 
m.), no temperature has risen above 
102 4-10 Fahrenheit—the normal tempera- 
ture is 984-10. The temperature has 
risen highest in the phthisical cases. 

“The phthisical cases, in addition to the 
rise in temperature, have had marked in- 
crease in purulent expectoration—that is 
a symptom which we wished tosee. It is 
an especially significant symptom. There 
has been in some casesa feeling of discom- 
fort in the chest—a feeling of pain. There 
has been some dizziness and some nausea, 
but no vomiting. We have been speaking 
of the phthisical cases. 

“Now in the case of the patients suffer- 
ing from lupus, there has been the rise in 
temperature, and the disease appears to 
be more definitely outlined and marked. 

“On the face, for instance, it seems to 
be more definitely outlined by red inflam- 
mation, then swelling, redness and a 
weeping over the surface of the lupus. 
In the case of the elbow there has been 
the elevation in the temperature—a local- 
ized pain in the part—in the elbow. In 
the case of the tuberculosis of the tongue 
there has been also elevation in the tem- 
perature, swelling and redness. 

“The largest dose that was given was 
one milligramme—about one-sixty fifth 
part of a grain; the smallest dose given 
was about four-tenths ofa milligramme. 
The milligramme is of the original solu- 
tion—that is, the solution was diluted so 
it represented that proportion of the 
lymph. The reaction began, or was noted, 
in about three hours after the inocala- 
tion. Asarule you get the full reaction 
in ubout twelve hours. This is the rule, 
but of course there will be some varia- 
tions. After that twelve hours the tem- 
perature returns to normal again. 


The Next Inoculations 


will be either Saturday or Sunday—that 
is, we shall skip a day, 

“Dr. Ernst used his own lympb, brought 
by him from Berlin, where he has been 
investigating with Dr. Koch since the 
middle of November. Dr. Beach used the 
lymph which was_ received here 
recently. Dr. Ernst used a syringe which 
he brought from Berlin, similar to those 
used by Dr. Koch, and Dr. Beach used one 
invented and made here. The feeling with 
some of the patients, and I think withall, 
was that the discomfort or effect was not 
as bad as anticipated; in fact, some ex- 
pressed themselves so. These patients 
have the regular hospital diet.” 

The doctor said it was very impressive 
to watch the patients and see just exactly 
theresults expected, and he seemed to feel 
very much gratified and hopeful. 


Another Point to Be Considered. 


BERLIN, Jan. 2.—Dr. Koch, who has 
left Berlin for a short vacation, suddenly 
returned to thecity. He was summoned 
back to attend a patient to whom by acci- 
dent an overdose of the lymph had been 
administered. Dr. Koch administered to 
the patient strong anti-febriles which 
subdued his alarming symptoms, and now 
there are evidences of marked improve- 
ment in the patient’s condition. This 
incident raises the question whether 
strong injections of the lymph may not 
sometimes prove advantageous. 

The quantity of lymph injected was forty 
milligrams. During the interval of fever 
which followed the injection the sufferer’s 
temperature reached 108 degrees fahren- 
heit,

FIGHT AMONG MINERS. 


Row Started by Striking Hungarians 
Leads to a Bloody Riot, 
PTITsBURG, Jan. 2.—The Hungarian fur- 
“aacemen at the Edgar Thompson Steel 
works at Braddock, Pa., struck Wednes- 
day Night, and yesterday afternoon 200 of 
them, Armed with clubs, picks and shov- 
els, revdlyers, bars of iron and every 
other concetyable weupon, attecked the 
100 men remaining at work. The iatter 
stood their ground and a bloody riot was 
the result. Men were knocked down, 
clubbed, bruised and unmercifully beaten. 
Michael Quinn, Audrew Kramer, John 
Neason and Patrick Briggs, all workmen, 
were seriously wounded and at least a 
dozen others more or less injured. Quinn’s 
injuries may result fatally. The police 
could not quell the disturbance and the 
sheriff swore in 230 deputies. He will in- 
crease the number to 1000 if necessary. 
He ordered all the saloons in Braddock 
closed. The feeling against the Hunga- 
rians,is very bitter and serious trouble is 
feared. Five of the rioters were arrested 
and lodged in jail in default of $1000 bail 

each.

EXCITEMENT IN CORK 


Over the Refusal of the Use of 
a Cathedraj 


FOR A MAYOR’S INSTALLATION 


Desperate Struggle Ketween the Clergy 
and Parnellites. in Prospect—Report 
That Parnell Agrees to Retire if O’Brien 
is Put at the Head. 


Cork, Jan. 2.—The feud existing be- 
tween the Irish bishops and the Parnelk 
ites, which bas been smouldering since 
the election iu North Kilkenny, has again 
burst forth fierc-ly and the most bitter 
feeling prevails on both sides. 

Mayor Horgan, an earnest supporter of 
Parnell and one of the gentlemen who is 
said to have been prominent in getting up 
the recent letter to Mr. O’Brien, signed 
by the mayor and five ex-mayors, was in- 
stalled at the town hall as maydér of Cork 
yesterday amid a scene of intense en- 
thusiasm on the part of the Parnellites. 
On the other hand the anti-Parnellites 
were conspicuous by their absence, 

The absence of Mr. Parnell’s opponents 
from the installation ceremonies did not in 
any way tend todampen the enthusiasm 
of the Parnellites, who were out in strong 
force, owing, in addition to the fact that 
they designed to honor Mr. Horgan, to a 
rumor circulated early in the day that 
there was trouble brewing for the Par- 
nellite mayor. 

This trouble manifested itself when the 
arrangements were being made during 
the morning for .the customary installa- 
tion ceremonies at'the Catholic cathedral, 
which has always formed part of the day’s 
preceedings. The Parnellites were then 
{nformed, first-by rumor and afterward 
as a positive fuct, that the installation 
ceremonies at the cathedral must be aban- 
doned aa the bishop, Rt. Rev. T. A. O’Cal- 
laban, refused to receive the Parnellite 
mayor. 

This information was greeted with 
many sigus of indignation by the Parnell- 
ites, who are now convinced that the bat- 
tie with the priesthood is only in its early 
stages, and that a long and desperate 
struggle for supremacy between them- 
selves and the priests may be looked for- 
ward to throughout Ireland if Mr. Par- 
nell remains at the head of his faction of 
the Irish party. 


CONCERNING THE LEADERSHIP. 


A Report That Parnell Will Retire if 
O’Brien Will Take His Place. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 2.—It is understood here 
that William O’Brien has cabled John 
Dillon, now in New York, that Mr. Par- 
nell consents to retire if Mr. O’Brien is 
made leader of the Irish party. It is 
further understood that the Boulogne 
conference adjourned in order to await 
Mr. Dillon’s reply to this cable message. 
It is also reported that Mr. Dillon is 
consulting with several prominent friends 
of Ireland who reside in the United 
States, previous to answering the im- 
portant question put to him after the 
close of the conference. 

The Insuppressible, the organ of the 
McCarthyite faction of the Irish party, 
says: “Mr. Parnell wants no vindication 
resulting in the annulment of the O’Shea 
divorce. He intends to marry Mrs. O’Shea 
when the divorce is made absolute.” 

The announcement is made that the 
capital of the new paper of the McCarthy- 
ite section of the Irish party has been sub- 
scribed. 


Mere Conjecture. 

Paris, Jan. 2.—William O’Brien is so 
anuoyed by the false statements made by 
a news agency as to whatdid and what 
did not take place at the conference be- 
tween the Irish l-alers recenity held at 
the Hotel Du Pouvre at Boulogne sur 
Mer, that he has issued the following 
Satement over his own signature: “Io 
consequence of rumors concerning my 
alleged views and impressions apropos of 
the conversation held with Mr. Parnell 
at Boulogne, [am obliged to again warn 
the public against crediting such state- 
ments, as they are either pure conjectures 
or fabrications,” 


Cheers for Parnell. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 2—Lord Mayor Meade 
was installed here yesterday amid a 
scene of considerable excitement. Messrs, 
Sexton and Healy were roundly hissed by 
the crowds present, and the mention of 
Mr. Parnell’s name was cheered to the 
echo.

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 


Mexican Government Bestirring Itself t¢ 
Prevent the Spread of Smalipox. 


Sr. Lovis;Jan. 3.—For some months 
past an epidemic of smallpox has been 
‘raging along the Texas and Mexican 
horders, as well as several towns in the 
interior of Texas. Advices from San 
Antonio, Tex., state that the Mexican 
government has taken the matter in hand 
and sent a corps of physicians to Ouidad, 
Porforie Diaz, across from Eagle Pass, to 
vaccinate the people’ and isolate those 
stricken with the dread disease. Strict 
“quarantine has ‘been enforced’on the 
American side, no one being allowed to 
cross the border from either side without 
& passport. Thirty days ago there were 
400 cases in the Porforie Diuz, but by 
stringent quarantine and skiliful medical 
attention they have teen reduced to half 
that number. The Mexican government 
will use the soldiers~to compel Mexicans 
tosubmit to vaccination it objection is 
made.

A BIG BLOCK ABLAZE. 


Two of Gotham’s Theatres To- 
tally Destroyed by Fire. 


MANY BUSINESS FIRMS SUFFER 


Manager Harry Miner, Fanny Davenport 
and Hermann, the Mugician, Lose 
Heavily—Large .Hotel Narrowly Es- 
capes Destruction. 


New York, Jan. 8.—The audience had 
left the Fifth Avenue theatre, corner of 
Broadway and Twenty-eighth street, at 
11.20 last night. Harry C. Miner, the pro- 
prietor of the theatre, was the last person 
in the place. Hevsaid he had a foreboding 
that something was going to happen and 
took a look through the premises. Then 
he also went away. About midnight the 
theater was discovered to be on fire, ap- 
parently in the back part near the stage. 
Three alarms were turned in and firemen 
swarmed to the place and broke into the 
buildiug by the various entrances. The 
fire had too much headway and soon 


| broke through the roof, the whole inte- 


rior being in flames. Fanny Davenport’s 
scenery and costumes, used in the presen- 
tation of Cleopatra, made positively their 
last appearance and disappeared in a lu- 
rid transformation spectacle. 

Then. the fire spread to neighboring 
buildings, Hermann’s theatre, where the 
master of the black art has been giving 
exhibitions, being one of them. Crook’s 
spooting goods emporium was soon blaz- 
ing, and six distinct explosions heard in 
the interior caused a stampede in the 
crowd that had gathered. 

By 1 o’clock it looked as if the whole 
block might be swept away, and, the 
Fifth Avenue theatre being apparently 
doomed, the efforts.of the firemen were 
devoted to saving adjoining property. A 
breeze fanned the flames, and at 1:30 
o’clock the Gilsey building was threat- 
ened. 

Harry Miner places his loss on the Fifth 
avenue theatre at $125,000. Magician 
Hermunn says it cost him $65,000 to refit 
Dockstadter’s theatre into the present 
Hermaiu’s theatre. Besides losing all 
this he lost. $25,000: worth of theatrical 
effects and costumes which he was unable 
to remove from the doomed structure. 

At 12:50 a flaming brand borne on the 
strong northwest breeze fell on theroof of 
the Sturtevant house across Broadway, 
setting that hotel.on fire. The guests 
were hustled out amidst great excitement 
and hurriedly conveyed to numerous 
near-by hotels.. The firemen then put 
their hardest work on trying tosave the 
hotel. 

The Latest Report 
is that Fanny Davenport’s loss ts about 
$50,000. 

The fire in theSturtevant houseis under 
control. The upper portion of the hotel 
is, however, pretty badly. damaged. It 
appears that the roof had been burning 
for fully fifteen minutes before it was dis- 
eovered. The estimate of the total loss as 
near as can be learned is over $500,000, 

Manager Harry Miner was early on the 
scene, as was also Professor Hermann. 
While the former saved nothing from the 
wreck, the professor and his wife worked 
like beavers. Mrs, Hermann saved her 
four pet doves, but her husband sbrrow- 
fully. said that his favorite trick appar- 
atas, worth $20,000, was lost to him for- 
ever. 

The occupants of ‘the stores on the west 
side of Broadway from Twenty-eighth to 
Twenty-ninth streets (the burned block) 
number from 1185 to 1203 and were as fol- 
follows: No. 1185, J. J. Slater, shoes; 1187, 
side entrance to the Fifth Avenue theatre; 
1189, the Cash Register company; 1191, J. 
B. Crook & Co., sporting goods; 1193, L. 
Swero, tailor; 1195, entrance to Hermann’s 
theatre; 1197, A. E. Kirch, florist; 1199, J. 
B. White, jeweler; 1201, Weisman, florist 
and 1203, Hannan & Son, shoes. jThe 
goods in these stores are badly damaged 
by water and should the walls topple in, 
the salvage will be very small. 

The series of explosions came from the 
Fifth Avenue theatre, it seemed, and were 
caused, probably, by bursting gas tanks. 
The first one came near doing serious in- 
jary to firemen and several reporters who 
were in the building. Several firemen, on 
the roofs of the burning buildings, also 
had narrow escapes during the fire. 

There were some lively scenes in the 
Brower house, but: there wus no panic. 
At5 o’clock the fire was still burning. 
The Fifth Avenue theatre was a complete 
wreck and Herman#’s was not much 
better. 

The Fifth Avenue Theatre 

was a magnificent structure, and ranked 
among the best playhouses in. this coun- 
try for size, completeness, comfort and 
aduptability to the production of the most 
pretentious dramatic works. It was 
owned by the proprietor otf ‘the Gilsey 
house. Its present lessee is. Harry C. 
Miner, who opened it this season after re- 
decorating the premises and making ex- 
tensive alterations. Before Mr. Miner 
took possession the lease was held 
Eugene Tompkins, and before him by 
John Stetson. 


Directors Asked to Settie Claims. 

ROcHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 3.—A bill of 
complaint in equity was filed in Uticain 
an action brought by Frank M. Hayes, as 
receiver of the defauct First National 
bank of Auburn, against ail of its direc- 
tors, among whom are several of the 
wealthiest and most prominent men in 
Auburn, The action is brought to re- 
cover a balance of over $600,000 due to the 
depositors. The bill alleges the grossest 
negligence on the part of the officers and 
directors of the bank. 


Newfoundland is Not Asleep.

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FUTUR= OF HOME RULE. 


The London Telegraph Says It is De- 
fasct and Advises Gladstonians to Re- 
turn to Ancient Ways of Liberalism. 


LONDON, Jan. 8—The Daily Telezraph 
(Conservative) invites the followers of Mr. 
Gladstone to recognize manfully the dis- 
tasteful fact that home rule for Ireland is 
defunct. The present»policy of the Lib- 
eral party, The Telegraph thinks, is cer- 
tuin to give way toa different program, 
while the party itse!fat thesame time 
will have to make new combinations. 

“After the next election,” says The Tel- 
egraph, “home rule will be scarcely rep- 
resented in parliament, and will sink to 
the level of radical fads—socialism, total 
abstinence and the anti- vaccination craze. 
Crochet mongers we have among us, but 
as the English party, in the largest sense 
of the word, is co-extensive with the two 
great political connections which have 
divided parliament between them since 
the beginning of the constitution period, 
the home rule party has forever perished. 
The party going tothe country on the 
home rule platform would court disaster. 

The same paper urges she Glad«tonans 


to “discard vain imaginings and to return 


to the ancient ways of Liberalism,” and 
advocates the ‘‘rearranging of the pariia- 
mentary groups into a great National 
party on one site of the hose of com- 
mons—a single comp: p eux ef pat- 
riots with a common faith, in rational 
progress, tempered by loyalty toward or- 
der, goud government and legislative 
honesty; on the other a minority of rest- 
less, powerless Irish separatists and Eng- 
lish Socialists and those advocating head- 
long revolutionary changes, destruction? 
disorder and spoliatiou, either by act of 
parliament or by municipal decree. 


THEY DESERVE IT. 


Government Asked to Reward a Steamer’s 
Officers for Heroism and Kindness. 


HALIFAX, Jan. 3.--United States Con- 
sul General Frye has sent a dispatch to 
the American government, recommending 
that a reward be paid to the captain and 
officers of the British steamer Deer Hill 
for their heroic rescue of the captain and 
crew of the bark Angelia of Machias, Me. 
The Angelia was bound to Demerara from 
St. John, laden with lumber, when she 
was dismaste'l. The steamer rescued and 
took the wrecked seainen to St. Joins, N. 
F., and the captain refused to accept any 
compensation. ‘The wrecked men were 
sent from St. Johns to Halifax by the 
American consul. They arrived here yes- 
terday and were forwarded totheir homes. 
The captain of the Angelia speaks in high 
terms of the treatment received from 
Capt. Bainbridge of the Deer Hill, and at 
his instance the recommendation to the 
American government is made. 


Big Kick Will Probably Follow. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 3.—A special to The 
Tribune from Omaha, says: Although 
not yet formally issued, an order has been 
prepared at the Union Pacific headquar- 
ters for reduction of theclerks and geueral 
agents’ salaries from 15 to 25 per cent. It 
is understood that the reduction ia the 
case of higher officials will be even greater 
and that the salary of the company’s gen- 
eral agent in New York will be cut down 
50 per cent.

A Decrease of Over $16,000,- 
000 in the Public Debt. 


ESTIMATES FOR THIS YEAR. 


Senator Ingalls’ Chance of Re-eleatien 
Thought to Be on the Wane—Judge 
Gresham's Ambition—The Old Domin- 
ion C ub Case. 


‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The public debt 
was reduced $11,005,397 during December. 
The total debt to-day, less cash in the 
treasury, is $852,430,541, and of this amount 
$619,019,740 is interest-bearing debt, made 
up mainly of $59,177,500 4 1-2 per cent. and 
$559,742,700 4 per cents now. outstanding. 
The principal of the outstanding 4 and 
41-2 per cents has been reduced $92,289,- 
000 during the past. calendar year, $49,830,- 
200 41-23and $42,450,800 4s having heen 
purchased and redeemed during — the 
twelve months. The net cash or surplus 
in the treasury to-day, including subsid- 
iary coin, is $57,571,812, against about 
$53,000,000 on Jan. 1, 1890. O/ the surplus 
to-day, national bank depositories hold 
$24,199,872, against about $41,000,000 a year 
ago. 

Government receipts during December 
past aggregated $31,370,039, against $29,- 
595,504 in December, 1889. Receipts from 
all sources from July 1 to Dec. 31, the 
first balf of the current fiscal year, aggre- 
gated in round numbers $211,900,000. or 
$18,000,000 more than for’ the correspond- 
ing six months of 1889. 

Customs receipts forthe past six months 
aggregated $124,240,195, but for the next 
six months, the aggregate will fall, per- 
haps, $20,000,000 short « this amount. 
Fifteen millions of this will be due to the 
loss from sugar duties during the last 
quarter of the current fiscal year, and 
$5,000,000 from loss of revenue due to the 
extended free list of the present tariff 
law. 

Indications. how-ver, point to a customs 
revenue of $221,000,000 during the year. 
Internal revenue receipts during the past 
six months agyregated $75,022.785, but. are 
likely to fall a little short of that during 
the last half of the fiscal year; put for the 
entire year are likely to reach $147,090,00), 
or $5,000,000 nore than the secretary’s es 
timate made last fall. 

Receipts from miscellaneous sources 
during the first half of the current fiscal 
year were about $14,000,000, and will un- 
doubtedly reach double that amount by 
the end of the year. So the indications 
are that government revenues for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will reach $395,0)0,000, 
against $103,000,000 during the preceding 
year, notwithstanding a prospective loss 
ofr$15,000,000 in sugar duty revenue under 
the new tariff «after Aprii 1. 

Government Vxpenditures 
during the past six months aggregated in 
round numbers $200,000,000, or $25,000,000 
more than expenditures during the cor- 
responding months of 1889. Of this in- 
crease in expenditures, compared with the 
first half of the preceding fiscal year,more 
than $11,000,000 is due to prepayment of 
interest on bonds redeemed, the payments 
for this account during the past six 
months having aggregated $29,834,538, 
against $18,662,020 during the first half of 
the preceding fiscal year. 

For premiums on bonds purchised dur- 
ing the past six months the treasury has 
paid out $10,361,639, against $13,459,183, 
from July to December, inclusive, iu 1889, 

Pension payments during the past six 
months aggregated $69,001,970, against 
$61,289,063 duriag the first half of the pre 
ceding fiscal year, 


SENATORIAL CONTESTS, 


Ingalls’ Chances Thought to Be Lessens 
ing—Judge Gresham a Candidate, 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 3,—Senator Plumb 
is in receipt ofintelligence from Topeka, 
Kan., that there is a slight defection in 
the Republican ranks from Senator In- 
galls, and that unless this can be counter- 
acted, it will be difficult for him to suc- 
ceed. The senator has been asked to come 
to Kansas and ai his colleague, but owing 
to the complications in the senate and the 
necessity for his presence, he sent word 
that it would be impossible for him to 
leave. He has, however, sent a strong ap- 
peal tothe Republican members of the 
legislature to stand tugether and re-elect 
Mr. Ingalls. The solid Republicans of the 
senate say that the defeat of this distin- 
guished senator at this time would bea 
great national loss. 

Information received here from Spring- 
field, Ills., by Senator Cullom, indicates 
that Judge Gresham is likely to become a 
formidable candidate for United States 
senator. ‘The friends of Mr. Gresham 
claim that he can get two of the Alliance 
votes, which is all that is necessary to se- 
cure his election. Seme doubt has been 
expressed whether Judge Gresham would 
leave the bench for a seat in the senate. 
The information received is to the effect 
that he will serve if elected. It is alleged 
that he is the only Republican who stands 
any show of election, and that neither 
Farwell nor Oglesby can unite the party. 


THE CIViL SERVICE LAW. 


Case of Alleged Violation Certified by 
Chief Justice Bingham. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Chief Justice 
Bingham, iu the ermminal court, made an 
order certifyiug the case of C. A. Newton, 
indicted September last for violating the 
civil service law, to the court in general 
term to be heard in the first instance. Mr. 
Newton was an officer of the Old Dominion 
Republican club and is charged with hav- 
ing solicited from government employes 
contributions for political purposes. His 
counsel, Judge W. E. Simms of Virginia 
and A. K. Browne of this city, have filed 
a demurrer to the indictment, raising the 
points that the acts charged do not con- 
stitute an offense, and if the court should 
construe that the acts are an offense under 
the laws, then the lawis unconsiitutional. 


Drammond and Brooks. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The secretary of 
the treasury has appointed A. J. Drum- 
mond of New York to be chief of the 
secret service division of the treasury. Mr. 
Drummond has had considerabie experi- 
ence in this branch cf the service, having 
served in it continuously from 1871 to 1888, 
and is Strongly endorsed for the position 
of chief. James J. Brooks, who was ap- 
pointed assistant chief at the time of Mr. 
Bell’s resignation several months ago and 
who has been acting as chief ever since 
that took effect, will retain his present 
Office as assistant chief.

The Path of Storms. 

A method is now on trial at the mete- 
orological office at Steckholin which 
seems likely to throw some light ona 
subject which hitherto has been attend- 
ed with much uncertainty, namely, the 
determination. of the path taken by 
storms. From the telegraphic weather re- 
ports tables of the density of the atmos- 
phere have been constructed, and other 
data have been collected which have 
been embodied in special charts. 

These charts are found to give much 
more reliable clew to the movements 
and origin of cyclones than the usual 
method of the comparison of isobars and 
isotherms alone. The latest investiga- 
tions show that storms move in the di- 
rection of the warmest and dampest air, 
parallel to the lines of equal density. 
leaving the rarer air to the right hand. 
—New York Commercial Advertiser. 


A Red Noah. 


The Messiah craze among the Indians 
of the north, west and northwest re- 
vives interest in anything that pertains 
tothe queer delusions and beliefs that 
have been rife among the different tribes 
for the past century. I[t is remembered 
now that in 1883 the Sanpoels, a small 
tribe in what was then Washington ter- 
ritery, became greatly agitated over the 
teachings of an old chief who professed 
to believe that another flood was near at 
hand. He said that the Great Spirit had 
commanded him to collect tribute and 
build an ark that would outride the 
waves. His great canoe, 112 by 288 feet, 
is still to be seen in an unfinished condi- 
tion near one of the tributaries of the 
Columbia.—St. Louis Republic. 


Eighty Days for. Eighty Oaths. 

Park Wilson, a well known character 
about town, was sent to jail by Justice 
Hansman, at Chambersburg, Pa., Dec. 
10, for eighty days for swearing eighty 
profane oaths. Under the Pennsylvania 
“blue laws” act of 1794 the penalty for 
profane swearing is sixty-seven cents for 
each oath, or in default of payment 
thereof one day in jail for each oath. 
Wilson would not pay a fine of $57.30 
for the oaths indulged in Saturday night, 
so he went to jail for eighty days. A 
conviction under the blue laws is a very 
rare occurrence in Pennsylvania. —Balti- 
more American. 


A Feat in Photography. 

Washington commandery, Knights 
Templar, Hartford, have made arrange- 
ments with a photographer to take an 
immense composite photograph of the 
members of the commandery. There 
will be between three and four hundred 
in the photograph, the front ones being 
about three-fourths size. The picture 
will be 54 by 10} feet. It will take about 
a year to finish it, and the cost will be 
$1,000. When completed the photograph 
will be placed in the commandery room. 
—Boston Transcript.

Senators Fail to Respond to Mr, 
Hoar’s Call. 


LIVELY TIMES IN THE SENATE 


Expected This Week as the Outcome of a 
Caucus to Be Held—-House Will Wrestle 
With the Shipping BiJl—Other Wash- 
ington News. 


Wasuineton, Jan. 5,—Senator Hoar 
found on hisreturn here yesterday that, 
beside Squire and Padduck, five other Re- 
publican senators would probably not re- 
spond to bis urgent invitation to return 
to Washington by to-day and stayin the 
senate until the election bill was dis} 
posed of. 

Their names were given to him as fol- 
lows: Pettigrew, South Dakota; Moody, 
South Dakota; Pierce, North Dakota; 
Farwell, Illinois; Blair, New Hampshire. 

Seven absentees from the city, with 
such absentees as will be kept away from 
the senate chamber from time to time by 
sickness or inclination, would very seri- 
ously interfere with Mr. Hoar’s attempt 
to sit o1t the Democrats. 

All Republican senators have received 
instructions from Mr. Hoar not to make 
pairs with Democrats without reserving 
the right to break them to make 4 
quorum. It is to be war to the knife 
henceforth. 


TIME FOR ACTION. 


Crisis Expected to Be Reached iv the 
Senate This Week— Work in the House. 


WASdINGTON, Jan. 5.—It begins to be 
apparent that the unsatisfactory state of 
affairs in the senate must soon be termi- 
nated. Ffty working days will end the 
life of the Fifty-first congress. Yet the 
first of the regular annual appropriation 
bills remains to be acted upon by the 
senate. The teeling of impatience which 
this condition of the public business has 
aronsed bas gathered strength every day, 
and significant remarks uttered in debate 
last week by senators of recognized influ- 
ence appear to have had the effect of 
bringing the senate nearer toa change of 
the program that has held sway since_con- 
gress met in December last. 

A caucus of the Republican senators is 
to be held, probably this evening, and it 
is confidently expected by most of the Re- 
publican senators that, asa result of it, 
before the week expires a crisis will have 
been reaehed with respect to the election 
bill, and the senate will have arrived ata 
clear understanding of what course is to 
be pursued during the remainder of the 
session. Thelines of battle arenarrowing 
and there isa gathering of forces. Ab- 
sent Republican senators have beeu re- 
quested to return, and preparations are 
being made on both sides of the chamber 
fora final struggle. A partof the cam- 
paign, it is believed, will bea series of 
night sessions—designed to test the effi- 
cacy of the old methods of passing a bill 
obnoxious to the minority, as well as to 
secure the adoption of the new closure 
rule, if it be decided to press this meas- 
ure. It is expected, however, that this or- 
der will be made before Tuesday, as a ses- 
sion to-night would interfere with the de- 
sired caucus. 

In the House, 
the first Monday of the month is “indi- 
vidual suspension day,” and members 
will be given an opportunity to pass 
measures of local interest. Chairman 
Farguhar of the merchant marine and 
fisheries committee will call up the ship- 
ping bill Tuesday. Its friends purpose to 
allow two days for its consideration, but a 
determined effort will be made by the op- 
position to defer final action on the bill as 
long as possible in the hope of defeating 
itin this manner without running the 
risk of a final vote on the passage of the 
bill. There isa prospect that considera- 
tion of the shipping bill may be antago- 
nized by appropriation bills, and that the 
former measure may not secure the fluor. 
Friday willbe devoted to bills on the 
private calendar. It is expected to fill in 
any time duringthe week, not devoted to 
the shipping bill and to special orders, 
with appropriation bills, four of which 
areonthe calendar awaiting considera- 


-tion, Chairman Cutcheon of the military 


affairs committee having right of way 
with the army appropriation bill. 


Mexico Seeks Monetary Changes. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 5.—The bureau of 
American Republics is informed that the 
finance minister of Mexico has submitted 
to the congress of that republic a plan for 
an entire revision of the monetary laws 
and coinage. It provides that the mone- 
tary system of the republic shall consist, 
as at present, of gold, silver, copper and 
brass coins. The monetary unit shall con- 
tinue to be the silver dollar, the fractions 
of this dollar to be represented by silver 
coins of 5, 10 and 20 cents. The silver dol- 
lar shall retain its present form; but the 
design thereof shall be improved. 


To Talk Finances. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The international 
monetary conference has been called to 
meet at the diplomatic chamber of the 
department of state at 12 o’clock noon on 
Wednesday next, when the secretary of 
state will deliver an address of welcome, 
Sub-equent meetings of the conference 
will be held in the parlors of the Arling- 
ton hotel. 


Coffee Will Probably Go Up. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5,—The bureau of 
American republics has received advices 
of the almost total failure of the coffee 
crop iu Java, which is estimated at only 
about 16 per cent, of former annual aver- 
ages. 


“A Clerical Error.” 

PAoLa, Ind., Jan. 5.—Joseph Fields, 
county treasurer of Orange county, is 
short $11,000. He claims that it is a mere 
clerical error and professes his willingness 
and ability to pay up when the exact 
amount of the shortage is known. 


Mr. Telker’s Defective Memory. 
Dover, N. H., Jan. 5.—Hiram Telker, 
who testified for the state in the Sawtell 
trial that Feb. 5 was the date on which 
the Willeys met the Sawtells on the road, 
has found out that he was in error. The 
date should have been Feb. 7. 


All Victoria’s Domains Incladea. 
MELBOURNE, Jan. 5.—It is stated that 
the home government has virtually con-

England and foreign powers. 


Gladstone Will Remain. 
LonpDoy, Jan. 5,—The Daily Telegraph 
(Liberal) says it is authorized to deny the 
report of Mr. Gladstone’s intended retir- 
ing from the Liberal leadership. 


NO PLACE FOR WHITES. 


Wholesale Slaughter Going on in the 
Caroline Islands—‘paniards 1 .ecipi- 
tated the Trouble. 


San Francisco, Jan. 5.—Late advices 
from the Caroline Islands state that an 
era of insurrection and bloodshed has set 
in among the natives and Spanish troops 
in this group. The fact that Admiral 
Belknap dispatched the cruiser Alliance 
to Penapito protect the American mis- 
sionaries, whose lives and Vpperty were 
threatened equally by Spaniacds and na- 
tives was made known several days ago 
by intelligence received from Asiatic sta- 
tions. It is not merely American resi- 
dents who are threatened; every white 
person on the island, and Spaniards in 
particular, are fearful of having their 
property stolen and being murdered. 

A traveler named Anderson, who has 
been engaged in inter-island commerce 
for several years, returned to Jaliut, ia 
the Marshall group, lately, brings start- 
ling intelligence of the extent of the 
trouble and its causes. Hesays that the 
natives are are a superior species of their 
race. They did pot object to the coming 
of the Spaniards until the latter induced 
Spain toclaima protectorate over the 
group. Quite recently the Spanish offi- 
cials increased native taxation, which has 
always been arepugnant feature of their 
administration. The natives wee op- 
pressed by this levy, and their refusing to 
pay it was the cause of the existing 
troubles. 

Moreover, the troops on the island ara 
in most cases drunken, riotous mobs. The 
natives armed themselves and had several 
sharp engagements with the Spaniards. 
They were cut down like grass by Gatling 
guns, and have now retreated into the 
bushy country. The Spanish soldiers fol- 
lowed them and were in turn decimated 
by the hidden enemy. The war-cry against 
the whites has been sounded through all 
the islands, 


THE ELLIE’S ROUGH VOYAGE. 


She is a Tough Vessel], Otherwise She 
Would Have Gone to the Bottom. 


HALiFaXx, Jan. 5.—The schouner Ellie, 
which was towed into port disabled last 
week, arrived here last night in tow of 
the steamer Bridgewater. The crew had 
a fearful experience and but for the 
staunchness of the vexsel sbe never would 
have reached port. She sailed from 5t. 
John, Porto Rico, for Halifax with a 
cargo of sugar. Bad weather delayed her 
and her mainsail and jibs were carried 
away and the mainboom was broken into 
three pieces. Then the weather became 
bitterly cold and ice eighteen inches thick 
formed at the bow, weighing the schooner 
down and threatening to sink her. One 
of the crew died and ‘was buried at sea, 
Finally, when water was growing scarcer 
and nearly everything in the shaps of 
wood had been burned, the schooner 
Brenda, for Liverpool, N. S., hove in sight 
and arranged to tow the disabled vessel 
to Port Matoun for $700, On the Ellie’s 
arrival here two of the crew were taken 
to a hospital suffering from the effects of 
their exposure. 


MRS. MERAMBLE’S DEATH. 


Coroner Mix Finds It Was Probably Due 
to Hard-Hearted Selectmen. 


New HAVEN, Jan. 5.—Coroner Mix has 
finished his probings into the death of 
Mrs, Catherine Meramble, who died as a 
result of transportation to the hospital in 
this city, from the town of Woodbury, 
by order of the selectmen of that town. 
He will report ina day or two. The in- 
vestigation developes the fact that the 
selectmen have violated two statutes con- 
cerning the care of paupers, and also that 
the woman’s hip was broken and her feet 
frozen during the cold jouraey to this 
city. The weather was at zero when the 
unfortuate woman made her jourrey of 
thirty miles, dressed in common clothing, 
with one blanket around her, lying on 
some hay, in a beach wagon. 


HAS BEEN STEALING FOR YEARS. 


Stockbridge Savings Bank Depositors 
Have Been Deceived. 


STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 5.—Charles 
Willis, for fifteen years treasurer of the 
Stockbridge Savings bank, is a defaulter 
to the extent of $25,000 or more. The ex- 
act amount is not known,but defalcations 
amounting to $23,300 have been brought 
to light so far. 

The stealing bas been carried on with 
regularity for twelve or thirteen years, 
sinall amounts veing taken at a time, 
When a depositor paid in $500, for in- 
stance, it was properly entered on his 
book, but set down $40,say, on the bank’s 
records. 


Looks Like a Hounce.

Bulidozers Panished.

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RELIEF FOR IRELAND. 


A Declaration Sent Forth from 
Dublin Castle. 


CONTRIBUTIONS ASKEG FOR. 


Earl of Zetland and Chief Secretary 
Balfour Say That They Will Attend 
to Relieving Distress. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 5.—The Earl of Zetland, 
viceroy of Ireland, and Chief Secretary 
Balfour sign a declaration which has been 
issued, on the condition of the poor in the 
western part of Ireland. The declaration 
says: 

Poverty is chronic in some districts and 
will, ifthe people are not aided, reach a 
stage of acute distress during the winter 
and spring. There is neither a resident 
gentry nora substantial middle class to 
give employment, nor are there charitable 
organizations to aid those who are unable 
to aid themselves. Outdoor relief, except 
in cases of emergency, cannot legally be 
administered, except to persons holding 
over a quarter of an acre of land. Al- 
though none acqnainted with the history 
of the Irish poor law would regard the re- 
laxing of this rule as oter than a public 
calamity, its maintenance undoubtedly 
limits the capacity to deal with the periods 
of exceptional distress. The position 
thus created leaves a part of the social 
organism sick at all times—stricken witb 
a disease from which without extraneous 
help it has no power to rally. 

The question is not whether money 
ought to be given, but how it ought to be 
given—to what classes and for what’ sps- 
cial purposes, Charity ill-administered 
injures the recipients everywhere, but is 
especially injurious in those parts with 
which we are concerned. Elsewhere the 
injury may be confined toa class rela- 
tively smali, but in the worst portions of 
the congested districts the whole com- 
munity may be affected. All are poor; all 
can plausibly appeal for aid; and help 
recklessly given in response may infect 
whole townships witk the vices aud weak- 
nesses of professional mendicancy. We 
have spoken of this matter to many 
priests and others acquainted with the 
condition of the people. There was not 
one of them, however keenly they may 
have felt the sufferings of those amongst 
whom they lived, who did not admit that 
permanent ill effects followed from much 
charitable expenditure within their expe- 
rience. 

Regarding the Appeals for Help, 

it is needful to say that tales of distress 
need not be taken as authentic because 
they are couched in strong language and 
seem tocome from well informed quar- 
ters. Thejdesire to stimulate flagging 
charity has been a fruitful source of ex- 
aggeration. Wedonot know that there 
is any reason to suppose that in Ireland 
this tendency is likely to be controlled by 
long-established habits of severe and dis- 
ciplined accuracy. It is not easy ade- 
quately to check such statements, even by 
personal observation aided by statistics, 
however accurate. 

In regard to the _ failure of the 
potato crop, small occupiers in the 
west seem, = at first sight, all 
to live much in the same way. They are 
lodged in the same cabins, cultivate the 
same kind of holdiogs, and are clothed in 
the same kind of dress. It would be 
natural to conclude that in all places 
where the failure of the crop is the same 
the distress is the same. But such is not 
the case. Iu no district does the bulk of 
the community live wholly on the potato, 
Every district has means of livelihood in- 
dependent of the cultivation of the potato, 
such as fishing, labor in England, cottage 
industries, kelp making and sales of farm 
stock. 

The degree of the failure of the potato 
crop is therefore, by itself, a misleading 
guide to the degree of distress existing 
among the people. Other elements iu the 
finding of the position of the people are 
the amount of their savings and their 
debt and credit with local tradesmen. 
Furthermore, in the organization of any 
plan of gratuitous assistance, caution is 


necessary in order that it shall not inter- 
fere with the system of raiiway relief 
works. Several thousands of pounds 
weekly are already distributed la the 


form of wagesin the districts most in 
need. Those getting wages through work 
ought not to get charity without it. 
The Conclusions We Come To 

are that charitable ail oughtto be confined 
first, to families which are in serious want 
and which, having no able-bodied persons 
among them, cannot derive benetit from 
the public relief works; second, to provid- 
ing meals in the schools for cuildren at- 
tending them; and tiird, to supplying 
clothes for childien unable to procure 
them elsewhere. ‘hese forms of assist- 
auce are less liable to abuse than others. 

The declaration proceeds to discuss the 
requisites for a distribution of aid among 
the poor. The authority for such dis- 
tribution, it says, suould be single; for the 
vesting of this authority in more than 
one person would cause confusion as to 
areas and iuvequality of resources, and 
would lead to no natioual adjustment be- 
tween needs and means. The single dis- 
tributing authority ought to command all 
available meaus of mivrmation as “to the 
condition of the people throughout the 
country. 

The declaration concludes; To those 
who think that we, who can obtain the 
service of poor law inspectors, school in- 
spectors, relieving officers, resident magis- 
trates, the police aud others resident in 
localities affected, and who already are 
officially respousible for relief works far 
exceeding anything that charity is likely 
to effect—to those who think that we are 
better equipped tor carrying out this work 
than persons not having these advantages, 
we offer to undertake the management of 
the distribution of any funds entrusted to 
us. We believe that money so spent will 
be well spent. 

All assistance in the shape of food or 
clothing through this channel or any 
other which reaches children and helpless 
persons will lighten or remove much im- 
mediate suffering, without exaggerating 
chronic evils requiring different and con- 
tinuous treatment for a permanent cure. 
Subscriptions and clothing will be received 
by the Countess of Zetland at the vice- 
regal lodge, Miss Balfour at the chief sec- 
retary’s lodge, or by the viceroy or Mr.

Spuricus Money in the Northwest. 

Secret Service Agent Harris returned 
to this city late Thursday evening after 
an absence of about two weeks in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, where he had been 
sent by the treasury department to look 
after a gang of counterfeiters who were 
flooding that part of the country with 
bad paper money. Mr. Harris was in 
Portland for several days locating the 
counterfeiters, who were raising five-dol- 
lar national bank bills to $20. The work 
was cleverly done, and is considered as 
neat a piece of “raised” work as has yet 
been seen. 

The detective got a clew, and followed 
his men to Whatcom, Wash., where they 
were taken into custody, but were re- 
leased for want of sufficient evidence. 
On Noy. 15, at Tacoma, Mr. Harris ran 
across counterfeit ten-dollar bills with 
the vignette of Daniel Webster, and had 
one of the gang shadowed and arrested, 
but his trial has not yet come off. 
Counterfeit five-dollar pieces are also in 
existence, and Mr. Harris states that the 
entire country has been flooded with the 
spurious coin. While in Portland Mr. 
Harris arrested one Professor S. Brown 
for issuing his advertisement on a bill 
similar toa bank note. Brewn was fined 
$100.—San Francisco Alta. 


The Clock Stopped When He Died. 

The sentimental and superstitious who 
are given to tracing the laws of coin- 
cidences will find an interesting subject 
for their attention in the recent death of 
a jeweler in Bucyrus, O. For many 
years it has been the office of a skillful 
German watchmaker, named Frank 
Kehrer, to attend to the town clock, 
which is in the steeple of the court 
house. During the past few months the 
health of Mr. Kehrer has been poor, and 
the clock, deprived of his careful atten- 
tion, has been keeping indifferent time. 
Monday morning the timepiece struck 5, 
and a few moments later it stopped. 

Early risers who heard the chime af- 
firm that there was something indescrib- 
ably weird and peculiar about it. Later 
risers, noticing the clock hands pointing 
to 5:05, commented upon the subject and 
its aged guardian. Later in the day the 
news spread that Mr. Kehrer’s condition 
had suddenly become worse and that he 
bad died at 5:05 that morning. The hands 
of the old town clock still point to the 
identical time when the active mind and 
skilled hand of its master were paralyzed 
in death.—Jewelers’ Weekly. 


His Half Dollar Was Glass. 

A striking illustration of the quantity 
of bogus coins now in circulation in this 
city was given ina downtown store re- 
cently. A customer who had madea 
small purchase tendered a fifty cent 
piece in payment. The clerk pushed it 
back across the counter and shook his 
head. “That half dollar’s a little too 
new,” he remarked. ‘‘What do yon 
mean?” demanded the customer. “I'll 
show you,” replied the clerk, picking up 
the coin and then letting it fall sharply 
on the counter. The shock caused the 
counterfeit to fly into fragments. It was 
a glittering sham composed of glass, 
with a thin veneer of metal. ‘There 
seems to be good reason for thinking 
that a gang of counterfeiters and their 
accomplices are working Chicago. An 
astonishing quantity of bad coins is now 
out among citizens, and apparently its 
volume is increasing rapidly.—Chicagr 
News.

CALLED FOR MILITIA. 


Striking Itatians in a New Jersey Village 
Cause the Inhabitants te Experience 
Considerable Alarm. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 5.—A dispatch for 
troops from Barnegat Park was received 
by Adjt. Gen. Stricker at 20’clock yes- 
terday morning. Heset the military de- 
partment of the state in active operation, 
and within a few hours, on an order of 
Governor Abbett, who is commander-in- 
chief of the New Jersey forces three Camden 
companies of the Sixth regiment were un- 
derarms and the quartermaster general’s 
office had a special train loaded with arms 
from the state arsenal, together with 
necessary subsistance, which was ready to 
Mmove ata moment’s notice. Further ex- 
change of telegrams resulted in more 
pacific news, and before night Sheriff 
Hageman telegraphed that there was no 
further need of state interference. The 
troops were thereupon dismissed. 

Barnegat Park is ap all-year resort. It 
was lately founded by active and retired 
officers of the army and navy, and lies 
five miles from Tom’s river on the New 
Jersey Southern railroad. The trouble at 
the pluce grew out of the dissatisfaction of 
several scores of Italian laborers who had 
been grading a public boulevard and had 
not recently been paid. There was a strike 
among them ten days ago and threats of 
violence were made, but peace was re- 
stored till Saturday, when another disap- 
pointment over their money put the Ital- 
ians in a ferment and they threatened to 
burn down the village. 

Women and children fled to shelter in 
the neighboring woods and citizens armed 
for defense. Sheriff Hageman hurried on 
from Tom’s river with a posse of men,but 
the situation still looked ugly at mid- 
night and hence the call for state aid. 
Now, it is said, the Italiaus were quieted 
with assurances of an amicable settle- 
ment. 


GEN. SPINNB&R’S FUNERAL. 


Many Friends from Washington Witness 
the Impressive Ceremony. 


Utica, N. Y., Jan. 5.—The funeral of 
the late Gen. Francis B. Spinner, the 
famous “watch dog of the treasury,” was 
held at Mohawk at the Reformed church. 
There was a very large attendance and 
many officers and attaches of the treasury 
department were present. Rev. H. H. 
Cox of Herkimer officiated. 
touching tribute to the memory of the late 
general and read an abstract from a letter 
received from the deceased in which he 
spoke at some length in reference to the 
success which may attend the efforts of 
young men to secure cducation outside of 
college. Hon. Warner Miller delivered a 
brief eulogy, speaking of the public life 
and characteristics of Gen. Spinner. The 
remains were borne to the cemetry 
guarded by a detuchment of the National 
guard. 


COULDN’T BEAT THE TRAIN. 


Sad Ending of a Sleighing Party in a 
Western Massachusetts Town. 


NORTHAMPTON, Mass,, Jan. 5.—An acci- 
dent hippened at Hadley to a sleighing 
party in which Mabel Hinckley, the 
16-year-old danghter of Rev. F. A. Hinck- 
ley of Florence, and Henry Learned, son 
of Dr. Learned, were killed. There were 
six in the party, and they were driving 
home when run into by a train on the 
Massachusetts Central railroad from Bos- 
ton. One ofthe two horses was killed. 
The party saw the train hnd the engineer 
whistled, but the driver thought he could 
get across. The young people were well 
known, and the accident has cast a gl oom 
over the village of Flurence.

,Many Young Warriors, Full of Fight, 
Desert Standing Rock Agency—Crow 
Indians Jubilant Over the Prospect of 
Killing Off Their Enemies, the Sioux— 
Engagement Between Gen. Carr’s Com- 
mand and Redskins—Gen. Forsyth Re- 
lieved—Wounded Knee Battle to Be 
Investigated—Indian Scouts Faithfal. 


CHicaGo, Jan. 5.—A special to The 
Inter-Ocean from Pine Ridge says: 

! Saturday night was one of feverish ex- 
\citement to many at the agency. For the 
; first time the squaw men and half-breeds 
were alarmed aud remained up all night, 
fearing that an attack would be made be- 
‘fore morning. The agency is too well 
‘guarded to permit any large force to ap- 
|proach very close without discovery, but 
'it would be hard to prevent a few daring 
Indians from creeping up some of the 
numerous ravines and throwing fire- 
arrows in barns or haystacks. The 
‘friendly spies{say that there are a large 
{number of warriors in the enemy’s camp 
| who have worked themselves up to a con- 
dition of frenzy similar to that of those 
hostiles who committed suicide at 
;Wounded Knee. They say they want to 
die and are going todie while killing 
}white men. It is also said that two bucks 
escaped from the Wounded Knee fight 
who swear that they will set the agency 
on fire and kill the agent themselves. 

Gen. Miles has his troops all a1ound the 
enemy, and could throw all in any day 
and have a tremendous battle, but could 
not prevent small bands escaping here 
and there, which would have to be followed 
up by the soldiers, and which would 
place the lives of many settlers in datger. 
By holding his troops until a much larger 
force can be thrown around the Indians, 
the trouble can be confined to the reserve. 
The end cannot be reached without one or 
more battles, and bloody ones, as there 
are too many of the crazy ghost-dancers 
who want to follow, the example of their 
Big Foot relatives. Gen. Miles sent out 
@ letter, asking for a hearing. The In- 
dians tore the letter into fragments and 
threw them into the fire, saying: “We 
want no treaty; we are here to fight.” 

Saturday night several shots were fired 
by our pickets, and a couple of arrows 
were thrown into the yards. 

Doctors are constantly arriving, there 
being no less than fifteen here, with a 
large corps of assistants. 

A delegation of friendlies asks that a 
large party be sent out at once to aid those 
who desire to escape from the hostile 
camp. They claim that 700 or 800 warriors 
wish to return; that they either fled 
through fright at first or were forced to go 
with the rest. To let the friendlies go 
would undoubtedly precipitate a fight and 
consume several days of valuable time. 
No decision in the matter has been made 
yet. 

The Indians in the hostile camp number 
over 4000 men, women and children and 
represent every agency in the two Da- 
kotas. 


DESERTING BY HUNDREDS: 


Friendlies are Leaving the Agencies to 
Join the Hostile Forces. 


YATES, N. D., Jan. 5.—A large number 
of the young warriors of the Standing 
Rock agency have come south to join the 
hostiles in the Bad Lands. The discovery 
was made on issuing rations that many 
did not come to the agency, and one of 
the friendlies stated that they had armed 
themselves and gone to join the bands in 
revolt. How many have gone is only con- 
jectured, but the indications point to at 
least 1000 desertions. The Grand River 
Sioux have been fomenting trouble ever 
since the killing of Sittiug Bull, and they 
have not been slow in manifesting their 
intense anger to Agent McLaughlin. Most 
of them regard the taking off of the old 
medicine man as murder outright, and it 
has been common talk for three weeks 
that the reds would accept the first oppor- 
tunity offered to massacre the whites. 

The detachment of the Eighth cavalry 
under Capt. Fountain will move rapidly 
southward, and company H of the Twenty- 
second infantry, now near New England 
City, will come to this point and move 
thence southward to aid in squelching the 
uprising. Troops are also in readiness to 
take the field for Fort Lincoln, and the 
detachment of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
at Fort Keogh is expected to march in a 
southeasterly direction. Every hour in- 
creases the number of the hostiles. 


RED CLOUD’S MESSAGE. 


But Two Men With Whom He Will Talk 
of Terms for Peace. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 5.—Specials to The 
Journal from Pine Ridge confirm the re- 
port of an eugagement between Gen. 
Carr’s command and the Indians on 
White river. Jt is believedl no one was 
killed, though several Indians were 
‘wounded. 

An Indian courier brings a message 
from the hostile camp, the substance of 
which is a demand that all soldiers with- 
draw from the locality, and further, that 
they will treat with no one for peace but 
the president of the Unittd States or the 
comniissioner of Indian affairs. The mes- 
\sage came direct from the hitherto sup 
posedly friendly Red Cloud. 

Roving bands continue to scout the 
country in the vicinity of Pine Ridge. A 
man named Miller, formerly a govern: 
ment herder, was found five miles from 
the agency. His body was riddled with 
bullets. Many persons coming in tell of 
‘narrow escapes. The Indian training 
‘school at Pine Ridge was burned, no loss 
of life resulting. 

The Wounded Knee Slaughter. 

OMAHA, Jan. 5.—A special from Pine 
;Ridge says that, in accordance with in 
‘structions telegraphed from Washington 
Gen. Forsythe was relieved of his com 
maniof the Seventh cavalry, pending in 


vestigation of the Wounded Knee affair. 
Maj. Whitesides succeeds to the command 
of the regiment. Maj. Whitesides says 
the affair was an accident, that a few 
moments before the fightisg began the 
Squaws were merrily pelting the searching 
party with bundles of rags. The accepted 
Treason for Gen. Forsythe’s relief is the 
manner in which his troops were placed 
in the fight. 


A Fight Without Loas of Life. 

OmAgA,Jan,5.—A Bee special from Rush- 
ville says: Gordon, Neb., advises say two 
scouts, just arrived, confirm the report 
made of a battle north of this place. The 
fight was between the Indians and a de- 
tachment sent out by Gen. Miles from 
Rosebud agency to bury the dead Indians 
killed at the Wounded Knee battle of 
Dec. 29. The hostile Sioux, objecting to 
the burial of their dead by their pale-faced 
foes, opened fire, and after desperate und 
sharp firing of the Hotchkiss gun, were 
forced to return to the protection of the 
friendly ravines. No deaths are reported. 


**Dog Eat Dog.” 

HELENA, Mont., Jan. 5.—Mat Veite, 
with the First cavalry, arrived at Miles 
city with troop D, sixty Crow scouts and 
full camp equipage. They proceeded with 
three companies of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry for Powderville, to join Maj. Ar- 
nold. A special says there was music in 
the air Saturday night. The Crows are 
visiting the Cheyenne Indians, near the 
fort, and are Gancing and singing. The 
Cheyennes have gune to war and the 
Crows are jubilant over the prospect of 
killing off the Sioux, who are their mor- 
tal enemies. 


Official News at Washington. 

WASHINGTON Jan. 5.—The commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs, has in response to 
atelegram sent to agent Royer at the 
Pine Ridge agency, inquiring as to 
whether any of the Indian scouts or police 
have joined the hostiles, received the fol- 
lowing reply from the agent, dated Jan. 3: 

None of our enlisted scouts have joined 
the hostiles. Captain Seward gave three 
permission to go into the hostile camp 
after their families, who have not yet re- 
turned. Police and scouts are rendering 
good service and by their vigorous firing 
prevented the hostiles from burning 
agency buildings. 

A reporter last night called the attention 
of the commissioner to the reports from 
Pine Ridge saying that Gen. Miles had 
recommended the removal of the Indian 
agents at Pine Ridge and at other places 
and to the statement that the Indians 
were slowly starving to death. The com- 
missioner said that so far as the agents 
were concerned there was no evidence that 
there had been any dishonesty on their 
part in distributing supplies. Hesaid he 
was preparing for publication a full state- 
ment of the amount of supplies voted by 
congress and distributed to the Indians. 
The commissioner has submitted to the 
president a statement covering the ques- 
tion of the charge made that tue agree- 
ments with the Indians have not been ful- 
filled.

SATURDAY’S FIRE. 


More Damage by Water Than by the 
Fire—Cinders. 


The alarm from box 56 on Saturday after- 
noon was for a fire in a dwelling house 
situated on Newport avenue near Brook 
street, Wollaston. 

Station Agent Wild turned in the alarm 
at 4.33, twelve minutes later the steamer 
had arrived and coupled on to the hydrant 
near the Wollaston hotel. Owing to the 
non-appearance of the horse which usually 
draws Hose 2, considerable valuable time 
was lost in getting that piece of apparatus 
to the fire. Hose 2 got to the hydrant 
shortly before the steamer, run out 750 feet 
of hose and had the first stream on. 

The Hook and Ladder closely followed the 
steamer and raised two ground and two 
roof ladders, which, with one ladder put 
up by Hose 2, made five ladders against the 
burning building. 

The fire originated in an eve closet, 
opening from the finished attic, and was 
probably caused by spontaneous com- 
bustion. 

A line of hose was run up to the attic 
ibrongh a window and another on the roof. 

The house was then pumped full of 
water. The fire was soon drowned out. 
It most always is when the flooding process 
is tried. This method is a favorite one 
with the Quincy department. The fore- 
men were using patent shut off nozzles, 
but, for some unexplainable reason failed 
to make proper use of them. The fire 
damage was trivial; the water damage will 
amount to hundreds of dollars. 

The house was owned by George F. 
Pinkham and occupied by Samuel Holmes 
and Mrs. 8. F. Hull. The losses are as 
follows: 

George F. Pinkham estimates his} loss 
$1000, fully ansured; Samuel Holmes, loss 
$500, insured for $800; Mrs. 8. F. Hull, 
loss $200., insured $700.

The driver 
attempted to cross the railroad track by 
the private way near Mellen, Bray & Co.’s 
rivet works. This crossing is kept closed 
to public travel by a gate, which is always 
jlocked. Mr. Bray, seeing the chemical 
{making for that crossing, rushed out of 
the factory and started to unlock the gate 
for the machine to go through. The mem- 
bers of the company refused the key and 
got out their axes and chopped the gate to 
kindling wood. The city will have a chance 
to erect a new gate at that crossing.

MAYOR FAIRBANKS. 


[Continued from First Page.) 


and the small amount of money available 
to keep in passable order, over eighty miles 
of accepted streets, I believe it should be 
the aim that what is worthy to be done, 
that it be well done, and tbat particular 
attention should be given, that the full 
value of the money expended be done in a 
careful, judicious manner, avoiding all 
unnecessary expenses. It would seem as 
if more attention should be given to paving 
the gutters of many of our streets, that 
the surface water be given a road-way, 
thus preventing an annual expenditure 
upon the same streets caused by the regular 
washing away of the surface after a heavy 
rain, 

Complaint, often well founded, in more 
than one instance, that the streets are left 
in a dangerous condition by the corpora- 
tions who have been granted franchises by 
the city, and it is a waste of the public 
monies to thoroughly repair a street to be 
soon uprooted for the purpose of laying 
mains of whatever nature, and more atten- 
tion should be given to this question, and I 
would recommend that the ordinance con- 
cerning streets be amended, by inserting a 
section, prohibiting the opening of the 
public streets for the purpose of laying 
pipes or mains from December Ist to April 
1st, except in cases of obvious necessity, 
and that when the city is about to re-build 
or re-surface a street, due notice be sent to 
the corporations having the right to lay 
pipes or mains, informing them of the 
city’s work, the street shall not be again 
opened for the space of six months. 

In view of the probable construction of a 
sewer through many of the streets in the 
near future, it would seem unwise to order 
any large outlays, unless the work could be 
done in harmony with the other depart- 
ment, though a careful foresight will be 
given to remedy the defects which are 
dangerous to public travel. The demand 
for opening new streets, is of course in 
advance of the city’s ability to comply, and 
I would ask the council to carefully con- 
sider the merits of all petitions, in view of 
the work needed in streets already accepted 
by the city, and which deserve attention. 

The councils of the previous years have 
deemed it best for the future welfare of our 
city to first thoroughly rebuild the main 
thoroughfares, and it would be my judg- 
ment that the present year should see 
Water street widened, to 40 feet from 
Franklin street to Granite street. It is 
one of the main thoroughfares of the city, 
and the business travel will be ever on the 
increase, and public necessity requires 
that you give this question your immediate 
attention. Surveys of the above street are 
in the possession of the city, showing the 
plan and details. If the work is ordered, 
it is hoped that the sewer pipes can be laid 
at the same time. Washington street from 
the bridge to South street, should be 
thoroughly rebuilt or repaired the coming 
year; the city cannot afford to rebuild the 
entire length of this street the present year, 
if you in your judgment decide to widen 
Water street, which is the most important, 
and which will cause a large expenditure 
of money. 

The citizens have a right to expect more 
attention to be given to rebuilding side- 


‘walks in various parts of this city, and 


which by constant travel are now in a 
dangerous condition, and unfit for use in 
rainy weather, they have also the right to 
expect that more street crossings be placed, 
that they can pass from one sidewalk to 
another without so much discomfort in 
various ways, and I hope to make needed 
improvements in this direction. 

I would repeat the reconumendations 
made to the council of last year by His 
Honor, Mayor Porter, in reference to Ran- 
dolph avenue. This street is one rarely 
used by the citizens of Quincy, and I trust 
the council will give careful consideration 
to the proposition of deeding a tract of 
1000 acres, which includes Randolph avenue 
and Forest street to the town of Milton. 

The report of the Commissioner of 
Public Works which will be presented to 
the council, will give you valuable in- 
formation as to the work performed 
during the past year. 


LIGHTING. 


The council of 1890, deemed it wise to 
establish a system of incandescent light- 
ing in various wards of the city believing 
the same wonld be more satisfactory, and 
the result of the change will be watched 
with interest, for the city should take the 
very best method of furnishing protection 
to public travel over our highways. We 
have at present, 88 arc lights, 91 incandes- 
cent lights, 68 gas lights, 147 oil lamps. 

I believe this city will be better lighted by 
the new arrangements entered into with 
the Gas Co., to assume the care and re- 
pairs of the gas lights. 

The proper method to be employed in 
lighting our streets, isa question that we 
must carefully consider in the near future. 
Under the new contracts, the expense will 
be the coming year over $13,000. Many 
petitions will be received for additional 
lights, but they cannot be granted. Light 
has become a necessity, and there is no 
true business reason why a city should not 
have the right of furnishing light as a 
protection to travel over its highways, as 
an aid to the police service, also to supply 
its surplus to private citizens. A city 
should have the right to benefit its tax- 
payers by saving their monies. I am 


aware of the many obstacles apparently in | 
the way, but I think the Council can ren- | 
der the city important service by studying | 


this problem and becoming acquainted 
with the steps now being taken by other 
cities and towns, to accomplish this object 
of properly lighting of the city. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


One of the necessary adjuncts to a well) 


regulated municipal government, is a well 
organized fire department, and by being so 


it assures protection to life and property 
from the ravages of fire, increases the con- 
fidence of the citizens, and indirectly en- 
hances the value of real estate. 

The rapid growth of our city the past few 
years, makes the demand more imperative 
that it should be well equipped, and con- 
sidering the many drawbacks, I believe we 
should be congratulated upon the efficiency 
of the fire department during the past year, 
and the improvement in the working of 
the fire alarm service, and while the latter 
could be still further improved by the pur- 
chase of a four-circuit repeater, and the time 
is close at hand when the city must adopt 
the same, yet I believe it can safely be de- 
ferred until another year. I believe that 
the efficiency of the department would be 
greatly inereased if portable fire ex- 


carriage for use et light fires, preventing so 
much damage from water. The efficiency 
of this department would be greatly in- 
creased if the hose houses were built al- 
lowing the city to stable one of its horses 
in each building for use during the night, 
and the question must be considered in the 
near future when hose houses in Wards 
2 and 3 are rebuilt. At the present 
time I would call your attention to the 
urgent need of a new building for the ap- 
paratus massed on School street. A large 
appropriation would be necessary to make 
the repairs so essentially necessary to ren- 
der the present building fit for man or 
beast to stay in, and I believe that it would 
be a waste of the city monies to attempt 
any repairing, but a new commodious 
building with 2 suitable ward room, is by 
all means the best economy for the city. 
The present location is most desirable for 
the protection of the business and home 
interests of our city. The hydrant service 
should be increased, affording more pro- 
tection to the thickly settled portions, and 
it adds greatly to the effective work of the 
department. 

‘The hose house in Ward 2, is badly in 
need of repairs, and it may be best for the 
interests of the city, to have the same re- 
built during the present year, providing in 
the same building, also, a suitable ward 
room for the use of the citizens. I am of 
the opinion that the expense of same can 
be paid for from the current revenues of 
the year, and I will send to the council 
further information, at my earliest oppor- 
tunity. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 


I believe the true policy of the city should 
be to prevent suits rather than to defend 
against them, even successfully, for it 
should be borne in mind that even if the 
city obtains a clear verdict, it is attended 
by considerable expense. I do not wish to 
be understood as favoring settlements of 
cases’ without merit, which are brought 
against the city, but I believe that it is the 
duty to take every possible means to 
ascertain the true facts at the time of any 
accident, thus assisting the city solicitor in 
the discharge of his duties. As you gentle- 
men, are familiar with your own sections, 
I would thank you to send to the office, a 
notice of any dangerous defect in the high- 
way that comes to your knowledge that the 
same may receive prompt attention, and I 
would ask the council to consider the 
question of amending the ordinance in 
relation to streets, by adding a new section, 
obliging the tenant of an estate abutting 
on a sidewalk to remove snow and ice from 
same within a specified time, which will 
prevent many accidents and suits against 
the city. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The plan adopted by the last City Council 
in reference to a new water supply, has 
been forwarded to the state Board of 
Health, and their report on the same will 


| be sent to you as soon as received, 


CKANE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

This institution which we regard with so 
much pride needs no words of praise. It 
has its mission to perform, and continues 
to make its silent influence felt ever for 
good. Year by year its work increases, 
and its beneficial influence is far reaching 
and beyond computation. 

The board of trustees is composed of a 
body of men from among our best citizens 
and they are keenly alive to the impor- 
tance of its interests and its bearing upon 
the welfare of our city. 


ADAMS ACADEMY. 

The Academy continues to hold its place 
in the educational ranks, and through its 
work the world is benefitted by receiving 
into its ranks young men who have passed 
through a careful training in various 
branches of learning. 


POOR DEPARIMENT. 

An intelligent community are always 
desirous of furnishing those who are poverty 
stricken and friendless with the comforts 
and necessities of life, and to do all that 
the law requires to make their life more 
pleasant, and 1 can say from a perusal of 
the report of this department, that the 
duties assigned have been carefully per- 
formed, and the wants of the needy and 
deserving poor have been judiciously and 
faithfully attended to at a moderate ex- 
pense to the city. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


It is evident that a larger appropriation 
will be necessary for the support of this 
department during the present year, but I 
defer from any recommendation at the 
present time, but will send to the Council] 
at an early date my views on this impor- 
tant question. 


PUBLIC BLRIAL PLACES. 

The managers of the public burial places 
will bring to your attention the need of 
purchasing more land, to be devoted to 
cemetery purposes. 

LICENSE Qi ESTION. 

The citizens have again spoken in a 
most emphatic manner on the question, 
“shall licenses for the sale of liquor be 
granted?”’ and the significance of their

HOSPITAL. 

It isthe duty of every city to aid and 
encourage by its financial resources, the 
noble work now being rendered by such an 
institution as the City Hospital of Quincy. 
The value of its work has been well proven 
during the past year, and the taxpayers 
will cheerfully sanction an appropriation 
in furthering the aims of this charitable 
organization, and I shall willingly recom- 
mend an appropriation in the budget. 

CITY HALL. 

It must be apparent to all who have oc- 
casion to have dealings with the city, that 
the City Hall is ill adapted to the needs of 
its various officials. The city is obliged to 
pay for the use of other office room at the 
present time, and suitable apartments must 
be provided for the board of sewer com- 
missioners in the near future. I firmly be- 
lieve that it,would be the better policy, 
that all the departments should have their 
headquarters under one roof, and that it 
will be a wise economy to remodel the 
lower story with this end in view, of fur- 
nishing suitable accommodations, and 
providing for better sanitary arrangements, 
for those who are working for the varied 
interests of the city, also providing fire 
proof vaults for the safe keeping of the 
valuable records, the loss of which would 
be irreparable. 

GARBAGE. 

It is the duty of the city to take every 
measure possible to improve the health and 
comfort of its citizens, and the collection of 
the garbage should be continued during the | 
present year, but I believe it to be wise to} 
establish rules and regulations in regard to 
the collections, thus preventing the dis- 
posal of the same to private persons, who} 
disfigure the streets and sidewalks by the | 
careless methods employed by boys, in| 
carrying the same away, and by the city 
collecting the whole, the revenue from its 
sale will be largely increased. 


BROOKS. 

A question which must soon receive care- 
ful and deliberate attention from the coun- 
cil, is that of deepening, straightening and | 
widening the water courses of the city. 

A careful survey has been made of Town 
and Furnace brooks, and I hope the mem-| 
bers of the council will make themseives |

I shall trust that the good judgment of | 
the council will see the wisdom of establish- | 
ing a rule to govern the expenditures of 
this appropriation.

Of these, 34 have withdrawn and 8 died, 
leaving a present membership of 144, 9 of 
these are honorary members and carry no 
insurance. The 135 benefit members carry 
an insurance of $233,500 at a cost of about

ITALY IS SATISFIED. 


The McKinley Tariff Works Favorably 
to Her Indastries. 


RoME, Jan. 6.—It has been ascertained 
from high official sources, as ‘yell as from 
interviews with leading members of the 
Italian parliament, that Italy is well 
satisfied with the workings of the new 
American tariff bill. The government 
commission, which was appointed to in- 
vestigate and report on the probable 
effects of the bill, has but receatly com- 
pleted its task, and their report. shows 
that under the new tariff about 48 per 
cent. of Italian exports to the United 
States are admitted free of duty; 36 per 
cent. at a reduced duty; 12 per cent. at the 
old rates, while the dnty is increased on 
less than 4 per cent. This report, together 
with statistics published hy the Italian 
press, have bronght about a very favor- 
able state of public opinion regarding the 
law. 

“We have no cause for complaint 
against the United States ou account of 
the new tariff,” said Prime Minister 
Crispi, and this diplomatic opinion is 
more than indorsed by all the deputies in- 
terviewed by the Associate! Press corres- 
pondent. 

While the commerce between Great 
Britain and the United States and France 
and the United States has been steadily 
declining during the past ten years, sta- 
tistics just published in La Riforma, the 
official organ of Prime Minister Crispi, 
show that Italy’s commerce with the 
United States has heen steadily increas- 
ing, till itis now exceeded by only three 
other nations of Europe. Since the bill 
went into effect it continues to increase 
at.as greatarate as before. It is no se- 
cret that the reason why Italy refused to 
consider the subject of joining other na- 
tions iu reprisals against the United 
States was her satisfaction with the new 
tariff. 


ON THEIR FEETIIAGAIN, , 


Decker, Howell & Co., Who Failed for 
$12,000,000, to Resume Basiness. 


NEw YORE, Jan. 6.—The unexpected 
announcement is made that Decker, How- 
ell & Co., who assigned about two months 
ago with $12,000,000 of liabilities, will re- 
sume business at once and that the as- 
signee, William Nelson Cromwell, will pay 
100 cents on the dollar on all just claims 
presented to him. The firm was one of 
the most prominent in the city and wrs 
largely identified with the Villard inter- 
ests, carrying immense lines of Northera 
Pacific and North American stock. Dur 
ing the period of extreme money strin- 
gency the firm was unable to negotiate 
loans with which to carry these securities, 
and on Nov. il was compelled to suspend, 
although at the time it had millions of 
unhypothecated securities in its hands. 
Many of the banks are much relieved by 
the resuniption and the affairs of the 
North American company are greatly im- 
proved. 


BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 


Thirty-two Petitions Now on File to Be 
Considered at This Session. 


Boston, Jan. 6.—The legislature which 
assenibles to-day will have some import- 
ant matters to consider before the session 
is over. There have been filed at the 
office of the secretary of the common- 
wealth thirty-two petitions for legisla- 
tion, or over twice as many as were filed 
for action by the last legislation. There 
are three petitions for elevated railroads, 
five for railroad legislation, five for ship 
canals, one fora subterranean railroad in 
Boston, four for water supply legislation, 
four for legislation regarding street rail- 
ways, four for town divisions or changes 
of boundary line, one for legislation allow- 
ing the collection by a city of fees from a 
street railway company, two for authority 
to build bridges over tide water, and 
three for minor matters. 


Potters Walk Out. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 6.—The operative 
potters employed in the sanitary ware 
potteries madea proposition to resume 
work at theold price tilla revised list 
was agreed upon by both sides. The man- 
ufacturers, however, insisted upon the 
immediate enfercement of the new list. 
The men, to the nnmber of 350, went out. 
The manfacturers say that they will not 
withdraw from their present position be- 
cause a cut in wages is rendered necss- 
sary by the falling off in the prices which 
used to prevail for sanitary ware. 


Gillig Will Get Nothing. 

New York, Jan. 6.—The suit of Henry 
F. Gillig, former manager of the Ameri- 
can Exchange in Euro pe (limited), against 
Lawrence Barrett and Edwin Booth to 
recover moneys loaned to Barrett in 1885, 
who was then associated with Booth, has 
been dismissed by the supreme court. The 
sum involved was about $59,000. ,

Lodge’s Election Bill Laid Aside 
in the Senate. 


FINANCIAL BILL TAKEN UP. 


Democrats Aided by Republicans in Ac- 
complishing the Result—Election Bill 
May Be Brought Up and Considered 
Later On. 


WASHINGTON Jan. 6.—The elec tion bill 
was set aside in the senate, and the 
finance bill taken up by asolid Demo- 
cratic vote, aided by the following Re- 
publicans: Jones of Nevada, McConnell 
of Idaho, Shoup of Idaho. Stanford, Stew- 
art, Tellerand Washburn. 

The senate met at noon. The credentials 
of Messrs. Shoup and McConnell, sena- 
tors-elect from Idaho, were presented, 
with a recommendation that Mr. McCon- 
nell be sworn in (Mr. Shoup having 
already taken his seat). Mr. McConnell 
was allowed to take the oath. The cre- 
dentials of Frederick P. Dabois, as sena- 


| tor-clect from Idaho for the term of six 


years, Lbeziuning March 4 next, wefe pre- 
sented aud placed on file, The senate then 
went into executive session, 

The doors were re-opened at 1:30, when 
Mr. Hoar moved (the morning hour hav- 
ing expired) that the election bill be 
takeri up. Pending action on that motion 
Mr. Plumb (by request) introduced a bill 
to create a board of women commissioners 
of immigration. Referred. The election 
bill was then taken up, Mr. George re- 
suming the floor to continue the speech 
commenced by him last Wednesday. 

Mr. Stewart moved to take up the sen- 
ate bili to provide against contraction of 
the currency. Mr. George said he would 
yield for that motion. 

Mr. Hoar appeared to be taken by sur- 
prise, and asked Mr. George whether that 
senator abandoned the floor. Mr. George 
said that he did not intend to do that, but 
that he merely yielded to have the motiou 
made. He would ciaim the floor, he said, 
if the motion did not prevail. While Mr. 
George was suying this he was being 
prompted aud encouraged by the Demo- 
cratic s-nators in his neighberhood. 

After a short debate, in which Hoar, 
Gorman anid George took part, the vote 
was taken by yeas and nays, and the mo- 
tion was agreed to—yeas 34, nays 29. 

The announcement of the result was re- 
zeived with indications of 

turprise and Disappointment 
on the Republican side of the chamber, 
but with no corresponding signs of undue 
elation on the Democratic side. 

The financial bill was then taken up, 
and was read by the clerk, and Mr. Stew- 
art moved to amend it by adding the fol- 
lowing: 

Thatany wher f silver bullion, not 
tco base it the oj erations of the mint, 
may d posit the sue in amounts of the 
value v1 not less thau $100 at any mint in 
the United States, to ba formed into 
standard dollars or bars, for his benefit 
and without chirge; and that at the said 
owner’s option he may receive therefor an 
equivalent of such standard dollars, iu 
treasury uotes of the same form and de- 
scripoe, and having the same legal 
qualities as the notes provided for by the 
act approved July 14, 1890, en- 
titled “An act directing the purchase of 
silver bullion and the issue of treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes,” 
and all such treasury notes issued under 
the provisions of this act shall be a legal 
tender for their nominal amount in pay- 
ment of all debts, pubtic and private, and 
shall be receivable fur customs, taxes and 
all public dues, and when so revived may 
be reissued in the same manner and to the 
same extent as other treasury notes. 

Mr. Stewart argued in support of the 
amendment. He said that he had so of- 
ten discussed the question that he would 
not now take up any considerable time of 
the senate in representating his case. His 
amendment, he said, would remonetize 
silver and place it back where it had been 
before it was excluded from the mints of 
the United States and Europe. 

The Effect. 


The action of the senate in displacing 
the election bill with the financial bill 
was a complete surprise to the friends of 
the former measure, and several of the 
Republican silver senators who voted for 
the motion say it was without prior 
knowledge on their part. So far as can 
be learned the arrangement to displace 
the election bill was not definitely effecstea 
until some time after the senate met, 
though there had been some quiet consul- 
tation on the subject. It is understood 
that Senators Stewart and Teller were the 
principal movers in the scheme. The 
matter was kept so quiet that the Idaho 
senators did not even know what motion 
was to be made. Senator Shoup says that 
he was told not to go away; that some- 
thing of interest to silver was to take 
place, but says he did not know just what 
it was that was going to happen. 

The Democrats are rejoicing over the 
displacement of the election bill and 
think it has received its death blow. The 
financial bill must now be displaced by a 
direct vote and has the coign of vantage 
heretofore occupied by the election bill. 
It has the right of way. The resolution 
to bring the fight to an end was reached 
suddenly by the silver senators and was 
precipitated by the decision to hold a Re- 
publican caucus at night. 

Senator Edmunds said that the motion 

was acomplete surprise to him, but that 
the financial bill has now the right of 
way. Inquiry among other Republican 
senators develops the fact that they are 
also utterly taken aback at the displace- 
ment of the election bill. One western 
senator who personally regards the bil] 
with indifference, but was not willing to 
abandon it now that it was a party meas- 
ure, said that the friends of the bill did 
not know what to think or do now, for 
they had been so surprised they had not 
had time to consider the situation. The 
senator said he regarded the vote as de- 
cisive of the fate of the bill, and that was 
the opinion of the majority of his col- 
leagues with whom he had talked. 

Senator Jones returned to the city yes- 
terday, and the decision to hold a caucus, 
coupled with the arrival of Senator Jones, 
for whom Senator Stewart had been wait- 
ing, resulted in the determination’ to 
bring mutters to an immediate issue, One 
of the silver senators said that it had been 
decided last week to bring on the fight 
this week, but that it was kept very quiet, 
and thut the decision as to when to make 
the motion and in what form was not ar- 
rived at until the senate convened yester- 
day.

Whether this agreement involved 
the renewed consideration of the election 
bill after the disposition of the financial 
bill did not appear,and it is probable that 
that question will be left tothe deter- 
mination of another caucus te be held 
when the financial bill shall have been 
disposed of. 


EMMA ABBOTT IS DEAD. 


The Famous Prima Donna Breathes Hor

THE MILITARY AND POLICE 


Called Out to Suppress Rioting at Mother- 
well—Plundering of a Shop Led by 
Miners—The Great Strike Practically 
at an End. 


GLAsGow, Jan. 6.—Though the railroad 
strike is practically ended, yesterday may 
be said to have been the most exciting 
day in the history of the strike. Seventy 
policemen, backed by a squadron of Hus- 
Sars, evicted thé strikers from the houses 
belonging to the railroad companies, 
which they occupied as employes of the 
railroads. No actual violence has been 
reported, but many distressing scenes 
were witnessed. ~ Much suffering seems in 
store for the families of the unfortunate 
strikers, who now, more than ever before, 
have the sympithy of the public with 
them.

A serious «disturbance occurred at 
Motherwell. Motherwell is at a 
railway junction thirteen miles south- 
west of here, and there are extensive iron 
works and coal mines in the place. A 
disorderly crowd composed of strikers and 
their sympathizers, hostile to the author- 
ities, had gathered, and when ordered by 
the police to disperse refused te do so and 
began a general stone-throwing. -The 
sheriff then read the riot act and a squad 
of police and military charged upon the 
crowd and cleared the street. The rioters, 
however, soon beyan to do further mis- 
chief. Six o. their namber had received 
wounds from policemeu’s clubs and the 
sight of these injuries greatly incensed 
them. They quicklyjgatheredj again and 
attacked the railway statiou, taking pos- 
session of the building and wrecking the 
signal boxes. Trains were compelled, to 
run through the xia‘iou without stopping 
because of tue fusi a ies of stones which 
the mob suvwered upon them, Eventually 
the military fired viank cartridges at the 
crowd and succeeded in dislodging them 
from the station. A detachment of police 
which had been telephone! for- to Gixs- 
gow was received on its arrival with. 
groaus and. hisses, but the rioters soon en- 
tirely disappeared in the face of the su- 
perior force of their opponents. It was 
only through the lord provost’s casting 
vote that any of the Glasgow police were 
permitted te go to Motherwell, half of the 
Glasgow magistracy desiring to throw all 
responsibility of quelling the disturbance 
at Motherwell on the military. 

While a number of miners were return- 
ing from Motherviile, where t’:e Cale- 
donian Railway company recently at- 
tempted to evict some of its striking em- 
ployes from their homes, they sacked a 
shop in<the village of Blantyre, geight 
miles from this city. The men acted in a 
riotous manner and their actions finally 
became so threatening that the village 
authorities were forced to summon mili- 
tary aid to quell the disturbance. 

Miners Blamed. 

All the miners in the Motherwell dis- 
trict have suspended work. They are 
largely responsible for the riots which oc- 
curred in Motherwell. Intense excitement 
prevails in the place, and it is estimated 
that there are 20,000 persons in the crowds 
which throng the streets. 


BEHRING SEA AGAIN. 


A Communication from the British For- 
eign Office on the Subject. 

Lonpon, Jan. 6.—The foreign office has 
issued the following communication to 
the press in regard to the Behring Sea 
dispute: 

The statements cabled respecting the 
correspondence on the Behring Sea ques- 
tion between the British and American 
governments are unfounded. A dispatch 
was received Dec. 30 from Mr. Blaine. He 
made proposais respecting questions to be 
submitted for arbitration. With this ex- 
ception, no communication whatever has 
been received from the United States on 
this subject for the past three weeks, and 
no communication has been made to- the 
American governm«nt in the sume period.

a ghost dance. They came from the Black | 
Hills and made the trip in two days and a 
half. They state that the Indians at the | 
forks of Bad and White rivers are also 
showing signs of fight. Settlers in the 
vicinity say thi< is the first time these In- 
dians have offered to take part in the cut- 
brenk. Mayor Erwin of Fort Pierre has

Killed Five Indians Before He Died. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Jan. 6.—A letter 
from Pine Ridge agency details some 
hitherto unknown facts concerning the} 
death of Capt. Wallace at Woundei Knee. 
After the fight, the letter states, Cupt. | 
Wallace was found at the entrance of an 
Indian lodge with five dead warriors lying 
near him, each Indian corpse showing a 
bullet wound. Five of the chambers in 
the captain’s revolver were found empty, 
and from the pusition in which the bodies 
lay it is presumed that Wallace killed the 
five Indians bef re he was overcome. 


Lease or Coutract ? 

Omana, Jan. 6 — The contempt 
case against the Union Pacific cfficials for 
violating the injunction fgranted against 
preventing Milwaukee ‘trains from cross- 
ing the Missouri river bridge, was called 
before Judge Dudley in the federal court 
yesterday.

| the night in mirth and glee” kind. 

| In the course of his reading the essayist 
| said: ‘‘A metrical form of composition 
jhas always been adopted in rude ages as 
the best means for transmitting story 
legend unimpaired and unaltered from one 
generation to another. An incident com- 
municated in prose, which is ‘he ordinary 
speech of mankind, may be traditionally 
preserved and transmitted with tolerable 
correctness as regards the fact, but not as 
regards the language. Each succeessive 
| narrator tells the story in his own way and 
juses his own words. A metrical tale is 
framed for the express purpose that the 
words may be transmitted unaltered. It is 
with this view that the ornaments proper to 
poetry are introduced. Notonlythe story, 
but the words of the story, are to be handed | 
down. This can only be accomplished by 
the aid of numbers, cadence, and felicitous 
expression, so framed as to be rivetted in 
|the memory. When books become abun- 
dant and accessible the mnemonic effort is 
discontinued, but until that period arrives 
}the popular stories of a nation must be 
| perpetuated by tradition; and the metrical 
|form is by far the best adapted for their 
| preservation. 

“The high and heroic war chant, the} 
deeds of chivalrous enterprise, the tale of | 
| unhappy love,the mystic songs of fairy land | 
all have been handed down to us for cen- | 
/turies, little mutilated and almost un- 
| changed. No stronger proof of the in- 
| tense nationality of the people of Scotland 
}ean be found than that the songs com- 
memorative of their earlier heroes have 
outlived the Reformation, the Union of 
the Crowns, the civil and religious wars of 
the Revolution and the subsequent union 
of the kingdoms.”’ 

After reviewing some phases of Scottish 

song from the time of John Barbour, 
Archdeacon of Aberdeen (1375) down to 
Burns the essayist said: ‘‘ For the songs of 
his country every true Scotchman must 
ever retain a warm corner in his heart. 
| Our songs—one of the grandest portions of 
| our literature—their simple pathos, ineffa- 
ble tenderness, pawky humor, aggressive 
patriotism, and sympathetic melodies shall 
| preserve them to humanity as long as the 
sun and moon endure. They are intensely 
human; they ‘‘dwell in reality,’’ and thus 
contain the essence of permanence. They 
are full of goodness and beauty. The love 
|songs are distinguished by pure and ster- 
| ling sentiment; the heroic songs by a mar- 
| tial and war-like ring; the humorous songs 
| by a suppressed drollery that we seek in 
|}vain in those of other nations—but all 
jalike are full of the true language of the 
| true heart. It is because of these qualities 
| that they are ever fresh and that they de- 
| serve to be known, remembered, and sung 
| to the latest times.”’ 
| In the criticism that followed successive 
|speakers quoted lines of beauty from 
| Baroness Nairn, Tannahill, Hogg, James 
Smith, Tom, Anderson, Burns the poet 
laureate and Boss song-writer, and others. 
| To prove that old ‘‘Caledonia stern and

GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL: — 

By a mandate from your felluw-citizens 
is entrusted to you for the coming year the 
conduct of the leg sJative branch of this 
city goverpment. 


Undoubtedly the questions which will | 


most command your attention are those re- 
lating to its material progress. Involved 
in these are the financial issues, and if the 
fact is not already patent to you it will be 
demonstrated to you early in the session. 
While our wants as a community are many 
its resources, the revenues at your disposal, 
are the reverse. By the law, for municipal 
purposes you are curtailed to an assessable 
rate of $12 per $1000 on the valuation of 
the city; the valuation deter- 
mined by the average of the three preced- 
ing years. Inthe past two years of the 
c'ty government there was developed a sum 
barely sufficient to pay the yearly expenses 
of its various departments; and all the 
public improvements completed and in 
progress since the inception of the city 
government been made by liberal 
drafts on the credit of the city. In this 
direction, the ‘‘debt limit,’’ towards which 
rapid strides have been made, we are also 
curtailed by the law. 

In view of these facts it is therefore 
needless for me to say undoubtedly every 
question involving the expenditure of the 
public money will receive from you that 
careful and earnest consideration which 
they deserve. 

Extended remarks by me are unneces- 
sary. Undoubtedly the same public spirit 
which has ever characterized the inhabi- 
tants of Quincy since its first settlement 
is the spirit which animates you, and you 
are here to do your whole duty. 

Gentlemen, for this honor, for this mark 
of your confidence I thank you. With 
your assistance and forbearance it will be 
my endeavor to maintian in this position 
the high standard established by my pre- 
decessors.

Eightieth Birthday.

Mr. Blanchard worked on the first Epis- 
copal church, corner of Quincy avenue 
and Elm street in 1832,and helped take 
down the old church that stood in the 
cemetery on Schoo! street, the same year. 
He was one of the boys who fired the 
small cannon in front of the town hall for 
the citizens who celebrsted the event of 
the inauguration of John Quincy Adams 
on the 4th of March,.1825. He heard 
William Lloyd Garrison: deliver a lecture 
on anti-slavery in the jold town hall in 
1832, and in a few years after, became 
acquainted with him and was a subscriber 
to his paper the Liberator for thirty years, 
the last number but one contained Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s Proclamstion of Emanci- 
pation. . 

Mr. Blanchard was oné of the commit- 
tee of arrangements for a meeting of the 
citizens of the 12th Congressional District 
in 1837, held in the townhall. Delegates 
were present from sevesteen towns, an 
address was delivered by John Quincy 
Adams to a large audience on the Right of 
Petition and the annexation of Texas. 

In 1853 Mr. Blanchard was one of the 
directors of the Quincy Mutual Insurance 
Company, and of the eighteen members | 


at that time only two, beside himself, 
Thomas Curtis of Quincy and Royal W. 
Turner of Randolph, are now on that 
board, nearly all the others have long since 
passed away. 

Although Mr. Blanchard has been a 


resident of Dorchester fx fifty five years 

he still feels a deep interest in Quincy 

matters, and takes much interest in visit- 

ing the scenes of his youthful days; and 

calling to mind he says the words of the 

old poet— 

‘How dear to my heart are the scenes of my 
childhood, 

When fond recollections present them to 
view.”

Over the Count of Votes at the Last 
Election — Legislatures Organize, or 
Prepare to, in Maine, South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Pennsylvavia — Mon- 


tana’s Complex Legislature. 


Boston, Jan. 7.—The two branches or- 
ganized to-day by the election of the offi- 
cers of 1890, and to-morrow Hon. William 
E. Russell will take his seat as governor. 
There will be one new feature of the in- 
auguration ceremonies, in that Governor- 
elect Russel will be escorted to the state 
house by his staff in full uniform, enter- 
ing through the doors which are used on 
state occasions. 

The Republican members-elect of the 
senate held a caucus last evening in the 
president’s room. Nineteen of the twenty 
were present. Hon. Joseph Bennett of 
Boston, as the senior member-elect,called 
the caucus to order, and an organization 
was effected by the choice of Mr. Bennett 
as chairman and Hon, John Simpkins of 
Yarmouth as secretary. 

By unanimous vote the caucus nomi- 
nated for president Hon. Henry H.

LAST SUNDAY AT PINE RIDGE. 


Graphic Description of Plan Arranged 
by Hostiles to Cipture the Town and 
Massacre All Within Its Limits. 


CuicaGo, Jan. 7.—Capt. E. L. Huggins, 
in charge of army headquarters here dur- 
ing the absence of Gen. Miles, received 
word from Pine Ridge that Asst. Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin has arrived at the agency and 
is now actively aiding Gen. Miles. Capt. 
Huggins expressed the opinion that deci- 
sive operations were at band. The situa- 
tion had now become such apparently 
thata definite move to end the present 
crisis could not be delayed more than a 
day or two at the farthest.

DENVER, Jan. 
Rocky Mountain 


Sunday night will never be forgotten by 
anyone who spent itet Pine Ridge. The 
Sabbath had opesed bright, clear and 
warm. The churc!: bells rang and the 
threee pastors had crowded houses, In 
the afternoon, toward 3 o’clock, it was 
noticed that the squaw men and half- 
breeds were excited aud hurried from one 
point to another with their guns in their 
hands. Instantly everyone was on the 
alert and running down the ravines. It 
was found that a half a dozen squaws 
had been given the tip to skip, that a 
party of war bucks ha visited the camp 
of friendlies (so-called) who are camped 
within a mile of the agency and urged 
them to help massacre all the agency. 

The Indians have always been permitted 
tocomeinand during the day and even- 
ing to wander around the agehcy at their 
own sweet will, carrying their guns in 
their hands. The plan was to take ad- 
vantage of this leniency and gather in the 
town late in the evening and at a given 
signal for eaca I :dian to pick out his man 
and kill him on the spot. The success of 
such a plan was self-evident. There are 
less than 500 soldiers here and they are on 
the far outskirts of the village at their 
earthworks. Such a force with their can- 
non would keep a large number of In- 
dians at a distance in the day time, but 
at night the picket line is necessarily 
weakered and drawn outinto too long a 
line to hold back any rush, while the can- 
non is useless. The hostiles were to be 
close at hand and as soon as the firing be- 
gan they were to rush in. 

The citizens and reporters, as well as 
the soldiers, soon learned the news. Many 
aman thought of this or that Indian with 
whom he had quarreled and kept sharp 
watch to see that no one was behind him. 
Finally the half-breeds told certain In- 
dians that we understood the scheme, and 
the bucks were advised to light out or the 
soldiers would make it warm for them. 
In an hour there was not an Indian in the 
cap except the uniformed scouts and 
police. Many a dark look was passed 
and ugly word spoken, between the whites 
and reds during that hour of stampede, 
Over twenty-five squaw men and their 
families drove with :rantic speed for set 
tlements along the railroad. Houses and 
hotels were abandoned, every one going, 
after a hasty apology for a supper,to some 
store or warehouse where there wus a 
chance for resistauce. Gen. Miles re- 
mained up until 3 o’clock in the mo rning. 

There are not near enough troops here. 
A battle is expected every day with them, 
and it will be one jof the hardest in the 
annals of Indian warfare. The troops 
have the Indians surrounded on the east, 
west and north, and an attack will drive 
them into the agency where the main 
battle must be fought. The enemy num- 
ber over 4000 men, women and children, 
with half that many to attack us in the 
rear. 

The scene when the town moved into the 
stronger buildings was one of indescrib- 
able confusion, as men witb guns in their 
hands and the grim look of war in their 
faces escorted crowd after crowd of 
frightened women an! weeping children 
to the apolcgies for strongholds, 


Died at the Age of 103.

SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Propiised in Connection with the Fay- 
erweather Will Contest—How the Dy- 
ing Man Gave Away a Fortune. 


New York, Jan. 7.—The Sun says: It is 
said that Rev. Dr. Lloyd, pastor of the 
Central Congregational church, has 
signed an affidavit which casts a serious 
reflection upon those who attended the 
millionaire Danicl B. Fayerweather in 
his last hours. The pastorsays he was 
summoned to Mr. Fayerweather’s house 
on the afternoon of which the million- 
aire died. He went in and was told to 
wait. Word came from the sick room 
that it wasn’t well to have the pastor 
comein. He learned that the only per- 
son in the sick room was a Mr. Vaughn, 
a business acquaintance of Mr. Fayer- 
weather, who was indebted to the dying 
manin the sum of $500,000. Dr. Lloyd 
stayed at the house from 4o0’clockin the 
afternoon until 8, when word came to him 
that Mr. Fayerweather was dead. Tosay 
he was surprised does not express it. 
This was on Nov. 15. 

During this interval, it is said by Dr. 
Lloyd, who was so informed by the phy- 
sician, the millionaire, who was partially 
unconscious, was induced to sign that co- 
dicil to his will, which was drawn up by 


Arnoux, Ritch & Woodford, and which 
left to Mr. Ritch, Mr. Vaughn and Mr. 
Buckley an estate which was worth about 
$3,000,000. There were no conditions in 


; the codicil, but it was understood, so Dr. 


Lloyd states, that those men would dis- 
tribute the amount among certain col- 
leges as indicated in the original docu- 
ment, and the rest was to go to them- 
selves. Dr. Lloyd has sworn to this. He 
says the signature is very unlike that of 
the jmillicnaire, although he doesn’t 
doubt his hand held the pen. Dr. Lloyd 
has expressed a willingness to testify to 
all that he has said. 

Judge Maurice R. Beardsley of Bridge- 
port, who was in the house at the time of 
Mr. Fayerweather’s death, whose wife is 
a niece of the widow, will, it issaid, go on 
the stand at the proper time and swear to 
some remarkable statements. Frederick 
R. Coudert, counsel for Mrs. Fayer- 
weather, promises some shocking and 
sensational revelations when the case is 
beard. It is believed the affidavit is in 
possession of Mr. Coudert. 


Silver in Volcanic Ashes. 

The existence of silver in volcanic 
ashes is a rare occurrence. Only in two 
cases have argentiferous ashes been met 
with. The sample was obtained during 
an eruption of Cotopaxi in July, 1885, in 
the ashes of which Mr. J. W. Malet 
proved the existence of one part of sil- 
In the fol- 
lowing year the same investigator was 
able to add a second instance. In Janu- 
ary, 1886, a violent eruption of Tun- 
guragua, in the Andes of Ecuador, be- 
tween fifty and fifty-five miles from 
Cotopaxi, took place, the eruption con- 
tinuing at longer or shorter intervals up 
to November of the same year. The 
ashes thrown by this volcano, which 
had been at rest for over a century, 
contained silver to the extent of one 
part in 168,200 parts of ashes. This ap- 
pears, at first sight, to be only a very 
small percentage of the metal; but when 
it is considered what enormous quanti- 
ties of ashes are erupted, and what a 
vast extent of area they cover after an

TWENTY-SEVEN PATIENTS. 


Gradua] Extension of the Use of Dr. 
Koch’s Lymph in Boston. 


Boston, Jan. 7.—Thus far twenty-one 
patients have been admitted at the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital for treatment 
with Dr, Koch’s lymph, and the injections 
are being administered to these regularly 
every otherday by Drs. Beach aud Ernst, It 
is too ear ly yet to predict either failure or 
success for the lymph, and its true value 
will not be appreciated;until the patients 
have been treated for the full length of 
treatment, which will probably require 
six weeks. The reactions which were 
predicted are noted in ail cases, being 
more marked in some thanin the others. 

_At the city hospital only six cases have 

been accepted for trea tment, half of these 
being surgical and half medical. Three 
of these patients were inoculated Satur- 
day morning and the reaction was very 
marked in its effect, the patients revurn- 
ing to their normal condition after the 
proper length of time. The three who 
were inoculated on Sunday had the cus- 
tomary reaction, but they were slower in 
returning to their normal temperature. 
On that account the second inoculation, 
which was to have been administered yes- 
terday, was postponed and will probably 
be given to-morrow morning. 


BLAINE’S LAST DISPATCH. 


The Right of British Sealers in Behring 
Sea Not Accepted. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—The Press association 
of this city announces that Lord Salisbary 
is engaged in the consideration of the 
forty-page dispatch received from Mr. 
Blaine Vec. 30, the latest dispatch re- 
ceived from Washington. It does not 
contain a definite acceptance of Lord Sal- 
isbury’s proposals for arbitration on the 
main question, that of the right of the 
British sealers to catch seals in the Beh- 
ting Sea. Ihe Press association says that 
Mr. Blaine discusses only the subsidiary 
point—arbitration on the point of closing 
sealing. The Press association adds that 
Mr. Blaine has not replied to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote’s note of June last, in which 
the latter says that her majesty’s govern- 
ment must hold the government of the 
United States responsible for the conse- 
quences arising from acis of interference 
with British ve-sels contrary to the prin- 
ciples of international law. The Press 
association also states that no prepara- 
tions have been made to augment the 
British fleet in the north Pacific ocean, as 
such a step might be regarded as a men- 
ace.

LONDON, Jan. 7.—It is stated that the

bonds. These funds were formerly des 
posited in the sole name of the late Jo- 
seph G. Biggar. The executors of the 
Biggar estate, Messrs. Patrick and Rich- 
ard Powers, have renounced the custody 
of the money, and it is reported that 
Messrs. Munroe & Co. are prepared to pay 
over the funds to Messrs. Dillon, J. F. X. 
O’Brien and Clancey, when they have 
come to an agreement. 


SMALLPOX IN TEXAS.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 7.—The Picayune’s 
Austin, Tex., special says: Smallpox is on 
the increase in Texas, and at one or two 
points it appears to be assumiug un epi- 
demic form. Great alarm exists about 
Temple, Belon ond other towns, and the 
governor has ordered the state health offi- 
cers from Houston to this city, and his 
headquarters will be here until the dis- 
ease abates. The state has taken control 
of quarantine matters, and no place will 
be quarantined against except by orders 
of the governor.

upon the subject, briefly said: ‘How 
would you expect any lawyer to decide 
such a question?” 

The conclusion, “No jurisdiction,” was 


anticipated by lawyers on both sides of 
the political fence, and can scarcely be 


said to have been unexpected generally. 
It would have been more surprising if the 


court had assumed jurisdiction, in view of 
its action in a previous case, when an at- 
tempt was made to revise the action of 


the senate. In view of Mr. Jewett’s ad- 
missions on the stand there is no question 
but that the roll he will make up will 
contain the names of asubstantial Repub- 
lican majority, thus insuring to that 
party all the fruits of a political victory 
from governor and United States senator 
down.

directing the clerk of Somersworth to 
amend his return by making it compare 
with the moderator’s declaration.

In the inaugural of Mayor Rantoul of 
Salem is found the following suggestion: 


‘*The time can not be far off when it will 
be possible, either by purchasing gravel 
pits near street railway tracks uow in ex- 
istene, or through the laying of new tracks | 
near some of our present sources of supply, 
to deliver cheap gravel, by a night trans- 
portation service, at many of the principal | 
points where gravel can be advantageously 
used. 

The cost of carting this bulky article by | 
horse power for any considerable distance 
is so great as to be prohibitory. Whenever 
gravel can be placed cheaply in large masses 
upon our leading highways, some improve- 
meuts will at once be possible which can 
now only be postponed. The solid filling 
of our end of Essex bridge as far as low 
water mark, a portion measuring one-third 
of the Salem side of the structure, will 
then become expedient and will result in a 
large saving in annual repairs. The re- 
newal of the draw, an item of some magni- 
tude, cannot long be delayed.” - 


Mayor Coughlin, of Fall River, in his 
inaugural has the following concerning 
street lights which is in the line of Mayor | 
Fairbanks’ suggestions. | 


“If I am correctly informed we pay more 
for lighting our streets in Fall River than 
they do in other places. This ought not to | 
beso. I believe that the time will come 
when the city will take the matter of 
lighting the streets into its own hands and 
secure the necessary plant for the purpose. 
The city ought to consider the advisability 
of such a plan unless we can secure more | 
favorable terms from the parties who fur- | 
nish the lights at present. There was ap- | 
propriated last year $33,000 for this depart- | 
ment. We have now 92 electric lights, and 
33 more were ordered by the last govern-| 
ment. On Dec. Ist, 1800, we had 386 gas | 
lights, 269 kerosene lights, 77 naphtha | 
lights and 226 globe gas lights. I need not | 
insist upon the necessity of having the city 
well lighted for public convenience, to avoid | 
accidents and to help the police in the 
proper discharge of their duties. The large 
increase in the number of lights last year, 
and the new demands which will have to be 
met this year, will probably require a larger | 
appropriation for this department. It is | 
therefore expedient that we should carefully | 
examine into the cost of procuring lights | 
for our streets before we have tied up our | 
hands with contracts which will add new 
burdens upon the taxpayers. If the city | 
can reduce the cost of lighting its streets | 
by manufacturing-its own lights, it should | 
not delay in undertaking it.”’

Is it Progress? 
To the Editors Daily Ledge. 

Quincy is a city. Within the last two 
years she has become permanently cosmo- 
politan. All the old associations growing 
out of the annual town meeting have sud- 
denly disappeared. How soon the old 
phrases and incidents of town life are gone 
and forgotten; only those of the older class 
j of residents remember the nature and 
character of the topics that interested the 
citizen of twenty years ago. 

There was a social fellowship existing 
then between the peuple of different parts 
and localities of the town, as well as 
between immediate neighbors, growing 
out of the acquaintance formed at the 
yearly town meetings. These associations 
are rapidly disappearing and new people, 
new ideas, and new elements of public and 
private life, confront us, as on every hand. 
The new residents, who now form a great 
part of our entire population, know noth- 
ing of Quincy as it was but only a few 
years ago, and the old inhabitant rarely 
speaks of old affairs to his new found 
friend; the busy whirl of new events 
furnishing quite enough for present dis- 

| cussion. 

How many can tel! you the pleasure of 
an old fashioned town meeting, with Mr. 
Thompson Baxter, Mr. Cudworth, and Mr. 
Dewing for orators; and later, with Mr. 
Faxon fighting the rum element. What 

}fun! What a yearly blowout; when rep- 
utations were assailed and ventilated, and 
the individual character and standing 
blackened and whitewashed in the same 
breath, 

How many can tell you the number of 
consecutive years Mr. Adams acted as 
moderator, or how often he said ‘ Mr. 
faxon you sit down,”’ and how Mr. Faxon 
wouldn’t sit worth a cent! and a thousand 
other occurrances creating a roar of 
laughter. 

How many can inform you of that meet- 
|ing when Mr. Blank was obliged to give 
itup, and Mr. Adams called to the plat- 
| form to try his luck at the business? The 
warrant was completed, the articles acted 
upon, but perhaps with a rapidity that left 
no time for much reflection; but the Mod- 
erator knew about what should be done, 
and it is probable the advantage was in the 
town’s favor.

The story of the ‘‘Courtship of Myles 
Standish’ by Longfellow is too well 
known to be rehearsed at this time. The 
opera was first brought out in Concord, the 
place of residence of the author and the 
composer, and it carried the town by 
The music has received the 
warmest praise from the leading musical 
critics of New England. 

We cannot better outline it than by using 
the words of the programme: The whole is 
a very musicianly pe of work, and some 
of the 
degree of merit than i is usually reached by 
composers of comic opera. Mr. Coolidge’s 
dialogue is in verse, and its humor through- 
out is delicious. It is burlesque without a 
shadow of coarseness, and the mosaic of 
fun and sentiment is so deftly put together 
that a very harmonious picture is the result.

The more strictly comic work is given to 
fictitious characters, among whom are 
Resignation, a susceptible, middle-aged 
spinster, and Hatebad Higgins, agent of the 
‘** Mayflower,’’ and president of the Ances- 
tral Relic and Antiquated Heirloom Co., 
limited. This latter worthy is a combina- 
tion of austere hypocricy and modern 
Yankee enterprise, and his various money- 
making schemes, his comical love-making 
scenes with the coy Resignation, and his 
unsuccessful attempts to carve up Plymouth 
Rock to sell for relics, afford much merri- 
ment, 

If any part more than another pleased 
was Mr. W. H. Dodd as Hatebad 
Higgins: his makeup, acting and singing 
all excellent, and one selection was 
encored five or six times. 

Mrs. Bates-Rice as Priscllla acted her 
part well and captivated the audience 
with her singing. 

Mr. Bartlett as John Alden and Dr. 
as Myles Standish were seemingly 
perfect, and their costumes were very ap- 
propriate. Their musical numbers received 
encores. 

Miss Bates as Resignation was a true 
spinster, and was particularly good in the 
scene where Hatebad was wooing her. 

Mr. Preston as Governor Bradford was 
excellent, and his solos were much admired. 

Mrs. Packard as Barbara, Miss Pettengill 
as Prudence, and Miss Hastings as Faith, 
carried their parts finely. 

Mr. Simmons made a good Squanto. 

The chorus was composed of about 
thirty-five young ladies and gentlemen of 
the city, and had evidently been well 
trained. It was strong and clear and added 
much to the effect. 

Our criticisms are all favorable it will be 
noticed, but they could not honestly be 
otherwise.

In Other Cities. 


Voters have decided that licenses may 
be granted in Fitchburg. The population 
makes the limit twenty-two but Mayor 
Graves asks the aldermen to restrict the 
number to 6. 

Brockton increased her debt $103,405 
during 1890. 

Salem has no city auditor, and Mayor 
Rantoul discourages the establishment of 
the office. He does, however, favor a 
a superintendent of schools. 

In Lowell the council and in Lynn the 
aldermen are equally divided between the 
two parties, and there were deadlocks over 
the election of presidents. 

Mayor Mayberry, of Waltham, is the 
son of Dr. Edwin Mayberry, of Weymouth 
and is but 31 years old. 

Waltham’s ‘net ordinary funded debt”’ 
is $258,415.02, and the city is within 64,706.- 
99, of its borrowing capacity. The 
amount that can be raised this year for 
city purposes is $168,337.61. 

In Mayor Keith’s inaugural is found the 
following concerning Brockton’s street 
department: 

This department has not been an idle one 
during the past year, it having disbursed 
some $85,000. More than nine thousand 
feet of edgestones have been placed, and 
thirty-one street crossings have been laid, 
he-ide crossings a! all intersecting streets 
with Main sireet from Forest avenue to 
South street. ‘he report shows that seventy- 
six streets have received the attention of 
this department, and the expenditure of 
sums varying from ¢4 to $31,000; that 
1500 tons of stone crushings have been 
used, and is supplemented by a suggestion 
that the paving of Main street be extended 
north to Ford street and south from Clifton 
avenue to the West Bridgewater line, and a 
recommendation that the appropriation for 
1891 be at least $50,000 to be divided as 
follows, to wit: 


For paving, $15,000 
For edgestones, 6,000 


For new streets, 5,000 


For general repairs, 18,000 
For macadamizing, 6,000

NATE AND IIOUSE 


GENTLEMEN OF THE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES: 
Entrusted by the people of the common- 

wealth with the management of its af- 

fairs of the current year, we meet to-day 
to begin this responsible and honorable 
duty. 

A usage long established requires me at 
this time to submit to the two branches 
of the legislature suggestions and recom- 
mendations that seem to need their con- 
sideration and action. It bas been usual 
in sucn a message briefly to consider the 
finances of the commonwealth, the con- 
dition of the varions departments, their 
wishes and needs. Necessarily this infor- 
mation is gathered from official reports, 
all of which are submitted to your consid- 
eration. AsIcan have but little trust- 
worthy knowledge of these reports, it 
seems to me useless and perfunctory to 
anticipate your careful review of them by 
stating briefly what they stat: at ! igth, 
or by repeating their recommend ras. 

Especivily is this trae wh-eio ier mut- 
ters qiicas importan., ani ..c2 more 
fundamental, demand your attention. I 
therefore depart from this nsige with 
full tonfidence that will give to the re- 
ports and recommendatious of the de- 
partments the carefal consideration to 
which tkey are entitled, as the best 
thought of experienced officials upon sub- 
jects with which they are familiar. As 
experience gives me amore full and ac- 
curate knowledge of the work and condi- 
tion of the departments, I may hereafter 
call your attention to clauses and reforms 
that may be advisable. 

The Constitution of Massachusetts de 
clares: “Government is instituted for the 
common good; for the protection, safety, 
prosperity and happiness of the people, 
and pot for the profit or private interest of 
anyone man, family or of men. 
Therefore the people alone have an incon- 
testable, inalienable and indefensible right 
to mstitute government; and td reform, 
alter, or totally change the same, when 
their protection, safety, prosperity and 
happiness require it.” 

This declared purpose of government 
and power over it guaranteed to the peo- 
ple make it the imperative duty of their 
chosen representatives, as their trusted 
servants, to keep it ever true totheir in- 
terests, to watch for the expression of 
their will, and when ascertained im- 
plicitly to obey it. Rarely is such expres- 
sion directly made in an election.or with 
4 partisan voice. Yet by petitions, public 
meetings, the public press, and other 
signs, there is unerring evidence of their 
will as to the policy of their government. 
A political revolution may then give em- 
phasis to their discontent, weight to their 
criticism, and be their mandate, not for 
partisan legislation, but for heed to their 
wish. Massachusetts, with her sturdy, 
intelligent, patriotic people, jealous of 
their rights and courageous in defending 
them, has many a time been the fruitful 
field of agitations meant to be the fore- 
runner of law, and successful in their pur- 
pose. This has justly made hera leader 
in the sisterhoo.l of states. Here hive been 
great agitations for human rig'its, for up- 
holding the nation in importantcris-s, for 
reforms that insure parity and indepen d- 
ence in elections. efficiency aud unselfish- 
bess 1p isimiuistration, for retrenchment 
and economy in state expenditure, for 
wise and progressive labor legislation, aud 
for other objects, where the voice of the 
people was heard as distinctly and fol- 
lowed as faithfully as if they had directly 
passed upon these questions, ‘There was 
no need of a poll to know the popular 
will. 

Judged by such signs of the people’s 
thought and wish as have controllel in 
the past, I ask youtoconsider whether 
there is not within ourcommonweath and 
throughout the country a profound and 
just feeling that there is a growing ten- 
dency to divert legislation and govern- 
ment from their true purpose, and to sur- 
render their control to selfish interest and 
selfish objects, rather than tu use them 
“for the common good;”’ whether there is 
not also with this feeling an earnest de- 
ma@d for some changes und reforms, 
within your power to grant, that will 
check this tendency and keep their gov- 
ernment well within the coutrol of the 
people, to the énd that all law may be the 
free and full expression of the people’s 
will, and its administration just, pure 
and honest. 

With a strong conviction that such de- 
mand exists, that it is just and should be 
heeded, I submit to your cousideration 
suggestions for legislation in this direc- 
tion. They are based upon a firm belief 
that people can safely be trusted with 
political power; that legislat iov should be 
for their interest, and never controlled 
against their interest, and that their 
gcverument, so faras possible, should be 
made directly and immediately responsible 
tothem. Many of these suggestions deal 
with matters that have been cousidered 
without partisan bias by your predeces- 
sors and by the people generally. They 
are submitted in no partisan spirit, and 
will be considered by you, I am confident, 
with the” single purpose of faithfully 
serving the publi c interests, 

As a first and fundamental change neces- 
sary to accomplish the reforms suggested, 
I call your attestion to a restrictioa upon 
the suffrage, which is based upon a mis- 
trust of Lue people, is unjust in principle. 
injurious and corrupting in practice, and 
which leaves this great primal rizht of 
freelom without proper constitutional 
guaranty, and subject to be controlled, 
obstructed, and possibly defeated, by legia- 
| lative uction. Massachusetts, almost alone 
| of thestates of the Union, riquires the 
payment of a tax as a qualification for vot- 
ing. Besides certain conditions as to age, 
sex, residence and education, our Consti- 
tution also prescribes, to qualify a voter in 
any election, the payment of “any state or 


class 


eounty tax which shall within two years 
nexi preceding snch election have been 
assessed upon him in auy town or district 
in this commonwealth.” There is excepted 
from this provision “every citizen who 
shall be by law exempted from taxation.” 

Whether or not there shall be any state 
or county tax, and upon what such tax 
shall be laid, whether upon polls or prop- 
erty, are matters within the control of the 
legislature. When laid, the assessment 
of the tax upon the citizen requiries the 
action of the local board of «assessors. 
The failure of either body to act means 
the disfranchisement of voters. Thus the 
suffrage, the very foundation of republi- 
can institutions, instead of being pro- 
tected by constitutional guaranty, is left 
to the discretion of the legislature, and is 
dependent upon its annual action. There 
have been years in the past when no state 
tax was required or laid. It may be that 
other sources of revenue will make it un- 
nece3<ary at some time in the future to 
lay either a state or county tax. It is 
possible that in such a case there would 
be a wholesale disfranchisement. Judicial 
interpretation has declared: ‘‘It (the Con- 
stitution) confines the power, therefore, 
in terms to those who shall have paid 
some tax assessed within a short periol 
preceding the election, and for the sake of 
exactness fixes that period at two years. 

“If, therefore, the persons in question 
have been exempted for two entire years, 
either Ly being omitted in the assessment 
or by the abatement of the tax by the as- 
sessors, such persons are excluded by the 
plain terms and manifest intent of the 
Constitution.” By statute law, within 
the power of any legislature to change or 
repeal, a portion of the state and county 
tax is assessed upon polls; otherwise all 
except the owners of taxable property 
would be disfranchised. By statute, too, 
the person assessed may have the state 
and county tax separated from the town 
tax; otherwise he must pay more than 
the Constitution requires, or be disfran- 
chised. By statute. too, no poll tax can 
be abated within the year in which itis 
assessed; otherwise the power to disfran- 
chise every person who pays only a poll 
tax rests absolutely with a local board, 
and abating taxes would be a convenient 
way of aba‘ing voters. So it has hecome 
necessary by statutes to lay a tax, to sep- 
arate the tax on polls from the tax on 
property, to forbid its abatement—that 
the sacred right of suffrage may be pre- 
served to the freemen of Massachusetts. 

To repeal any of these statutes in any 
year puts tn jeopardy this right. By a 
simple change in them, the legislature 
may raise the most stringent and odious 
property qualification, and disfranchise a 
large majority of the voters in the state. 
If, for example, a statute was passed 
abolishing the poll tax, or exempting all 
polls from any state or county tax, or pro- 
viding that those taxes should be laid 
wholly on real estate, at once by legislative 
act there is raised & new qualification, 
severe, repulsive, intolerable, and from 
one-half to three-quarters of the voters are 
disfranchised. “It is liability to taxation, 
not want of taxable property,” as our 
supreme court bas said, “which distin- 
guishes citizens generally from citizeus 
exempted by law from taxation. 

“Theexemption by law contemplated by 
the Constitution is an exemption from all 
taxation, without any distinction between 
a poll tax and any other tax. * * * So, 
if the legislature were to take off the poll 
tax altogether, it could not be said that 
all persons having at any particular time 
no taxable property woull be exempted 
by law from taxation; therefore to come 
within the other provision of the Consti- 
tution they must actually pay a tax to 
enable them to vote; and such in the ab- 
sence of all poll taxes must be a property 
tax.” §‘That no legislature probably would 
everdare to exercise this p»wer to dis- 
franchise, is ne reason for xllowing the 
right of suffrage to remain within its con- 
trol. A right so fundamental and sacred 
ought to he established, defined and pro- 
tected by the Constitution, and so be 
piaced beyond the reach of legislative dis- 
cretion. 

Opportunity for the arbitrary use of 
power ina political emergency, for partisan 
purposes, is ore of the first evils against 
which a republican form of government 
should guard. The maintenance of this 
qualification seems clearly in conflict with 
the fourteenth amendment of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and renders 
the state liable, as provided in that amend- 
ment, toa reduction of her representation 
in the national house of representatives. 

There are other reasons quite as im- 
portant that require the abolition of this 
tax qualification for voting. It is no test 
of a man’s intelligence, capacity, or hon- 
esty, of his interest in public affairs, or 
even of his contribution for the support 
of government. Indirectly, in the cost of 
necessaries of life, especially in rent, does 
every self-supporting man pay taxes. The 
real tax-payer is not the one who pays the 
tux, but the one upon whom it finally 
rests. This tax deprives a man of his 
vote because of his poverty only. It for- 
gets that his very poverty makes him the 
more dependent upon the efficient admin- 
istration of laws that are wise, just and 
honest, and that our democratic idea of 
government requires that he be givena 
voice in the making of these laws. 

In matters that concern the health, 
safety, education, convenience and happi- 
ness of the community, he must often 
look to law, while wealth can always pro- 
tect itself. He is subject, moreover, to 
perform all the duties of a citizen, to 
give himself in defense of his country, to 
hold his liberty and life subject to her 
laws, to ail of which he is required to 
render implicit obedience. Why should 
he not, if of mature age and proved in- 
telligence, have a voice in these matters 
which vitally affect him? There were 
both truth and just sentiment in the 
touching appeal of Henry Wilson—‘‘Pov- 
erty is bitter enough to be borne without 
the degradation of disfranchisement.” 


The man of toil who has reared a family, 
contributed hundreds of dollars by indi- 
rect taxation to support the government, 
who may have given perbaps his blood to 
the defense of the country, who has paid 
his tax cheerfully for years, should not, as 
life begins to cast its shadows over him, as 
his arm begins to fail and his step to tot- 
ter, be degraded because he is, in his old 
age, compelled to drink the bitter cup of 
poverty. That constitutional provision 
whici would deny to the poor man, who 
could not pay his tax bill, the right to 
vote, should be forever blotted out of the 
Constitution of a Christian common- 
wealth.” 

Is it wise to deprive men of all share in 
the government merely because they can- 
not pay a4 direct tax? May they not, if 
deprived of a proper, conservative way of 
giving force to their opinions or their 
grievances, in their discontent try other 
means to make their wishes known and 
their power felt? This tax qualification 
either disfranchises many thousands of 
men or tends to subject their votes to the 
control of another’s will. It leads to the 
debasement of our politics, to the collec 
tion and expenditure of large sums of 
money at elections; it tends to make 


wm ~ 

wealth a necessary qualification for candi- 
lates, because poverty is a disqualification 
for voters. In important and exciting con- 
tests itis of no effect except to degrade 
the voter, to burden the candidutes, and 
to suggest and encourage corrupti »n. 

Upon such grounds the eon titu ional 
convention of 1853 voted mor’ tim three 
to on against it, Democrats, Woz. and 
the founders of the urry, 
stood side by side demaadi si) +. siition, 
—amongst them snch distinguisiael jarists 
and statesmen as Ma ‘cus Mor.oa, C srles 
Sumner, Joel Parker, Heary \\ilson, 
Charles Allen, Francis W. Biri, Ocis P. 
Lord, Richard H. Dina, Jr., Georg: 5S. 
Boutweil, Amasa Walker, Arsoi 3 irlin- 
game, Nathaniel P. Banks. Robert Iin- 
toul and W illiain Schou! er. 

There is now the same demand, just 83 
strong and non-partisan. Recognizing it, 
your predecessors of last year, by a large 
majority, adopted a resolution to amend 
the Constitution by annulling so much of 
it as requires the payment of a tax as & 
qualification for voting. ‘This resolution 
now comes up for your consideration. I 
strongly recommend immediate and fav- 
orable action upon it, and its submission 
to the people, as required by tbe Cousti- 
tution, at an early day,—to the end that 
the suffrage may as soon as possible be 
made broader, safer ani purer, by re uov- 
ing the injustic:, danger aud evil that 
now surrouu | 16. 

Property Qualification for Governor. 

In this connection I submit to your con- 
sideration the question whether any use- 
ful purpose is now served by the constitu- 
tional qualification for governor that he 
must “‘at the time of his election * * * 
be seized in his own right of a freehold 
within the commonwealth of the value of 
one thousand pounds.” The very terms 
of value point toa time and circumstances 
vastly different from the present. Is not 
this, oursole remaising property qualifi- 
cation, out of date? 

Election Laws. 

Ina government really representative, 
which would have law the true expression 
of the people’s will, the protection of elec- 
tions from all improper influences is next 
in importance and order to a free and 
pure suffrage. This has been, and should 
be, peculiarly a matrerof state legislation. 
Muci bas alrewty ©. aecon,iished by 
the wise aud 5. ccessiul reforu: eubodied 
in our ballot law, which secures to every 
voter independence and secrecy. and puts 
upon the state a proper charge and re- 
sponsibility. Legislation can still do 
much in the same «irection. The ex- 
pepses attending nomiuations and clec- 
tions are great and growing, and are be- 
lieved by many to be ia part unnecessary 
and in part injurious. All of them effect 
public interests. 

In my judgment the people have a 
right to know the amount of such ex- 
penses, for what and to whom incurred, 
and to limit their amount and define their 
proper objects. Expeuses which cannot 
bear the light of day ought not to be 
made. 

Your immediate predecessors considered 
subject, and passe! in one branch of the 
legislature “‘Au act to ~ecure the publica- 
tion of election expeusos,” asa first and 
proper step in this direction. I commend 
this matter to your favorable considera- 
tion, with the suggestion that this act, to 
be effectual, must be more stringent, and 
that it should be followed by further 
legislation.

The Ballot Law. 

The advantages of our present ballot 
system are so gre t and universally ac- 
knowledged that it shouid be our aim to 
strengthen it by removing any just ground 
of criticism upon it. At present, either 
through misunderstanding or careless- 
ness, the voter often fails to mark for the 
full number of candi tates. In presidential 
elections, the voter will be required to 
mark separately the names of at least 
fourtecn electors in orier to give full effect 
to bis vote for president. It is probable 
that in this case the evil of partial voting 
will be much increased, and may lead to 
an unintentional division of the electoral 
vote of the state. I suggest that the law 
be so amended that a single mark may be 
4 vote for all the electors of a party, with 
an opportunity for the voter to scratch 
any name and to insert another. 

It is desirable to encourage the voter to 
exercise his full rizht of traichise, and to 
make it easy for him to do so, by any 
means that will net. inyair the cfli- 
ciency of our bailot system. Further aud 
more effectual notice of the names of cau- 
didates to be balloted tor should be given 
to the voter befure eacu election,—cither 
by the distribution by the state of sample 
ballots, or in some other proper way. I 
would suggest also for your consideration 
the expediency of establishing some uni- 
form and accurate system of counting and 
canvassing the votes, in order to avoid 
errors now common. Such “a system 
could make the accuracy of the first count 
so certain as to obviite or restrict the 
necessity of any recon’. 

Precinct Otticers, 

By section 25 of chapter 423 of the acts 
of 1890 provision is expressly made for the 
representation among election officers of 
the voters who du not velong to either of 
the two leading political parties. Subse- 
quent Clauses in the sane section conflict 
with this provision xnd defeat the evident 
intent of the legislature. The matter de- 
serves your attention and correction. 


The Lobby. 

One thing above all is necessary to make 
law the true expression of the people’s 
will. Broadening an! protecting the suf- 
frage, reforming and purifying elections, 
will fail of this purpose, unless the law- 
making power is protected from insidious 
and corrupting influences, which tend to 
control legislation against the people’s 
interest and to impair public confideuce 
in its impariial enactment, 

There exists in this state, as in otber 
states, an irresponsi le boly known as 
the lobby, representing or preying upon 
special interests, which professes and un- 
dertakes for hire to influence legislation. 
Its work is wholly distinct and different 
from the advocacy of one’s cause in per- 
son, or by counsel or agent, which is the 
constitutional right of every one. It 
seeks often to control nominations and 
elections, and to subject the individual 
legislator, directly or indirect ly, to secret 
and improper infl.ences. It throws sus- 
picion upon the honest and temptation in 
the way of the dishonest. Professing 
power greater than it has, it frequently 
extorts money asthe price of its silence 
or unnecessary assistance, 

It has initiated leg <lation, attacking 
the interests o: its cl.ents, in order to be 
hired to defent those interests. It has 
eansed the expenditure of larze sums of 
mouey to obtain or defeat legisiation. It 
cares little for the merits of a measure or 
the means empicye! to make it success- 
ful. In my j tdgment, improper measures 
have been made law by its influence, 
against the public interest, an: just meas- 
ures have been defeate |. These criticisms 
are not base i upon ramor or conjecture, 
but upon ficts reported upon most 
thorough investization by your pre leces- 
sors, Who denounced in unsparing terms 
the evil and diiligeutly sought a remedy, 
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In 1887 they spoke of the m*tho1s thns 
employed as *'a struggle for success with- 
ont regard to means; anil they added, 
“The venality and corruption which these 
practices «u-urisgs, tending to defeat 
that rig)t and jistice which the state i. 
bound free!y acd without price to bhesto v. 
are a reprozc: to a free people.” Ta the 
same year, the governor, vetoing a mets 
ure because of the lobby influence, de- 
scribed the lobby as “ap ‘rnicious system,” 
and its methods as “ta moustrously bad 
and corrupting practice.” 

Ia 1890 a committee of investigation o 
the house reported: “It is a fact beyond 
denial that a body of professional lobby- 
ists has for years formed a part of the 
mrachinery of legislation * * * andhas 
been growing in numbers and influenve,” 
avd again they denounced its methods. 
The evils of the lobby have become so 
flagrant and disgraceful that for the 
purity of legislation, the protection of the 
legislature and the fair name of our co:m- 
monwealth, they. demand your serious 
consideration, and some stringent and 
radical remedy. This is a matter which 
especially concerns the legislature, and 
therefore, oue which the executive ap- 
proaches with so me embarrass ment. 
I feel Ishould be derelict in my duty ifI 
failed todo all in my power to aid you in 
its solution. 

It is far ensier to sta’ 
suggest the reme ly. Ne rly it isi up os- 
sible and improper t) | r-vent a cous:sia 
ent or any other person irom haviey the 
freest access to a legislator. 


e theevil than to 


gives opportunity to the lobby to do its 
work. Prevention by non-intercourse is 
therefore impo-sible. Prevention by pab- 


licity is pessible, and I wonld suggest for 


ycur consid: ration whether a remedy may 


not be found in this direction, by making 


it easier than it now is publicly to investi- 
gate the metho !s used and money spent on 


pending legislation; and also by giving 
power to some proper officer, before a 


measure finally becomes law, to demand 
under oath a full and detailed statement 
as to these matters. 

The fear of publicity, and through it of 
defeat, may stop improper practices by 
making them worse than useless, 
immediate predecessors, with an earnest 
desire to cure the evil, and believing in 


the remedy of pubiicity, passed an act re- 


quiring all counsel and agents employed 
by any special interests on matters pend- 
ing before the legislature to be registered, 
and a statement under oath of all ex- 
penses incurred to be made within thirty 
days after the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture. I believe that good will come from 
this act, if fairly and theroughly enforced. 
but that it falis shor t of being a sufficient 
remedy. It makes public the names of 
all persons employed, but not the acts of 
the lobbyist. It makes public the ex- 
peuses incurred, but too late to affect the 
legislation for which they were incurrel. 

I ask you also to consider whether 
something cannot be done to relieve the 
legislature of much work that seems to 
be onerous and unnecessary, to prolong its 
sessions, and to give life and strength to 
the lobby. Recent amendments to your 
rules have been made, [am informed,with 
this purpose. You may deem it wise to 
make further provision for an earlier in- 
troduction of business, and for its more 
systematic conduct. Any steps which 
would tend to reduce suggested legisla- 
tion to a specific form. and to give the 
fullest possible notice to the public of the 
exact status of any matter pen ling, would, 
Iam confident, restrict the employment 
of the lobby. If addtional clerical or ex- 
pert assistancs is reqiirel for this pur- 
pose, the state cau well affordto pay for it. 

Relief from Special Leyislacion. 

As a further and more fun famental 
remedy, Isubmit for your consideration 
whether much of the special legislation, 
which makes a large portion of the busi- 
ness of every session, cannot be avoided 
by the passaze of general laws or by other 
means. The Constitutions of several states 
prohibit all special laws. In this state 
constant applications for charters for 
banks, railroads, insurance companies 
and other corporations, which involve 
the expenditure of large sums of money 
and the employment of the lobby, led to 
the passage of general laws on these and 
other subjects, which left them, under 
proper limitations, to be settled as busi- 
ness qrestions, an! at once relieved the 
mnuch disagreeable and 
onerous work. 

‘There seems to be a neeessity for further 
legislation in the same direction. A gen- 
eral law in reference to public water sup- 
plies would prevent the frequent and ne- 
cessary, but often conflicting, applica- 
tions on this subject to the legislatuce by 
cities and towns, and provide for its broad 
and just treatment. The appli::tio.s of 
corporations for further power- a sd priv- 
ileges might well be covered by y-ueral 
laws, which, with careful restrictions 
protecting the rigits of the pubiic, might 
give to some public authority jurisdiction 
over such applications, 

Much special legislation is enacted in 
behalf of cities and towus, and is made 
necessary by their limited powers. Twen- 
ty-three cities and forty-one towns were 
the subjects of speevial acts at the last 
legislature. In my opinion greater powers 
can be given to cities and towns with 
safety and advantage, not only as a relief 
to the legislature, but as a just and proper 
extension of local self-zovernme it. I 
therefore commend to your consideration 
the subject of enlarging their powers by 
general laws, especiaily ii matters of tax- 
ation, franchises, municipal contro! of 
municipal work, and ownersbip of instru- 
mentalities for its performance. The 
exercise of such powers can weil be left as 
a question of expediency for each cou- 
munity to determine for itself. 

Control of Municipal Franchises. 

Upon wit terms and conditions a city 
or town shail grant franchises for the use 
of its public highways, and what control 
it shall have over such franchises when 
granted, are quistions of public import- 
ance which bave been much discussed and 
are worthy of your serious consideration. 
On the one haud it is urged that special 
privileges iu the public highways, distinct 
from their public use, ought to be paid 
for, either by a gross sum ora fixed ren- 
tal; on the other hand it is said that such 
payment, exacted from a corporation 
whose business is solely with the public, 
only adds an expense which the public 
finally pay, either in bigher charges or 
poorer service. Last year an act, compel- 
ling the sale by auction of such franchises 
in the future, was pxssed by the house. 

In my judgment each community is 
best fitve:, has the right, and ought to 
have tue power, todetermine this question 
for itself. Ll therefore suggest for your 
consideration the expedieucy of giving to 
cities and towns, wita such limitations as 
you deem necessary, the power of selling 
such franchises in the future, and of fix- 
ing the terms and conditions on which 
they shail be granted, In this and all mat- 
ters of local administration let us guard 
jealou-ly the rizact of local self-govern- 
ment, preserve it when possible, and re 
store it where necessary. 

General Municipal Law.

charter amentdiments, the apparcne neces- 
sity for enlarging their powers. the num- 
ber of towns that soon will ask for muni- 
cipal charters. the wisdom of having them 
uniform and comprehensive, suggest the 
expediency of framing a general muni- 
cipal law, under which future cities shall 
be incorporated, and which can be adopted 
by present cities if they see fit. Under it 
towns, upon having the required and as- 
certained qualifications, might after a 
proper vote at once organize a municipal 
government. 

Where different local circumstances 
may require different powers or officers, 
discretionary power can be given by the 
law. If the time and research necessary 
for framing such a law make it imprac- 
ticable for your eonsideration, you may 
deem it expedient to have the matter 
made the subject of a thorough and inde- 
pendent investigation by able and experi- 
enced men. Such an investigation might 
at least make valuable suggestions on the 
important and difficult subject of the best 
form of proper municipal government. 

Railroad Passes. 

For many years, [am informed, it has 
been tke custom for the railroad corpora- 
tions of this state to tender free 
over their respective roads to members of 
the legislature. Even if this is done with- 
out purpose to create an obligation, the 
custom is open to justcriticism. Measures 
in which these corpor ations are interested 
are certain to come before the legislature. 
Its action ought to be free not only from 
any obligation, conscious or unconscious, 
but even from a suspicion of such obliga- 
tion, that the public may have full con- 
fidence in its impartiality. The pay now 
allowed to a member of the legislature 
for his services makes it unjust to put 
upon him any further expense. 

I believe the giving of such passes ouzht 
either to be forbidden or compelled by 
law, and that any expense involved should 
be borne by the state. This may be done 
by a fair and proper mileage amendment to 
the Constitution, mileage being by it lim- 
ited to “traveling to the general assem- 
bly and returning bome once in every ses- 
sion, and no more;” or you may deem it 
wise for the state to purchase or give 
passes; or, if within its power, to require 
the railroad corporations to give them. 
They could hardiy object toa law which 
should compel them to do only what they 
now do voluntarily. 

Another custom of the same character 
and open to the same criticism I call to 
your attention,—the entertainment, often 
with profuse hospitality, of committees or 
of other members on bebalf of some spe- 
cial intere-t having legislation pending. 
Expenses of this nature, properl 
curred, ought, in my judgment, to 
borne by the state rather thaa by the sf 
cial interest, which may thereby gain 
someadvantage, The only remedy seems 
to be an absolute prohibition of such en- 
tertainment. 

Administrative Boards and Commissions, 

The suggestions I have mate in refer- 
ence to the suffrage, elections and legisla- 
tion have been with a desire und hope 
that, if they meet your approval, they will 
tend to make our government more thor- 
oughly representative, its laws a truer 
expression of the people’s will, and its 
power more directly within their control. 
With the same purpose I commend to 
your consideration its sysvem of al minis 
srative and executive work. With mucb 
truth Massachusetts has been described 
as a commission-governed state. Its great 
departments of education, health, chari- 
ties, prisons, reform schools, almshouse 
and workhouse, agriculture, railroads, 
insurance, fiskeries, harbors and lands, 
savings banks, and others, ace governed 
by independent boards, practically beyond 
the control of the people. ° 

Besides these there are commis ions on 
gas, pharmacy, dentistry, civil service, 
arbitration, cattle, wrecks, pilots, state 
aid, and others for special and temporary 
purposes. Almost without exception the 
members of these boards are appointed by 
the governor. but only with the advice 
and consent ot nine other men. Their 
tenure of office is usually for a term of 
several years, often without power of re- 
moval by any one, sometimes subject to 
removal for cause or otherwise by the 
governor with the same consent. The 
latter power in effect necessitates a 
triai upon formal charges, which seldom 
would bs made or could be proved, except 
for fligrant malfeasance in office. The 
subordinate + flicials are generally ap- 
pointed by the boards. 

These boards and their work are practi- 
cally beyond the control of the people, or 
of any one immediately responsible to 
them, except in the limited power of the 
governor occasionally to appoint a single 
member. The people of the state might 
havea mest decided opinion about the 
management avd work of these depart- 
ments, and give emphatic expression to 
that opinion, and yet be unabl+ to coatrol 
their action. The system gives great 
power without proper responsibility, and 
tends to remove the people’s government 
from the peopie’s control. The head of 
the executive departments of the state, 
elected by the people and directly respon- 
sible to them, has but little power and few 
duties, except social and perfunctory. I 
make this criticism on the system with 
full knowledge that, as a rule, the work of 
these boards has been excellent aud their 
members faithful public servants. 

But Massachusetts may not always be 
so fortunate. Is it not far safer to rely 
upon a sound system than on the chance 
that a defective system may be made to 
work well by good officials? I submit 
that the first essential of sound adminis- 
tration is to couple power with responsi- 
bility by making it subject to the people’s 
control. Speakiag of this necessity, one 
of the ablext and most experienced public 
officials, Mr. Seth Low, has suid, “Power 
without responsibility is always danger- 
ous, but power with responsibility to a 
constituency, which can readily call it to 
account, is not dangerous. [tis the first 
requisite of efficient administration.” 

Yo accomplish this, I suggest for your 
favorable consideration, first, whether 
boards and commissions, whose work is 
wholly executive, ought not to be depart- 
ments of state, euch with a distinct re- 
sponsible head; second, whether power of 
removal of their members, for cause 
stated, ought not to be given to the goy- 
ernor as the chief executive, thereby com- 
pelling him to exercise a supervision of 
their work, and making him. and so mak- 
ing them, responsible to the people for its 
administration. Such power has been 
given to the mayor of our largest city, as 
the best and safest system of municipai 
administration. Can it not be safely en- 
trusted tothe governor of the common- 
wealth? It makes apy man conservative; 
its selfish use for patronage only is for- 
tunately sure to be both disagreeable and 
destructive. 


Education, 

From the earliest days Massachus ctts 
has generously provided for the education 
of ber children and maintained with jeal- 
ous care her public school system. She 
has wisely deemed it essential to the 
preservation of her institutions and our 
liberties, and so the concern of all her cit- 
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izens. It is certainly our des{ro 
plainly our duty, not only to uph.!

‘important and Minor Events of Local) Nebraska State Troops Stationed 


Along the Frontier. 


“COME IN AND SURRENDER” 


Is Gen. Miles’ Ultimation to the Indian 
Chiefs— Official Report of the Wounded 
Knee Battle—Keservations Placed Un- 
der Military Control—Belief That a 
Battle Will Soon Occur. 


CricaGo, Jan. &.-A Long Pine, Neb., 
spevial: i pte o~ y-: 
All along tie bi of the Elkhorn and 
Missour. Va'ley railroad the people be- 
lieve th-m-elves in great peril in case the 


battle that seems imminent at Pine 
Ridge, 5. D., results adversely to the 
troops. A part of the National guard of 


Nebraska, 1000 men, is already in the field, 
and Governor Thayer has ordered rein- 
forcements. Gen. W. L. Colby of the 
state troops is in command, with head- 
quarters at Rushville, where the larger 
body of militia is station:d. Col. Cody 
(Buffalo Bill), chief of staff to Governor 
Thayer, will conter with Gen. Colby at 
Rushville, and the two will decide upon 
the best points at which to station troops. 
The report that Col. Cody was to join 
Gen. Miles at Pine Ridge is untrue. 
Buffalo Biil takes a gloomy view of the 
future and says it is his opinion that a 
big battle is almost sure to cecur within 
afew daysinthe immediate vicinity of 
Pine Ridge. The Indians, he thinks, have 
reached that stage of their madness in 
which they will court death. Since the 
Wounded Knee affair they are worse than 
ever, and the Messiah craze ins made 
them fatalists to that degree that they 
firmly believe that, if they go under in 
battle, they will come to life again io the 
spring. Should the Indians mass and 
makean attack on the troopsat Pine 
Ridge wid cvercome them, there would 
bean overru nuing of the country that 
would mean more than a repetition of 
former horrors. Even if defeated the In- 
dians will scatter in small bands and do 
au immense amount of damage. The fear 
of this, more than any belief that the In- 
dians will raid the country before offering 
battle to the regulars, has led to the 


throwing outof a line of state troops 
along the Nebraska frontier. There are 


sixteen troops of the state miiitia on the 
frontier. Four companies are stationed 
at Rushville, three at Gordon, six at 
Crawford, one at Hay Springs, one at 
Cody, and one at Chadron. 

The rumors of another fight at Pine 
Ridge has sent alditional hundreds of the 
settlers into small railroad towns. At 
nearly every station one sees white-topped 
wagons which form the temporary homes 
of the fleeing settlers, 


INDIANS WANT TO COME IN. 


Complaints May Be Presented in Wash- 
ington When Present Troubles End. 
PINE RipGE, S. D., Jan. 8.—Jack Red 

Cloud, Biz Road, High Horse, Lone Bear, 
Line Hawk and the five other Indians 
wko came in from the hostile camp to 
hold a pow-pow with Gen. Miles were al- 
lowed a briefer conference than they had 
expected. Gen. Miles plainly told them to 
come in and surrender; that he was not 
here to listen to their complaints; that 
they would be allowed to go to Washing- 
ton to make them after the trouble was 
arranged here. 

They stated that nearly, if not quite all, 
of the Pine Ridge Indians were desirous 
of peace, and wanted to come back to the 
agency. If the Pine Ridge Indians con- 
clude tu come buck it will greatiy reduce 
the war party, now numberin:s 4909. Ac- 
cording to Agent Cooper's figures, there 
are 2200 Pine Ridge Indians absent, and so 
their force will be reduced to at least one- 
half of the present number. A large por- 
tion of the remainder will doubtless fight 
to the end. S 


UNDER MILITARY CONTROL. 


Officers of Experience Will Take Charge 
of South Dakota Agencies. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Secretaries Proc- 
tor and Noble and Gen. Schofield had a 
conference at the war departmentin re- 
gaurd to the Indian tr®uibles, andit was 
agreed to recommend to the president the 
appointment of an officerof the army as 


agent of the Indians at the Pine Ridge 
Avenecy, thus necessitating the retirement 
of ludias A cent Rover. Vhe o&icer so ap- 


poiuted wil, however, retain his posiuon 
inthearmy. ‘the lodian agents at the 
other agencies will not be disturbed, but 
army officers have been designated. to 
take military control of four other agen- 
cies, with instructions to co-operate with 
agents of the interior department. The 
report that these agents have been dis- 
placed is without foundation, except so 
far as relates tothe Pine Ridge Agency. 
Capt. Pierce of the First infantry has 
been selected as the agent at the Pine 
Ridge Agency, and he will probably be 
appointed by the president at once. 

It is stated at the Indian bureau that 
the army officers who have been desig- 
nated to take military control of the 
South Dakota agencies have had experi- 
ence in Indian affairs. Capt. Pierce was 
for soine time executive officer at the San 
Carlos Agency in Arizona, and Capt. Lee 
has had considerable experience as agent 
of the Cheyennes and Arapahoesin the 
Indian Territory.

THE WOUNDED KNEE BATTLE. 


Official Report from Pine Ridge Agency 
Received in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The commissioner 
of Indian affairs has received a report 
from Indian Agent Royer at Pine Ridge, 
dated Dec. 31, givingan account of the 
fight at Wounded Knee creek two days be- 
fore. The report says: 

From the best information I can ottain, 
Big Foot and his band surrendered to 
Maj. Whitesides, and while they were 
disarming them, an Indian, known as 
their “medicine man,” rose from his seat 
and began to cry out “kill the soldiers; 
their bullets will not have any effect upon 
our ghost shirts;” at the same time stoop- 
ingtothe ground, picking up handsful 
of dirt, throwing itup in the air and, 
after a short performance of perhaps two 
minutes, he fired his gun in the direction 
of the military. This started the war 
that resulted in the killing of Capt. Wal- 
lace and twenty-five soldiers, wounding 
s#iirty-five soldiers, some fatally, and the 
killing of a large number of Indians 
known as the Big Foot band, or the hos- 
tile band of Sitting Bull Indiaus who es- 
caped fromthe police and military at 
Standing Rock Agency immediately after 
the killing of Sitting Bull. 

Iam unable xt this time to give the ex- 
act number of Indians killed, but in a few 
days will obtain some knowledge of the 
matter and report fully to you the sub- 
stance of my iuformation. There are at 
the agency under the care of the military 
fifty-one wounded Indians of the Big Foot 
band, fon. men and forty-seven women 
and children. None of these are consid- 
ered in a dangerous condition, so far as i 
am able to learn, and they look as though 
they would recover. Rey. Charles S. Cook, 
Episcopal minister at this agency,is kindly 
allowing his church to be used to shelter 
the woun'ed Indians. He has thirty- 
eight of 1}. :emerin bis church, ard is 
doing a iry’S part to see they are 
properly cared for. This battle occurred 
at a point about twenty miles northeast 
from the agency, known as the Wounded 
Knee store, recently oceupied by Prescott 
& Rober(son. I am informed that the 
military had every preparation made to 
feed and care for the Indians, and their 
intention was to take them to Gordon, 
Neb., the nearest railroad point, but the

attack, which ended practically as I have } 


stated, upset all plans. 

Lieut. Standing Soldier, who was for a 
long time lieutenant on the police force 
at this agency, but now employed by the 
United States army as a scout, on the 
night of the 30th inst. arrived at the 
agency from Porcupine creek, with sixty- 
three Indians whv belonged tothe Big 
Foot band, consisting of thirteen bucks 
and the balance women and children. The 
bucks were disarmed aftertheir arrival at 
the agency by the scouts and agency po- 
lice and placed under military guard. I 
am told that this little band are some 
that became lost from Big Foot during 
the excitement following the killing of 
Sitting Bull at Standing Rock Agency 
and were at the time of the sapture hunt- 
ing for the Big Foot band. They were 
not informed of the tight until they were 
safely und guard, and then only in a 
mild way, that they night not becoine ex- 
cited over the loss of their lea ler. 


THEY MADE A MISTAKE. 


Silver Senators’ Side-Tracking of the 
Election Bill May Prove a Boomerang. 


WASINGTON, Jan. 8. — The precipitate 
movement of Senator Stewart, supported 
by seven of his silver colleagues, by which 
the election bill was set aside and the 
financial question brought before the sen- 
ate, has not strengthened the chances of 
securing ‘silver legislation. Senators Ed- 
munds, Hoar, Aldrich, Hiscock and others, 
who were disposed to support some con- 
servative silver measure, now openly pro- 
claim their hostility to any silver legisla- 
lation whatever, and express the opinion 
thatinstead of getcing free coinage the 
conspirators will get nothing. 

Mr. Teller’s arraignment of Sherman 
and especially his attack on the finance 
committee’s bill, which provides for the 
200,000,000 of 2 per cent. bonds, shows 
that the silver advocates will not consent 
to any measure that provides for the con- 
tinuance of the national banks. It is ex- 
pected that before the discussion is closed 
onthe pending bill the antagonism will 
become so prononnced that an agreement 
will be impossible, and us a last resort the 
silver Republicans will join with the 
Democrats in passing an out and out free 
coinage measure. The silver men con- 
cede that it is very doubtful whether 
free coinage could pass the house, but 
even inthat event they are fully aware 
that it would be vetoed and that there is 
no chance of over-riding the veto. 


Freight Rates Go Up. 

New York, Jan. 8.—A meeting of the 
freight representatives of the Chicago and 
St. Paul and the trunk lines and the Cen- 
tral Traffic association was held here. The 
rates to St. Paul and Chicago from the 
Atlantic seaboard were advanced to about 
the same rate as that in force last year. 
The advance has been agreed upon by all 
the trunk and Canadian lines with the ex- 
ception of one road, which was not repre- 
sented. Commissioner Goddard expects 
that line to give its approval to-morrow. 


Statutes Conflict. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—A test case for dam- 
ages against the Grand Trunk railroad 
company for the death of Isaac Hannah,one 
ofthe many Illinois victims of the big 
wreck near Hamilton, Ont., in April,1883, 
was taken from the jury by Judge Griao- 
nell, and a verdict entered for the de- 
fendants. The judge said there was such 
an irreconcilable diff rence between the 
Canadian statutes and those oa.

The increase over the previous year ex-| 
ceeded 50 per cent., and the hospital build- | 
ing has proven entirely insufficient to meet | 
the demands made upon it. By hiring 
rooms in neighboring houses, and by send- 
ing thither from the hospital the patients’ 
food and needed supplies, the trustees have | 
been able to provide accommodations for 
all applicants duly admitted. 

The surgical cases haye numbered 74, 
and there have been 16 recoveries, 14 cases 
in which relief has been afforded, and 6 
deaths. There were 75 medical cases, in 
which there were 26 recoveries, 37 in which 
relief was afforded, and 6 deaths, Of the 
entire number of patients treated 66 were 
males and 75 females. 

The receipts for the year from all sources

GUESTS BADLY SCARED 


By a Fire in the Crawford House, Bos- 
ton, This Morning. 


Boston, Jan. 9.—A fire broke out in the 
office of the Crawford house at 3:15 this 
morning. For the space of ten minutes 
the guests were experiencing great diffi- 
culty in making their way from the up- 
per stories to the streets. The house had 
aboutthe usual complement of guests, 
and the first warning received was to ‘‘get 
out.” They were not slow in responding. 

In the old part of the house, that which 
stretches down on Brattle street, there 
were a number of traveling men in asec- 
tion which was shut up,bolted and grated, 
according to their statements. After mak- 
ing their way from the third story they 
brought up against an iron grating, whica 
barred their exit by the only stairway in 
sight. Passing through a suite of rooms 
on the second floor they reached the front, 
and with great relief saw the top of a 
street gaslamp just even with the win- 
dow. 

No one, with the possible exception of 
a man who jumped from the window on 
the Brattle street side, sustained any 
serious injury. That there was nothing 
worse attending the pell-mell exit that 
ensued in the dark was wonderful. 

The damage to the building will proba- 
bly reach several thousau ddollars. 

A curious fact which the firemen noted 
was tliat on the second floor in the first 
section of the Brattle strcet part of the 
house the gas was turned on from several 
burners which were not lighted. The walls 
were biackened, also, in a curious way, as 
if lampblack had been dashed on the 
upper part and allowed to rnn down. The 
fire was too thorough to admit of ascer- 
taining in what particular place the fire 
broke out. 


CAUGHT AT LAST. 


Trio of Boy Burglars Confess to Many 
Robberies in Springfield. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Jan. 9.—The gang 
of boy burglars who infested the city for 
the last two months were caught, after 
entering the hardware store of Boise & 
Siark, where they smashedasafe and 
stole $4. They tried to enter Homer 
Foot’s hardware store, but failed. They 
are George Deno, aged 19, Fred Loncto, 
15, and Adolph Foster, 17. ‘The first two 
were caught as they were crossing the 
Connecticut river bridge at 1 a. m., and 
the latter was taken in bed at his home 
on Pynchon street. The boys confess to 
breaking into the postoffice and railroad 
station at Mittineague, aud alsu to this 
list of burglaries in this city: Nov. 3, 
James Lewis’ piano warehouse on Pyn- 
chon street; Nov. 15,H. L. Niles & Co., 
grocery store on Main street, Pearl’s junk 
storeon Worthington street,and E. R.

THE MISSING POLLUX. 


Her Crew Arrives at New York—The 


Captain’s Tale of Uardships. 

NEW York, Jan. 9.—The mystery of 
the lost British steamer Poilux was 
solved when the steamer Neva la arrived 
with her captrin and crew, nineteen in 
number. Capt. John A. Stewart of .the 
Nevada reported thal when two days out 
from Noville took the crew of the Pollux 
off their vessel. The Pullox was thirty- 
one days out from Rouen, bound for 
Philadelphia. Her rudder was gone and 
she was abandoned. The Pollux was a 
steamer of 1433 tons burden and was 
owned by W. 8. Croudace of Dundee. 
Capt. Whitson, her commander, told a 
terrible tale of suffering. He suid the ves- 
sel was caughtinthegale of Nov. 20 and 
became disabled. She alsosprunga bad 
leak. The vessel only had provisions for 
an ordinary voyage when she left Rouen. 
These became exhausted and all suffered 
terribly from hunger. For twenty-nine 
days they had nothing but canned meat to 
eat, .This disappeared so rapidly that 
during the last seven days previous to 
their rescue but seven ounces of meata 
day were allowed to each man. They 
had no water nor bread. The coal gave 
out long before they were rescued,and the 
men also suffered greatly from cold. One 
of the Pollux’s firemen was washed over- 
board in the storm.

Rusk, Tex., Jan. 9.—At 12 o’clock last 
night this town and vicinity experienced 
at least two well defined earthquake 
| shocks. Each was accompanied by a de-

MANY DISTINGUISHED GUESTS, 


The Chief of Whom Was ex-President 
Cleveland, Take Part—Celebrations in 
Boston, New York and Bangor in 
Horor of “Old Hickory,”’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—The feature of 
the celebration of ‘Jackson Day” in this 
city was the banquet of the Young Men’s 
Democratic association at the Academy of 
Music, which was the higgest affair of its 
kind ever held in this city. Ex-President 
Grover Cleveland was the guest of the 
evening, and the enthusiasm evoked by 
his appearance was unexampled. The 
banquet began at 7 o’clock and covers 
were laid for over 600 diners. Prominent 
Democrats from all parts of the state and 
country occupied seats at the table. 
Previous to his appearance atthe acad- 
emy, Mr. Cleveland held a reception at 
the rooms of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic association. The vicinity of the 
building was jammed with people during 
the three hours that the reception lasted. 

The scene which greeted Mr. Cleveland 
upon entering the Academy of Music last 
night was brilliantin the extreme. The 
decorations were profuse, and costly flow- 
ers and plants abounded. Ten thousand 
dollars are said to have been expended by 
the association in the preparation for the 
banquet. Mr. Cleveland occupied the 
seat of honor, ex-Secretary of State Bayard 
being on his right and Governor-elect 
Pattison at his left. At the conclusion of 
the banquet proper the balconies of the 
academy, holding about 2000 people, were 
opeued for the admission of the public, 
and were soon filled with a brilliant gath- 
ering, mostly ladies in evening dress. 
Prominent among the guests was Mrs. 
Cleveland, who occupied what is known 
as the ‘‘Mrs. Cleveland box.”’ She was 
accompanied by a number of ladies. Her 
entrance was greete | with applause, which 
was redoubled when she kissed her hand 
to her distinguished husband, who sat al- 
most opposite her. 

It was nearly 100’clock when Samuel 
Thomson, president of the association, de- 
livered the opening address. He spoke of 
the great Democratic victories which 
they had assembled to commemorate, and 
said it was proper that in the celebration 
the young men should be present to re- 
new their energy and vigor. ‘It is also 
proper,” he continyed, *‘that we should 
have with us the great leader, ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, who led the party ‘tri- 
umphantly to success; who from defeat 
evolved a great victory; who in adminis- 
tration knew no motive save that which 
was based upon right; who, in guiding 
the ship of state, had but one compass, 
and that the people’s interests; who with 
great courage threw down the gauntlet of 
tariff reform and like his great prototype, 
practically declared, by the Eternal, its 
principal was right and should prevail.” 

When Mr. Cleveland rose to respond to 
his toast, the scene was simply indescriba- 
ble. The diners, and those assembled in 
the galleries, cheered repeatedly and 
weved napkins and handkerchiefs, the 
speaker remaining several minutes on his 
feet before he was permitted to proceed. 
Cheers followed almost every word of his 
speech. 

Governor-elect Pattison’s speech was re- 
ceived with much applause. 

Ex-Secretary of State Bayard responded 
to the toast “The Federal Government— 
Its perpetuity depends upon constitutional 
limitations.” He delivered no set speech 
and his short address was mainly eulogis- 
tic of the Cleveland administration. 

Congressman Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
in response to the toast,“The New South,” 
created much enthusiasm by a speech eu- 
logistic of the south. 

John E. Russell of Massachusetts re- 
sponded to “‘New England,” and was well 
receive |. 

The speech-making was brought to a 
close at midnight by Joseph R. McCullen 
of Philadelphia, whose theme was “The 
Young Democrucy—the hope and reliance 
of the Republic.” 


THE DAY IN BOSTON. 


Three Hundred Bay State Democrats 
Discuss Recent Victories. 


Boston, Jan. 9—Jackson’s Day was 
celebrated by a dinner and speeches in the 
American house yesterday. It was the 
regular annual dinner which is given 
under the auspices of the Democratic 
state committee every year upon Jan. 8 to 
commemorate the battle of New Orleans. 
But yesterday’s celebration was especially 
interesting, for then, for the first time in 
many years, the 300 men assembled, rep- 
resenting as they did, the Democracy of 
all sections of the Sommonwealth, were 
able to bid a hearty welcome—not to an 
honored, though unsuccessful candidate— 
but to a chief magistrate of the common- 
wealth, an auditor of the state and seven 
congressmen-elect, as well asa mayor of 
the city of Boston. 

The large dining hall was {very prettily 
draped with flags and streamers. The 
tables were arranged so as to extend 
across the room nearly to the center on 
each side, leaving » wide passageway in 
the middle, and at side and lengthwise 
with the hall, upon a raised platform, was 
the guest table. At the head of this 
table was seated Gen. Jolin W. Corcoran, 
chairman of the state committee, presi- 
dent of theevening. Upon his right sat 
Josiah Quincy, and later Governor Rus- 
sell, as well us Col, Jonas H. French, Har- 
vey N. Collison, president of the Young 
Men’s Democratic club of Massachusetts, 
and Alderman John H. Sullivan. On his 
left was Secretary of State McGuinness of 
Rhode Island and Frederick L. Cooledge 
of Ashburnham. 

The speeches were,mainly devoted to the 
subject of the recent Democratic victories 
in the state. 

In New York. 

NEw York, Jan. 9.—The anniversary of 
the battle of New Orleans was celebrated 
at Sherry’s by a banquet of the Business 
Men’s Democratic association. About 140 
Democrats did honor to the memory of 
Gen, Jackson.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Gen. Schofield 
received a telegram from Gen. Miles de- 
tailing the circumstances of the killing of 
Lieut, Casey by the Indians as follows: 

Reports from Gen. Brooke state that 
Lieut. E. W. Casey, Twenty-second in- 
fadtry, was killed yesterday. There has 
been fighting and skirmishing on that 
part of the line for several days. Lieut. 
Casey was out with his scouts watching 
the hostile camp, and,;with one Cheyenne, 
met two Indians, an Oyallalla and a Brule. 
The Ogallalla warned Lieut. Casey that 
the Brules were bad and would shoot. As 
Lieut. Casey turned to go away the Brule 
fired, striking him in the back of the head 
and killing him instantly. Lieut. Casey 
was one of the most brilliant and beloved 
officers of the service. There is a report 
of heavy firing in or near the hostile camp 
that may be between the two elements of 
the Indian camp.

9.—The arguments on 
both sides in the McQueary trial were 
completed and, calling for the books and 
Opinions offered in the testimony, the 
court withdrew until it could formulate 
its opinion. It is quite generally conceded

Boyd Declared Elected---Election 
Then Declared Void. 


THE NUTMEG STATE SQUABBLE 


Committee Appointed to Investigate the 
"State Cahvass, and a Recess Follows—A 
Break in South Dakota—Inaugurations 


in New England. 


Lixcoin, Neb., Jan. 9.—There was a dis- 
graceful row in the legislature yesterday, 
and Go vernor Thayer ordered outa mili- 
tia company to keep order. Speaker Elder 
and the Alliance faction refused to have 
the returns of the last election canvassed, 
and the state supreme court issued a writ 
of mandamus requiring Elder to doso. 
The sheriff, assisted by policemen, hal to 
break inte the state house to serve the 
writ. A pitched battle followed, free fights 
being frequent. When Lieuentant Gov- 
ernor Meikeljohn left the room tempor- 
arily he was refused readmittance till the 
militia were ordered to escort him in with 
their bayonets. Finally the joint assem- 
bly was called to order, and the speaker 
began to read the returns as slowly as he 
could. 

In the meantime filibustering was con- 
tinued. Chief Justice Cobb of the su- 
preme court sent in word that the men 
who advised the Alliance men to disregard 
the mandate of the court would be dealt 
with severely. This had a soothing effect 
on the obstructionists. At 5:30 p. m. the 
speaker finished the canvass and formally 
declared that James E. Boyd had been 
duly elected governor. This deciaration 
was also made in reference to the Repub- 
lican state ticket below governor. 

Then an Alliance member intrcduced a 
resolution to the effect that the election 
was void, and refusing to recognize any of 
the officers as elected; also censuring the 
supreme court. After much delay and 
discussion the resolution wes adopted by 
astrict party vote—70 to 53—the Republi- 
cans and Demo rats voting no. The joint 
session then adjourned. 

Matters were further complicated last 
night. At8 o’clock Governor-elect Boyd 
called on Governor Thayer and was in- 
formed that the latter would not give up 
the office on the ground that Boyd was 
not a citizer?of the United States and was 
therefore not eligible. Governor Thayer 
has barricaded the executive office and re- 
mains inside with police and a company 
of militia on guard. It is understood that 
he will remain governor if possible until 
all questions affecting his successor are 
settled. 


THE CONNECTICUT HOUSE 


Appoints a Committee to Investigate 
the Canvass of Votes. 

HARTFORD, Jan. 9.—The senate at 4 
o’clock adjourned to next Tuesday at 1 
o’clock. ‘I'he house about 2 o’clock took a 
recess to Jan. 20at10a.m. There was 
much excitement inthe capitol just before 
the senate adjourned over a rumor 
that the Democratic candidates for 
state offices had been sworn in 
and were about to claim the offices, 
The doors were locked and other precau- 
tions were taken, but no movement was 
made, and as now reported, none was con- 
templated. 

The house committee of inquiry into 
the canvass of votes for state offi- 
cers held a session late yesterday after- 
noon. Al! the members, Republicans and 
Democrats, were present. They discussed 
the scope of their inquiry, and without 
final action adiourned to next Wednesday 
atl0a.m. ‘The Democrats of the house 
held a caucus immediately after recess to 
consider a nominaticn for United States 
senator, but decided not to hold any regu- 
lar nominating caucus until the evening 
ot Jan. 18. 

The present situation of affairs is that 
the senate has declared the Deinocratic 
state officers elected, and meanwhile the 
the old state officers, Republicans, hold 
their offices, although Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Merwin has not appeared in the sen- 
ate, and that body is presided over by its 
own president pro tem. 


INAUGURATIONS. 


Massachusetts, Maine and New Hamp- 
shire Governors Take the Oath of Office, 


Boston, Jan. 9.—The third Democratic 
governor of Massachusetts was inaugur- 
ated at the state house, before the joint 
convention of the two branches of the 
legislature, and in the presence of a large 
gathering of spectators, including men 
distinguished in the affairs of the state, 
and those who came more as the personal 
friends and following of Governor inus- 
sell. Assoon as the ladies’ gallery was 
opened it was filled, and so was that left 
for men in the opposite gallery. The 
corridors were thronged with people all 
the morning, and locomotion about some 
parts of the state house was accomplished 
only with difficulty. 

AuGustTA, Me., Jan. 9.—Both branches 
of the state legislature met in joint con 
vention. The oath of office was adminis- 
tered to Governor Barleigh by the presi- 
dent of the senate, and he immediately 
proceeded to read his inaugural address. 
The reading occupied fifty-five minutes. 

After the inaugural the Republican can- 
didates for state offices were elected as fol- 
lows: H. M. Sprague, adjutant general; 
Nicholas Fessenden, secretary of state; 
Charles L. Littlefield, attorney generai. 
The election of state treasurer will take 
place later in the session. The new coun- 
cil was also elected. The legislature then 
adjourned to Tuesday at 4 p. m. 

ConcorD, N. H., Jan. 9.—Both branches 
of the legislature met at 11 o’clock. In 
the house, Mr. Page of Concord gave no- 
tice of asecret ballot bill, At11:3) o’clock 
the two branches met in joint convention. 
Formal notice was sent to the governor- 
elect that the legislature was ready to re- 
ceive any message from him. 

Thirty minutes later the invited guests, 
includiog a jarge number of distinguished 
citizens and ladies, filed into the hall. 
Governor-elect ‘Tuttle, accompanied by 
Governor Goodell and his council, coun- 
cillors-elect and the governor’s staff, fol- 
lowed. The oath of office was adminis- 
tered to Mr. Tuttle by President McLane 
of the senate. and he immediately began 
the delivery of his inaugural address.

MORE EXPERIMENTS. 


Dr. Koch's Discovery Found to Be Very 
Valuable in Making a Diagnosis, 


_Beston, Jan. 9.—An interesting fact 
hus been proved through the experiments 
with lymph at the city hospital, and that 
is that no reaction will be found to take 
place in a person who is not affected with 
tuberculosis in some form, and on that 
account is of particularly great value in 
making a diagnosis. A girl 12 years of 
age, Lillian Young by name, was attacked 
by typhoid fever and in recovering had 
become inflicted with an involuntary re- 
action of the knee like that in tubercu- 
losis of the hips. Lymph was injected to 
determine whether or not she had tuber- 
culosisin the hip joint, and the absence 
of any reaction proved conclusively that 
there was no tuberculosis in her system.

DUTIES ON IMPORTS. 


They Will Hereafter Be Assessed 
According to Coin Values. 


SENATOR CAMEROK S SUCCESS 


Supposed to the 
Administration—Election Bill May Be 


Reconsidered—Other Washington News

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Invoices af 
merchandise imported into this country 
will be reqnired hereafter to be expressed 
jin the metslNc currency of the country 
| from which the y are exported, and duties 
will be assessed upon their value in such 
currency. The treasury officials, after’ a 
thorough investigation of the matter by 
Secretary Windom and Assistant Secre- 
tary Spaulding, have decided that it is 
rather absurd to enforce the instructions 
recently issued to collectors to take the 

valuation of de preci ited paper currency at 
its face value in the metallic standard. 
This would result in quadrupling the 
duties in the case of goods from countries 
where the paper is greatly depreciated, as 
in the case of the Argentine Republic, and 
would throw goods in many cases from a 
lower into a higher classidcation for duty. 

Instructions will soon be issued there- 
fore tocontinue the old method of esti- 
mating values according to consular cer- 
tificates of the current value of paper cur- 
rency upon invoices of goods already im- 
ported on their way to this country, and 
consuls will be directed in future to re- 
quire that invoices shall be made out in 
the metallic currency of the country of 
export, and notin paper. The value of 
the coins may be determined according to 
the declaratioz of the director of the mint 
atthe begipning of each quarter, and 
paper money must be reduced to its coin 
equivalent in the country of export in- 
stead of by the appraising ofsicers here. 

Secretary Windom has had the matter 
presented to him very forcibly by Col- 
lector Beard of lioston, and he has been 
quick to realize the errorof charging 
duties upon fictitious valuations. There 
can be little doubt, as Collector Beard 
pointed out, that the courts would insist, 
when cases were appealed to them, that 
the real value should govern the assess- 
ment of duties rather than a purely ficti- 
tious value due to fluctuating paper cur- 
rency. 

The administration tariff act makes it 
the duty of appraisers to ascertain “the 
actual market value” of goods imported, 
and the attempt to levy duties upon an 
excessive and fictitious value would be 
likely to get little countenance from the 


courts. Hereafter, when time has elapsed 
for the necessary instructions to be 
le: ;

accepted at the custom house, and im- 
porters will do well to instruct their 
agents in Europe accordingly. Secretary

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CHARGED WITH HERESY. 


Rey. Howard MecQueary on Trial Before 
an Ecclesiastic Court. 


CLEVEEAND, O., Jan. 8.—Rev. Howard 
B, MacQueary of Canton, who is charged 
with heresy, was placed on trial before an 
ecclesiastic court at Trinity cathedral. He 
is charged with holding views relative to 
the birth of Christ and the resurrection 
which are contrary to the tenets and 
creeds of the Protestant Episcopal church. 
Hon. George T. Chapman of St. John’s 
church presided, and the court was con- 
stituted of five clergymen, After prayer 
by Rev. Y. T. Morgan, dean of Trinity ca- 
thedral, the charges were read by Rev. 
Dr. Bates. Rev. Mr. MacQueary pleaded 
not guilty. 

Dr. Bates then offered in evidence the 
book written by Rev. Mr. MacQuenry, 
entitled “The Evolution of Man and 
Christianity.” He called special attention 
to passages in the volume giving the 
author’s views on the birth of Christ and 
the resurrection which are not considered 
doctrinal. Judge MacMath, for the de- 
fendant, offered as evidence sections 6, 8, 
19, 20 and 21 of the ordination laws of the 
respondent from pages of “Evolution of 
Men and Christianity,” the 15th chapter 
of Paul's first epistle to the Corinthians, 
and the 7th chapter of the Prophecy of 
Isaiah. He said that he might also offer 
the views of the privy council of Great 
Britain bearing on the case, and coming 
under the head of ecclesiastical history 
and jurisdiction. Also as testimony the 
various theological works of Episcopal 
clergymen bearing on the points involved. 
He would also offer an opinion or testi- 
mony the utterance contained in Justin 
Martyr’s dialogue with Tryho, chapter 48. 

When the evidence was all in, Dr. 
Bates, the prosecutor, made a long argu- 
ment. ‘The question raised in the present- 
ment,” sAid he,“‘is not at all regarding the 
inherent value of MacQueary’s views and 
teachings, but simply regarding the rela- 
tion of these views and teachings to the 


doctrines of the Provestant Episcopal 
church.” 
Rey. Mr. Queary followed. He de- 


fended his position and spoke with much 
feeling concerning the attacks which have 
been made upon his faith as well as his 
character. ‘I'he case will be continued to- 
day. 


GE DEVENS 


JUD IS DEAD, 
After a Leng and aawcamie Military 
and Judicial Career. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—Judge Charles Devens 
of the supreme bench died verry snddenly 
late yesterday afternoon at his rooms, 12 
Ashburton place. Judge Devens dined at 
his club, the Union, last Thursday even- 
ing, and was in his usual good health and 
spirits. Those who knew him best say 
that for the last few months he had ap- 
peared to grow more than usually tired in 
the evenings, but otherwise carried the 
weight of his years with astonishing 
vigor. 

Charles Devens was born in Charles- 
town April 4, 1820. His father was Charles 
Devens, grandsonof Richard Devens, a 
revolutionary patriot of local prominence. 
He was unmarried. 

The Post says: 

By the death of Judge Charles Devens 
the commonwealth loses one of its most 
foremost citizens. He was, in the best 
sense of that phrase, a_ public man, serv- 
ing the state not in offices of display, but 
in positions demanding the possession 
and exercise of intellectual and moral 
qualities of a high and substantial char- 
acter. During the war his services in the 
field were brilliant and successful. In the 
cabinet his administration of the office of 
attorney general reflected credit upon the 
state from which he was chosen to take 
the place at the head of the department 
of justice. On the bench in Massachu- 


setts he has well maintained the 
dignity and the character of our 
judiciary. These are services of great and 


enduring value, and when to them are 
udded his accomplishments as an orator 
and his sterling qualities as a private citi- 
zen, the well-rounded character of the 
public man of the sterling New England 
stamp is seen in admirable ex cample. It 
is no light loss which the state sustains in 
the death of such a citizen,in the matur ity 
of his powers, with work before him yet 
to be performed,

Curious Weather Vanes. 

There is a tiny village in New Hiump- 
shire which takes special pride in its 
weather vanes, and it certainly can boast 
a great variety of ingeniously contrived 
and weather and wind proof specimens 
of these useful articles, 

They were evidently designed not only 
for use, but for ornament, arél there is 
scarcely a barn of any size which is not 
decorated with a weather vane of a 
more or less complicated workmanship. 

Most of these vanes were made many 
years ago by an old man who took 
great delight in carving the queer fig- 
ures and planning their arrangement so 
they would go through various motions. 
It is said that he was in the habit of 
“trying” a figure, when he had com- 
pleted it, on his own barn, and then 
when he became satisfied that it worked 
properly he would carry it with great 
pride to the farmer who had ordered it. 

There is one which still stands guard 
over a barn that has long since been de- 
serted by its owners, who have left the 
lonely farm to seek their fortunes at the 
west. It is the figure ofa soldier, whose 
uniform is greatly faded from years of 
exposure, but whose gun still indicates 
the quarter from which the wind is 
| blowing by its position. Its evolutions 
when the wind is, as the weatherwise 
farmers say, ‘backing or hauling,” are 
quite interesting. 

The are animals of different kinds, 
such as cows, horses, pigs and bears, 
which are used as vane figures, and 
| point with their heads, legs or tails, as 
| the case may be. One figure of a horse, 
which has long since left its best days 
behind it, presents astartling effect from 
the fact that a horsehatr teil has been 
inserted in the place of the old wooden 
one, and being of @ length quite out of 
proportion to the horse’s size, it some- 
times in a high wind lashes the poor ani- 
mal’s head in a most uncanny way.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


The Padrone System. 

If there is any one so deluded as to 
imagine that the padrone has no exist- 
} ance in New York he should note the 
maneuvers of a big, burly, coarse feat- 
ured man who watches the ‘‘chesanutta” 
and flower gang which pre-empts the 
walks in West Fourteenth street. I 
stood at the corner of that thoroughfare 
and Sixth avenue one morning. It was 
8 o'clock, and the gang, numbering 
twenty-one men, came trooping up the 
avenue. The padrone, or the padrone’s 
agent, was there in waiting.

At 7 
o'clock at night Fourteenth street is 
clear of these pests. They meet the pa- 
drone again and turn over to him the 
receipts of the day. -Then they drag 
their bent figures down the avenue and 
take a short cut for some Mulberry street 
attic. Seven daysin the week this routine 
is gone through with, cold cr stormy 
weather not interferingin tie least.—

A NEW BANK. 


Braintree Likely to Have a National Bank 
Established Soon, 

Like all editors, the editor of the Brain- 
tree Observer does not haye a large bank 
account, but he is in favor of a National 
bank being established in that town. 
He writes: 

It really don’t matter mucli to us but we 
are informed that there is a movement 
afoot to have a National Bank established 
in Braintree. This need not be a matter 
of surprise rather why it is that sucha 
movement has not been inaugurated long 
ago. The south part of the town has 
certain banking facilities afforded by the 
Savings Bank established there for years, 
and the east part is accommodated in the 
same way by the Weymouth National and 
Savings Banks; the latter by the bye used 
to be designated if we mistake not, the 
Weymouth and Braintree Savings Bank. 
We don’t know how the change came 
about and it is not our present purpose to 
find out only to state the fact that in the 
matter of banking East Braintree is well 
enough accommodated, but that Braintree 
proper suffers great inconveniences for 
want of the facilities which the other 
parts of the town enjoy. At present the 
town account is with the National Bank 
of Weymouth and while there is no com- 
plaint made against that institution only 
that in the eventof a National Bank being 
organized in Braintree the town account 
would as a matter of course be closed 
there and transferred to the new Braintree 
bank thereby giving more importance to the 
town. 

We do not know the amount of business 
done in the north part of the town, but 
should think that it must be considerable 
and that the inconvenience from not hay- 
ing banking facilities established there, 
would be of like proportion. Of course 
were a bank organized, it would be organ- 
ized for the convenience of all that chose 
to do business with it. It would be non- 
sensical to think otherwise. We have 
only made the announcement as it was 
reported to us for the purpose of letting 
people know what is on the tapis. 

There are seven churches organized in 
Braintree of one denomination and an- 
other, including the Union church, of 
course, all doing business in their own 
way, for another world, and it strikes us 
that to have one institution—a National 
Bank—doing a business strictly confined 
to this world would be nothing but what 
is proper and need not excite the alarm of 
any one, touching the safety of the town. 
But more anon.

STOLEN MARRIAGE CERTIFICATE 


Proves to Be the Means of Depriving 
Three Children of $25,000. 


New HAVEN, Jan. 10.—In 1857, Adam 
Schmidt, then living in Baden, Germany, 
fecided to come to this country. The 
evening before leaving he was persuaded 
by his sweetheart to marry her. Thecere- 
mony was performed after midnight, and 
the next day Adam and his bride started 
for America. 

For atime they lived in New York city, 
where Adam had his pocket picked one 
day of not only his ready money, but also 
ofa package of papers which contained 
his marriage certificate. Not thinking it 
worth his while to secure another certifi- 
cate, he removed to this city, where he 
has reared five children. About three 
months ago a brother in Germany died, 
leaving each of his children $5000. 

This money the courts in Germany re- 
fuse to give up until the proofs of his 
marriage are furnished. Since coming to 
this country the minister who married 
him has died, and the church records fail 
to show avy data of the marriage. It is 
believed that the minister who performed 
the ceremony, having been called from 
bed in the night, forgot to enter the re- 
cord. As a sesult the family of Adam 
lose al@ut $25,000. 


A WORKINGMEN’S ALLIANCE, 


Platform of ap Organization in Opposi- 
tion to the Knights of Labor. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10—A new labor body 
has been organized in the state in opposi- 
tion to the Knights of Labor and the 
state’s trades assembly, and its certificate 
of incorporation has been filed. It is to 
be called the New York State Working- 
men’s alliance, and its objects are to pro- 
mote the establishment of correct social 
and political intercourse, to stimulate and 
develop a more friendly spirit among the 
working classes of true democracy in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the constitu- 
tion, and enlightened progress of justice, 
industry and enterprise. The members 
believe ‘“‘in the doctrine of equal rights to 
all and special privileges to none,” and 
that taxation, national or state, should 
not be used to build up one interest or 
class at the expense of another. The prin- 
cipal offices are to be in New York city. 


Closing Up Dram Shops, 

NoRTH ADAMS, Mass., Jan 10.—The 
Law and Order society, compose of min- 
isters and others, in the town of Adams 
had’ the unlicensed places of Needham, 
Fowler and Barrett in the town of Adams, 
and C. Barrett of Zylonite raided yester- 
day afternoon. In all the places 
several truck loads of different 
liquors were obtained. The above 
parties have sold openly for some time, 
and the citizens at last propose to put an 
end to it. Adams has always heena great 
place for people from neighboring towns 
toresort to on Sundays and holidays. 
The raid cansed great excitement and 
more are to follow. 


Settled Peaceably. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—The engineers and 
firemen of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad have gained everything 
they demanded of the company after a 
five days conference with General Mana- 
ger Earling. The company agrees to pay 
the engineers $3.70 on eight-wheel engines 
and $3.85 on ten-wheelers for ten hours’ 
work, and the firemen #.20 on eight- 
wheel engines and $2.40 on ten-wheelers, 
The men are also to be paid for overtime. 


It Wasn't Martin Luther's. 

BERLIN, Jan. 10.—An engraver named 
Heck and an innkeeper named Korte 
have been arrested at Munster on the 
charge of producing a fictitious note book 
of Martin Luther’s, the supposed discov- 
ers of which recently caused a great sen- 
sation in literary circles. It is alleged 
that a youthful apprentice of Heck, named 
Efluethe, made the necessary engravings 
and ivory carvings. 


In Behalf of Sufferers. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 10.—The relief fund raised 
in response to the recent declaration is- 
sued by the viceroy and Chief Secretary 
Balfour concerning the condition of the 
poor of western Ireland, now reaches a 
total of £14,000. Among the latest contri- 
butions to the fund are £200 sent,.by Queen 
Victoria and £109 by Hon. G. J. Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer. 


Bank Wrecker Pfeifer Out on Bail. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 10.—Lewis E. 
Pfeifer, formerly president of the broken 
Bank of America and vice president of 
the defunct American Life Insurance 
company, and who has been in prison for 
some weeks past on the charge of con- 
spiracy and embezzlement of the funds of 
the institutions, was released on $12,590 
bail. 


Big Increase of Capital Proposed. 

ConcorD, N. H., Jan. 10.—It is reported 
that the Boston and Maine railroai will 
ask the legislature for authority for issu- 
ing additional capital stock, $5,000,099 on 
branches and $5,000,000 on main lines. It 
is also understood that the Concord and 
Montreal road will ask authority to make 
additional stock.

IN Tai DARKNESS 


Indians are Expected to Make an 
Attack Upen Pine Ridge. 


THE PLANS OF THE HOSTILES. 


Timely Discovery of a Plot to Attack 
the Agency School—Indians Near Sioux 
Falls Getting Ready to Go on the War- 
path—Canadian Authorities Warned to 
Look Out for Trouble. 


Pine Rings, S. D., Jan. 10.—No onecan 
tell what the cover of darkness may im- 
pel the Indians to undertake. That they 
have centemplated and do still contem- 
plate an attack upon this agency is be- 
lieved by all well-informed people; that 
they are now awaiting the opportunity is 
almost an established fact. 

Red Cloud is living in his own house in 
the midst of the alleged friendlies. Atla 
signal from the hostiles it is believed he 
will communicate the same to the friend- 
lies. The agency could then be attacked 
from all sides. There are now fewer than 
a thousand soldiers within a mile of head- 
quarters. Before those stationed in the 
field could reach here great damage could 
be done. Gen. Miles, impressed with this 
fact, is extending the breastworks around 
the sehooi, whieh will command a larger 
extent of the friendlies’ camp. He has 
received word from Gen. Brooke that a 
number of hostiles tried to break through 
his lines and escape to Rosebud. They 
found the line too strong, however, and 
retired. 

Capt. Pierce, the newly appointed agent 
to succeed Royer, has arrived. Col. Kent 
and Capt. Baldwin, whoare collecting the 
faets in the Wounded Knee fight, have 
already examined a number of eye-wit- 
nesses. The information is being gathered 
in an informal manner. A troop, Seventh 
cavalry, Capt. Maylan, left as escort with 
Paymasters Baker and Comegy, who will 
visit all uhe troops in the field. It has been 
discovered that Philip Schwenky of K 
troop, a recruit from Jefferson barracks, 
was killed on Wounded Knee creek, but 
the fact is now published for the first 
time. 

Red Cloud says there are 100 wounded 
Indians among the hostiles whom Little 
Wound wants to send to the agency. Gen. 
Miles has placed Col. Schafer, First infan- 
try,in command of the troops at the 
agency. Sitting Bear and Long Bull have 
written Gen. Miles that they propose to 
come with their followers avd be good In- 
dians. 

A Devilish Plan Frustrated. 

The breastworks on the northern,south- 
ernand southeast corner of the school 
ground have been extended because it 
was discovered that one of the plans of 
the hostiles, with the assistance of the 
alleged friendlies,was to attack the school. 
At a given signal the scholars were to set 
upon and overpowerthe teachers. Then 
the work of destruction was to begin. 
There isa blood-curdling element in this 
story. The story is well authenticated 
and Gen. Miles has taken the precaution 
to guard against the outrage. 

Col. Shafter of the First infantry issued 
orders to the officers in command of the 
several detachments to take every precau- 

tion to rebel a night attaok. Inthe event 
of such asurprise the several troops and 
companies are to repair immediately tofa 
designated position, at which they are to 
hold until the last. Late yesterday after- 
noon the Seventh cavalry was moved from 
the bottom, in which it had been sta- 
tioned, to the hill immediately east, which 
commands a view of the ageney. From 
this position they may more easily re- 
spond to a call from any part of the 
agency; at any time, day or night. Shortly 
after the change three fires were noticed 
from the schoolhouse. It is thought the 
houses of “the Mexican,” Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horse and Standing Sol- 
dier were fired by the hostiles. 

The matter is being investigated. He- 
Dog and Jack Red Cloud, the latter the 
son of Old Red Clould, and about 100 
others have returned to the camp. Still 
more have promised but have failed to 
keep their word. 

Gen. Milessays: ‘‘Atiast accounts the 
Indians were fighting among themselves. 
Thecamp was a pandemonium. There 
was no head to the hostiles. The desper- 
adoes were destroying their own people.” 


WANT TO COME IN. 


Indications That Hostiles are Beginning 
to Fear the Troops. 


PixE RIDGE AGENCY, S. D., Jan. 10.— 
Capt. Taylor, chief of scouts, has received 
letters from Short Bull and Kicking Bear, 
chief of the hostile Brules, stating that 
they would surrender at the agency to- 
day with alltheir people. The desire of 
the hostiles to come in is doubtless 
prompted by the approach of the troops 
from behind and from the wings. The 
soldiers are slowly closing in on the hos- 
tile village. Scouts report that the troops 
are already so close to the hostiles that 
skirmishing continues at intervals during 
the day and night. 

Red Cloud, who escaped from the hos- 
tiles Wednesday, says there are 1000 war- 
riors in the hostile camp and that they are 
as well armed as the soldiers. This shows 
the magnitude of the job which lies be- 
fore the soldiers, for it is tacitly admitted, 
whether the hostiles surrender or not, 
they will be disarmed and dismouted. It 
cost the Seventh cavalry eighty-three offi- 
cers and privates to disarm 150 of Big 
Foot’s band, and it is admitted by every- 
body here that the hostiles who are on 
White Clay creek will never give up their 
rifles aud ponies without a fight. 


THE REDS IN_ IDAHO. 


They Evidently Mean Mischief—Troops 
Under Marching Orders. 


Denver, Jan. 10.—A special from Sioux 
Falls says: The Indians are dancing in 
this vicinity and becoming more threat- 
ening. They are getting ready to goon 
the warpath, and people at Blackfoot are 
becoming seriously alarmed over the 
situation. 

A message to the governor of Idaho 
from Blackfoot says: ‘‘For God’s sake, 
send us guns.”’ All the Idaho militia are 
under arms and ready to march at a min- 
‘ute’s notice. Six troops of the guards 
have ordered ammunition from Boise 
City and arrangements are being made to 
jsend it. <A private dispatch just in says 
jthat 500 Indians are dancing six miles 
north of Pocatello. 


Manitobans Worried. 
WINNIPEG, Jan. 10.—The sheriff of Bet- 
tineau, N. D., has telegraphed the com- 
mander of the detachment of mounted 
|police in Manitoba that the Indians on 
Ithe Turtle Mountain reservation on the 
Canadian side of the line have begun 


their war dances and will have to be 
looked after imiédiately if the lives and 
property of settlers in the adjoining dis- 
trict of North Dakotaare to be protected. 
He calls upon the Canadian authorities 
to take immediate steps, and a detach- 
ment of police has been ordered to the re- 
serve. The reserve isa small one, and 
the Indians on it are American Sioux. 


Pocatello Not Alarmed. 

PocATELLO, Ida., Jan. 10.—Reports of 
serious trouble, or fears of an outbreak 
among the Indians of Fort Hall reserva- 
tion, surrounding this place, are utterly 
without foundation. A visit to the Black 
Feet, on the edge of the reservation, and 
at the agency itself fails to reveal any just 
cause of apprehension. ‘While the Indians 
have been dancing, these demoustrations 
partake of the same character as those 
held every year at this time. 


ALL ABOUT A BRIDGE. 


Bailroad Companies Enjoined from In- 
terfering with the Rock Island. 


OMAHA, Jan. 10.—Another restraining 
order has been issued from the district 
court enjoining the Union Pacific Railroad 
company and the Omaha and Republican 
Valley Railroad company from interfer- 
ing with traffic of the Rock Island com- 
pany between Council Bluffs, Omaha, 
South Omaha, Lincoln, Beatrice and all 
intervening points. Proper papers were 
served on Union Pacific officials at the 
different points. The order holds good un- 
til Jan. 15 and restraining the deferdants 
from interfering with the Rock Island on 
all switches, side-tracks and stations. In 
brief, the order meaas that the Rock Isl- 
and, according to contract, must be per- 
mitted to run trains from Council Bluffs 
across the bridge, through Omaha and 
Lincoln to Beatrice. The contract be- 
tween the Rock Island and the Union Pa- 
cificis almost identically the same as the 
one between the Milwaukee and Union 
Pacific. 


THEY HAVE $50,000. 


New York Embezziers Skip, with a De- 
tective Close Upon Their Heels. 


HALIFAX, Jar. 10.—Detective M. B. 
Tobin of gPinkerton’s agency, New York, 
arrived here in search of David Ducklas- 
tein and son, children’s cloak jobbers of 
New York, wo were wiotel for enbezzl- 
ing $50,000 werta ot guods from New 
York parties. The Moutreal poiice had 
been on the track, and when the detec- 
tive arrived there he was informed they 
were supposed to have gone to Halifax. 

Tobin made inquiries here, and received 
positive proofithat the men wanted had 
arrived in Halifax Saturday, at 5p. m., 
drove directly to the steamer Vancouver, 
and left that evening for Liverpool. They 
will be stopped by cable on the othar side.

FREEZING WEATHER 


In Great Britain and Throughout 
the Continent. 


HARDEST FROST IN A CENTURY 


Saffering, Misery and Death — Rivers 


Froten Up and Vessels Ice-Bound — 
Snow in Italy and North Africa 


Lonpoy, Jan. 10.—It is now the seventh 
week of the prevalence of frosts through- 
the United Kingdom, with no signs of 
abatement of the severity uf the weather. 
From John O’Groats house to Land’s End 
thecountry is wrapped in snow,and canals 
and streams are ice-bound. Even anum 
ber of tidal rivers are frozen fast. For 
duration of the frost period tnis is the 
greatest winter of the century, and, in 
point of severity, the winters of 1813 and 
1814 alone exceeded it. 

The Thames below Richmon remains 
partially frozen and is covered with ice 
floes which are impeding navigation. 
Above Teddington the ice onthe Thames 
is eight inches thick. Carriers’ vans can 
traverse the rivez’s frozen surface from 
Sutton Court to Abinglon. Skaters have 
a free stretch for many miles above and 
below Oxford. 

Numerous deaths have resulted from 
the extra cold, several of them at the very 
gates of workhouses, where groups of 
poor people were waiting for shelter. 
Midland newspapers declare that thou- 
sands of persons in that region arein 2 
state of semi-starvation, laborers being 
compulsory idle, without fire or food. 
Mayors of cities, with the local boards, 
are directing an orgapized distribution of 
bread and coal, and are starting reliei 
kitchens; still they fail to reach a host oj 
cases of distress. Numerous instances oc 
cur of coroners’ inqnests on the bodies of 

people found dead in bed, where the ver- 
dict is that death resulted from cold and 
hunger. 

In every conntry on the continent there 
is soff-ring b ec ruse of the severe weather. 
The costs of Belgitm, Holland and 
North Germany are blocked with ice. In 
the Scheldt river navigation is nearly at a 
standstill on accountof theice. At the 
North German port of Cuxhaven, twenty- 
nine steamships are ice-bound. Pilots 
there are unable to communicate with 
vessels on account of the ice floes, thus 
making the harbor inaccessible. 

Several vessels were struck by immense 
masses of floating ice and their hulls were 
so badly damayed that the boats rapidly 
filled with water and soon went to the 
bottom. In every instance their crew- 
were saveil from death only with great 
difficulty. 

A number of steamers are drifting help- 
lessly between Ottendorf and  Bruns- 
buttel. They have lost their anchors and 
have been considerably damaged by the 
floating ice. 

At Hamburg nivigation is greatly im 
peded by the immense blocks of ice which 
fill the river. The board of navigation is 
making every effort to keep the river open 
and is employing three of the strongest 
tugs that can be secured as ice breakers. 
Many vessels have also been damaged 
here by the ice, but no serious accidents 
have as yet been reported. 

At Antwerp 10,000 workmen have been 
thrown out ofemployment owing tothe un- 
usually severe weather which is prevail- 
ing at present. The misery caused among 
the poorer classes in consequence is wide 
spread and intense. 

The use of dynamite is about to be tried 
to break the ice at Copenhagen, where 
several steamships are ice-bound. At 
many ports tugs are actively engaged in 
efforts to break the ice, but ot with 
much effect. The Oeresund is ful! of ice 
floes. Dispatches fron the German ports 
of Lubeck, Stettin and Swinesimunde all 
tell of the inaccessibility of their har- 
bors, on account of ice, and say that navi- 
gation has ceased; that there is much 
snow and that no open water is visible. 

In Berlin the temperature is 16 degrees, 
The Hatz railway 1s snow-blocked,and the 
mails usually conveyed by its trains are 
now transpoitedin slaghs. All Bavaria 
is covered with snow, and in the country 
between the Danube and the Alps tue 
snow is eighteen inches deep. In certain 
localities along the Rhine snowirifts are 
piled in some spots seventeen feet high, 
threatening inundations when they thaw. 

In northern Italy snow began to fall on 
Wednesday and did not cease till yester- 
day. The inhabitants of that region are 
suffering acutely, such weather b-iiz en- 
tirely unknown to them, and it ix fared 
that numbers of people have perished in 
the storm. At Mantus, Turiv and Milan 
railway trains are much delayed on. ac- 
count of the heavy snowfall. 

Dispatches from Vienna say that com- 
munication with points south of that city 
is greatly impeded, and that on al! rail- 
ways ceutering there the movement of 
trains is partially suspended. 

A telegram from Madrid reports heavy 
snowfalls in Spain, and says that com- 
munication with all the provinces of 
Spain is difficult. It also reports the pre- 
valence of intensely cold weather in Va- 
lencia, where orange groves have been 
swept by the storm, entailing heavy losses 
to the owners. 

At Marseilles the hospitals are gorged 
with sufferers from various affections 

caused by the cold weather. More suow 
has fallen in Marseilles. Dock laborers 
there have lit along the quays great fires 
at which to warm themselves during 
working hours. 

A violent storm, accompanied by hail 
and snow, and extending a long distance 
inland, is reported from the seaport of 
Algiers. in north Africa. The report is 
coupled with the assurance that nothing 
like such severity of weather was ever 
known in that region before. 

Advices from Paris say that the Seine is 
blocked with ice near Rouen and that the 
Saone is frozen above Lyons. Telegrams 
from Arres and Nimes say that much suf- 
fering is being caused at these places by 
the intensely cold weather and that a 
number of persons have been found frozen 
todeath A sad case is reported from the 
village of Fourmies, in the department of 
Nord. Three children were caught in a 
raging snowstorm in a wood near the vil- 
lage. They wandered about until over- 
come by cold and »xhanstion, when all 
three peri-hed. A party which bad gone 
in search of them found the children 
buried in the snow.

Professional Friends of the Dead Prima 
Donna Pay Tribute to Her Memory. 


CaIcaco,Jan. 10.—Funeral services were 
held over the remains of Emma Abbott at 
Central Musichall. Ata few minutes be- 
fore 2 o’clock, to the notes of Schubert's

The 
remains were then conveyed to Graceland 
cemetery, in the vault of which they were 
temporarily placed. 


JAY GOULD’S BIG PURCHASE. 


Wal! Street Believes That He Owns 
the Atchison and Missouri Pacific, 


New York, Jan. 10.—Rumors continue 
current to the effect that Jay Gould has 
bought a large biock of Atchison stock 
from Baring Bros.,giving him control,and 
that a consclidation of the Atchison and 
Missouri Pacific roads will soon be 
effected. Kidder, Peabody & Co. said 
that the story was a wild one. The con- 
trol of the stock would require over 500,- 
000 shares, and as the stock was divided 
among 15,000 holders it was almost im- 
possible for one man to obtain absolute 
control. It was stated, however, that Jay 
Gould was now working in close relations 
with the Atchison management and the 
statement was authorized by Gould in- 
terests that although Jay Gould had not 
bought control himself, Russell Sage and 
other friends of Gould now held more 
Atchison securities than ever before. 


THE DALAMATER FAILURE. 


Members of the Firm ‘Must Answer to 
the Charge of Embezzlement. 


MEADVILLE, Pa., Jan. 10.—Delamater & 
Co. (including George W. Delamater, late 
Republican candidate for governor) bank- 
ers, who assigned recently, were sum- 
moned before an alderman charged with 
embezzlement. The complaint was made 
by the outgoing board of county commis- 
sioners, who ch arge the firm with the em- 
bezzlement of $30,000 of county funds, 
having received the deposits of the county 
treasurer while knowing themselves to be 
insolvent and converting the sametotheir 
own use. ch of the defendants gave 
bonds in the sum of $10,000 forhis appear- 
ance at the February term of court. 


Slaughter by New Guinea Savages. 

BRISBANE, Aus., Jan. 10.—Advices re- 
ceived here from New Guinea give an ac- 
count of atrocities which have been com- 
mitted by natives. The reports say that 
the Tugaree, the head hunting tribeof the 
island, made an attack on a village, and 
during the raid they massacred forty of 
the inhabitants and looted a large num- 
ber of the dwellings. The tribe threatens 
to make an attack on some villages near 
the government post, held under the com- 
mand of Magistrate Cameron, who has 
charge of the western district. A force of 
armed constables has been sent to the as- 
sistance of Magistrate Cameron, who has 
received orders to actin the meanwhile 
on the defensive. 


King of Belginm Criticizes Stanley. 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 10.—At a meeting of the 
Royal Geographical society here Com- 
mander Verney Lovett Cameron, the dis- 
tinguished English naval officer aud Af- 
rican traveler, was the recipient of a 
medal from the hands of King Leopold, 
who eulogized the commander’s work in 
the Congo country. The king, in the 
course of his remarks,’criticized Stanley, 
contrasting what he called the explorer’s 
‘pitiless mode of action’? with ‘‘the paci- 
fic and gentler policy,’”’ which alone, he 
said, could gain for civilization the mas- 
tery of Africa. 


International Coin Commission, 

WASHINGTON, @Jan. 10.—The president 
has nominated William A. Russell of 
Massachusetts, Lambert Tree of Illinois, 
and Nathaniel P. Hill of Colorado to be 
commissioners to consider the establish- 
ment of an international coin, or coins, as 
recommended by international American 
conference, etc., as provided for in the act 
making appropriations for the diplomatic 
and consular service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1891. 


A Dranken Affray. 

Lacosta, N. H., Jan. 10.—A shooting 
affray occurred at Blackbrook. In a 
drunken fight Arthur Day shot and 
wounded two companions. The shooting 
was done with a double-barreled shot-gun. 
One was wounded in the head, the other 
in the back. The parties are all young 
men. The wounds are not considered 
dangerous. 

Hard Cider? 

BIDDEFORD, Me., Jan. 10.—Liewelyn 
Harriman of Hollis, Warren Nason and 
Danfortt Dashon of Buxton, farmers,who 
were summoned before the grand 
jury, were drunk when they en- 
tered the jury room yesterday and were 
locked up. Later they were arraigned in 
court and fined $10 and costs. 


Improvement of Lubec Channel. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Secretary Proc- 
tor has sent to the house a report of Lieut. 
Col. J. A. Smith, corps of engineers, upon 
the preliminary examination of Lubec 
channel, Maine. Liut. Col. Smith thinks 
the channel is worth improvement, and 
estimates that it will cost $231,000. 


ATen Per Cent. Cut in Wages, 

PATERSON, N. J., Jap. 10.—The ribbon 
weuvers employed by the William Strange 
company, the largest silk firm in this 
city, and the firm of Clay & Groocock 
have had their wages reduced 10 per cent. 
Dullness in trade is the cause. The em- 
ployes threaten to strike. 


Went Down in the English Channel. 

Lonpboy, Jan. 10.—The steamer Middles- 
boro collided with an unknown foreign 
brig in the middle of the channel. The 
brig was badly damaged and it is believed 
that she went downsoon afterthe acci- 
dent, with all hands on board. 


“Most Favored Clause” the Factor. 

Paris, Jan. 10.—The tariff committee

BOYD AND THAYER. 


They Both Claim the Governor- 
ship fo Nebraska. 


CONFLICT OVER THE MILITIA. 


As a Result, the State Has Two Adjat- 
ant Generals—Supreme Court Will Not 
Consider the Matter Until Tuesday. 


LrINcoLy, Neb., Jan. 10.—Nebraska ha 
two governors and athird man claiming 
the office. The legislature and supreme 
court are moving but slowly toward a so- 
lution of the difficulty and meantime con- 
flicts of authority are taking place. Gov- 
ernor Thayer fortified himself in his office 
and slept;there Thursday night under 
guard of a company of militia and a num- 
ber of special officers. Yesterday morning 
the board of public lands and buildings 
met and assigned Governor Boyd quarters 
ia another part of the building. He im- 
mediately assumed possession, appointed 
J. G. Higgins of Grand Island private 
secretary and began acting as governor. 

The first conflict of authority took place 
in the afternoon, when telegrams were 
received by a member of the legislature 
and transmitted to Governor Boyd, stat- 
ing that an Indian outbreak would take 
place in the northern part of that state to- 
day and {asking that militia now at the 
front be placed to repel the attack. Gov- 
ernor Boyd ordered Adjt. Gen. Cole to 
make preparation for the outbreak, but 
Gen. Cole refused to obey, stating that he 
would take orders only from Governor 
Thayer. The office of adjutant general 
was declared vacant, and soon after Gov- 
ernor Boyd appointed Gen. Victor 
Vifquain to the position. 

The state forces on the frontier now 
have two commanders and itis impossible 
to tell which they will obey. The janitors 
of the state house and Mail Carrier Lane 
have gone over to Governor Boyd and it 
is said that gas and steam will be turned 
off in Governor Thayer’s office. Governor 
Thayer has petitioned the supreme court 
for a write ef quo warranto to determine 
the position of Governor Boyd. The 
court answered informally that no deci- 
sion would be made until next Tuesday. 

The wrangling between the factions in 
legislature continues, but the Independ- 
ents ;or Alliance members are losing 
ground. 


A Setback for Thayer. 

. OMAHA, Jan. 10.—Ex-Governor Thayer 
applied to the supreme court for a quo 
warranto restraining Governor Boyd from 
exercising the functions of his office. 
Judge Maxwell stated to Thayer’s at- 
torney that, inasmuch as their petition 
admitted that Boyd is governor, their 
petition is untenable. As he believed 
Boyd to be governor, Judge Maxwell re- 
fused the writ, and the supreme court 
then adjourned till Tuesday. Thayer 
states that he will not surrender until the 
proper tribunal has declared that he 
should. 


Consumers Will Pay for It. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 10.—The big barbed wire 
manufacturers of the United States held 
a private conference here. It is said that 
firms that have been at litigation with 
the Washburn-Moen company of Worces- 
ter will form a “combine” with that com- 
pany. The terms of agreement will proba- 
bly be conc!uded to-day, and under them 
the suits instituted for the infringement 
of patents and for royalties will cease. 
The Washburn-Moen company, with its 
monopoly of patents, will dictate the 
terms, and thefincreased expense to the 
mills will, it is said, come out of the con- 
sumers. 


Five Years in 2a Solitary Cell. 

Paris, Jan. 10.—Mayor Fouraux of 
Toulon, an ex-naval officer, who was 
charged with having a criminal opera- 
tion performed on Mme. Jonquieres, his 
mistress, who was the wife of another 
naval officer, has been convicted with the 
other persons implicated in the crime. 
The mayor is sentenced to five years of 
solitary confinement. Mme. }Laure, who 
performed the operation, is condemned to 
three years imprisonment; Mme. Jon- 
quieres two years’ and Mme. Audibert, 
eighteen months. 


English Settlers in Danger. 

BERLIN, Jan. 10.—The Berliner Tage- 
blatt has received advices from East 
Africa to the effect that the natives of 
Laum have risen against the settlers, 
having been incited by Bakari, the de- 
posed sultan of Vitu. The British consul 
has asked the sultan of Zanzibar to send 
troops to the Scene of the trouble, as the 
position of the English inhabitants is 
very critical. 


A Matinous Crew. 

LIVERPOOL, Jan. 10.—The American ship 
Indiana, Capt. Colly, which sailed Jan. 7 
from Barrow for New York, has put into 
Holyhead. Her crew mutinied and fought 
among themselves. Several of the men 
were severely wounded with knives. The 
police have been sent for, and the mu- 
tineers will be taken into custody. The 
United States consul has been notified. 


The Week's Fuilures. 

New YorK, Jan. 10.—Business failures 
reported to Bradstreet’s number 391 in the 
United States this week, against 303 last 
week and 354 this week last year. Cauada 
had 43 this week, against 21 last week. 
The total number of failures in the United 
States,Jan. 1to date,jis 5387, against 663 
two full weeks last year. 


Twenty-Ton Boulder for a Monument, 

KEENE, N. H., Jan. 10.—The boulder 
furnished by the survivors of the Second 
regiment for Gen. Marston’s monument 
started from its bed in the northwest part 
of the town to be loaded on the cars. Its 
estimated weight is twenty tons, and it is 
drawn ona boat sled by six pairs of 
horses. 


A Serious Charge. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 10.—Charles E. 
Sims, aged 30, was arrested last evening, 
charged with felonious assault. Com- 
plaint was made by four young girls, all 
under 13. Sims is well known, was 
always respected and moved in the best 
society. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—In the senate 
Mr. Fryeintroduced bills relative to the 
ownership of vessels engaged in foreign 
trade. Messrs. Blackburn and Morgan 
advocated the free coinage of silver. 

The house considered the private calen- 
dar. 


New Railway Crippled. 
HALIFAX, Jan. 10.—It is reported that 
all the engines on the Cape Breton rail- 
way, fourin number, went over an em- 
bankment while assisting aderailed train, 
and that the passengers of the train had 
to preseed to Port Mulgrave by stage. 


IDOLATRY IN ISRAEL. 


LESSON Il, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN. 11. 


Text of the Lesson, I Kings xii, 25-33. 
Commit Verses, 28-30—Golden Text, 
Ex. xx, 4—Commentary by Rev. D. M. 
Stearns.

2. “Then Jeroboam built Shechem in 

Mount Ephraim and dwelt therein.” 
Rehoboam having been warned by Shemi- 

ah, the man of God, not to go against the 

revolting tribes to subdue them, returned 
home with his army and contented himself 
to be king of Judah only, according to the 
word of the Lord (vs. 22-24). Thus the 
twelve tribes became two nations, not to be 
united again till the coming of the son of 

David in power and glory (Ezek. xxxvii, 

21-28). Shechem became for a time the 

capital of the kingdom of the ten tribes. 

“And went out from thence and built 
Penuel.” 

Here the angel of the Lord wrestled with 
Jacob and changed his name to Israel. Ja- 
cob called the name of the place Penuel 
(the Face of God), for, said he, I have seen 
God face to face, and my life is preserved 
(Gen. xxxii, 28, 30). Jeroboam’s building 
these places may be explained by the fact 
that in the days of the Judges they had 
been destroyed (Judg. viii, 17; ix, 45). 

26. “And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return tothe house 
of David.” 

He evidently did not know in his heart 
anything of the meaning of either Shechem 
(shoulder) or Penuel (the face of God). His 
heart had not received the precious prom- 
ise of Deut. xxxiii, 12, nor did he know 
Him of whom it is written “‘the govern- 
ment shall be upon His shoulder.” 

27. “Ifthis people go up to do sacrifice 
in the house of the Lord at Jerusalem, then 
shall the heart of this people turn again 
unto their Lord, unto Rehoboam, king of 
Judah, ete.” 

There is no gratitude to God in this, nor 
any confidence in Him, but there is a 
thought of direct disobedience; for Jero- 
boam knew that God had commanded that 
sacrifice should be offered only in the city 
and at the place which he had chosen 
(Deut. xii, 5, 14). 

28. ‘Whereupon the king took counsel 
and made two calves of gold.” 

It was not the counsel of God, it must 
have been the counsel of the ungodly. He 
must have known the story of the golden 
calf in the wilderness and of the thousands 
who fell because of that sin; but if any one 
had reminded him of that, and had sug- 
gested that his present course wasa dan- 
gerous one, he might have replied: ‘Oh, 
that was 500 years ago, and we do not know 
whether there was any truthin itor not; 
that isan old story and perhaps only a 
tradition. Then look at those idol groves 
and high places on Olivet which the great 
Solomon built for his wives, and where he 
worshiped also (I Kings xi, 5-8), and yet 
he prospered and died peacefully.” 

“Tt is too much for you to go up to Je- 
rusalem; behold thy gods, O Israel, which 
brought thee up out of the land of Egypt.” 

He talked like the devil in the garden of 
Eden when he suggested to Eve that God 
demanded too much when he told them 
not to eat of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and eyil, or when he suggested to 
Achan that it wastoo much self denial not 
to take that garment and that gold, or 
when he suggested to Jesus through Si- 
mon that it was too much to think of dy- 
ing at Jerusalem. 

29. “And he set the one in Bethel, and 
the other put he in Dan.” 

What a desecrator of holy places! Bethel 
(house of God), where God gave to Jacob 
such a glorious vision of heavenly things 
and such promises for the future (Gen. 
xxviii, 11-19); where God set up a ladder 
that reached to heaven and Jacob dedi- 


cated a pillar to God, here this rebel sets | %: 


up an idol and establishes idolatry. 

80. ‘‘And this thing became a sin.” 

Not only a sin against God, but a sin 
against himself and all his house to cut it 
off, and to destroy it from off the face of 
the earth (xiii, 84). He that sinneth against 
God wrongeth his own soul, and all they 
that hate Him love death (Prov. viii, 36). 
Moses, when speaking to Israel of the calf 


which Aaron made, said, “I took your sin, | 
the calf which ye had made, and burnt it | 


with fire (Deut. ix, 21). 

“The people went to worship before the 
one, even unto Dan.” 

It would be such worship as Cain offered, 


the worship of disobedience, and therefore | 


hateful to God. They were breaking the 
first and second commandments of the 
law, besides all the other commands which 
God had given concerning the only place 
of worship. Thereis no particular place 
now where we are to worship God, but as 
Jesus taught the woman of Samaria, God 
seeketh true worshipers who will worship 
Him in spirit and in truth. 

81. “And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the lowest of 
the people which were not of the sons of 
Levi.” 

Notwithstanding the command, “Thou 
shalt give the Levites unto Aaron, and to 
hissons, * * * and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death” (Num. 
iii, 9, 10), this man takes any one and sets 
him apart as a priest. It is not enough to 
despise the only true God, the God of Is- 
rael, and the Holy City, and the Temple, 
the only appointed place of sacrifice, but 
he also despises God’s chosen priesthood 
and sets up one of his own. We do not 
need to seck far, even in our own day, for 
aman made priesthood, many of whom, 
to judge by their conduct, are among the 
lowest of the people, and if they do not 
worship golden calves they certainly do 
worship golden eagles. Nor need we step 
outside the Protestant church, nor even 
enter the Episcopal church, to find them, 
for they may be found in all. 

#2. “And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
* * * like unto the feast that is in Ju- 
dah, and be offered upon the altar. 

Moses did not ordain feasts; everything 
connected with the tabernacle and temple, 
and worship and feasts was appointed by 
God; but this man takes the place of G 

and imitates God. He reminds us of one 
described in II Thess. ii, 4, “who =e 
and exalteth himself above all that is 
called God, or that is worshiped; so that 
he, as God, sitteth in the temple of God 
showing himself that he is ” God 
had appointed that on the seventh month 
and tenth day of the month Israel should 
fast, and afflict their souls, and by appro- 
priate sacrifices such as He ordained keep 
the great day of atonement, the high priest 
on only that one day in all the year going 
into the holy of holies to sprinkle the 
blood upon the mercy seat. Then on the 
fifteenth day they were to keep the feast of 
tabernacles. But this man knows better 
than God; he has no day for atonement, 
but on the fifteenth day of the eighth 
month he will have a feast and sacrifices. 

“Sacrificing unto the calves that he had 
made, and he placed in Bethel the priests 
of the high places which he had e.” 

God was the architect of tabernacle and 
temple, but these places of worship were 
=e by this man, to whom God had been

DR. McLENNAN ON ALCOHOL. 


An Instructive Essay Read before Clan 
McGregor Association. 

Dr. R. McLennan delivered an essay on 
this subject at the meeting of the Clan 
McGregor literary association on Saturday 
night. Mr. Copland presiding. 

In the ‘ good old days’ when a disciple of 
Esculapius gave a diagnosis of anything, 
mankind sat listening at his feet untainted 
with the he resy of unbelief. He knew all 
the ills that flesh is heir to. In extracting 
a corn or charming the toothache—the hell 
of a’ diseases, he was equally successful. 
In our degenerate day, all men, from the 
least even to the greatest, are criticised. 
‘** Prove all things’? seems tu be the motto. 
Our genial doctor passed the ordeal well. 
It is the unanimous opinion of the members 
that his paper is a thoughtful and scholarly 
production. 

After describing the process of fermenta- 
tion by which alcohol and all distilled 
spirits is obtained; the effect of alcohol on 
the stomach, the liver, the heart, the 
nervous system, &c., the doctor went on to 
say: “If I were asked which drug comes 
first in usefulness to mankind, I would say 
opium, with al] its different preparations. 
Next in importance I would class the 
various preparations of alcohol. Stated 
briefly, brandy, whisky and so called spirits 
are foracute diseases, the wines for con- 
valescents, and the fermented liquors, 
beer, ale and porter, for long continued and 
wasting diseases. 

These few lines on the use of alcohol I 
have written knowing that there is a 
prejudice against its use at any time. Those 
who would describe it as a curse and not a 
blessing to mankind, must have studied 
little of its effect on the heart exhausted 
by pathological changes and have inferred, 
not from the use but from the abuse of it. 

Alcoholism is a term applied to the path- 
ology and symptoms following the ingestion 
of large quantities of alcohol. Both may 
be either acute or chronic, as in the case of 
the drunkard and the habitual toper. In 
the acute, large quantities are taken at one 
time or at short intervals. Alcohol being 
very diffusible, its effect follows rapidly. 
The circulation takes on greater activity. 
The brain being over stimulated, thoughts 
arise with great rapidity, giving a general 
confusion of ideas. If continued for many 
hours it may end in a suspension of the 
functions of the cerebrum, coma. 

After a few hours this condition of sleep 
passes away anda state of nausea and 
loathing for food comes on, owing to the 
acute congestion of the stomach. If the 
stomach be empty and the system fatigued, 
as in a prolonged exposure to cold, so 
rapidly will the alcohol be absorbed and 
carried to the brain that a condition of 
coma or very deep sleep follows immedi- 
ately. This has often resulted in death by 
freezing. 

If the stomach contains a quantity of 
food, its albumen would be coagulated and 
hardened and digestion arrested, absorption 
of the alcohol slower, its secondary effect 
on the brain less marked, the stomach in a 
more irritable condition and vomiting and 
nausea follow. The stimulation having 
drawn much on the reserve force of the 
organism, a corresponding depression fol- 
lows until the balance is restored. The 
organism under the effects of alcohol is all 
excitement, after the effects have passed 
away, languidness. Gaiety has given place 
to melancholia. The jollification which 
lasted a short time is dearly bought. Truly 
the drundard’s life is not to be envied, and 
would scarcely be tolerated by a sound 
mind. 

Perhaps the largest amount of alcohol is 
ingested by those who have never been ina 


2} state of intoxication, or those who have 


never been drunk but once in their lives, 
and that once was all the time—the so 
called toper. 

There are secret drinkers, never known 
to be intoxicated, perhaps not even sus- 
pected of imbibing until discovered by ac- 
cident. Take as an illustration: A steamer 
leaves London for New York. She has 
aboard many lives in the various grades of 
social standing. After a few days of 
splendid sail they encounter a storm. By

which could only be taken in a limited 
amount has come toanend. Great hard- 
ship isendured. The ship is tossed about 
by the fury of the waves. A condition 
known as sea-sickness comes on. Tere the 
irritability of the stomach is very conspic- 
uous. Itrefusestoretain any food. While 
all aboard unaccustomed to such privations 
are uncomfortably affected, it is seen that 
some of the more robust looking ones are 
more seriously affected. The old topers 
begin to show up. The stomach being un- 
able to retain food—the heart and brain so 
accustomed to stimulation—is unable to 
perform its functions, so delicate and so 
variable, that a condition of wild celirium 


3} ensues, bringing them to the verge of great 


danger in parting with their lives. Those, 
on the other hand who are not accustomed 
to stimulants love the voyage well. Again 
the physician is often called in to treat a 
man in his estimation of good physical 
stay. The patient is about forty years old 
and suffering from pneumonia, say of the 
croupous variety. One would expect that 
he could at this age hold out against such 
sickness, and that in due time the sickness 
though grave, would end in resolution, 
To the surprise of the physician he finds 
that hourly the patient is getting worse, 
and that the battle between life and 
disease is going to end in the defeat of the 
former. I believe, gentlemen, the expiana- 
tion of many such cases is the secret use 
of alcohol. 


Mr. McLennan then spoke of the effect 
on a person’s appearance, their lack of 
power to resist disease, or undergo surgical 
operations, convincing his hearers that 
man is deteriorated by the habitual imbi- 
bition of alcohol. Much insanity was 
caused by alcohol. 

When the doctor finished, the Rev. D. M. 
Wilson, honorable president of the Society, 
ascended the platform; and it being his 
first appearance in this capacity, a most 
cordial reception was accorded him. The 
reverend gentlemen acknowledged in 
graceful terms; and in the course of his 
remarks expressed the pleasure it afforded 
him to co-operate with an association of 
this kind, so well calculated to confer 
benefits on its members. 

Several members criticised the essay. 
The majority agreed with the views pro- 
pounded. A section, however, while gener- 
ally in accord with the doctor, thought 
that prohibition is the only panacea. <A 
few expressed the opinion that a man, 
weak and weary and worn, after a hard 
day’s toil, would be much benefited by a 
“we drap’’’? of whisky today to inspire 
flagging vitality. This heresy was exposed 
and extinguished by the reverend gentle- 
man. Dr. McLennan replied to the various 
criticisms to the satisfaction of all—save, 
perhaps, the prohibitionists.

THE DYKES OF HOLLAND. 
Their Appearance and How They Pro- 
tect the Land and Are Protected. 


A certain zealous dame is said to have 
once attempted to sweep the ocean away 
with a broom, The Dutch have been 
wiser than this. They are slow and de- 
liberate people. Desperation may use 
brooms, but deliberation prefers clay 
and solid masonry. So, slowly and de- 
liberately, the dykes, those great hill- 
like walls of cement and stone, have 
risen to breast the buffeting waves. 
And the funny part of it is they are so 
skillfully slanted and paved on the out- 
side with flat stones that the efforts of 
the thumping waves to beat them down 
only make them all the firmer! 

These Holland dykes are among the 
wonders of the world. I cannot say for 
how many miles they stretch along the 
coast and throughout the interior; but 
you may be sure that wherever a dyke is 
necessary to keep back the encroaching 
waters there it is. Otherwise nothing 
would be there, at least nothing in the 
form of land; nothing but a fearful il- 
lustration of the principal law of hydro- 
statics: Water always seeks its level. 

Sometimes the dikes, however care- 
fully built, will ‘‘spring a leak,” and if 
not attended to at once terrible results 
are sure to follow. Inthreatened places 
guards are stationed at intervals anda 
steady watch is kept up night and day. 
At the first signal of danger every 
Dutchman within hearing of the start- 
ling bell is ready to rush to the rescue. 
When the weak spot is discovered, what 
do you think is used to meet the emerg- 
ency? What but straw—everywhere 
else considered the most helpless of all 
things in water! Yet straw, in the 
hands of the Dutch, has a will of its 
own. Woven into huge mats and se- 
curely pressed against the embankment, 
it defies even a rushing tide, eager to 
sweep over the country. 

These dikes form almost the only per- 
fectly dry land to be seen from the 
ocean side. They are high and wide, 
with fine carriage roads on top, some- 
times lined with buildings and trees. 
Lying on one side of them, and nearly 
on a level with the edge, is the sea, lake, 
canal or river, as the case may be; on 
the other the flat fields stretching damp- 
ly along at their base, so that cottage 
roofs sometimes are lower than the shin- 
Ing line of the water. 

Frogs squatting on the shore can take 
quite a bird’seye view of the landscape, 
and little fish wriggle their tails higher 
than the tops of the willows near by. 
Horses look complacently down upon 
the bell towers, and men in skiffs and 
canal boats sometimes know when they 
are passing their friend Dirk’s cottage 
only by seeing the smoke from its chim- 
ney, or perhaps by the cart wheel that 
he has perched upon the peak of its over- 
hanging thatched roof, in the hope that 
some stork will build her nest there and 
50 bring good luck.—Mary Mapes Dodge 
in St. Nicholas.

QUR WAR VESSELS. 


An Explanation of Their Presence 
in the Pacific. 


THE BEHRING SEA SQUABBLE. 


A Point Which Appears to Have Been 
Overlooked in the Newspapers—Busi- 
“ness in Both Branches this Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12,—Inquiry has 
been made to ascertain what possible 
ground there could have been for the re- 
cent charges that the navy department 
is concentrating an unusual force of war 
vessels in the Pacific ocean in anticipa- 
tion of possible difficulty with Great 
Britain in connection with the Behring 
Sea matter. The inquiry has shown that 
there is nothing unusual in the naval 
movements of the United States in Pa- 
cific waters at thistime, and that nothing 
is or has been anticipated. The entire 
naval force of the United States in Pacific 
waters near San Francisco at the present 
time consists of the following vessels: 
The San Francisco, the Charleston, the 
O os! 4, the Swatara, the Marion, the 
Aicrt. the Thetis, the Ranger. As to these 
vessels the reasons for their presence in the 
Pacific ocean are as follows: 

The San Francisco is the new warship 
which has recently been constructed on 
the Pacific coast, and there isa most ex- 
cellent reason why it is there. It has 
never been anywhere else. It has only 
been recently removed from the stocks, 
and is not as yet fully fitted up asa war 
vessel. Theintention has been to send 
the San Francisco to China as the flag- 
ship of that station, but as in the case ef 
all new vessels there has been a good deal 
of delay, because of the many details 
which require attention before a great 
ship and a new ship is ready for a foreign 
cruise. 

The Charleston‘is at San Francisco be- 
cause of the foul condition of her bottom, 
and because she was needed to bring King 
Kalakana to this country. Itis now ex- 
pected that the Charleston will be held 
at San Fraucisco to take the king back to 
Honolulu, in accordance with interna- 
tional courtesies, as soon as the two 
8-inch guns which have just been shipped 
from Washington for that ship shall have 
arrived and been placed on board. In 
other respects the Charleston is ready 
for sea. 

The Omahais at San Francisco after a 
return from a cruise; but she is not in a 
bad condition. 

The presence of the Swatara at Bar 
island is very easily explained. The ves- 
sel has recently returned from the Asiatic 
stations because the time of her crew was 
up and because very extensive repairs 
were needed. 

The Marion has not left “San Francisco 
for the Asiatic stations, because she has 
only recently been finished and has not as 
yet been able to secure a complete crew. 
It is probable that it will be necessary to 
send a considerable number of sailors 
from the east before her complement can 
be received. These vessels, with the Alert 
and the Thetis, constitute the entire force 
of the naval vessels of the United States 
at present on the northern Pacific. An- 
other, the Granger, now at Corinto, will 
shortly be added to this fleet, but before 
the latter vessel can arrive in San Fran- 
cisco the Charleston and the Marion will 
have departed. 

There is no vessel in the northern 
Pacific squadron which is there by the 
orders of the navy department because of 
anticipated trouble between Great Britain 
and the United States. 


MORE ABOUT BEHRING SEA. 


Probable Appointment of a Joint Com- 
mission to Investigate the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—A close reading 
of the recent correspondence furnished by 
the state department as to Behring Sea 
shows that there is ope point which 
appears to have been overlooked in the 
public prints. It seems that one of the 
chief difficulties which the rival govern- 
ment negotiators have encountered has 
come of their endeavor to unite in the re- 
sult indemnity for the past and security 
for the future. 

There appears to be a popular confusion 
over the sort of arbitration which has now 
been proposed or suggested by Secretary 
Blaine. The proposition of Lord Salisbury 
was to refer only the question of 1n- 
demnity for the past seizures to arbitra- 
tion. He said: ‘It the United States gov- 
ernment after examination of the evidence 
and arguments which I have produced, 
still differ from usas to the legality of 
the recent captures in this sea, we are 
ready to agree that the question, with the 
issues that dep |! uponit, should be re- 
ferred to impart.al arbitration.” 

Secretary Blaine, on the other hand, 
did not in his December note accept arbi- 
tration of indemnity for past conduct, but 
adroitly suggested arbitration in the sense 
of new devices for the future. 

Inquiry at the state department shows 
that official information is refused to all 
comers who make inquiries as to the re- 
port that acommission is to be agreed 
upon between Great Britain andthe 
United States relative to Behring sea. It 
is known, however, that the proposition 
to send a joint commission to investigate 
the subject has been carefuily considered 
at the White House. 


CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


Many Matters of Interest to Be Brought 
Before Both Branches, 


WASHINGTON Jan. 12,—The legislative 
prospect for this week 1s full of promise 
of matters of public interest and import- 
ance. If the agreement made last week is 
observed by the senate, Wednesday will 
close the discussion of the financial 


bill ard decide its fate in that 
body. The proceedings of the sen- 
ate after that are problematical. 


An effort will be made by the Re 
publican senators to hold a caucus and 
agree upon a program, and if this caucus 
is held, a determined attempt will be 
made to cause it to place the elections bill 
again in the van of party measures, and 
force it through the senate with the aid 
ofacloture rule. Should this attempt to 
Secure caucus action on the elections bill 
fail, the probabilities are that either the ap- 
portionment bill, the pension appropria- 
tion bill, one or more of the pending labor 
bills, or perhaps the Conger lard bill, 
withthe Poddock pure food bill asan 
alternative, will betaken up. Mr. Platt 
has given notice that he will ask the sen- 
ate to consider the copyright bill to-day in 
the morning hours. 
In the House. 

The shipping bill and appropriation 

bill will probably be the chief matters of 


coming week. To-day is “district day,” 
but Chairman Cutcheon of the military 
affairs committee expects to make an ef- 
fort to have the army appropriation bill, 
which was under discussion Saturday, 
disposed of before district~ legislation is 
given the floor. Tuesday an effort will be 
made to take up the shipping bill, and 
push it to a final vote as early as possible. 
The opposition developed, however, is 
very large, with a prospect that the bill 
will not be out of the way until Thars- 
day afternoon, although its friends hope 
to secure a final vote just before adjourn- 
ment Wednesday. Friday is set apart for 
private bills. Six appropriation bills are 
on the calendar and from now on advan- 
tage will be taken of every opportunity to 
bring them before the house. The senate 
financial bill is expected to reach the 
house the latter part of the week. There 
is no reason to expect the bill to cut any 
figure in the house*during this week, but 
in view of the fight of last session over 
the silver bill the situation is full of possi- 
bilities. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—In the senate, 
there was a protest from twenty-three 
members of the Idaho legislature against 
seating Senator-elect Dubois. Mr.Morgan 
concluded his argument in favor of free 
coinage. The conference report on the 
division of the Sioux Indian reserv ation 
was agreed to. 

In the house, the army appropriation 
bill was discussed in committee of the 
whole. Eulogies on the late Representa- 
tive Walker of Missouri were delivered. 


POOR FARMERS | 


Foreclosures to Be Made on a Million 
Acres — Fighting May Result. 


Kansas City, Jan. 12.—It is said that a 
pumber of mortgage companies in this 
and other cities who are realizing little or 
nothing on heavily mortgaged farms in 
Western Kansas, have combined to fore- 
close on about a million acres that lie to- 
gether, and form a cattle range. This they 
will lease to the cattle men who have been 
driven out of the Cherokee Strip, or they 
will form a cattle syndicate and use it 
themselves. 

WicaiTA, Kan., Jan. 12.—Sheriff Dob- 
son of Harper county, and a lawyer repre- 
senting a loan and trust company of 
Arkansas City, tried to sell at auction 
some farmsin the western part of the 
county, on which the loan company held 
judgments. Twenty farmers attacked 
them, tore up their pavers and drove them 
away. The{Farmers’ Alliance intends, it 
is said, to prevent by force all foreclosures 
on farms. Sheriff Dobson will return 
with a larger force and, if possible, make 
the sales,

PINE RIDGE SCENES. 


How Sunday Was Spent at the 
Famous Agency. 


WOSTILES HAVE NOTCOME IN, 


But Gen. Miles Expects Them to Report 
Very Soee--Troops Did Not Begin the 
Wounded Knee Fight—North Dakota 
Militia Preparing for Battle—Fr. Craft 
on the Road to Recovery. 


Pine RIDGE AGENCY, 8. D., Jan. 12.— 
Another night of mingled anxiety and 
lfear as passed and the Indians have not 
come in. They have not reached the mis- 
ision, as was announced by scouts who 
reached headquarters Saturday night. The 
Todtans have started and that is all. No 
‘man here can tell when the final entry 
will be made. The Associated Press cor- 
respondent had an interview with Fr. 
‘Jute, the Jesuit missionary, who induced 
the Indians to promise to come in just 
before the battle of Wounded Knee. He 
said: ‘I have so often heard that the In- 
‘dians are coming in only to be mistaken 
that I shall believe them no more until I 
sball see them.” 

The missionary resides at the mission 
nearly five miles north of this place. The 
\failare of the Indians to put in an appear- 
lance is a source of disappointment to Gen. 
\Miles, who had expected them Sunday 
morning. 

Saturday pight, Capt. Offley, command- 
ing the Second battallion of the Seventh 
‘cavalry, stationed on Craven Creek, about 
eight miles from the agency, was recalled 
tohelp repel a night attack should one 
loceur.[HCapt. OG ey said that while he 
had been in camp a_ period of eight days, 
he had not seen an Indian in the neigh- 
jborhood. His battaliion had gone into 
‘camp with the First divisionof the Sevy- 
jenth, thus completing a semi-circle on the 
\hill overlooking the friendly camp and 
commanding the agency. 

Saturday night seven of the girl in- 
mates and scholars escaped fron the In- 
dian schools. Among them are Mary Sit- 
‘ting Bear, Lizzie Sitting Bear, Jennie 
Thunder Bull and Emily Cloud, a rela- 
tive of Red Cioud. They were induced to 
leave by their relatives and friends, who 
have for some time hung about the 
school grounds. Superintendent Wheeler 
has secured the promise of American 
Horse to aid him in securing the return of 
the runaways. 

Yesterday was observed with but little 
attention to religious duties. At this 
piace there are two churches, the Presby- 
terian and the Church of the Holy Cross 
(Episcopal). In the government school re- 
ligious services are held generally by the 
Catholics. In the first mentioned church 
there was no divine service, the windows 
were barred and to the west was stationed 
a line of breastworks, and adjacent were 
several tents of iufantry soldiers. In the 
Episcopal church fifteen wounded women 
and children lay, some at the point of 
death and all in pain, the result of the 
fight on Wounded Knee. The pews had 
been torn out and in their places were 
mattrerses or loose hay for the unfortu- 
nates. The sanctuary was givenup to

while in the choir three hostiles moaned 
jin misery. On the lectern were rolls of 
bandages and pieces of lint and cloth. In 
ithe school Fr. Jute said mass and delivered 
ashort sermon. One half of the worship- 
pers were Indians, among them Red 
Cloud. The old chief took partin the 
services, while he held an Euglish prayer 
book, which, of course, he was unable to 
read. 

Rev. Fr. Craft, who was stabbed at 
Wounded Knuee,is recovering rapidly from 
‘his injuries. On his breast he wears the 
lmedal of the Order of the Sons of the 
Revolution, which he received from the 
commandery at New York, of which he ts 
a member. 


Reds Dancing io North Dakota. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 12.—A_ Tribune 
special from Bismarck, N. D., to Governor 
Barke has dispatches from Adj. Gen. 
Devoy, Maj. McKee and Capt. Yorkey, 
who are at Bottineau, stating that the 
situation on the Manitoba border is lese 
serious. No outbreak has occurred, 
though the Indians are dancing and firing 
their guns day and night. The settlers 
have fled from their homes by scores. The 
governor has shipped 250 stands of arias 
|from Bismarck to be distributed at Bot- 
jtineau. He also telegraphed Senator 
Casey to see that 1000 stands of rifles and 
a Gatling gun were for warded by the war 
department by fast freight. Col. Dently 
stated that every military company in the 
state is ready to move at a moment's 
‘notice, and there are many offers of volun- 
teer companies. Itis believed here that 
ithe Indians who are making the trouble 
iare the Manitoba Sioux, who formerly be- 
‘longed to and are closely associated with 
the tribes of which Sitting Bull was the 
head. 


A Letter trom Fr. Craft, 

NEw YORK, Jan. 12.—Gen. O’Bierne re- 
ceived a letter from Fr. C «'t, the Catho- 
jlic priest, who was wounu. io the re- 
cent fight with Big Foot’s baud of In- 
dians. Fr. Crafts says he disappointed 
jall laws of medicine and all the prophets 
jand is steadily improving. He was 
stabbed in the back while trying to stop 
ithe fight, the knife penetrating his right 
jlung. He says the Indians fired first, and 
that the troops were not to blame for the 
wholesale killing, as everything was done 
‘at close quarters. 


Alarm in Washington. 

OLYMPIA, Wash., Jan. 12.—One of the 
Indians who murdered Freighter Coles 
jseveral weeks ago in Okanogon 
county was taken from jail Thursday 
night and lynched. A Catholic priest has 
‘warned the settlers that the Okanogon In- 
dians are very angry and likely to go on 
the warpath. The governor of Washing- 
ton has been asked for 500 stands of arms 
and ammunition,

She is 
a beggar and quite old, and claims to 
have no friends except the fowl which 
attends her as closely asa dog, leading 
her along by the dress, which it holds in 
its bill. The woman says she comes 
from near Birmingham, where she made 
her home with her son, but on his death, 
last August, was left penniless and home- 
less. The gander shows no particular 
intelligence, except in his care of the 
woman, who taught him to do so in lieu 
of any other guide, but occupies himself 
after the manner of his kind while she 
sits and begs at the corners till she is 
ready to go on, when she recalls him 
with u whistle, and he comes at once, 
taking hold of her skirt and marshaling 
her solemnly along. 

He will exchange greetings with flocks 
of other geese, but never leaves her to 
join such, while he has been seen to fly 
at and rout a dog threatening his mis- 
tress. It is necessary, however, for her 
occasionally to hasten hissomewhat lazy 
steps, for he is of an investigating turn 
of mind, and stops frequently to exam- 
ine such objects as arouse his curiosity. 
This fault, the woman says, is owing to 
his youth, for he is only about a year 
old. 

She also says that his education was 
by no means s0 difficultas a dog’s for 
the same business would have been, and 
that whenever she is unable to go about 
through sickness he evinces the greatest 
concern, and will urge to get up by tug- 
ging at her dress, but on her refusing 
still, seems to understand, and will take 
up his position close beside her, and re- 
main there all day with his head under 
his wing and most dejectedly peeping 
out at her at intervals. The gander is 
an unusually large one, and absurdly 
pompous, as if he knew his importance, 
refusing all overtures of friendship, and 
resenting all attempts to handle him, 
while he allows his mistress to caress 
him in any way.—Ada(Ala.)

He must feel, but he must guide and 
check his feclings as a skillful rider 
curbs and guidesa fiery horse, for he has 
a double part to play; merely to feel 
himself is not enough; he has to make 
others feel, aud this he cannot do with- 
out the exercise of restraint.

OVERDUE GLOUCESTER BOATS. 


One Has Arrived, but Another is Given 
Up as Lost—Crew of the Wrecked Ad- 
miral Home Again, 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 12.—Tho 
schooner Addisca G. Proctor, Capt. Pha- 
lan, concerning the safety of which much 
amxiety has been felt since she was long 
overdue, has returned from the banks 
with 15,000 pounds of halibut. The vessel 
left here fifteen weeks ago, and was so 
much delayed on her return trip by heavy 
weather that she had to putinto ports for 
provisions twice. 

The William D. Daisley, Capt. Pius Mc- 
Donald, which sailed from this port Nov. 
21 tor Newfoundland, has been given up 
as lostby every one except her owners. 
The schooner had a crew of six men. The 
vessel was werth about $5000 and is in- 
sured for $4500. 

‘The crew of the schooner Admiral, Capt. 
Wiliam Harding, the vessel which was 
wrecked on Magdalene Island in the early 
part of December, reached this city last 
evening. The crew is composed of five 
men and the captain, and a happy lot 
they seemed to get back to their friends 
and families. The men were none the 
worse for their experieuce and suffered no 
great hardships. 


AT DEATH’S DOOR. 


Senator Hearst Dying of Cancer of the 
Stomach—Will Leave $20,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan 12.—Sepator George 
Hearst is at death’s door. His family 
have given up all hope of his recovery 
and the relatives have been summoned to 
to his bedside. William R. Hearst, the 
sepator’s son, has just arrived. John 
Follinsby, who has charge of the senator’s 
possessions at Chihuahua, Mex., and 
Capt. E. Mortz, the manager of the sen- 
ator’s mining property, are also in Wash- 
ington. They say he is liable to pass 
away at almost any time. 

The malady, cancer of the stomach, has 
grown far more aggrevated within the 
past day or two, and the senator suffers 
intensely. His 72 years make the fight 
for life one-sided, and news of his death 
may now be expected at almost any hour. 
His men of affairs have been engaged re- 
cently in invoicing his estate, and they 
say that he will have a fortune of at least 
$20,000,000. 


STEAMERS BRITANNIA AND BEAR 


Collide in the Firth of Forth and Both 
Go Down—Thirteen Lives Lost. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—The steamer Britan- 
nia, from Leith, collided with the steamer 
Bear, from Grangemouth, in the Firth on 
Forth, Scotland. Tne Bear sank im- 
mediately, and of the fourteen men on 
board twelve went down with her. The 
two others were rescued by a boat from 
the Britannia. After the collision the 
Britannia, which was badly damaged, 
transferred her forty-five passengers to 
the steamer Thames and was taken in 
tow by that vessel, the two steamers pro- 
ceeding slowly toward Leith. Before they 
had gone far, however, the hawser con- 
necting the vessels snapped and then the 
damaged vessel gave a terrific plunge and 
sank. Fortunately her crew had put on 
life belts after the collision and all, except 
the chief engineer, were picked up by 
boats from the Thames. The chief engi- 
neer went down with the vessel and was 
not seen again. 


EVERYTHING OF VALUE GONE, 


Daring and Successful Robbery of an 
Express Car on the Michigan Central. 


Detroit, Jan. 12.—When No. 16, one of 
the heaviest express trains on the Michi- 
gan Central road, arrived here it was 
found that oneof the American Express 
company’s through cars from Chicago to 
New York had been broken ints and 
robbed of everything of value. The 
agents have no idea where the robbery 
was perpetrated. The car was entered by 
smashing in the rear door with a sledge 
hammer. Every box in the car was 
broken open. It will be impossible to tell 
the value of tne stuff taken until the car 
arrives in New York and its contents are 
checked up. 


“LITTLE SURE SHOT” IS ALIVE 


And Expresses Herself as Pleased with 
Reading Her Obituary, 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 12.—A_ private letter 
has been received from Frank Butler, the 
husband and manager of Miss Annie Oak- 
ley, the marvelous rifle shooter of Bufialo 
Bill’s show, in which Miss Oakley is re- 
ported as being aliveand well and entirely 
satisfied with her obituary which was 
published under Paris date about ten 
days ago. At the time of her reported 
death Miss Oakley was and is still enjoy- 
ing herself on some game preserves in the 
vicinity of London, where she expects to 
remain for some mouths, 


ENGINEER AT FAULT. 


Locomotive on an Elevated Road Thown 
Inte the Public Highway. 


New York, Jan. 12,—A south-bound 
train on the Third avenue elevated road 
collided with a switch engine at 119th 
street, throwing the latter into the street. 
The engineer of the south-bound engine 
was considerably hurt, but the fireman 
escaped uninjured. No passengers were 
injured. Tne engine wastotally wrecked. 
The accident was caused by the failure of 
the engineer to observe the signal show- 
ing that a switch was open. 


A Mining Disaster. 

ELK GARDEN, Va., Jan. 12.—At the At- 
lantic mine, near here, when half way up, 
the cable of. an incline broke and the car 
started down. Two men jumped and 
were saved, but the third, John Devanney, 
was killed. The car dashed into a group 
around the fire, killing Jeff Paugh. Cur- 
tis Owens, who had three poundsof pow- 
dre in his pocket, was knocked ihto the 
fire, and the powder exploded, burning 
him terribly. Frank Hughes had an arm 
broken and others were badly hurt. 


Robber and Much Booty Captured. 

New YorE, Jan. 12.—Thomas Richards, 
credited with many clever robberies of 
flats in this city and Brooklyn during the 
holidays, has been captured. Hidden in 
different parts of the store where he lived 
was;found enough jewelry to stock a 
store, many of the pieces having evidently 
been purchased for holiday gifts.

CROWD AT LIMERICK 


Hears What Parnell Has to Say 
About That Manifesto. 


M’CARTHY SAW ITS CONTENTS 


Before It Was Published and Commuani- 
cated the Facts to Mr. Gladstone— 
Harrington Questions McCarthy’s Mor- 
ality—Attitude of the Clergy. 


LIMERICK, Jan. 12.—Fully 20,000 per- 
sons assembled here to greet Mr. Parnell, 
thousands coming from all the adjoining 
counties. In response to addresses Mr. 
Parneil made a long speech. He held that 
Mr. Gladstone had caused the present 
trouble by issuing a mandatory letter de- 
uianding that the Irish members depose 
their leader. Referring to Mr. Gladstone’s 
denial of the accuracy of his statements 
regarding the interview at Hawarden, 
Mr. Parnell declared that hecould now 
confirm the truth by a letter written 
March 18, only three months after the in- 
terview, when the matter was fresh in his 
mind and when even his bitterest enemy 
could not say he had any reason to mis- 
represent or suppress the truth. The let- 
ter was sent to Cecil Rhodes, premier of 
the Cape of Good Hope, an adherent of 
of the cause of home rule. It stated that 
Mr. Glacstone and his colleagues had been 
considering fully the question of the re- 
tention of the Irish members at West- 
minster, and that Mr. Gladstone had told 
him that, the retention of thirty-three 
members Wthe imperial parliament had 
finally been considered best for all pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Parnell here read the letter, prov- 
ing that the statement he sent to Mr. 
Rhodes corresponded with assertions in 
his manifesto which Mr. Gladstone had 
contradicted. Mr. Gladstone, he said, 
pointed to his own public declaration, but 
it was difficult tomake anything out of 
these, Mr. Gladstone possessing a mar- 
velous faculty of placing a differentinter- 
pretation on any statement other than 
that placed upon it by opponents. Mr. 
O’Brien, to whom he (Parnell) had com- 
municated an outline of the Hawarden 
conversation, had a remembrance abso- 
lutely identical with his own regarding 
Mr. Gladstone’s proposal as to the num- 
ber of members of parliament. 

Another Important Fact, 

yet unrevealed, Mr. Parnell sald, he 
would now publish. Twenty-four hours 
before issuing his manifesto he saw Mr. 
McCarthy, to whom he told what he in- 
tended to do and gave an outline of the 
statement he was preparing to issue as a 
manifesto. Mr. McCarthy, he had reason 
to know, placed his intention before Mr. 
Gladstone. Mr. McCarthy also communi- 
cated to him Mr. Gladstone’s observations 
upon the outline of the manifesto, and 
there was vo reference whatever then 
made by Mr. Gladstone against the mani- 
festo on the ground of breach of confi- 
dence. 

Touching the present position of the 
lanc question, Mr. Parnell said he thought 
the action of the Liberals toward the 
land bill proposed by the government was 
foolish, and that it showed that the Lib- 
erals hed no genuine land policy. The 
leaders of the party, in order to conciliate 
the Radical section, had abandoned the 
idea of a peasant proprietary and land 
purchase, and in order to conciliate the 
Whigs they had refused to entertaina 
proposal for a reduction of rents by means 
of amendments to the land act of 1881 or 
by conferring upon the future Irish par- 
liament the power to deal with the ques- 
tion. It was therefore perfectly useless 
for the Liberals to ttalk about home rule 
at all, because home rule so restricted, in- 
stead of being asource of strength, pros- 
perity, peace and freedom for the country, 
would in reality be a sham, landing them 
in hotter water than they are in at pres- 
ent. Whatever might be the motives of 
the Irish members of parliament who op- 
posed him, it was certain that they were 
nck ina position by their knowledge of 
thése affairs to sit in judgment on him or 
to pretend to express the opinion of the 
country. It was ever to be regretted that 
their blind haste to obey their new leaders 
had impelled them to press forward to a 
decision in the committee room, 

As If the Minutes Were Golden. 

Many of them must wish that they had 
paused at that time, instead of sending 
misleading cable dispatches across the At- 
lantic. He wished that they had paused 
to await the return of Mr. O’Brien, whose 
advice and judgment would have been 
esteemed and respected by him as it 
would have been compulsory for them. 
Perhaps they might be soon able to say 
that it was better late than never. 

Mr. Parnell said that he could not fore- 
cast the result of the present negotiations 
without a breach of confidence. He 
thought, however, that Mr. O’Brien 
would not object to his saying that, so 
far, the negotiations had resulted in an 
agreement, and that they fully recognized 
that future steps will have to be taken by 
other men, upon whom a very great re- 
sponsibility will rest, if Mr. O’Brien and 
himself are not able to resume negotia- 
tions with an assured hope of success. As 
for himself, he only asked them to believe 
that he had not been actuated by the con- 
temptible and paltry motives attributed 
to him. As soon as the future of the Irish 
question was secured he would cheerfully 
retire from the leadership of the Irish 
party. He should scarcely be asked to 
lead the party, composed as it was at 
present. He believed the fature would 
vindicate him fully, but he certainly 
would never seek vindication beyond the 
voice of the Irish people. 


What The London News Thinks, 

LonDON, Jan. 12.—The Daily News de 
clares that Mr. Parnell’s assertions in his 
speech at Limerick in regard to the letter 
sent by him to Cecil Rhodes were incor- 
rect. The letterto Mr. Rhodes, it says, 
was written in 1888, and therefore forms 
no proof in the matter at issue. Regard- 
ing Mr. O’Brien, The News says: “With 
the best intentions in the world he has 
played Parnell’s game. A few more serv- 
ices of the same kind and Mr. O’Brien 
may return to Ireland without the slight- 
est danger of being arrested.” ‘Mr. Par- 
nell’s concluding offer,’”’ adds The News, 
“is an impudent offerjto reopen negotia- 
tions already finally closed.” 


Mr. Harrington's Plain Talk. 

LIMERICK, Jan. 12.—Timothy Harring- 
ton, in the course of a speech which he 
made here, said that ifthe difficulty in 
the Irish party wasa question of morals, 
the cause of morality would suffer griev- 
ously fromthe very men placed at the 
fore front of the anti-Parnell faction men 
who were doing their utmost to strike 
down the Irish leader. He then asked 
whether the bishops would guarantee the 
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morality and fategrity of Jus tin Me 
Carthy. 
The Clergy and Parnell. 

ARMAGH, Jan. 12.—Archbishop Michael 
Logue of the diocese of Armagh, primate 
of all Ireland, replying to an address of 
welcome on his return frem Rome, de- 
clared that the priests and bishops of Ire- 
land would have nothing to do with any 
compromise in regard to Mr. Parnell’s re- 
tirement until he married Mrs. O’Shea, 
and he defied Mr. Parnell and his follow- 
ers to carry on the agitation against the 
clergy. C 


iS HE PADLEWSKY? 


Spanish Officials Think They Have Cap- 
tured Gen. Seliverskoff’s Murderer. 


MADRID, Jan. 12.—The man arrested at 
Olot as Padlewsky, the murderer of Gen. 
Seliverskoff, at first gave the name of 
Leopold Frances, and described himself as 
acommercial traveler. Finding that the 
policesuspected him of being radlewsky, 
he intimated that they were right. On 
being examined by a magistrate the pris- 
oner made incoherent replies, indicating 
insanity. Althoueh he resembles Pad- 
lewsky, the police lack convincing proof 
of his identity. When asked for his pass- 
port the prisoner said he had left it at 
home, whither an officer accompanied 
him. As an additional precaution gen 
@armes had been summoned to guardthe 
house. Finding that escape was impossi- 
ble the man made a desperate effort to 
jump from a window and afterward to 
swallow a paper. A quantity of torn 
documents and bills of exchange on a 
Paris firm, together with a revoiver and 
twenty-two cartridges, were found in the 
prisoner’s room. 

The prisoner says he arrived in Spain on 
Dec. 5, and after visiting the principal 
towns, went to Olot at Christmas. He 
appears to be well educated and can con- 
verse in nine languages. He speaks 
Spanish fairly well. He seems aware of 
the fate that awaits him if convicted of 
the murder of Gen. Seliverskoff. 


GREW UP WITH THE WEST. 


Nebraska’s Unyielding Governor is a Na- 
tive of the Bay State, 


Boston, Jan. 12.—Gen. John M. Ihayer, 
who is in the government contest in Ne- 
braska, is a Bellingham, Mass., boy, and 
went to Omaha to reside when the terri- 
tory was organized. He is well known in 
this part of the country. He graduated 
from Brown university, studied law and 
was admitted to the bar. Soon after he 
went to Nebraska he was appointed brig- 
adier general by the governor, and later 
major general, the position being created 
by special act of the legislature. He was 
amember of the convention to framea 
state constitution, and was noted asa 
good fighter in the rebeilion. He will be 
71 years old Jan. 24. 


FEVER GERMS IN WATER. 


Lawrence People Keceive a Warning 
from the State Board of Health. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 12.—Mayor Col- 
lins has been notified by the state board 
of health to warn the people of this city 
against the water of the Merrimac river 
for drinking purposes without first boil- 
ing it at least fifteen minutes, and not to 
use the icecut from the river this year. 
The board says that the results of weeks 
of investigation made by them show that 
the prevalence of typhoid fever and kin- 
dred diseases in Luwrence is due to the 
water. The Merrimac is the only water 
supply of the city, and the ice company’s 
house is already stocked largely with this 
year’s river cutting. 


A TELEPHONE FEAT. 


Sermon Preached in Elmira, N. Y., 
Heard 450 Miles Away. 


Etmira, N. Y., Jan. 12.—Rev. Thomas 
K. Beecher preached at the Park church

The line went 
by Syracuse, Albany and Springfield to 
Hartford, a distance of 450 miles, and 
worked very successfully. 


Electricity'’s Victims. 

Boston, Jan. 12.—John Tierney was in- 
stantly killed by a charge of electricity in 
the workshop of the Consolidated Method 
Lasting Machine company. Tierney was 
in the act of attaching a fresh giobe to the 
incandescent system, and instead of 
turning off the current and holding the 
lamp by the glass he placed his hand on 
the brass ring connected with it. The 
current immediately entered his body and 
caused instant deati. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., Jan. 12.—Jerry Sulli- 
van, 13 years old, caught hold of a guy 
wire attached to an electric light pole and 
received a shock that killed him instantly, 


Mr. Idlestein Wants $20,000, 

NEW HAAEN, Jan. 12.—Jacob Idlestein of 
Seymour has brought suit against Sharon 
S. Beach, also of Seymour, claiming that 
his reputation has been damaged to the 
extent of $20,000. Idlestein rented a store 
of Beach and shortly afterward the build- 
ing was burned. Beach charged Idlestein 
with arson and the latter was held in jail 
pending trial when the case was nolled. 
Idlestein claims that the unsustained 
charze has damaged his business stand- 
ing. 

Of o Long-Lived Family. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Jan. 12.—Reyv. Ed- 
ward Clark, one of the oldest Congrega- 
tional ministers in this section, died here, 
aged 80 years. His longest pastorate was 
at Middlefield, other settlements being at 
Ashfield, Huntington and Chesterfield. 
He wasamember of the Massachusetts 
house of representatives in 1870. His fam« 
ily is remarkable for its longevity, the 
ages of its members running from 80 to 
100 years. 

Sunk ip Delaware Bay. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 12—A Delaware city 
dispatch states that the steamer Alsen- 
born, a freight boat plying between Balti- 
more and New York, was cut down and 
sunk by field ice in Delaware bay just 
after emerging from the canal.

accompany him to start the contem- 
plated colony. He expected to send to 
Europe and the United States for his 
colonists. When he came to the coast of 
California, in 1840, he had an interview 
with the governor, Alvaradce, and ob- 
tained permission to explore the coun- 
try and find a place for his colony. He 
came tothe bay of San Francisco, pro- 
cured a sinall boat and explored the 
largest river he could find, and selected 
the site where the city of Sacramento 
now stands.—Gen. Bidwell in Century. 


Why Clock Faces Have Four I's. 

Do you know why four “I's” are used 
to mark the hour of four on clocks 
and watches instead of the usual 
Roman numeral ‘IV?’ The tradition 
among clock and watchmakers is that 
in the year 1370 the first clock similar 
to those now in use was made in 
France for Charles V, surnamed the 
Wise.

HUSBAND KILLED AND BOY DROWNED 
WAS THIS WOMAN’S LOT. 


Mrs. B. G. Fownes, of New Brunswick, 
Has a Terrible Experience—Her Hus- 
band Was the Captain of an Ill Fated 
Ship—Wrecked in a Series of Typhoons. 


The steamship City of Rio de Janeiro 
numbered among her passengers a lady 
whose experiences involve a tale of dire 
shipwreck and sad bereavement. Mrs. 
B. G. Fownes is a tall, rather slightly 
built woman, whose pale face still bears 
only too plainly the marks of the terrible 
sufferings she has had to endure, and yet 
tells a tale of no common courage and of 
rare fortitude. She was called upon at 
the residence of her sister, Mrs. B. R. 
Keith, 1,136 Twenty-first street, and the 
following is the substance of ker sad 
story: 

The ship Lizzie Troup, hailing from St. 
John, N. B., sailed on Sept. 15, 1890, from 
Nagasaki with ballast bound for Puget 
sound. For the first twenty-four hours 
all went well, but on the night of the 16th, 
when she was out about 160 miles, it be- 
gan to blow a hurricane, which quickly 
changed to the revolving winds of the ty- 
phoon. There had been time, however, 
to shorten sail, and only the lower top- 
sail was then carried away. This wind 
storm lasted thirty-six hours, andin it 
the Irgotul and many other vessels were 
lost, while the Lizzie Troup was re- 
prieved.

On Saturday, Sept. 21, until noon the 


winds had abated considerably, and all | Js 
sail was set to keep the vessel well off the 
Japanese shores. Suddenly, almost with- | 
out a moment’s notice, a second typhoon | 
came upon the vessel. The wind blew | 
first from the northeast, then veered rap- 
idly round to east, southeast,soutli-sonth- 
east and south, flickiny every inch of can- | 
vus from the masts, smashing the spars, 
and hurling them away in splinters, 
and breaking the mainmast and foremast, 
and even tearing the copper sheathing 
from the vessel's sides. 
A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

All possible means of guidance gone, 
the storm tossed waters speedily hurried 
the doomed craft to the coral bound coast 
of the island of Okin, in the Loochoo 
group, which she had for so many hours | 
fought to free herself from.

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THE STORMS TRACK. 


A High Tide Sweeps Over Wharves 
at Fall River. 


od 


COTTON AND CASKS ADRIFT 


And Much Other Damage Done—Sev- 
eral Other New England Cities Suffer 
Heavily—Heavy Rains and Floods in 
New Jersey. 


FALL RIverR,Jav. 13.—An extraordinary 
storm and high tide prevailed here and 
caused considerable damage. The wind 
began to blow a gale from the south, and 
the waters piled up until the principal 
wharves were flooded. A quantity of 
merehandise was swept off Rodman’s 
wharf into the river, and cotton bales and 
casks were floating in all parts of the 
harbor, from the Fall River line dock to 
Slade’s Ferry bridge. Large quantities of 
coal were dumped intothe river from 
pockets, whose sides were burst by the 
water. The Staples Coal company, J. A. 
Bowen & Company. and William F. 
Thomas will be the greatest losers from 

this cause. 

A large pile of Iumber owned by Will- 
iam A. Borden was sweptinto the river. 
The schooners R. S. Dean and H. P. Hal- 
lack of Taunton began to drag their an- 
chors shortly after the storm commenced, 
ana were blown upon Anthony’s wharf. 
They can be hauled off without much 
trouble, and itis believed they are not 
seriously injured. Read Bros.’ boat 
houses are damaged seriously, aud part 
of the long walk leading to the Fall River 
Yacht club has been torn away. 

The American Printing company’s works 
have been compelled to shut down owing 
(the fires in the boiler furnaces having 
been extinguished by the incoming tide. 
The Metacomet mill has also been com- 
peiled so shut down, from the some cause. 
The waters have receded somewhat. An 
accurate estimate of the damage caused 
canvot be given at this time. 


IN NEW JERSEY. 


Mang Villeges Seriously Flooded--Ice 
Crop Ruined—Freshets Feared. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., Jan. 13.—A deluge 
of rain fell throughout central New 
Jersey and serious freshets are threatened. 
The ice in most of the ponds and streams 
has been broken up, and the fragments 
dashing down the brooks of the moun- 
tain notches, have, on reaching the low- 
lands, reared themselves into strong 
dams, so that the villages nestling in the 
valleys of Morris, Union and Hunterdon 
counties are seriously flooded, and in the 
outskirts of North Plainfield, Scotch 
Plains, New Market and Dunellen the 
level plain is under water to a consider- 
able extent. Many cellars have been 
flooded and a number of houses unfortun- 
| ately situated are entirely surrounded by 
water nearly waist deep. 

In the neighborhood of Bound Brook 
the Raritan river has overflowed its 
banks, and the meadows and some of the 
country roads are submerged. ‘The 
lower floors of the houseson the mead- 
ows, occupied by the poorer people§gof 
Bound Brook and Bloomington, are in 
some cases several feet under water, and 
considerable furniture and stores of eat- 
ables have been spoiled. The storm has 
caused severe loss to the ice dealers in the 
neighborhood of North Plainfield, and 
will throw their large gangs of men out 
of work. They had just begun to harvest 
ice nearly two feet thick an of superior 
quality. Now the crop is ruined, and 
considerable harvesting machinery that 
had carelessly been left expused has been 
swept away. 


THE STORM 


IN BOSTON. 


Wind Attains a Velocity of a Mile a 
Minute—Durginville Flooded. 


Boston, Jan. 13.—In Boston the wind 
has blown ia varying gusts, one mile of 
wind having been registered as passing 
with a velocity of something like 100 miles 
anhour. Such an unprecedented storm 
will doubtless wreak havoc from Boston 
northeastward. The severest cold wave 
of the season will follow the storm. 

Darginville, which is that part of Rox- 
bury lying between East Chester park 
and Norfolk aveuue, presents a bleak and 
dreary appearance. For years past every 
heavy rain has been followed by a flood, 
and the inhabitants of the tenement 
houses located here are subjected to the 
greatest of discomforts. The first of these 
was entirely surrounded by water, and no 
one could leave until boats were brought. 
All the forenoon one man was kept em- 
ployed in transferring passengers between 
the louse and dry ground. The second 
group of houses and the third have higher 
ground upon one side which affords a 
means of exit to their dwellers. 


Ice Freshet in Connecticut. 

BIRMINGHAM, Conn., Jan. 13.—For the 
first time since the Housatonic dam was 
built several years ago an ice freshet has 
occurred, partially sweeping away the 
railroad bridge of the Derby Extension 
road, between Shelton and Derby. Im- 
mense cakes of ice came down over the 
dam, and passing under the carriage 
bridge, struck the piling of the railroad 
bridge, breaking these supports like pipe- 
stems. One of the abutments of the iron 
bridge has partially toppled over and the 
whole structure will probably fall into 
the river. All passenger trains have been 
discontinued, and no trains will be able to 
run for several days. Other minor dam- 
age has been done, but the railroad is the 
chief loser. The pecuniary damage will 
amount to from $10,000 to $15,000. 


Part of New Bedford Under Water, 

NEw Beprorp, Jan. 13.—The storm ip 
this locality was particularly severe along 
the water front. The warves are under 
water and several small buildings on them 
have been blown over. The mills in the 
lower parts of the city have their base- 
minents flooded, and in some cases found it 
becessary to susperfd work. Water is 
breaking twenty feet high against the sea 
wall at the head of Clark’s Cove, and sev- 
eral skiffs have been driven ashore. A 
large part of Palmer’s Island is under 
water. The damage is considerable, but 
no estimate has yet been made. 

The stea mer City of New Bedford, which 
last evening left New Bedford for New 
York, was baaly damaged by a tremend- 
Viveyard sound, and com- 
pelled to return, 


Pittsfield’s Changable Weather. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Jan. 13.—A_ very 
severe storm is prevailing in this section. 
It rained hard all day Sunday, and at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning thunder and 
lightuing added variety to the atmos- 
pheric conditions. At daybreak a strong 
northeast wind brought a heavy snow- 


stcrm, which still continues. Trains on 
the Boston und Albany road are delayed. 


Highest Tides Ever Known. 

ELLswortH, Me., Jan. 13.—The tide, 
augmented by a freshet, is the highest 
ever known here. Cellars, basements and 
wharves are overflowed, and there is some 
damage to goods in these places. 

BooTuHBay HARzoR, Me., Jan. 18.--The 
tide here is the highest ever known, and 
the damage to wharves and other property 
will be very heavy. British bark Kesstal 
and a fleet of thirty-seven coastwise vessels 
are in port, but there have been no disas- 
ters as yet. ; 

St. John Under Water. 

Sr. Joun, N. B., Jan. 13.—The tide here 
is the highest ever known, and much 
damage has been done. Every wharf in 
the city is covered, and the stores on the 
south wharf west of Ward street, and all 
west of Neison on North wharf,are flooded 
to the depth of eighteen or twenty inches. 


Cyclone Off Cape Hatteras. 

Fort MownroE, Va., Jan. 13.—The 
steamer City of Washington, New York 
for Havana, encountered a cyclone off 
Hatteras and had her forecastle and 
quarterdeck washed away. One of the 
crew was killed and another is missing. 
One of her passengers was badly injured. 


THE RAILWAY CONFERENCE. 


Advisory Noard of Presidents Complete: 
Its Work-—Six Commissioners Ap- 
pointed, with Walker as Chairman. 
New York, Jan. 13—The advisory 

board of the combination of railroads 
which is now known as the Western 
Traffic association, met tn the Windsor 
hotel to settle various details which were 
not previously arranged. The first ques- 
tion tocome before the board was the 
election of commissioners, and although 
if had been practically decided that there 
were to be four, with a chairman, ap in- 
crease inthe number was discussed foi 
some time, and finally an agreement was 
reached by which one commissioner was 
addec to the number. 

The discussion over the chairmanship 
was ended, and A. F. Walker, commis- 
sioner of the old Interstate Commerce 
Railway association, was appointed. The 
other five men who will have contro) of 
the distribution of traffic and the settle 
ment of rates are as foiio.s: J. W. 
Wiegly, J. N. Fasrtsorne,W. W. Findley, 
James Smith and E. P. Vining, 

A resolution was then adopted dividing 
the territory of the association into five 
districts, as follows: Transcontinental, 
southwestern railway aud steamship, 
western passenger, western freight and 
trans-Missouri. 

A resolution was passed directing the 
commissioners to take up and investi- 
gate at once what economics may be in- 
troduced in the curtailment of outside ex- 
penses in the passenger und freight basi- 
ness, and to report at the earliest possi- 
ble date, and at a special meeting of the 
advisory board if necessary. The board 
then adjourned to meetin Chicago in 
April. It was decided to hold the special 
meeting in Chicago if such meeting 
should be found necessary 


EMMA ABBOTT'S WILL. 


Mavy Churches und Charitable Institue 
tions Receive Liberal Bequests. 


New York, Jan. 13.—The will of Emma 
Abbott, the .opera singer, has been filed 
for probate. It was executed May 22, 
1890, and names James L. Mitchell, V.

Michael Ahern'’s Kouch Experience, 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 13.— Michael J. 
Ahern, an overseer in tae mule room at 
the establishment of the K. Jenckes Man- 
ufacturing company, Pawtucket, while 
endeavoring to put a belt on a pulley, was 
caught in the belt and carried up to the 
shaft. Two of his fellow workmen caught 
him by the legs and held tothem, while 
they shouted for some one to shut off the 
power. This was done and Mr. Ahern 
was saved from being carried over the 
shaft, but fell over backward upon the 
floor, breaking an arm, fracturing his 
skull and cutting a severe gash in his 
head.

THE RED MEN ARE HESITATING 


Whether to Surrender or Fight It Out— 


Indications Now Point ce a Speedy 


Settlement of the Lndian Troubles 


PINE RIDGE, S. D., Jan. 13.—A oumber 
of bucks and squaws from the bostile 
camp have arrived on horseback and in 
wagons, in all stares of delapidation but 
the maip body of Indians remained near 
the missiou. As the refugees or visitors 
reached the outposts they were deprived 
oftheir arms by the guards. The wily 
hostiles, however, displayed only a few 
weapons and these were later returned to 
them when they went back to the hostile 
camp. Shortly after noon the hostiles 
made a rapid advance, and about 1000 of 
them came to within 1000 yards of the pick 
ets outside theagency, The Indians will not 
be permitted to enter the agency and com- 
munication with then from within has 
been probibitea 
BAt this writing there is po certainty as 
to what the Indians will do. Gen. Miles 
himself is in doubt as to what to expect of 
theni. They may, he says, get to withiu 
gunshot of the agency and thep break 
away to the camp which they have just 
abandoned. Fear of al) kinds of punish- 
ment seerrs te have taken possession of 
them, and it is general!y unaer-tood that 
one injudicious act ou the part of the 
soldiers or the mad act of some implac 
able hostile woulc precipitate = fight, 
the consequences of which may be 
scarcely imagined. 

Lieut. Taylor of the Ninth cavalry has 
gone to the Indians with a couple of 
scouts with the intention of ieading them 
at the proper time to theplaces desiguated 
for theiy camp at the agency. 

They are virtually surrounded by troops 
and in a disadvantaceous positiva, and re- 
volt woul most surety result disastrously 
to them The village comprises about 
300 tepees, with about 800 Indiaus who 
seem to be well supplied with p nies. All 
of the village, however, is not visible, and 
a number of tepees, it is suspected, are 
concealed inthe draws which lead out of 
the valley and in the direction of the mis- 
sion. 

The Indians promise to senda delega- 
tion of chiefs to talk with Gen. Miles, anu 
everything seems very favorable toa suc- 
cessful close of the war, unless the fac- 
tions within the hostiles should recom- 
mence their tribal quarrels, Frank Grou- 
ard, the scout, and No Neck and Yank- 
ton Charley, all of whom spent Sunday 
night among the hostiles, siy that the 
latter are still figating among them- 
selves. They claim the dissension is as 
great as ever, and it cannot be imagined 
how the hostiles and the others will be 
able to arrive at an amicable understand- 
ing. The oext twenty-four hours will 
likely witness important events. 

Private Harry B. Stone, troop B, who 
was shot and stabbed on Wounded Knee, 
is dead. 


FURTHER COMPLICATIONS 


In the Scottish Railway Strike — New 
Men Becoming Dissatisfied. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 13.—A large number of 
men who had returned to work on the 
North British railroad, have rejoined the 
strikers. The sitnation is becoming 
critical. Mr. Tait, secretary of the strik- 
ers’ union, declares that the men employed 
on the Southwestern railway here have also 
unanimously decided to. strike again. 
Many of the new adherents of the com- 
panies complain that they have had to 
work on un average seventeen hours 
daily and sometimes have to remain on 
duty for twenty-four hours withont relief. 
They have also been compelled, they 
allege, to remain on the premises of the 
railway] company for a week at a stretch. 

EDINBURGH, Jan. 13.—At a mass meet- 
ing of the railroad strikers which took 
place in this city it was resolved tocon- 
tinue the strike. 


Money No Object.

Christine Terhune Herrick. 

A daughter of Marion Harland, who 
has made a place for herself by her own 
work, hasa double claim upon the ir- 
terest of American women. 

So familiar has the name of Christine 
Terhune Herrick become upon the covers 
of books, and in newspapers and maga- 
zines, thatitis difficult to realize that 
her first article was written only five 
years ago, and that she is one of the 
youngest in the army of American women 
writers. Marion Harland educated her 
daughter almost wholly at home, and 
trained her, as she insists that every 
woman should be trained, to be self 
supporting in case of need. 

But, curiously enough, the vocation 
for which she was trained was not that 
of a writer, but of a teacher. She was 
thoroughly trained in English litera- 
ture, Anglo-Saxon and philology, for a 
chair in English literature, and she 
taught her favorite subject in a New 
England woman’s school long enough to 
become accustomed to teaching methods, 

She understands French, Italian, Ger- 
man and Latin, besides English and 
Anglo-Saxon. But all through her girl- 
hood there was no thought of her writ- 
ing. It was not untilshe had been mar- 
ried nearly a year, and was keeping her 
own house at Springfield, Mass., after 
Dr. and Mrs. Terhune had removed to 
Brooklyn, that she sent her first article 
toa domestic magazine. That was ac- 
cepted, and was followed by several 
others, when their author found her 
work in demand, a demand which has 
increased from that time to this.— 
Housekeepers’ Weekly. 


Letters as Metaphors. 


Some curious examples of the use of 
letters as metaphors may be found in the 
works of Lightfoot and Wetstein. We 
often hear of a person having a “stigma 
upon him.” A stigma was formerly the 
branding iron used by the Greeks for 
marking their criminals. It was in 
shape not unlike a small figure five (5), 
and was usually applied upon the fore- 
head, cheek or back of the hand, where 
it would not fail to be noticed. The 
Hebrews are said to have used their final 
letter, tau, for a similar purpose (see 
Ezek. ix, 4). In the Talmud it is fa- 
bled that the Book of Deuteronomy came 
and prostrated itself before God and 
said: 

“Q Lord of the universe, thou hast 
written in me thy law, but if a testa- 
ment is defective in some parts it is de- 
fective in all. Behold, Solomon endeay- 
ors to root the letter job out of me. 
Neither shall he multiply wives” (see 
Talmud, Sanhed., xx, 2. Bible Deut. 
xvii, 17). “Then,” says the Tal- 
mud, ‘‘the holy blessed God answered, 
‘Solomon and a thousand such as he 
shall perish, but the least letter shall not 
perish out of thee.”—St. Louis Republic. 


How Animals Die. 


That beasts and birds go aside from 
their comrades to suffer the extreme 
trials of death is a pathetic fact not gen- 
erally known. Whales come ashore 
when they feel ill, so that the waves may 
dash out the life that is fast ebbing 
away—deliberate cases of suicide, you 
will say. Sometimes, no doubt, their 
friends desert them. The healthy ones 
feel that the companionship of an 
enfeebled individual is a possible 
source of danger. Or it may be that 
the sight of death is intolerable to they 
just as it has been to many humd&n 
races. Whatever the explanation, the 
fact remains that in the animal world, 
as arule, creatures go away and die by 
themselves; the denizens of the water 
commit what might be calledsuicide by 
leaving their own elements for one in 
which they cannot exist.—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


New Use for Old Hose. 

While dredging on the oyster beds 
near New London, Conn., an oysterman 
brought up something which at first 
sight looked like a lifeless sea serpent 
covered with immense scales, but on ex 
amination it turned out to be a strip of 
hose seven feet long and three inches in 
diameter, completely ‘hidden by the bi- 
valves, which had become fastened to it. 
By actual count there were over 1,000 
oysters on that piece of hose.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 


Sirius. 

Sirius shining with far greater luster 
than any other star, it was natural that 
astronomers should have regarded this 
as being the nearest of all the “fixed” 
stars, but recent investigation on the dis- 
tances of the stars has shown that the 
nearest to us is Alpha Centauri, a star be- 
longing to the southern latitude, though 
it is probable that Sirius is about fourth 
on the list in the order of distance.—~Ex- 
change 


FERRETS WERE AFTER THEM. 


A White Man and Five Chinamen Who 
Have Been Smugeling Opium Kan 
Down by Treasury Officers. 


New York, Jan. 13.—A nest of opium 
smugglers has been unearthed by Special 
United States Treasury Agent Moore at 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., Inspector Lewis of 
Suspension Bridge and Inspector Taylor, 
detailed by the treasury department at 
Montreal. One arrest, a white man, was 
made at Boston Friday, and five China- 
men have been captured at 3 Pell street, 
this city, where the Wing Wan Chung 
company have a large store. Lee Yon 
Pine, the partner whoruns the business 
in this city, supplies the “joints” with 
opium. 

Two months since the authorities at 
Washington put the agents on the trail of 
the smugglers. It was learned that large 
quantities of opium in its crude state was 
shipped from China to Victoria and New- 
minster, B. C., aud there tothe Canadas, 
where opium is dutiable at $1 « pound, 
the duty inthe United States under the 
Mc Kinley act being $12 a pound prepared 
for smoking. 

The white man arrested was A. B. 
Wilder, who was caught at Boston en 
route from Canada with a hand grip con- 
taining twenty-five pounds of opium pre- 
pared for smoking. Wilder was held in 
$10,000 bail before the United States com- 
missioner in Boston. Papers inthe grip 
led to the apprehension of the Mongolians, 
Those who were caught were Lee Yon 
Pine, Lee Fou, Suo King, Lee Quoin and 
Lee Chung. The last four were held in 
$1000 as witnesses and allowed to go on 
their own recognizances, while Lee Yon 
Pine was held in $5000 for examination. 
The customs officials express their belief 
that Wilder or Wilbur has within the 
past eighteen months defrauded the gov- 
ernment of $30,000 in duties.

Behring Sea Muddle Now Before 
the Supreme Court. 


CASE OF A BRITISH POACHER 


forms a Nucleus for the Bringing Up 
of the Subject by Lawyer Choate—Re- 
port of the Committee Who Investi- 
gated the Ohio Ballot Box Forgery. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—One of the most 
eminent lawyers in the United States, Jo 
seph A. Choate of New York, entered the 
supreme court room and placed beside 
him a grip-sack filled with briefs. A few 
moments later he was engaged in ad- 
dressing the supreme courtin support of 
a petition which2caused every member of 
that bench to look upon the counselor 
with surprise, while the attorney general 
of the United States, who sat beside him, 
listened with amazement. Mr. Choate 
proposed, by a petition which he desired 
to have the supreme court grant, a writ 
of prohibition to bring directly before 
the United States supreme court the ques- 
tion of the Behring Sea, together with all 
controveisies relating to it, which are 
now pending between the United States 
and Great Britain. Moreover, Mr. Choate 
spoke in behalf of the government of 
Great Britain. The British subject is 
Thomas Henry Cooper, owner and claim- 
ant of the British schooner Sayward, 
which was recently seized in Alaska on 
the ground of violating the laws of the 
United States relative tothe catching of 
seals in Behring Sea. 

In the course of his oral statement, Mr. 
Choate said that while it was to be pre- 
sumed that the United States would wel- 
come the opportunity of having a de- 
cision by its own highest court on

Ina brief accompanying the papers, a 
legal argument is made to show why the 
writ should be issued. The question as to 
the jurisdiction of the supreme court to 
issue the prohibition is taken up, and sec- 
tion 688 of the revised statutes, which 
gives the supreme court jurisdiction in 
questions of admiralty, is quoted. « 

Authorities on international law are 
quoted to sustain the contention that a 
nation cannot exercise jurisdiction more 
than one marine league from shore, 
Citations are made from diplomatic cor- 
respondence to show that the United 
States always recognized and insisted 
upon the enforcement of fiis principle of 
international law as against all nations 
that have at any time attempted to set 
up a claim to such jurisdiction. It is 
argued that no nation could exercise 
jurisdiction over the Behring Sea except 
by the consent of all other nations. It is 
not concedel that Russia ever had such 
jurisdiction, but if she had, by the con- 
sent of other nations, it is disputed that 
any cession of that right of juiisdiction 
was ever made to the United States by 
Russia. 

It is neld that the court must pass upon 
and determine what is“the dominion of the 
United States in the Behring Sea.” The 
treaty of cession from Russia to the 
United States is examined. The plain 
language of the cession, counsel main- 
tains, is to grant all{the territory and do- 
minion of Russia on the continent and 
in the adjacent islands. No dominion 
over the waters of the sea is mentioned. 
The brief goes over at great length what 
was included in the cession, and concludes 
by maintaining that the United States has 
no jurisdiction more than three miles 
from shore. 

In view of what has recently been 
tran: piring between the state department 
and the British foreign office it need not 
be said that the proceedings which it was 
attempted to institute in the United 
States supreme court came in the nature 
of an international surprise. The judges 
indicated their surprise by giving Mr. 
Choate to understand that they did not 
receive the petition. The attorney general 
of the United States said that the matter 
was such a surprise to him that he desired 
delay. Mr. Choate said that in view of 
what was proceedingin another branch 
of the United States the supreme court 
of the United States might not care to 
consider it, and for that reason he was 
willing there should be delay. 

The court. decided that in two weeks the 
argument of the counsel would be heard 
as to whether or nos permission should be 
given to the British government on behalf 
of the British subject to file this petition. 
At that time the attorney general of the 
United States will undoubtedly be pre- 
pared to present the case of the United 
States. If this petition shall be granted 
the whole question of the United States 
jurisdiction in the Behring Sea will be 
transferred to the United States supreme 
court. 


OHIO’S BALLOT BOX SCANDAL. 


Wood Uttered the Forgery—Was Aided 
by Foraker and Haistead. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The house com- 
mittee to investigate the Ohio ballot box 
forgery, in its report, finds that the ballot 
box was prepared by Wood; that the sig- 
natures were forged; that none of the per- 
sons named inthe contract had any im- 
proper interests tin the ballot box; that 
Wood uttered the forgery to procure For- 
aker’s recommendation; that Foraker and 
Halstead aided in uttering it by exhibit- 
ing the paper and by publishivg it; but 
that neither Foraker nor Halstead knew 
that it was aforgery. All the members of 
the committee, except the chairman, in 
an additional finding, hold that careful 
scrutiny of the paper must have shown its 
false character, and that the high station 
of the parties involved should have sug- 
gested verification, as evidence was near 
at hand. Chairman Mason disagreed on 
this point. 


Gladstone Says Parnell’s Assertion Was 
False—Statement from McCarthy. 
Lonpboyx, Jan. 13.—A dispatch was sent 
to Mr. Gladstone in regard to Mr. Par- 
nell’s statement in his Limerick speech 
that Mr. McCarthy communicated to the 
ex-premier the substance of Parnell’s 
manifesto before it was published. In 
reply to this Mr. Gladstone telegraphs as 
follows: “Mr. Parnell’s assertion is un- 
true. Mr. Parnell told me that he had a 
manifesto, but he did not describe its con- 

tents.” 

Mr. McCarthy authorized a denial of the 
report that serious differences arose at the 
Boulogne conference. He says that the 
statement that the McCarthyites de- 
manded Mr. O’Brien’s unqualified sup- 
port of their leader and O’Brien repelled 
their demand, thus leaving a loophole for 
Parnell’s return, is a_pure invention.

A TURN IN THE TUNE. 


AT CLOSE RANGE. 


An East Boston Man Makes a Determined 
Attempt to Murder His Landlord—The 
Assailant Mysteriously Disappears. 


Boston, Jan. 13—A shooting affray 
which will probably result in a man’s 
death, and which has several remarkable 
features occurred late yesterday afternoon 
in East Boston. The man who tried to 
commit murder is Newell L. Emmons, a 
young man welland favorably known in 
the district asa pedler of meats, and his 
victim is Thomas Dolan, his landlord. 

Dolan owns the houses on Paris street, 
numbered 179 to 183, and lets the whole of 
one and the bottom of the other which 
he and his family do not occupy. Em- 
mons, who has a wife and child, is one of 
his tenants. There has been a disagree- 
ment between the men over money mat- 
ters. The exact natare of the dispute is 
not known, bunt seems to be agreed that 
Dolan had collected his month’s rent by 
the aid of aconstable, and that Emmons 
had been obliged to pay not only the rent 
but the costs of the legal proceedings. 

This seems to have inspired Emmons 
with the spirit of murder. It is stated— 
though it is given as one of the rumors 
which were current in the district last 
night—that a few days ago he advertised 
his horse and wagon for sale, and that he 
premeditated Dolan’s death and laid plans 
for eluding detection. 

During the late afternoon of yesterday 
he was seen in the yard, which is common 
te both houses, evidently awaiting his 
landlord’s coming. Ataquarter before € 
the men met, There were no witnesses to 
what talk, if any, preceded the shooting. 
From the fragmentary information ob- 
tained from Dolan prior to his removal to 
the general hospital it appears that Em- 
mons’ attack was a most murderous one. 

One shot, the first one, went wide of its 
mark; another perforated a small wooden 
measure which Dolan held up for protec- 
tion; one struck. above the left temple 
and glanced off; an another—the one 
which may prove fatal—entered the chin 
and is thought to be lodged in the lower 
jaw well back. 

Emmons’ escape is by no means the 
least remarkable part of the affair. He 
disappeared as completely as if swallowed 
up by the earth. Since he cleared the 
fence, which divides the yard from an 
open, ice-covered lot, extending to Chelsea 
street, nothing has been seen of him. 

He is personaliy known to most of the 
policemen in the district, and to fa great 
many of the residents. In view of these 
facts it is probable that he bad thor- 
oughly mapped out his line of retreat 
from the scene of his crime.

New ORLEANS, Jan. 13. — Although

They 
were several times burned out and after 
the last fire removed the shops. to 
New Haven. Mr. Plant retired from busi- 
ness several years ago. He was widely 
known and highly esteemed.

AN OLD FORM OF TRIAL. 


DECISION BY WAGER OF LAW, OR 
TRIAL BY COMPURGATION. 


The Party Made Oath to the Facts and 
Called His Neighbors to Swear They 
Believed Him—Interesting Results of 
Such Trials. 


There is acharm in antiquity, the force 
of which we all feel and acknowledge. 
It lends an additional value to many of 
those things that we esteem the highest. 
We love an old friend, a bottle of old 
wine, an old coin, an old picture, an old 
statue, an old manuscript, an old book. 
To the same latent virtue we are proba- 
bly to attribute the strong attachment 
of the legal profession to old laws and in- 
stitutions, and hence the zeal of our legal 
writers to trace back all that is valuable 
in both to the remotest period. We cling 
with tenfold affection to the institutions 
that can boast the dignity of barbarian 
origin; and blessed is the man who can 
prove to our satisfaction that we are liv- 
ing under laws framed by the philosophy 


of our half clad Saxon ancestors in the | 


contemplative retirement of their bogs 
and fastnesses. 

The persevering efforts of the learned 
to show that we are indebted to the wis- 
dom of the dark ages for our trial by 
jury are well known. The attempt was 
laudable, although not quite successful. 
But if the pedigree of juries be involved 
in some doubt, there have been other 
judicial forms the claims of which tu 
Teutonic origin may be established with- 
out even the aid of strained interpreta- 
tion or far fetched surmise. Of this 
number is ‘‘Wager of Law, or Trial by 
Compurgation”—a species of trial which 
maintained its ground in the English 
courts until a comparatively rece.si date. 

Our ancestors, considering that there 
were many cases in which wn innocent 
man of good credit might be overborne 
by a multitude of false witnesses, estab- 
lished this species of trial, by the oath of 
the defendant himself; for if he abso- 
lutely swore that he was not chargeable 
and appeared to be a person of reputa 
tion, he went free and forever acquitted 
of the debt or other cause of action. 

The manner of waging and making 
law was this: The defendant having 
given security to make his liw —that is, 
take the benefit which the law has al- 
lowed him—brought with him into the 
court room eleven of his neighbors. The 
defendant, then standing at the end of 
the bar, was admonished by the judges 
of the nature and danger of x false oath. 
If he still persisted, he was made to re- 
peat an oath in substance as follows: 
‘‘Hear this, ye justices, that Ido not owe 
unto Richard Jones the sum of ten pounds, 
nor any penny thereof, in manner and 
form as the said Richard hath declared 
against me. So help me, God!” And 
thereupon his eleven neighbors, or com- 
purgators, were made toavow upon their 
oaths that they believed in their con- 
sciences that the defendant spoke the 
truth. 

The result of wager of law was to per- 
petually bar the claim of the plaintiff, 
and it was never permitted except where 
the defendant bore a fair and irreproach- 
able character, and it was also confined 
in England to such cases were a debt 
might be supposed to be discharged or 
satisfaction made in private without any 
witnesses to attest it. 

Trial by compurgation was in general 
use among the northern tribes that over- 
ran the Roman empire. It was one of 
many expelients for eliciting truth 
which prevailed in an age rather re- 
markable for active energy than for in- 
tellectual acuteness and subtle distine- 
tions. In those days religion was not 
infrequently called in aid of law. I: 
modern times law is but too often « | 
to the assistance of reli zi m. Ro peated 
mention is made of trial by c» iparga- 
tion in tie codes of the northern nations 
in old charters and by the earlier his- 
torians. 

In his valuable work on the **Origin of 
the Laws and Institutions of Modern 
Europe,” Mr. Spence observes taut the 
system of compurgztion, so far as put- 
ting the party himse!f to his oath, evi- 
dently had its origi: from th: decicory 
oath of the Romans. [a the sactue spirit 
we might assert that the syste. of trial 
by jury, so far as re judges and 
witnesses, evidently ha its orirzin in the 
proceedings before a Turkis: cadi. The 
fact is that scarcely a single instance oc- 
curs in the whole of the barbarian codes 
where the decision of any question was 
left to the unsupported oath of either of 
the parties. Besides, the decisory oath 
itself differed most materially from the 
oath of purgation—the former was ten- 
dered by one of the parties to the other, 
as the means of abridging a civil suit; 
the latter was prescribed by the law asa 
specific defense toa criminal charge or 
a civil claim, 

The number of compurgators varied 
considerably, xecording to the import- 
ance of the subject, the character of the 
person or the customs of the particular 
people. In Wales there was a species of 
purgation, denominated assath, existing 
at the beginning of the Fifteenth cen- 
tury, in which the number of compur- 
gators amounted to 300, Twelve, how- 
ever, appears to have been the usual 
number, including the party himself. 

Upon a superficial view of the subject 
it might seem thatthe custom of com- 


purgation was calculated to prevent the | 


perjury which would have ensued if the 
decision of the question had been left to 
the oath of the accused alone. But when 
we consider that at the period when it 
generally prevailed the ties of consan- 
guinity and clanship were regarded as 
superior to all other obligations, we shall 
find that the security was rather appar- 
ent than real, It cannot, therefore, sur- 
prise us that the complaints of the prey- 
alence of false swearing were universal. 

Trial by compurgation, thus respect- 
able in its origin, became the inheritance 
of the English; and they preserved it, as 
we have already said, to a comparatively 
recent period, with that jealous affection 
and filial reverence which have convert- 
ed their code into a species of museum 
of antiquities and legal curiosities.— 
Jurist.

BRITioaikS ~MONRY 


Threatens to Gobble Up One of 
New England’s Industries. 


BOBBIN AND SPOOL BUSINESS, 


Which Was 
Promises 


Controlled by a Syn- 
to Pass Into the 


Once 
dicate, 
Hands of Another—Consumers Vigor- 


ously Oppose the Movement, 


Boston, Jan. 14.—The Post says: 

Another large New England industry ia 
almost in the hands of an English syndi- 
cate, This time itis the business of manu- 
facturing spools, bobbins and shuttles 
upon which the shrewd eye of the prudent 
Englishman has turned. These goods are 
used in cotton, silk, woollen and linen 
mills, and the industry isa lucrative one 
in all cases where carried on on a large 
scale. Theideaofa trust which should 
operate this line of business is not new. 
The subject was broached a number of 
months ago to several manufacturers, and 
it was agreed that a trust to regulate the 
enpply of goods to the demand would be 
a good thins if the necessary capital could 
be ébtained to buy out the entire busi- 
ness. 

A careful statement of the capital in- 
vested, the annual product, the number 
of shops, persons employed, vatue of stock 
used, cost of production, ‘va. made, to- 
gether with variou: other interesting 
matters, showing how much cheaper a 
large shop could be run than a small one 
in proportion to the output. 

All these things were necessary for the 
assurance of capital on the other side that 
there was money in the move, and then,in 
August, Lewis Bass, of the H. J. Nor- 
wood company, set out for England, pre- 
pared to treat with capitalists there for 
the purchase of the spool and bobbin in- 
dustry. The large concerns were willing 
to come into the pool at a liberal figure, 
and it was well felt that the smaller ones, 

vhich were making mighty little money 
iyway, if they would not enter the com- 
ine willingly, could be brought to terms 
in short order by the sale of goods at less 
than cost. 

With a strong English syndicate behind 
the American shops prices could be main- 
tained and profits would be regular. 
Good dividends could be paid on a much 
larger capital than that now represented 
in the business, and the small concerns 

Once Absorbed or Starved Ont, 
there would be an end to the competition 
which had reduced wages to the lowest 
ebb and permitted only the big concerns 
to prosper. It was felt that the foreign 
capitalists could afford to pay a round 
figure for a monopoly of the business, and 
the American manufacturers did not pro- 
pose to sell on any other terms. 

Mr. Bass reached England and entered 
into negotiations with capitalists there. 
He was gone some time and returned 
home, it is said, with something likea 
definite offer if the business, after investi- 
gation, turned out to be what it was rep- 
resented to be. Foralong time nothing 
leaked out in regard to the negotiations 
pending. Then it.was hinted that he bad 
been partially successful and that final re- 
sults wonld be entirely satisfactory. Then 
it was said that the syndicate would 
organize with $5,000,000 capital some time 
early in the new year 1891. The principal 
manufacturers,it is said, are all interested 
in the new deal, and those who look upon 
it with most fear are the middlemen or 
commission agents and those who 
are running small shops and_ to 
whom no overtures have as yet been made 
to come in out of the wet. 

In years past the prices of bobbins, 
spools and shutties have been most ruth- 
lessly cut, sometimes to ruinous rates. 
The result has been that gradually ex- 
perienced, intelligent labor has been re- 
placed by labor of the lowest cost obtaina- 
ble, and machinery has now rendered 
high class labor unnecessary. Three or 
four years ago,aftera particularly savage 
period of rate slashing, the American 
Spool and Bobbin association was formed. 
This organization had cast iron rules and 
regulations to members from entting 
prices, and all the manufacturers joined 
it. It was the means of keeping up rates 
until the newness wore off, and the prof- 
its were quite respectable during that 
period. While it did not limit protection 
in any way, it 

Kept the Price on «a Level 

all around so long as it lasted. One of 
its regulations was that commission men 
should not be paid over 5 per cent. on 
their sales. Tnis was enforced for a 
time, but soon the manufacturers began 
to make the commission up tothe old 10 
per cent. rate by giving 5 per cent. re- 
bates. When the association was started 
one of its objects was to kill out the mid- 
dlemen and small shops so that the 
profits would not be diverted into other 
pockets than theirown. The competition 
had been so sharp that few concerns were 
makivg much money at thattime and 
the step taken wasin the nature of self- 
defense, every manufacturer being afraid 
of his neighbor, and especially of the 
smaller shops which were charged with 
leading the rate cutting. 

When the members of the American 
Spool and Bobbin association began to cut 
rates it was seen that the vital weakness 
of the organization was in the fact that it 
did not have more stringent regulations, 
with heavy penalties for a violation of the 
agreement regarding the maintaining of 
prices. As there was uo penalty, it was 
very soon ascertained that the association 
was anempty name, aud one firm after 
another followed the lead in rate cutting. 
Two years ago it was acknowledged that 
the association was as good as dead so tar 
as its usefulness was concerned. 

Then an attempt was made to form a 
syadicate similar to the one now pro- 
posed. It had been at first thought best 
to continue the American Spool and Bob- 
bin association, adding heavy penalties 
for infractions of the price list agreement, 
but as several large manufacturers were 
against it the trust was thought prefer- 
able. Whenit came to forming the trust, 
however, the manufacturers were quite 
as unable to agree as before, and the 
scheme failed of fruition. 

It is said that if the present scheme suc- 
ceeds the stockholders of the trust will be

General Term Decides That Receiver 
Gray Shall Not Have an Accounting. 


New Youk, Jan. 14.—The action of 
Judge Ingraham eustaining the demurrer 
interposed by the Oxnard Bros. com- 
pany and others in the suit brought by 
Henry Winthrop Gray, as receiver of the 
North River Sugar Refinery company, 
has been confirmed by the ge.eral term of 
the supreme court. Receiver Gray asked 
for an accounting of the profits of the 
Sugar Trust on the ground that it was 
a partnership which was dissolved by the 
dissolution of the North River company, 
one of its members, through process of 
law. The opinion, written by Judge 
Daniels, in which Judge Brady concurs, 
states that the receiver had no right to 
recover the profits of the combination. 
He should only receive the assets of the 
North River company. By the trust 
agreement the profits were to go to the 
certificate holders. None of these were 
held by the receiver. Judge Van Brunt 
agrees in the result of his associates’ rea- 
souing, but bases his opinion on the 
ground that the combination was illegal. 


INDIANS. ARE AFRAID. 


Expected Conference Between Gen. Miles 
and Hostiles Fails to Materialize. 


Prx—E RipGe AGENcY, S. D., Jan. 14.— 
Contrary to «xpectations, there was no 
confere: ce between the chiefs of the hos- 
tiles and Gen. Miles yesterday. The latter 
states that the Indians are still timid and 
apprehensive of punishmert,and proposes 
to allow a couple of days to elapse before 
attempting to bring the negotiations toa 
close. A member of G troop, Second in- 
fantry, whocame in with a detachment 
of the Seventh infantry, under Maj. Eg- 
bert, reports that 600 Indians broke away 
from the hostile camp and had been fol- 
lowed by Col. Sanford and Col. Henry. At 
headquarters no report was received con- 
firming the matter. Col. Corbin says the 
report was occasioned by the fact that the 
commands mentioned had left in the 
direction of Wounded Knee on ascout. 
Big Foot’s wife, one of the women injured 
on Wounded Knee, is dead.

THE NUTMEG STATE. 


The Senate Swears in Democratic 
Candidates for State Offices. 


MR. BULKELEY NOT PRESENT, 


But He Gives Warning That He Consid- 
ers the Action “Revelutionary and Un- 
authorized’”—Democrats Stick It Out— 
The Nebraska Muddle. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 14.—At 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon the senate took the action 
tnat has been sv long threatened and 
swore into the state offices the Democratic 
candidates, first J. W. Alsop of Middle- 
town for lieutenant governor, then Luzon 
B. Morris of New Haven for governor, 
J. J. Phelan of Bridgeport, secretary of 
state; Marvin H. Sanger of Canterbury, 
treasurer, and Nicholas Staub of New 
Milford, comptroller. Senator Pierce ad- 
ministered the oath. Just before taking 
this action the senate sent a special com- 
mittee to Governor Bulkeley, inviting 
him to be present at the inauguration of 
the governor at4o’clock. An interesting 
scene occurred in the goveruor’s chamber, 
reported as follows: 

Senator Seymour—We are a committee 
appointed by the senate to invite you to 
be present at the inauguration of the 
governor at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

Governor Bulkeley—By what authority 
does the senate take this action? 

Senator Seymour—We are unable to 
answer that question, us the senate in its 
vote did not give us instructions, 

Governor Bulkeley—I give you notice 
that I regard such action as revolutionary 
and unauthorized. No person that they 
inaugurate will be recognized by the state 
officials now in office. I regard these 
proceedings of one branch of the general 
assembly as revolutionary. I desire you 
also to say to the senate that they do it at 
the peril of each iadividual member. 

Senator Seymour—Will you give us 
your reply in writing that we may submit 
it to the senate? 

Governor Bulkeley—I think you can re- 
member it. 

The resolution of the senate which de- 
clared the officers elected and invited 
them to be present, is a long paper recit- 
ing the case in detail. It was supported 
by Senators Pierce and Fox (Democrats) 
and opposed by Senators Shumway and 
Clark (Republicans). Senator Shumway 
protested against such action and called 
for the yeas and nags. A vote was 16 yeas, 
all Democrats, 7 nays, «all Republicans. 
Senator Cleveland of Hartford, Democrat, 
retired from the senate at the time of the 
vote. Itis understood he did favor the 
at this time. 

After this was done and the oaths 
taken the senate adjourned to next Tues- 
day at 10:30. Then the persons who had 
just taken‘ the oath visited the different 
offices and made demand for them. The 
present occupants refused to give them 
up until it was known that the new offi- 
cers had been duly eiected and declared 
by the general assembly. 

The action in the senate is understood 
to have put an end to the Democratic 
plan for uniting with the Republicans of 
the house in its committee of inquiry that 
begins its work to-day. 


NEBRASKA’S GOVERNERSHIP. 


Supreme Court Makes a Decision Which 
Independents Will Ignore. 


LiINcoLn, Neb., Jan. 14.—The supreme 
court has allowed the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings begun by ex-Governor Thayer 
against Governor Boyd to go on file and 
summons to issue. The court announced 
that in case the lieutenant governor 
should desire to intervene in proceedings, 
it would allow such jurisdiction, and also 
ruled that ex-Governor Thayer would lose 
nothing by vacating the apartments held 
by him. The hearing may be postponed 
five weeks. Notwithstanding the deci- 
sion of the supreme court, the Independ- 
ents in the house stubbornly retuse to 
recognize Boyd as governor until the 
question of citizenship is determined. It 
looks as if all legislation will be blocked 
until the contest is decided. 


Riflemen’s Annual. 

New York, Jan. 14—The annual meet- 
ing of the National Rifle association was 
held here. Gen. Wingate was elected 
president; John B. Woodward, vice presi- 
dent; Capt. J. S. Shepherd, secretary; and 
L. C. Bruce, treasurer. It was decided to 
hold the Creedmoor contests during the 
first week of September, and tbat all 
handicaps in favor of the 50-caliber Rem- 
ington state rifle be abolished,

COLD AND HUNGRY 


Are Many of Antwerp’s Citizens—Suffer- 
ing and Death in Spain—Thaw Begun 
in Austria and France. 


Lonpoyw, Jan. 14.—The rapid thaw con- 
tinues in this city andin Paris. The thaw 
has just commenced in Antaverp, where 
grave fears are entertained that the sud- 
den breaking up of the ice will causea 
great deal of damage to shipping. As a 
means of protection against the immense 
masses of floating ice, large iron plates 
and huge timbers are being placed across 
the bows of the vessels in the Schelett. 
Fifteen thousand persons were thrown out 
of employmen. through the closing of the 
river, and their means of livelihood hav- 
ing thus been cut off, they have been re- 
duced to a most destitute condition and 
widespread suffering prevails. The charity 
of the numerous persuns and associations 
which has been bestowed on these people 
is inadequate to alleviate all their misery. 

The weather which prevailed yesterday 
was the coldest yet recorded iu Spain. 
Many traius are reported snowed under 
{n Galicia and Austria. Several sentinels 
have succumbed to the intense cold while 
on duty at the Monjuich citadel and have 
been found frozen to death at their posts. 
Numerous animals,including the monkeys 
in the zoological gardensin Madrid, have 
been unable to withstand the terrible 
weather and have perished. 

VIENNA, Jan. 14.—The storm that has 
been raging throughout Austria has at 
last ceased and from all quarters come re- 
ports that the snow has stopped falling 
and that railway traffic is being resumed. 
Four children were recently frozen to 
death while on their way to school. It is 
believed that many persons perished in 
the storm and that when the snow has 
disappeared a startling number of victims 
may be revealed. 

MADRID, Jan. 14.—The country districts 
are suffering severely from the recent 
snowstorms. Snow seems to have fallen 
everywhere, and has proved excessively 
damaging to the farmers and rine grow- 
ers. Heavy gales have prevailed all along 
the coast.

No Certainty as to When Senator Hearst 
Will Die of His Lingering Malady. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A consultation 
of Senator Hearst’s physicians was held 
and, it is said, a decision was reached that 
the senator was suffering from cancer of 
tha colon, or large intestines, and that 
there is ab-olutely no hope of his'recovery. 
Intimate friends of the family say that 
while there has been no alarming change 
within the last few days, death may come 
at any moment, or it may be delayed for 
days, weeks, or even months. 


The Illinois Senatorship. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Jan. 14.--The three 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit association rep- 
resentatives unanimously decided on Hon. 
Alson J, Streeter as their candidate for 
United States senator, to succeed Far- 
well. They have decided to support 
Streeter for an indefinite timeinthe be- 
lief that one or the other of the two par- 
ties must come to them. Mr. Streeter 
has been an active figure in Illinois poli- 
tics since 1872. In 1888 he wasa United 
Labor candidate for governor of Illinois, 
polling an unusvally large vote. 


A Crooked Bank President. 

Stovux, Falls,S. D.,Jan. 14.—Proceedings 
were begun in the United States court for 
the appointment of areceiver for the Bank 
of Canton at Canton, which was closed by 
the officers Monday. The bank has $500,000 
capital,$33,000 of which is held in Vermont 
by eastern capitalists, they being repre- 
sented in the petition by N. P. Kingsley 
of Rutland, Vt. The petitioners allege 
that Charles B. Kennedy, the president, 
fraudulently mismanaged the» affairs of 
the bank and that the bank is insolvent. 


The Floor Gave Way. 

VicroriA, B. C., Jan. 14—An accident 
happened at Ocean dock, at the entrance 
of the harbor, resnliing in the death of 
four me \ ging of men wereemployed 
in dischnrzing the salmon from the 
steamer Danube, and had piled up about 
5000 cares ona large shed. Suddenly the 
floor gave way and the men and 1000 cases 
of salmon went into the water below. 
Three men were killed outright and one 
fatally injured. Several others were seri- 
ously injured. 


Not Much of a Revolution. 
Lonpon, Jan. 14.—Further advices from 
Chili confirm.the statement of the Chilian 
minister here that ouly a portion of the 
Chilian fleet is in revolt and that the 
army continues toremain Joyal to the 
government. The people are said to be 
unexcited. A state of siege has been pro- 
claimed and the government is taking 
energetic measures to repress the disturb- 
ance. 
Four Men Killed by a Train. 
CLEVELAND, Jan. 14.—A special from 
Fremont, O., states that Charles Reems, 
Milton Gilmore, Frank Gray and William 
Babcock were instantly killed by being 
struck by a train on the Lake Shore road 
a few miles east of Fremont. All the men 
lived at Green Springs, O., and were re- 
turning home in asleigh from a market- 
ing junket. 


Schooner Wrecked and Two Lives Lost. 

Firk IsLanD, N. Y., Jan. 14.—The two- 
masted schooner Otter, from St. Kitts, 
with a cargo of salt, went ashore at Bell- 
port, L. I., and will be a total loss, The 
life-saving crew saved her captain and 
four of her seamen, but the colored cook 
and ove seamen were drowned. 


Locomotive Boiler Exp!osion. 

ASHLAND, Pa., Jan. 14.—While a Read- 
ing locomotive was standing on a side 
track near the railroad station at Gordon, 
two miles from here, it exploded from 
some unknown cause, killing the engineer 
and two brakemen and fatally injuring 
another.

Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
in the Case Questioned. 


FATE OF THE ELECTION BILL. 


Not Much Probability That It Will Be 
Taken Up Again—The Silver Pool In- 
vestigation—Senator Hearst in a Dying 
Condition. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—It is evident the 
action of the British government in taking 
the Behring Sea controversy into the 
United Sta'es supreme court was a sur- 

prise to Secretary Blaine, although the 

secretary intimates that he anticipated 
this action. If the secretary was advised 
| ofit he is probably the only man con- 
| nected with the government who is in the 
| secret, for even the attorney general ap- 
Eas to have had no knowledge of the 
fact. 

This appeal from the department of 
state to the supreme court is a startling 
and novel proceeding, but one of which 
the American people or government can- 
not properly complain, as the British 
government has selected the highest 

tribunal of the United States in which to 
decide the controverted points to which 
they are party. Ofcourse it has created 
much talk in diplomatic circles. 

Some of the leading members of the 
foreign relations committee, in alluding 
to the matter, expressed some doubt as to 
whether the court will heid that it has 
jurisdiction. If, however, they should 
agree to consider and pass upon the main 
points submitted a most interesting de- 
cision will be rendered. While this ques- 
tion is pending inthe court the dispute 
will be taken out of the domain of diplo- 
macy altogether. Andif it should result 
favorably to the contention of our govern- 
ment, itis admitted by members of the 
foreign committee that such would be a 

happy solution. 


; OTrawa, Jae, 14.—Sir John Thompson, 
| minister of justice, in an interview said 
| the applicatioa by the owners of the Cana- 
dian sealiug vessel W. P. Sayward to the 
United States supreme court for a writ of 
| prohibition, was undertaken with the 
| co-operation of the Canadian government 
jand the full approval of her ‘majesty’s 
| government. If the application is granted 
| the United States can no longer attempt 
to exclude vessels of other countries from 
Behring Sea. 


LAID ON THE SHELF. 


The Election Bill Not Likely to Be 
Resurrected at This Session, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—There does not 
seem to be much probability that the 
election bill will be taken up again. The 

eport that a new pledge was beiug circu- 

lated to §vind Republican senators te vote 
to take upthe bill seems to be without 
foundation, as several prominent Repub- 
| lican senators state that they have seen no 
such paper. 

Senator Hoar will assume a_ heavy re- 
sponsibilty if he attempts to bring up the 
election bill again, for if hesucceeds it means 
the death of the copyright bill and the 
bankruptcy bill. The two senators from 
Idaho who voted to lay aside the election 
bill the other day might vote to take it up 
at some fnture time, but their places 
would be more than filled by other Re- 
publican senators who would find an easy 
excuse for voting to consider some other 
measure. 

If the silver billis disposed of to-day— 
of which there is some doubt, owing to 
the speeches yet to be made—there will be 
a struggle between several measures for 
consideration on Thuislay. Senator Pa1- 
dock has given notice that he wil! call up 
the pure food bill, if he can, inspite of 

| everything else; Senator Platt will be 
ready with the copyright bill; Senator 
Hale will not care to wait long for the 
consideration of the apportionment bill, 
and Senator Allison will soon be anxious 
to bring up the appropriation bills. The 
pure food billis likely to be considered 
first and the copyright bill after it. 

It is generally admitted that if another 
trial is to be made to pass the election bill, 
everything else must be allowed to go by 
the board. Two weeks is the shortest 
possible time within which a cloture rule 
could be adopted and debate on the elec- 
tion bill brought to a close on such a rule. 
All the expressions which the senators 
have received, who voted to lay aside the 
election bill,have been in approval of their 
action.

INTERESTING STORY 


| Might Ee Developed Were the Inside 
Facts of the Silver Pool Known. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The determina 

tiou of the house to make an investiga- 
tion jinto the existence of an alleged 
silver pool has cuused considerable trepi- 
dation among the advocates of unlimited 
coinage of silver. There is no doubt what- 
ever thata pool existed, with extensive 
munifications, the headquarters of which 
were located in New York. It included 
some of the owners of silver mines in 
Colorado, Montana and Nevada. It is al- 
leged that a number of senators and tep- 
resentatives, in anticipation of the pas 
page of afree coinage bill, made invest- 
ments in silver bullion, and that they 
realized very handsomely on their invest 
ments. 

In the first instances, they commenced 
the purchase of bullion at 95 and followed 
the purchases up to 108 and 110, and sold 
outatthetop figure, 121, and it is al- 
leged made in round numbers between 
$400,000 and $500,000. When the veaction 
took place, and silver dropped down to 
118, the pool again made investments, but 
the market kept going down until it 
reached 97 and they lost all they had made 
and considerable more. 

If ail the bottom facts could be obtained 
it would make a-very isteresting story, 
but it is exceedingly doul!stful whether the 
committe will be able to get beyond the 
surface. The business was all transacted 
jthrough prominent New York houses, and 
these will undoubtedly refuse to make 
any statements implicr.ting their custom- 
ers, or to exhibit their books.

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ITS VALUE ESTABLISHED. 


Good Progress Made in the Experiments 
with Lymph in Boston. 


Boston, Jan. 14.—Success is attending 
the experiments which are being made 
with Dr. Koch’s lymph in Boston, and the 
wisdom of the conservative course which 
has been adopted by the physicians in 
charge is being fully demonstrated. At 
the Massachusetts general hospital there 
are now twenty-four cases under treat- 
ment,and in all the reactions are continued 
as from the first. The progress in the 
condition of all the patients is steady, and 
it certainly seems as if the value of the 
remedy had been clearly established. In- 
oculations are given every other day, and 
will be continued at that rate for the 
present. 

At the city hospital there are now ten 
cases under treatment, one of tuberculosis 
ofthe mouth and ore of lupus having 
been received in addition to the list al- 
ready published. ‘Ihe variety of the 
cases under treatment (all forms of tuber- 
cular disease being included) is so great 
that results of the utmost value are being 
obtainec. The doses which are being in- 
jected are small at first, but increase in 
size as the treatment goes on. These are 
given at different intervals, according to 
the condition of each particular case. 
Some have injections every other day, 
while other cases have them only at inter- 
vals of four days. It may be said that all 
the patients are making fair progress, 

In regard to the rumor that the supply 
of lymph may give out, it is a fact that 
both hospitals have a large enough sup- 
ply easily to finish all the treatments now 
under way. There seems to be no prob- 
ability that more will not be sent from 
abroad. The German government con- 
trols thesupply, and it is the intention 
that all important hospitals shall be 
equipped with the remedy. 


THE THREAD MILLS STRIKE. 


The Company Preparing for a Siege-- 
Strikers Think 3) a “Bluff.” 


NEWARK, N. J., Jan, 14.—Five closed 
carriages were driven into the yard of the 
Clark mills, yesterday, bringing twenty 
men to take the place of the striking spin- 
ners. The establishment bas been stored 
with provisions as if for a siege, and there 
has been posted an order stating that 
work was to be resumed atonce, A num- 
ber of carders and framers who applicd 
for work at the mills, however, were tcld 
to come later. <A letter has been received 
from Dover, N. H., saying that the men 
employed by the Clark agents are not 
spinners, only mill Jaborers. The spinners 
themselves say that the Clarks are play- 
inga bluff game, and that the mill can- 
not be run without them. 


OLD AND BROKEN DOWN. 


Defaulting President of the Charter Oak 
Returns te Receive Sentence. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 14.—George M. Barthol- 
omew, formerly the president of the 
Charter Oak Life Insurance company,who 
fled to Canada some years ago, returned 
voluntarily to Hartford and appeared be- 
fore Judge Fenn in the superior court and 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement of $10,009, 
the proceeds of a note of the Charter Oak 
Life Insurance company, which was dis- 
counted at the Hartford bank. The judge 
sentenced him to one year in the state 
prison at Wethersfield, and he went there 
immediately. Bartholomew is past 70 
years old and is in feeble health. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 14.—The legislaturé is 
now fairly ready for ‘work,the committees 
having been announced yesterday by the 
president of the senate and the speaker 
of the house. 

In the senate the annual report of the 
commissioner of publicrecords of parishes, 
towns and counties was received. 

In the house several petitions, among 
them that for the incorporation of 
Beverly Farms, were referred to the next 
general court,on the ground that they 
had not been filed with the secretary of 
state in the time required by law. Among 
the new business presented were orders 
contemplating radical changes in the 
charter of the city of Boston, and a resolu- 
tion, which was laid over, agaiust the free 
coinage bill. 

Woman Missionaries’ Conference. 

HARTFORD, Jan. 14.—The opening exer- 
cises of the twenty-third annual meeting 
of the Woiman’s Board of Missions of 
Boston, at the First church in this city, 
was not of a public nature, being confer- 
ences of delegates only. There were 179 
delegates from all over New England and 
from other parts of the country present 
and seventeen of the Boston officers. A 
collation followed the meeting. In the 
evening a meeting of the officers of the 

various auxiliaries was held. 


Verdict in the Beckman Case. 

PortsmoutTH, N. H., Jan. 14.—In the 
Beckman inquest the examination was 
finishea and the case given to the 
jury by the coroner. The jury then re- 
turned the following verdict: “That Ed- 
gar Beckman came to his death from a 
wound in theright breast made on the 
6th day of January by a knife in the 
hands of one Hattie Beckman, and that 
said Hattie Beckman did kill and slay 
against the peace and dignity of the 
state.”

We shall have opportunity to see, toa 
| limited extent at least, what the mili- 
| tary can do in regulating the Indian. 
By order of the president the Sioux and 
Cheyenne agencies now are under the 
jurisdiction of Gen. Miles, and army 
officers are in command of them. These 
are instructed, however, in deference to 
the feelings of the Indian bureau, not to 
“interfere unnecessarily” with its agents. 
This leaves to Gen. Miles all that he 
| could desire in the way of authority. 


The winter has been a very severe one 
on the American quail. Where there 
has been heavy snow fall the food these 
birds eat has been covered, and they 
have been left to starve. We hereby 
appeal to farmers and sportsmen every- 
where in behalf of the helpless quail. 
The thing to do to save them will be to 
scatter grain in spots sheltered from the 
snow, or if there are no such spots then 
upon the snow itself. This should be 
the weather becomes 
warmer. In the preservation and in- 
crease of the most popular game bird of 


quail will have their reward. 


“We have no suffering from poverty 
in Ireland,” growled The London Times 


at the beginning of winter, ‘‘and if we 
had, England has never yet failed to take 
care of her own.” It was an imperti- 
nence in the judgment of the solemn old 
Times for Americans to take the lead in 


| a movement to avert poverty in Ireland. 


It was all done to capture the Irish vote 
in the United States. Now both the 
viceroy and Secretary Balfour himself 
issue a public circular to the effect that 
the poverty of west Ireland will, if not 
relieved, reach the stage of acute dis- 
tress. They call urgently for contribu- 
tions of money and clothing. It is ap- 
parently not possible for an English 
newspaper to understand or do justice 
to any movement that starts in the 
United States. 


Neighborhood Studies. 

It is the time of year when there are 
long, lamplit evenings. It is also the 
time of year when the human being is 
full of electric life and vim. Why should 
not all neighborhoods that have not al- 
ready done so organize classes for study? 
In the stretch between now and warm 
weather there is time for great advance- 
ment to be made in science, literature or 
languages.

Fitzsimmons Proves to Be a 
‘Whirlwind and a Wonder.”

In Which the Australlan Shows} That

Dempsey Badly Punished, While His 


Opponent Comes Oat Unscathed. 


New ORLEANS, Jan. 15.—About 4000 
men, including many of the leading 
sporting characters of the country, gath- 
ered in the ampitheatre of the Olympic 
club last night and saw Jack Dempsey of 
Brook!yn knocked out by Robert Fitz- 
simmons of Australia in a stubborn fight 
of thirteen rounds. The battle was for the 
international middle-weight championship 
of Australia and America, and a purse 
of $12,000, divided, $11,000 to the wiuner 
and $1,000 to the loser. It was fought 


under the Marquis of Queensbury rules 
| and with gloves weighing five ounces and 
| over. 


BOB FITZSIMMONBS. 


Fitzsimmons weighed 150 1-2 pounds, 
|and Dempsey 147 1-2. Demps+y’s seconds 


-| were Jack McAuliffe, Gus Tuthill and 


Mike$ Conley, the Ithaca Giant, while 
Jimmy Carroll and Doc O’Connell looked 
after Fitzsimmons. 

Fitzsimmons was the first of the contest- 
ants to rcach theclub. He is 28 years of 
}age and hasan unbroken record of six- 
teen battles won. He stands 6 feet 1 inch 
in height, and while ungainly in form is 
| very muscular about the shoulders. Fitz- 
simmons appeared in fine condition. 

Jack Dempsey arrived later. He is also 
28 years old, and the hero of half a hun- 
dred battles. Dempsey was trained down 
as fine as a racehorse. Although he 
looked perfection for his inches, he was 
markedly overshadowed by his awkward- 
looking rival. 

The men came into the ring at 8:55 p. 
m., Fitzsimmons first and Dempsey a few 
minutes later. Dempsey offered to wager 
$1000, which was accepted by Maj. Frank 
McLaughlin, the millionaire director of 
the California Athletic club, but the 
Olympic club officials refused to allow the 
bet to go, and it was called off. 

Time Was Called 
promptly at 9:25, with Alexander Brews- 
ter of New Orleans as referee; official 
timekeeper, Professor John Duffy. The 
master of ceremonies was ex-MayorJ. V. 
Huilette. 

Round 1—The men shook hands and ad- 
vanced to the centre, Bob from appear- 
ances outclassing Jack. The men 
sparred.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Asa result of the 
refusal of the directors of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul company to ac- 
cede to the demand of the station agents 
and railway telegraph eperators on the 
line of that system, a strike has been de 
termined upon, to begin Friday. Grand 
Chief Thurston of the International Order 
of Railway Telegraphers has sent out an 
order to every station agent and operator 
in the employ of the road to send in his 
resignation at once, to take effect Friday, 
Jan. 16, at 7a. m. This course was taken 
by the men in order to protect their men 
who would be liable for resulting dam- 
ages had there been a strike without pre- 
vious notice been given. There are about 
450 who will go out.

PINE RIDGE AGENcy, S.D., Jan. 15.— 


A second delegation of hostile chiefs has 
arrived from thecamp. It comprised Two 
Strike, Kicking Bear, Lance High, Hawk 
and Eagle Pipe. They had a big talk with 
Gen. Miles. It was agreed that the hos- 
tiles would leave their present camp and 
pitch their tepees on the west side of the 
White Clay creek, immediately opposite, 
and less than half a mile from the agency, 
Tne Indians are to surrender their arms 
to th-ir respective chiefs, who will re- 
ceipt for them, and place the name of 
each man upon the gun. ‘The weapous 
wi:l then be sold and the proc els re- 
turned to the Indians. The chiefs will at- 
tempt to control their young men, and 
failing inthis, they will themselves ar- 
rest those who refuse to act as good In- 
dians, and turn them over to the agent. 

Gen. Miles was pleased with the friendiy 
disposition manifested by the chiefs, and 
proposed to allow them several gdays in 
which to redeem their promise. 
also sent to the hostiles several thousand 
pounds of flour and several hundred 
pounds of coffee and sugar. 

The chiefs were equally pleased with 
the kindlyjtreatment they had received at 
the hands of Gen. Miles and left immedi- 
ately forcamp. Gen. Miles demanded the 
surrender of the slayers of Lieut. Casey, 
and thechiefs promised to accesd+to the 
demand.

The report which Indian Inspec- 
tor Armstrong made to the 
department some months ago was that 
the policy of the Indian bureau is wrong 
in that it accepts the beef 
from the contractors on the hoof in Oc- 
tober, and pays the contractor for the 
weight at the time; that the agency takes

it over to the Indians in the spring (when 
it has lost much in weight) atexictly the 
same weight for which the contractor has 
been paid; that in fact the Indian is com- 
pelled to lose the weight, averaging often 
two to three hundred}pounds o0.: a bullock, 
and that he complains of this.

The 
pirates were armed with revolvers, which 
they fconcealed while coming on board.

The Malay quartermaster was killed and 
thrown overboard; two officers, two Ma- 
lay quartermasters, a Chinese sailor and a 
Chinese cook were wounded, and two 
Chinese passengers are said to have been 
stabbed while on board, 

After ransacking the ship from end to 
end, the pirates anchored close to an isl- 
and, and the booty was put on board 
junks, which came off in answer to 
signals. The ship was released and re 
turned to Hong Kong. Photographs of 
the leader aud several other pirates have 
been recognized, and the police and naval 
authorities arein pursuit of them. The 
plunder is estimated at $80,000. 

The boat in which Miss M. M. Phillips, 
M. D., in charge of the hospital of the 
Southern Methodist Mission at Swatow, 
and Miss Smithey, @ recently arrived 
missionary, were going from Shanghai to 
Loo Chow, was attacked Nov. 27 by pi- 
rates, Their boatmen were wounded and 
the personal prcperty of the ladies plun- 
dered. A gunboat was sent in pursuit of 
the pirates, but their capinre has not 
been reported. 


NO INTENTION OF YIELDING, 


But Scottish Strikers Regret the Great 
Inconvenience Caused—Mob Uses Stones. 

EDINBURGH, Jan. 15.—At a mass meet- 
ing of the railroad strikers of this city 
and atiguborieod, the chairman r ported 
that the strikers on all the roads had re- 
solved to remain firm in their determina- 
tion to stay out. He ad led that the men 
could not accept the terms offered to them 
by the directors of the railroads, 
thoug h they regretted the inconvenience 
the general pubiic was put to on account 


of the strike. But, said the chairman, 
the public. if it chose, coull take steps to 
bring about a settlemenr, honorable to 


both sides, of the matter in disoate. 

A locomotive on the North British 
line, having a policeman in the cab with 
the engine driver, was stoned by a mob of 
strikers near this city. The policeman 
was severely injured. The police author- 
ities ordered out a force of officers to 
patrol the railroad lines at all points 
where the strikers congregate or are 
likely to assemble.

SEVERE WEATHER. 


Soowstorms Follew the Thaw in Aus- 
triu=-Muny Shipping Dis isters. 
Lonpbon, Jan. 15.—Severe storms are re- 

ported to be raging in the North Sea. 

Advices from Berlin are tothe effect 
that the Elb: is fullof immense ice floes 
and that navigation in the riveris still 
rendered very dangerous by the huge 
masses of floating ice. The force with 
which the Hoes strike vessels with which 
they cuime in contact is encrmous, and al- 
ready the Lulls of several ships have been 
crushed in. Eighteen shipwrecked sail- 
ors, whose vessels hud been lost in tuis 
way, have been landed in Heligoland. 

Violent snuwstorms are again prevail- 
ing throughout Austria-Hungary, and it 
is feared that the suffering which was ex- 
perienced in the previous storms will be 
renewed. A perfect blizzard raged in the 
city of Vienna all the afternoon. The 
railroad lines are again blocked by snow, 
aud traffic is greatly interrupted in con- 
sequence.

Dusveere, fo., Jan. 5.—Thirty D sbuque 
saloon keepers have locked up theic places 
of business and left the city. Writs of 
attachment against them, running for 
thr lays, have been issued under the 
prohibitory law, and they take this 
method of evading service. To-day an- 
other squad of saloon men will leave, and 
to-morrow still another. Sheriff Phillips 
and his deputies were out yesterday at- 
tempting to serve writs, but could fi id ne 
open saloons, aud will so report to the 
court. Next week the storm will have 
blown over, and everything will be run-

ELECTION BILL TG THE FRONT. 


A Parliamentary Victory Won Through 
the Management of Sepater Hoar— 
Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
Cenceded in the Behring Sea Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—Mr. Stewart's 
free coinage amendiient to the financial 
bill was adopted in the senate, at mid- 
night, after a thirteen hours’ debate, by 
a vote of 42 to 30. 

The free coinage men swept ail before 
them. After Ingalls made his speech 
they felt their strength and determined to 
drop all proposed compromises and press 
through the full measure of their desires. 

Not only did they propose to adopt a 
free coinage amendment unlimited. but 
they proposed to knock out of the bill all 
that Sherman and the other anti-free coin- 
age men had put in, and make ita free 
eeinage bill, pare and simple. 

They had fifteen Republican votes pres- 
sent, and to offset the votes of Grey, Mc- 
Phersen, and Wilson of Maryland (as last 
year against the free coinage of the 
\Democratic side), thus giving free coinage 
twelve majority. With the votes of 
Moody and Pettigrew, who were paired 
with Ransom and Hearst, all four being 
free coinage men, they would have had 
sixteen majority, being the same majority 
they bal last year. 

Cameron was the only senator east of 
the Allegbanies who voted for free coin- 
age. 

The free coinage men expect to see the 
bill go through the house, and they say 
President Garrison will not veto it. 

It is still problematical whether their 
expectations will be realized. 


ON TOP AGAIN. 


Senator Hoar Succeeds in Bringing the 
Election Bill Before the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The election bil! 
is before the senate. The brief interval 
between the time that the finance bill 
passed the senate and the moment when 
the election bill was taken up was one of 
the most exciting periods in the senate 
since ,the war. The finance bill passed 
the senate a few minutes before midnight. 
Mr. Hoar, who Has waited anxiously for 
his opportunity, was instantly upon 
his feet to move that the senate proceed to 
consider the election bill. Butler of 
South Carolina at once moved an ad- 
journment. 

The roll was called. The friends of the 
election bill eagerly scanned the roil. The 
excitement became great as some Repub- 
licans yoted with the Democrats to ad- 
journ. The motion failed by one majority. 
The vote recurred on the direct motion to 
take up the election bill. That made a 
tie. The excitement was intense. This 
time the Vice President of the United 
States was in the chair, and Mr. Morton 
east his vote, and the bill was before the 
senate by the casting vote of the vice 


After the bill was brought up Mr. Hoar 
offered some amendments, which the 
Democrats demanded should be read. 
The senate then adjourned till noon 
to-day. Mr. Hoar received many con- 
gratulations on his victory,and he was 
loudly cheered by the crowds from the 
galleries, who were in waiting, notwith- 
standing the very late hoar. The biil 
will come up to-day. The cloture may be 
moved un Monday. 


THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE. 


Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court in 


the Case is Now Unquestioned. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. !5.—The judicial con- 
sideration of the Behring Sea contro- 
versy is still the theme of much comment 
in diplomatic and political circles. The 
statement sent out that Secretary Blaine 
is offended by the movement, regarding it 
as arefiection on himself, and that he is 
preparing a letter which is to be commu- | 
nicated directly to Lord Salisbury, is 
wholly premature. No decision has yet | 
been reached, although the secretary had 
a long conference with the president con- 
cerning the matter. If it should turn out 
that Lord Salisbury approved of the 
course of the Tanadian minister in bring- 
ing this matter into the United States 
court without notice to our government, 
the aspect of affairs may be seriously 
changed. There will be no hasty or sae 
rupt breaking off of the negotiations. 

It is conceded that under the constitu- 
tion the supreme court has unquestioned 
jurisdiction, for that instrument ex- 
pressiy declares that its judicial power 
shall extend to all cases of law and equity 
arising under theconstitution of the United 
States and treaties made under their au- 
thority, to all cases of admiralty and mar- 
itime jurisdiction, and in the meantime 
it has been devided by the president that 
the department of state shall furnish its | 
law officer all the facts bearing on the 
case, in order that he may meet the issue 
when the ques.ion comes up for argu- 
ment ten drys hence. 

Lincoin and Salisbury on the Subject. 

Lowboy, Jan. 15.—The Press Associa- 
tion sent outa statement saying it was 
understeod that United States Minister 
Lincoln would have an interview with 
Lord Salisbury a few days after his return | 
to England and submit to the prime min- 
ister communications on the subject of 
the Behring Sen controversy. The state- 
ment aisu -ays it is improbable that Lord 
Salisbury will recede from his present 
position.

THE NEW SUGAR TRUST. 


It ia as Much of » Monopoly as Ever, 
bus the New York State Laws Cannot 
Interfere in the Matter, 


New York, Jan. 15.—The legal status 
of the new Sugar Trust still receives some 
consideration among people who have fol- 
lowed the legal proceedings carefully. 
Judge Barrett and the general term held 
that the trust was illegal, as an organiza- 
tion in restraint of trade—that is, a mon- 
opoly. Now, theretore, that the trust has 
been reorganized in New Jersey, a per 
tinent question arises, namely: Can the 
objects of the trust—the restraint of trade, 
etc.—be lawfully accomplished‘by"reorgan- 
ization under the statntes of another 
state, the business being still carried on 
in this state? 

Judge ivoger A. Pryor, who was the 
counsel forthe petitioners at whose in- 
Stance the North River Refinery company 
was dissolved, said: “The Sugar Trust 
can lawfully operate its monopoly in this 
State, since itis now organized under the 
laws of New Jersey. The state of New 
York cannot touch acorporation formed 
under the statutes of another state, and, 
as its own laws now stand, this state is 
equally powerless to prevent a trust 
monopoly, organized elsewhere, from 
carrying on business within its borders. 
We therefore have the spectacle of the 
state forbidding to its domestic corpora- 
tions what itis compelled to aliow to 
foreign corporations. A domestic cor 
poration organize! to restrain trade may 
be dissolved, as was the North River Re 
finery company; a foreign corporation 
of the same character may come here and 

carry out its objects with perfect impunity 
and immunity. At present there is no 
remedy in force whatever. 

“The legality of the operations in this 
state of these foreign corporations is 4s- 
sumed, and exist, bowever, i: the absence 
of any prohibition by the stat ites of the 


state. Last year, in anticipation of this 
very #givo on the part of the Sugar 
Trust, | prepared and sought to have 


passed by the legislature a bill prohibic- 
ing foreign corporations from carrying on 
in this state any business of anature de 
nied to domestic corporations. I could 
not, however, get anybody to take any in- 
terest in my bill. And so the Sugar 
Trust, by skipping to New Jersey, has 
comple tely escaped from the jurisdiction 
of our courts, and may now return here 
to do business in its own way withont re- 
straint or fear.”

New York, Jan. 15.—George L. Duval, 
who has recently returned from Chili,said 
to a reporter that feeling ran very high in 
that republic during the summer between 
the adherents of the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the government.

show affirmatively or satisfactorily that 
they are not within the inhibited classes. 
The object of this is to meet the case of 
persons sent over here by poor law guard- 
jans. 

A number of provisions are made to 
meet evasions of the contract labor law 
which experience has brought to light. 
Persons who come here in response to ad- 
vertisements in foreign papers are pro- 
hibited from landing, aud it is alsosought 
to prevent steamship companies from fos- 
tering immigration by means of agents. 
Ministers or persons in recognized profes 
sions are speciaky exempt from these pro- 
visions. The system of inspection of im- 
migrants is strengthened by competing 
steamship companies in order to secure 
clearance papers to keep immigrants 
aboard their vessels until landel at the 
barge office tor examination. They must 
also file with the immigration commis- 
sioners descriptive manifests of their 
passengers, aud will be heid responsiple 
for difference between these manifests 
and the regular shipping manifests. The 
purpose of provisions is to prevent 
the present custom of immigrants walk- 
ing ashore as soon as the vessel lands. 

Vessels are also to be compelled to care 
forand to return immigrants whom the 
inspectors decide come within the inhib- 
ited classes and also to return without 
charge any person found within one year 
tohave entered the United States con- 
trary tolaw. No provision is made for 
railway inspection, great opposition being 
encountered from New England and 
Michigan to legislate in this particular. 
Mr. Owen,the chairman of the committee, 
says the bill is conservative and permits 
all desirable persous to come to this coun- 
try while shutting out those who come 
here without knowing or caring why 
they come. 

The report accompanying the bill says: 

The intent of cur iminigration laws is 
not to restrict immigration, but to sift it, 
to separate the desirable from the unde- 
sirable immigrants, and to permit only 
those to land on our shores who have cer- 
tain physical and moral qualities. The 
inadequacy of the laws and amended laws 
on this subject is confessed, but your com- 
mittee believe that the testimony taken 
in this investigation and herewith sub- 
mitted contains suggestions, whichput in 
operation. will cure defect. in existing 
laws, and that with added « mendments 
the statute will furnish regnistions that 
will be just to the immigrant and _ bene- 
ficial to the country.

The Administration is Against It, but 
It May Receive Executive Clemency. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The silver advo- 

cates will now concentrate their forces in 

the house, and copferences have been held 
by the friends of silver in that body. The 
opponents of free silver are depending on 

Speaker Reed to defeat the senate scheme. 

It has reached the house and was referred 

to the committee on coinage, weights and 

measures. The fight will be made in this 
committee. 

The opponents of free} silver on the com- 
mittee will endeavor to agree upon a com- 
promise measure, but it is very doubtful 
whether they can accomplish their pur- 
pose. Itall depends upon the action of 
Democrats representirg the eastern 
states. If the delegations from Peunsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, New York and New 
England vote as they did at the last ses- 
sion, the senate bill probably will be de- 
feated. The silver advocates, however, 
claim that they have strengthened their 
lines in the west sufficiently to overcome 
the Democratic defection in the east. 

A good dea! depends on the course of 
the speaker. It is alleged that heis dis- 
posed to antagonize the bill unless assur- 
ances are given that the silver senators 
will support the election bill. Itis well 
known that the speaker is earnestly work- 
ing for the passage of that measure. in 
this he is in full accord with the president 


and the administration. He and the Re 
publicans generally in the house are 


aware that the president is against free 
coinage and does not want to meet the 
issue. The statements that have recently 
appeared that the president would sign 
the free coinage bill if presented are 
wholly unauthorized. 

It is evident from the talk among mem- 
bers of the house that there is to be an 
animated and possibly bitter struggle on 
this question, and it would not be safe to 
predict the outcome, If the president and 
the administration should throw their in- 
fluence against the free coinage proposi- 
tion, they may be able to hold enough 
members to secure itsdefeat. It must not 
be forgotten that a very large proportion 
of those now in the house will disappear 
after March 4, and many of them are 
looking for executive favors. This fact 
may have a controlling influence over the 
situation.

COLORADO’S POLITICAL TURMOIL. 


She Has Two Speakers of the House and 
There is Fear of Bloodshed HBetore the 
Rival Factions Settle Their Disputes. 


DENVER, Jan, 16.—Yesterday’s session 
of the Colorado house of representatives 
will be one long remembered. It proved to 
be the most exciting in the history of 
Colorado. For some time efforts have 
been made to have Speaker Hauna resign, 
owing to factioval differences regarding 
the appointment of committees. At yes- 
terday’s session Representative Brown of 
Denver moved to expunge from Friday’s 
records that portion referring to the ap- 
pointment of committees. 

Speaker Hanna refused to recognize the 
motion, holding that Mr. Brown’s sole ob- 
ject was tocause a rupture between the 
factions. An appeal from the decision 
of the chair was made without result. Mr. 
Brown’s followers number twenty-eight 
out of the forty-nine. 

Mr. Brown then made a motion to im- 
peach Speaker Hanva, which was carried, 
the minority refusing to vote. Judge | 
Jesse White was then «lected speaker of 
the house by the maj and the amus- 
ing speciacle of two speakers, each enter- 
taining motions, attracted hundreds to 
the legislative halls. A new set of officers 
was appointed. 

Speaker Hanna, for his own protection, 
had his desk surrounded with deputy 
sheriffs. Governor-elect Routt, desiring 
to protect the state’s property in case of 
an outbreak, called out two companies of 
the National Guard, who surrounded the 
building. By Governor Routt’s advice, 
Speaker Hanna adjourned the house. Pre- 
vious to doing so, dozens of special depu- 
ties were sworn iv, and instructed to clear 
the halls. Speaker White shortly after- 
ward adjourned his following. 

Two separate armed bodies are in charge 
of the hall, and should either attempt to 
oust the other, bloodshed will be inevit- 
able. Neither side will conipromise,and it 
is more than probable that Speaker White 
will secure another hall.

THE WAR AT AN END. 


Gen. Miles Announces the Surren- 
der of the Hostiles. 


YOUNG BUCKS IN BAD HUMOR. 


Kicking Bear ard His Followers Sar- 


render Their Arms--The Military Pre- 


pared for Any Treacherous Move On 


the Part of the Indians. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Dispatches were 
received by Gen. Schofield from Gen. 
Miies announcing the end of the Indian 
troubles in the west. Gen. Miles says the 
entire camp of Indians came into the 
agency yesterday. He thinks it fair to 
estimate their number at not less than 
4000 people, and says he has directed the 
chiefs to have the different bands gather 
up their arms and turn them in, which 
they are now doing. He continues: 

“Kicking Bear, supposed to be the 
leader, was the first to surrender his 
rifle, and others of the same character 
wiil follow his example. Of conrse many 
of the youns notav helt ba-k and may 
cache their b-lieve the dis- 
arming will be compiote. It will require 
some time to get ihe Indians under full 
control, but everything is moving in a 
satisfactory manner. The troops under 
Gen. Brooke have moved forward and are 
now in three strong commands, with the 
Indians, upwara of 7000, in the center, the 
whole within a radius of ten mile-.” 


THE INDIAN CAMPING GROUND.

Hundreds Upon Hundreds Pitch Their 
Tents Just South of Pine Ridge. 


VINE RinGE,S. D., Jan. 16.—The indians 
are coming in. They string along the west 
bank of the White Clay creek fora dis- 
tance of twomiles. They are mounted, 
walking, riding on wagons, and, in fact, 
are advancipg in every manner kaown to 
them. They are driving and leading im- 
mense herds of ponies. ‘Lhe scouts esti- 
mate the number of loiges at 742, and the 
Indians ut no le-s thau 3500. The Indian 
camp, two miles from the agency,has been 
broken up. Gen. Brooke has been or- 
dered to march with his command from 
below the mission to this poiut. 

The Brules have pitched their tepees 
with the Oxallalas, forming a camp 
nearly a mile anda half in length, con- 
necting with the friendlies south of the 
agency. ‘The main part of!the camp ex- 
tends westward from White Ciay Creek 
up the bluffs, on the summit of 
which the Indians have posted 
pickets to prevent surprise. Shey took 
possession of the blaffs just about 
the time the main body reached the 
camping ground, suddenly appearing as a 
display party, both mounted and on foot, 
after the inost approved military fashion. 
Since the surrender by Big Road of nine 
rifles yesterday aftersoon, nothing has 
been heard or received from the hostile 
camp. All the guns, rifles and Hotchkiss 
guns in the agency are, however, traiued 
in that direction, and the indications of 
life in that quarter will,be watched with 
interest. ‘To-day, it is asserted, the other 
chiefs will turn over to Agent Pierce the 
arms of their followers, but it is doubted 
whether the surrender will exhaust the 
supply of the hostiles. 

The Indians of Big road are done in the 
matter of giving up their miserable weap- 
ons, the same as the warriors of Big Foot 
did when the tepees of the ijatter were 
searched for weapons. There is doubt 
entertained, however, that Gen. Miles will 
order a searching of tepees for any more 
arms. There is also a certainty that he 
will not seek for hidden wexpons in the 
Bad Lands or near the camp sites which 
the Jhcstiics have abandoned, Such being 
the case the Indians scarcely miss the 
wespons which they have surrendered or 
will voluntarily surrender, knowing that 
they may at any time regain possession of 
those which they have temporarily stored 
away in their tepees or in the bills. Gop, 
Miles has already assured the Indiazjs that 
hereafter they have bothipg to complain 
of, so far as their treat jént by the govern-

The 
young champion, taking the pig under 
his arm, acknowledged the cheer and 
walked away to his place among the 
prisoners. 

Thus did Admiral Farragut, the hero 
of Mobile and New Orleans and the first 
American upon whom the title of ad- 
miral was conferred, win his first fist 
fight and partially wipe out the disgrace 
of the naval defeat at Valparaiso.— 
George Athelbert Walsh in Yankee 
Blade. 


No Spoked Wheels in 1841. 


At this time there was not in Cali- 
fornia any vehicle except a rude Cali- 
fornia cart. The wheels were without 
tires, and were made by felling an oak 
tree and hewing it down till it made a 
solid wheel nearly a foot thick on the 
rim and alittle larger where the axle 
went through. The hole for the axle 
would be eight or nine inches in diame- 
ter, but a few years’ use would increase 
it toa foot. To make the hole an auger, 
gouge or chisel was sometimes used, but 
the principal tool wasanax. A small 
tree required but little hewing and shap- 
ing to answer for an axle. These carts 
were always drawn by oxen, the yoke 
being lashed with rawhide to the horns. 

To lubricate the axles they used soap 
(that is one thing the Mexicans could 
make), carrying along for the purpose a 
big pail of soapsuds which was constant- 
ly put in the box or hole; but you could 
generally tell when a California cart was 
coming half a mile away by the squeak- 
ing. I have seen the families of the 
wealthiest people golong distances at 
the rate of thirty miles or more a day, 
visiting in one of these clumsy two 
wheeled vehicles. They had a little 
framework aroond it made of round | 
sticks, and a | ck hide was put in for 
a floor or bottom. Sometimes the better 
class would have a little calico for cur- 
tains and cover. ‘There was no such 
thing asaspoked wheel in use then.—

‘The Base Bail War Has at Last 


Come to an End. 


|THE NEW AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


Players’ League Men Mast Return te 
| Their Old Teams—Western Association 
Admitted—Boston Will 
Teams—Many Important Changes. 


Have Two 


NEw York, Jan. 17.—The base ball war 
is at an end, the National league, Ameri- 
ean Association and remnant of the Play- 
ers’ league having in joint session formed 
into two leagues, absorbing the Players. 
The Western association is admitted to 
the new national agreement. The Play- 
ers’ league clubs of Boston, Chicago and 
Philadelphia and Washington were ad- 
mitted tothe American Association, in 
place of Rochester, Syracuse, Toledo and 
the Athleties. The Players’ league men 
made some show of resistance, but finally 
succumbed gracefully tothe inevitable. 
The Boston league club magnates con- 
sented to having an association club in 
their city. Then the American Associa- 
tion boucvht ont Rochester and Toledo 
for $8502 each and Syracuse for $7000. The 
Boston and Philadelphia clubs were 
given two of the open franchises. Chi- 
cago and Washington completes the cir- 
cuit. 

Boston must charge 50 cents admission. 
All the Players’ league sheep must return 
to the folds where they were reserved, but 
undoubtedly many of them will be al- 
lowed to stay where they are. Al. Johr- 
son was referred to John P. Brush of In- 
dianapolis with whom he will make a 
settlement in regard to the Cincinnati 
club. The new national agreement pro- 
vides for the board of three, which shall 
contro! the workings of the associations. 
It destroys the sales system and blacklist, 
but retains the reserve rule. Players 
whose salaries are not paid may secure 
their release from the clubs which are in 
arrears for fifteen daya. 

Many important changes are male, all 
looking for the elevation of the game and 
justice and hurmony as between players, 
managers and capitalists. The three pres- 
idents, Young, Thurman and Krauthoff 
signed the agreement on the spot and it 
was unanimously adopted. 

The national agreement of professional 
base ball associations 

Displaces Similar Agreements 

of the past, but all existing acts, con- 
tracts, or reservations will stand, except 
where otherwise provided for. All future 
controversies are to be referred to the na- 
tional board of professional base ball asso- 
ciations, which is to consist of one dele- 
gate each from the National league, 
American association and Western associ- 
ation. Members of the board are elected 
for five years, but anyone may be elected 
by a three-quarter vote of his association 
and a successor chosen. There are rules 
governing the election, compensation anda 
duties of officers of the board, and a pro- 
vision that an office in charge of a respon- 
sible person shall be established at a 
central point, to be open during regular 
hours every day the year round. The 
board shall keep a record of all contracts 
and agreements made by it and promul- 
gate them, and interpret playing rules 
when called on todo so by club officials, 
managers or umpires. It may appoint 
official scorers and umpirers and shall 
compile the records of players. It shall 
have the power to interpret and enforce 
playing rules, and prescribe forms of con- 
tracts for players and managers. 

The treasurer, elected by the board, 
shall give such bon] as the board may ap- 
prove. 

Duties of the Board. 

The board shall bear and have fin | 
jurisdiction in all disputes between as- 
sociations, clubs, managers and players. 
It shallimpose fines or other penalties; 
enforce or remit them; cause suspension 
or reinstaternent; make assessments; carry 
out present regulations and originate 
amendments. The board shall classify 
clubs and players, and they may arrange 
for the transfer ot players from one club 
or association to another, but neither the 
board nora club has the power to transfer 
a player without his consent. The board 
may also release from contract or reserva- 
tion any player or manager when the club 
with which he has contracted or by 
which he has been reserved shall be 
in arrears to him for salary for more than 
fifteen days after the salary became due; 
or whenever the reserving club has failed 
to tender to any player on or before March 
15, after such reservation,a regular con- 
tract with a salary of at least such an 
amount per month asthe board may fix 
as the proper salary to be paid to such 
player; or when any such reserving club 
other than of an association party hereto 
has transferred its membership after the 
close of achampionship season toa differ- 
eut association,if the board shall deem that 
the player will be prejudiced by such 
transfer. 

On or before the 10th day of October, 
1891, and of every year thereafter, the sec- 
retary of associations, parties hereto, or 
belonging to any class which may be en- 
titled to the privilege of reservation, shall 
transmit to the board a reserve list of 

layers, not exceeding fourteen in num- 

r, then under contract, with each of its 

several club members for the current or 
any succeeding season or seasons; and in 
addition thereto a list of such players re- 
served on any prior annual reserve list 
who have refused to contract with said 
clubs, and of ail ineligible players. Such 
players, together with all others there- 
after to be regularly contracted with by 
such clubs, are and shall be ineligible to 
contract with any other club of any asso- 
ciation, except as hereinafter prescribed. 
The said board shall thereupon promul- 
gate such lists; provided that no club 
shall be permitted to reserve any player 
w hile in arrears of salary to him. 

Clubs belonging to associations, parties 
thereto, may contract with players for 
any period of time that may be mutual] 
agreed upon, provided that no club shall 
at any time enter into negotiation or con- 
tract with any player under contract, 
agreement or reservation with or by any 
club, without the latter’s consent. The 
board shall have power to enforce this 
section by such fines and penalties upon 
and against all bodies or persons violat- 
ing this section as it may deem proper. 

Vhen a player under contract with, or 
reservation by any club or any associa- 
tion, party hereto, shall be Somer sus- 
pended or rendered ineligible in accord- 
ance with the rules of such association, 
notice of such disqualification shall be 
given to the board by the secretary of 
the association from whose club such 
player shall have been thus qualified, and 
the board shall forthwith give notice of 
such disquaification to the several clubs 
under this agreement. Wieu a player 
shall become ineligible under the pro- 
visions of this agreement, or any order of 
the board, the board shall notify the sev- 
eral clubs acting under the agreement of 
such disqualification. ‘From the receipt 
of any such notice,all club members of as- 
sociations actipg under this agreement 

Shall Be Debarred 
from employing or playing with or against 
such disqualified player, until the period 


of disyaal fication shall have termiuated

INCLEMENT WEATHER 


Brings Much Suffering to the People ei 
France—8hipping Damaged in Germany. 

Paris, Jan. 17.—Heavy : 
are reported from Bordeaux and Peri- 
gueux, coupled with the statement that 


traffic of all kinds in those cities and the 


surrounding regions has been brought to 
a complete standstill. In the department 
of Dordogne all the rivers are frozen over 
and wolves are ravaging the sheep pens. 
The village of Pontarlier and the farms 
about it are completely isolated, all com- 
munication being cut off by the heavy 
snows. Several deaths by freezing are re- 
ported from the department of Cher. 
BERLIN, Jau. 17.—The freezing weather 
which has again setin is causing much 
alarm among those interested in shipping. 
The immense ice floes in the Elbe render 
navigation in that river extremely dan- 
gerous for even the stoutest vessels. Sev- 
eral steamers carrying mails started from 
Hamburg, bat only succeeded in forcing 
their way to Blankenese, where they are 
stuck fast in the ice. Several other 
steamers have become disabled by the ice 
and are drifting helplessly off Cuxhaven. 


BRAZIL’S BIG OFFERS. 


Many Immigrants Flocking Into the 
Country—A Chance for Americans, 
New YORK, Jan. 17.—Dr. Salvador de 
Mendonca, the newly appointed minister 
of Brazil at Washington, has arrived 
here, accompanied by his wife. Dr. Men- 
donca said everyting in Brazil, was pros- 


pering. The general eiection ends this 
month. Fonseca will surely be elected 
president. Elections have already taken 


place in seven states and all passed off in 
an orderly manner. Dr. Mendonca says 
he is surprised at the great influx of for- 
eign capital and of immigrants into 
Brazil. The immigrants are taking ad- 
vantage of the offer of free land made by 
the Brazilian government, and are set- 
tling in the soutnern portion of the Re 
public. Americans can avuil theinselves 
of these cffers of the government as well 
as people of any other nation. 


A Big Railroad Scheme, 

Kansas City, Jan. 17.—A capitalist whe 
does not want his name made public says 
that plans are almost completed for the 
formation of acompany to build an air 
line railroad from fF ansas City to Galves- 
ton, Tex., there to connect with a Pan- 
American steamship line. The proposed 
line will be 200 miles shorter than any 
other road to the gulf, and it is estimated 
that $12,000,000 will build and equip it 
The merchants of Galveston hope the 
state of Texas will advance $5,000,000 to 
the company, accepting as security the 
road’s bonds. 


He Squared Up, 

Nyack, N. Y., Jan. 17.—Frank P. 
Demorest, member of the assembly for 
Rockland county, was arrested here 
charged with misappropriating money 
and forging endorsements on checks. He 
was attorney for the Union steamboat 
company of Buffalo, whic had its office 
in Upper Nyack tuo sive the heavy city 
taxes. The Uniou steamboat company 
had him arrested, when he refunded the 
entire amount to the company. 


Two Savings Banks Fail. 

GREENVILLE, Pa., Jan. 17.—The Stone- 
borough Savings bank and the Sandy 
Lake Savings bank, both of which were 
largely managed by the same parties, have 
failed. The liabilities of the Stone- 
borough institution ;robably exceel the 
assets, but the Sandy Lake  coucera 
Claims to be able to pay its debts in full, 
Allthe money in the eastern part of 
Mercer county is tied up in the failures. 


A Farmer in the Kole of Oatlaw. 

SHERMAN, Tex., Jan. 17.— At Mills, 
Tex., George Smith, a farmer, entered a 
saloon and compelled several men at the 
point ofa revolver to hand over their val- 
uables As he was leaving the salvon, 
Jim Sibel, the town marshal, fired, but 
missed him. Smith returned the shot 
and the bullet entered Sibel’s head. He 
was afterward captured, brought here 
and placed in jail. 


A New England Earthquake. 

NacuvA, N. H., Jan. 17.—A severe shock 
of earthquake was felt in Pepperell aud 
adjoining towns. Sleigh bells were rung 
in stables and crockery ware rattled. The 
vibrations lasted a few seconds, causing 
an alarming sensation. It is learned that 
the vibrations exten led to Ayer and Fitch- 
burg and this vicinity. Rumbling sounds 
were heard in Hollis. 


Work for Four Thousand. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 17.—It is reported that 
the Washburn-Moen company, which con- 
trols all of the barbed wire patents, has 
abandoned its plant at South Chicago and 
has purchased « tract of 250 acres for the 
purpose of erecting a plant at the north. 
ern suburb of Waukeegan. It is given 
out that the shops are capable of accom- 
modating 4000 employes to be located 
there. 

Subscriptions PHed Up Fast. 

New York, Jan. 17.—A_ cablegram 
was received from Paris by a large com- 
mercial house in this city stating that the 
subscription books to the new rubber 
company were opened and closed in Rio 
and in Paris the same day, the full 
amount of the capital, $10,000,000, being 
subscribed. The company is looked upon 
as a great success. 


Railway Traffic Blocked by Snow. 

Lonpon, Jan. 17.—Advices received 
here are to theeffect that the running of 
trains in Belgium and Germany is greatly 
impeded by the immense mass of snow 
which covers the tracks. Every effert is 
being made to restore railroad traffic to its 
normal condition and even the troops are 
being employed in the work of clearing 
the different lines.

MAPLE SUGAR BOUNTY. 


The Law Regarding It Does Not Apply 
to This Yeoar’s Crop. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller, at the request of Secretary 
Windom, has rendered an opinion as to 
whether the tariff act of Oct. 1, 1890, au- 
thorizes the commissioner of internal rev- 
enue to issue the licenses therein provided 
for previous to April 1, 1891, and to pay to 
macufacturers the bounty on sugar pro- 
duced between March 31 and Jaly 1, 1891. 
A ter a full discussion of the question the 
attor=ey general says that the sugar pro- 
duced between Maic . 3ijandiJuly 1 entitled 
to bounty under the act is that of domes- 
tic manufacture, and that the only sugar 
of domestic muauufacture produced be- 
tween the dates given is maple sugar. To 
pay a bounty on maple sugar and not on 
other suyars, he holds, wos not the inten- 
tion of congress, fur to do so would be 
paying a bounty for fifteen years on ma- 
ple sugar and a bounty for fourteen years 
onallotber sugars which are not pro- 
duced in the spring, but which mature in 
the summer and fall. “It seems clear,” 
concludes the attorney, ‘‘that it was not 
intended that bouaties should be demand- 
able on sugars produced prior to the first 
of July next.”’ 


A PRESIDENTIAL VETO 


Likely to Meet the Free Coivage Bill 
Uniess It Greatly Changes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—While it is im- 


possible toobtain an authoritative state- 


ment from the president in regard to the 


senate silver bill, it is intimated very

present shape and that he will certainly 
vete it unless it uudergoes a material 
modification before it is submitted to him 
for action. He is in entire accord with 
(Secretary Windom on the subject and the 
latter’s opposition to the free coinage of 
silver is a matter of record. 


The Censure “Goes.” 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Secretary Tracy 
addressed a letter to Commander Reiter, 
refusing to grant his 1equest for a court 
martial investigation of his connection 
with the surrender and killing of Gen. 
Barraundia on board the Acapulco. The 
\secretary insists that he hasa right to re- 
buke an officer publicly or privately for 
failure in the performance of duty, and 
\denies that Reiter, under department reg- 
‘uljtions, has a right todemand the court 
martial. 


Nearly Half a Million Knocked Off. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The fortifica- 
tions bili, as reported to the senate, car- 
‘ries an aggregate appropriation of $3,800,- 
435, a reduction of $432,500 in the total as 
it passed the house. The estimates on 
which the bill was passed aggregate $7,- 
'484,323. Among the changes made in the 
bill by the senate committeee is a reduc- 
tion from $1,000,000 te $750,000 of the ap- 
propriation for providing gun and mortar 
batteries for Boston, New York and other 
cities. 


Gen. Banks Was Cheered. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The house 
passed seventy private pension bills, in- 
cluding one granting a pension of $50 a 
month to Gen. Franz Sigel, andone grant - 
ing a pension of $100 a month te Gen. N.

(Ps. cxii, 7; lxii, 5, 
6). God, who could direct ravens where to 
find bread and flesh, can as easily supply 
the need in this case. If ever a woman had 
cause to fear to give away her last morsel 
surely this woman had; but the command 
comesstrongandclear: ‘‘Fearnot, * * 
Make me a little cake first.’ If we would 
grow strong in faith let us consider well 
the ‘Fear nots’’ of Scripture from the first 
ones in Gen. xv, 1; xxi, 17, to the last in 
Revelation, and see how God, even our 
own God, is above all circumstances of 
time or place; and how abiding in His love 
will cast out all fear (I John iv, 18). 

14. “Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
the barrel of meal shall not waste, neither 
shall the cruse of oil fail, until the day the 
Lord sendeth rain upon the earth.” 

It would seem from this that God had 
told Elijah how he would provide in this 
case, viz., by 4 miraculous increase of the 
meal and oil from day to day; and this is 
told the widow for her encouragement, for 
she has not been living at Cherith, and 
has not learned the secret of peace when 
cut off from seen resources.

Criticisms of French Physicians op Dr. 


Koch's Report Upon His Lymph, 

Paris, Jan. 17.—The French physicians 
criticise Professor Koch’s report upon the 
ingre licnts of his famous lymph. They 
say that the report is incomplete and does 
not indicate the quantity of the dose or 
the substances composing the liquid. 
They add that the remedy is shrouded in 
mystery and holi that the necessity for 
caution is una! red. The French critics 
also say that its efficacy has not been 
shown and that no patient treated accord- 
ing to the Koch system in France has been 
cured. Further and long experiments, 
they claim, are needed before a final opin- 
ion can be formed as to the merits of the 
lymph. Meanwhile the French pbysicians 
urge that the remedy be neither decried 
or overpraised. ad. 


IRELAND’ Ss POTATO CROP. 


Product of 1890 Was Over a Million 
Tons Less Than That of 1888. 
LonpoN, Jan. 17.—The Irish registrar 
general, iu Lis report on the potato crop in 
Ireland, announces that 780,901 acres of 
potatoes were planted in 1890, against 787,- 
234 ucres in the preceding year, and that 
the yield had decreased 1,037 193 tons. Of 
the entire acreage 78.6 has been given up 
to the potatoes known as “champions, 
and the report adds that the farmers 
placed too much reliance on this variety.

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HOSTILES ARE WILY. 


They Appear to Be Reluctant to 
Give Up Their Arms. 


MILES EXHIBITS PATIENCE 


But Will Resort to Extreme Measures 
This 
Time by a Woman, of the Battle at 
Wounded Knee. 


If Necessary—Another Version, 


PisE RipGe AGEncy, &. D., Jan. 17.— 
It was reported on good anthority that 
Ger. Miles had crdered civilians to keep 


| outof the hostile camp, because he in- 


tended to disarm the Indians if he had to 
shell theircamp to accomplish his pur- 
pose. Adjt. Gen. Corbin would neither 
admit not deny that such a course had 
been decided upon. So long, he said, as 
the arms were being given up by the In- 
dians, there was no necessity to use force 
to compel a more speedy surrender of the 
weapons. Gen. Miles was disposed to 
be patient solong as the Indians seemed 
ready to comply with his demands. 
Yesterday about twenty Indians came 
into the agency, under Little Hawk—a 
Gilapidated-locking sport, in a battered 
white hat—and surrendered thirty-one 
guns, some Winchesters, and some as old 
as the flood. The weapons were received 
inthe nameof Gen. Miles and turned 
over to Agent Pierce, and tagged with the 
owners’ and chiefs’ name for safe keeping. 
The delegation was as motley a crowd of 
crafty warriors as mortal ever gazed upon. 
They would not hesitate to repeat thestory 
of Wounded Knee, and Agent Pierce 
wisely prevented all civilians from stand- 
ing around them during the surrender. 
They kept theireyes steadily fixed upon 
Gen. Miles’ headquarters and seemed dis- 
appointed because he did not appear. 
Their clothing was not searched, but no 
one doubted that they bore hidden arms 
which they would not hesitate to use in 
anemergency. Thus far fifty-one guns 
have been turned over out of at least 


1400, which the hostiles are believed to 
possess, 
The Cheyennes belonging to Little 


Chief’s and Standing Elk’s band have left 
for Tongue river. It has been decided that 
they cannot live comfortably among the 
Sioux. 


THE WOUNDED KNEE BATTLE. 


Another Version of the Slaughter, 
Told by Miss Elaine Goodale. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Miss Elaine 
Goodale, superv isor of education at the 
Pine Ridge Agency, has made a_ report te 
the Indian office, in which she gives her 
version of the battle at Wounded Knee. 
She was not an eye witness of the fight, 
bat says her information was based 
chiefly from Indian prisoners who en- 
gaged in it,and half-breeds who were 
present, and from parties who visited the 
battle-field several days after the encoun- 
ter. She says: 

“The testimony of the survivors of Big 
Foot’s band is un: animous on one import- 
unt point, namely, that the Indians did 
not deliberately eae a resistance. The 
party was not a war party, according to 
their statements (which I believe to be 
truc), buta party intending to visit the 
agenucy at the invitation of Red Cloud. 
TheInidians say that many of the men 
were unarmed. When they met the 
troops they anticipated no trouble. ‘There 
was constant friendly intercouse between 
the soldiers and the Indians, even women 
sh: aking hands with the officers and men. 
The demand for their arms was a surprise 
to the Indians, but the great majority of 
them chose to submitquietly. The tepees 
hal already been searched and a laree 
number of guns, knives and hatchets con- 
fiscated when the searching of the per- 
sous of the men was begun. The women 
say they too, were searched, and their 
knives, (which they always carried for 
domestic purposes) taken from them. 

“A number of the men had surrendered 
their rifles and cartridges,when one young 
map (who was desciibed by the Indians 
as a good-for-nothing young fellow) fired 
asingle shot. This called fortha volley 
from the the troops, and the firiug and 
confusion became general.” 

Miss Goodale does not credit the state- 
ment that women carried arms and par- 
ticipated in the fight. The weight of tes- 
timony, she says, is overwhelmingly 
against this supposition. There may have 
been one or two isolated cases of this 
kind, but thereis no doubt that the ma- 
jority of the women and children, as well 
as many unarmed men and youths had no 
thought of anything but flight. 

“They were pursued up the ravines and 
shot down indiscriminately by the sol- 
diers,”’ Miss} Goodale says in conclusion: 
“Itis reported that one of the officers 
called cut ‘Don’t shoot the squaws,’ but 
the men were doubtless too much excited 
toobey. The killing of the women and 
children was in part unavoidable, owing 
to the confusion, but I thiuk there is no 
doubt that it was in many cases deliberate 
and intentional. The Seventh cavalry, 
Custer’s old command, bad an old grudge 
to repay.”

On the 4th of November last the 
Prince of Wales opened to the London 
public the best railway yet devised to fa- 
cilitate rapid transit in cities. It would 
be well for our large American cities to 
take some notes from this London road 
before permitting streets to be ruined 
and lives imperiled by so called rapid 
transit roads elevated on stilts. 

The London railway is an electric 
| road, over which trains can travel at 
thrice the speed at which the American 
elevated trains run. The road is an un- 
derground one, built so far below the 
surface that it does not interfere with 
sewer or gas pipes. Thus one point is

‘A WASTE OF MONEY. 


| What the World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners Have Been Doing. 


WILL BE HUSTLING THIS WEEK 


ce Eyes Turned Toward the Senate— 
Election Bil Makes Its Appearance 
Ageim To-day—Silver Bill Goes te the 
Mouse Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Representative 
Candler of Massachusetts, chairman of 
the select committee on the World’s fair, 
has presented to the house the report of 
the sub-committee that went to Chicago 
‘to examine into the condition of World’s 
fair matters there, The report says that 
the World’s Columbian commission had 
produced confusion as well as caused un- 
necessary expenditure in using money 
which hud been intended by congress to 
pay expenses of the government exhibits 
wad not to pay excessive salaries to the 
officers of the commission. These sala- 
ries, in the opmion of the committee, are 
excessive and should not be continued. 
Too great expenses have also been‘incurred 
in the sppointment of such a iarge num- 
ber as 115 women on the board of lady 
managers, and the calling together of the 
board when the duties which will devolve 
upon it were not ready for its attention. 

In order to carry out the suggestions of 
the report to place the whole enter- 
prise on a more solid footing and 
carry out the evident intention of 
congress, the board submits a joint 
resolution directing the secretary of 
the treasury not to approve the payment 
of any expense attendant upon a meeting 
of the World’s Columbian commission or 
of the board of lady managers except such 
meetings as may be called at the time ot 
the dedication and opening of the World's 
fair; nor toapprove the payment of any 
expense attendaut upon a meeting of the 
executive committee of the World’s Co- 
lumbian commission, or the executive 
committee of the board of lady manayers, 
except such meetings as may be held not 


oftener than once in six months; 
nor to approve the payment of any 
salary to any officer of the 
World’s Columbian commission out 


of any money which has been or may 
be available for such purpose other than 
30 annual salary not in excess of $5000 to 
the president, #1900 to the vice chairman 
of the executive committee, and $3000to 
secretary, bor to approve the payment of 
any salary toany officer of the board of 
lady managers in excess of $5000 to the 
president and 53000 to the secretarygpor 
toapprove the payment of any expeises 
of the World’s Columbian commission or 
ef the board of lady managers other than 
those. hereinbefore mentioned, which 
shailamount to more than $10,000§per 
annum in the aggregate. The committee 
renews the op n that the director gen- 
eral and Lis employes should be paid from 
the exposition funds and mot trom the 
government appropriation. 


CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


Election Bill Comes Up as Unfinished 
Business—Work in the House Will Be 
Governed by the Senate’s Action. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The elections 

bill comes up in the senate to-day again as 

the unfinished business. How long it 
will remain so is largely a matter of con- 
jecture at best. Progress was made 
with bill Saturday, but it was 
the belief among the friends of the 
bill that the minority permitted this 
in order to weaken the argument that 
may be advanced in support of the clot- 
urerule, while reserving sufficien? ma- 
terial aud résources to protract the deba*: 
on it for an indefinite period of time. The 
course of business will depend alto- 
gether, itis felt, upon the attendance. If 
the expeeted Republican quorum is ap- 
parent, the next move will be to consider 
the Aidrich cloture resolution, for the 
bill m anavers of the believe that the time is 
at hand when the last doubt as to the effi- 
cacy of the old method of “sitting 
out” a measure must have been re- 
moved. Mr. Aldrich has given notice of 
his intention to call up the resolution 

Tuesday. Efforts to lay aside the election 

bill will doubtless be renewed, but should 

they fail, the cloture promises to be the 
feature of the proceedings jof the senate 
during the week. 

Proceedings’ in the House 

during this week will be governed in a 

large measure by the progress of the 

senate with the election bill, the purpose 
of the Democrats manifestly being to de- 
lay business as iong as this measure re- 
mains pending in the senate. The senate 
proceedings will therefore furnish the 
motive power for whatever scene shifting 
takes place in the house. The district 
appropriation bill has right of way, and 
the present iudications are that m will 
make no more rapid progress this week 
than during the last. Other appropriation 
bills are treading on the heels of the dis- 
trict bill, ready for consideration as soon 
as the departing shadow of the bill now 
before the house points the way. To-day, 
under the rules, is committee suspension 
day, and the pastofficecommittee wishes to 
pass the bill to reclassify railway postal 
service, but the outlook is not promising. 

The shipping bill and bills for private re- 

lief are possibilities, though not probadil- 

ities, for action during the week. 

The principal interest is centered in the 
proceedings of the house committee to 
which the free coinage silver bill has been 
referred. The fate of the bill depends 
largely upon its action, as the committee 
practically has power to shelve it, and 
thus render action by the house al most, if 
not quite impossible. For this reason the 
proceedings of the comanittee will be fol- 
lowed with the liveliest interest. Its first 
meeting of the week will occur Wednes- 
day, when Mr. Leech,director of the mint, 
is expected to be present and give his 
views with reference to the effect of 
silver legislation. It is the understand- 
ing that no attempts shall be madeto 
order a report on the bill at this meeting 
of the committee, so that at the very 
earliest, the silver billis not likely to en- 
gage the attention of the house until the 
following week. 


In Congress.

THE WHOLE CIT/ ROCKED. 


Girl Steps Upon a Metch and Causes an 
Explosion—Three Persens Killed and 
Many Injared. 

Faxp.ay, O., Jan. 19.—An explosion of 
natural gas occurred yesterday afternoon 
at the Hotel Marvin, wrecking the build- 
ing, killing two girlsand injuring a dozen 
other persons, Mr. Marvin, the owner of 
the building, with three plumbers, had 
spent the whole forenoon trying to locate 
a gas leak, and about 1 o’clock found -it 
in a chamber underneath the dining room, 
the accumulation of gas being so great 
that they could not breathe. A hole was 
sawed through the floor into the dining 
room, in order to obtain fresh air. One 
of the dining room girls, who was sweep- 
ing the floor, stepped upon & match, and 
in an instant the explosion occurred. The 
whole city rocked as if in an earthquake 
by the concussion, and all the windows 
on the square were demolished. The only 
rooms in the hotel escaping destruction 
were the parlors and the office. Had the 
explosion occurred ten minutes later, the 
loss of life would have been frightful, as 
pearly a hundred people were waiting in 
the rooms to be called to dinner. 

Frank Poundstone, one of the clerks, 
was on his way to make this announce- 
ment when the explosion occurred and 
was painfully hurt in the falling debris. 
Katie Walters, a waitress, was killed ont- 
right, and Ella Johnson, 4 dining room 
girl, died soon after being removed from 
under a mass of brick and mortar. Kate 
Rooney, another dining room girl, was fa- 
tally injured. Anson Marvin, owner of 
the building, was probably fatally in- 
jured by inhaling the flames. Albert 
French, porter at the hotel, wascut on the 
neck and head. Frank Andrews, one oF 
the proprietors, had his right eye knocked 
out and was seriously bruised about the 
fac2 and throat. Charles Graves, Philip 
Weil and Jack Cahill, the plumbers, were 
painfully shocked and stunned. The 
financial loss will be about $25,000 on the 
building and $10,000 on the furniture, all 
fully covered by insurance. Itis a ques- 
tion, however, whether any insurance will 
be realized, as none of the destruction 
was caused by fire 


TO SAVE A BROTHER'S LIFE. 


Over a Hundred Chiesgo Knights Tem- 
plars Contribute » Piece of Cuticle. 
CuicaGco, Jun. 19—One hundred and 

thirty-two Knights Templars contributed 

yesterday, each a piece of his cuticle to 
save ths lifeof Sir Knight John Dicker- 
son. A cancer was removed some time 
ago from Dickerson’s thigh, but the in- 
cision in the flesh was so deep and wide 
that nature was unequal to the task of 
bealing over the wound. The experiment 
was tried of engrafting the skin of some 
of the lower animals, but failed. The sur- 
geon in charge announced to Dickerson’s 
brethren that if human skin could be ob- 
tained it would in all probability save the 
patient’s life and insure his complete re- 
covery. The matter was broached in the 
commandery, and toa man the knights 
offered to submit themselves to the neces- 
sary operation. Those selected by the 
surgeons have had to gothrough a_ sort 
of training, being dieted, etc., for several 
days past.

TELEGRAPHS FARE BADLY. 


Telephone and Fire Alarm Circuits Suf- 
fer Considerably—Falling Poles Cause 
Much Damage—Street Car Travel In- 
terfered With. 


Boston, Jan. 19.—An ice storm came 
aturday morning and continued through 
Sunday. "Last evening the clouds had 
crown filmy and the moon shown feebly. 
About three iuches of snow fell Saturday 
forenoon, followed by rain, which froze as 
fast as it fell, trausforming the city parks 
into miniature fairy lands and the city 
sidewalks into miniature skating rinks. 
Wherever the ice dams turned the course 
of the gutter streams from the sewer traps 
they augmented in size until further ob- 
struction caused them to gether in ponds 
that to the timid pedestrian appeared to 
be of unknown depth. The lightning 
effects of electricity were witnessed last 
Saturday evening by pretty nearly every- 
body who ha casion to be out of doors 
in the vicinity of any of tbe electric car 
lines. The falling rain would strike the 
trolly wires aloug the railway lines, run 
down and freeze on the side next the car, 
and when the wheel of the trolly pole 
rolled over—or under—this surface the 
current had to “burn” its way through the 
ice. Therefore, every car was accompanied 
by a moving arc light greenish in color 
and not at all steady. 

Falling wires and poles created a con- 
siderable disturbance in Lechmere 
ture, East Cambridge,at about 9 o’clock 
i Seven large telephone 
ule wires and 
wire fell at that time. 
Each of the poles bore eleven or more 
heavy cross arm beams, which, in falling, 
were caught on the roofs of buildings 
along the line of the accident, while the 
wires, in a chaotic state, were partially 
suspended in midair and lay partially in 
the street. One of the poles struck a 
Boston bound horsecar, which was caught 
inatangle of wires. ‘The car was drawn 
by tour horses, and the left leader re- 
ceived a shock from falling wires and was 
instantly killed. Although the car waS 
crowded at the time, no one was seriously 
injured a young woman named 
Annie O’Brien, who rushed from the car 
and received a shock which rendered her

AT A RIPE OLD AGE. 


eorge Bancroft, the Historian, 

eceives Death’s Summons. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—George Ban- 

croft, the venerable historian, is dead. 


THE LATE HON. 


He had been sick only two days, and 
Was on the streets Wednesday. On 
Thursday he took to his bed as a matter 
of precaution, but was taken seriously 
ili Friday. Saturday afternoon he failed 
rapidly, and all day hovered between life 
and death. At3 p. m. the doctor left, 
thinking that Mr. Bancroft would live 
through the night, but before the hour 
was up Mr. Bancroft was dead. 

His end was quiet and peaceful, and the 
first cause of death was simply the weak- 
ness of old age. Hisson was at the bed- 
side when the aged historian died. Mr. 
Bancroft was born in Worcester, Mass.,on 
Oct. 2, 1800. 

It was decided to hold funeral services 
at 11 o’clock Tuesday morning in St. 
John’s Episcopal church. The interment 
will take place at Worcester, Mass., where 
Mr. Bancro‘’t’s wife is buried. 

. Mr. Bancroft graduated at Harvard 
and pursued a conrse of three years 
further study in Germany. On his re- 
turn to this country he contemplated en- 
tering the ministry, but settled down to 
aliterary life. His principal work has 
been his BRistory of the United States, 
the first volume appearing in 1834, and 
the tenth and last forty years later. At 
times he has taken a lively interest in 
politics; was collector of the port of Bos- 
ton in 1838, secretary of the navy under 
Polk, minister to England in 1846, to 
Prussia in 1857, to the North German con- 
federation in 1869, and to the German em- 
pire in 1871.

GEORGE BANCROFT. 


She Employs a Negro to Assassinate 
Her Husband, 2 Wealthy Gambler. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 19.—A negro bar- 
ber named McFarland confesses that he 
murdered John Sheedy, a gambler worth 
$400,000, who was assussinated last Mon- 
day while entering his residence. He says 
Mrs. Sheedy hired him for 220,009 to com- 
mit the deed. Mrs. Sheedy was a divorced 
woman, and had become infatuated with 
a young man whom she wished to marry. 
As Mr. and Mrs. Sheedy were entering 
their home after returning from the op- 
era Monday night, McFarland struck 
Sbeedy on the head with a loaded cane, 
crushing his skuli. Five times before at- 
tempts had been made to kill Sheedy. He 
was brother of Dennis Sheedy, president 
of the Colorado National bank of Denver. 
and cousin of Pat Sheedy, the noted Chi- 
cago gambler. Mrs. Sheely and her sup- 
posed paramour, Harry Walstrom of Buf- 
falo, were arrested yesterday afternoon. 
McFarland asserts that Mrs. Sheedy poi- 
soned her husband after the negro 
sau!lt so as to make sur: of his death.

A RAVING MANIAC. 


Strain Upon the Nerves of Nebraska's 
Ex-Governor Proves Too Much. 


LINCOLN,"Neb., Jan. 19.—The long vigil 
of ex-Governor Thayer during the exciting 
scenes of the opening of the legislature, 
when he remained in his apartments 
eighty hours for the purpose of keeping 
out Governor Boyd, has resulted in adan- 
gerous attack of nervous prostration. 
The ex-governor is a raving maniac, and 
his physicians say his condition is alarm- 
ing. He is nearly 75 years old.

Confederate Veterans Pay Tribute to the 
Memory of Their Opponents’ Leader. 


New York, Jun. 20.—The first angual. 
dinner of the Confederate Veteran Camp 
was held last night at the New York ho- 
tel. Col. Charles Marshall, a member of 
Gen. Lze’s staff, made the speech of the 
evening. In responding to the toast, “In 
Memory of Gen. Lee,” he touched upon 
the final surrender of Lee to Gen. Grant, 
and in concluding said: ‘There is nothing 
in the whole war more magnanimous than 
the conduct of Gen. U. S, Grant at the 
final surrender of the ‘onfederate army. 
Whenever I think of Gen. Lee I think of 
his great opponent, Gen. Grant.” 

These words were received with cheer 
after cheer, and shouts of “Let us build 
his monument!” Thomas A. Youngsprang 
toatable and said he wished to’ pledge 
the energy of every member of the west- 
ern camp tocomplete the monument of 
Gen. Grant. His sentiment was loudly 
applauded. The entire body then rose 
and in silence drank to the inemory of 
this great general of the north. Miss 
Winnie Davis, who graced the banquet 
with her presence, was enthusiastically 
received on entering the banquet hall. 


DEFAULTER WILLIS’ SENTENCE. 


He Will Spend Seven Years of His Life 

in the State Prison at Charlestown. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Jan. 20.—Charles H. 
Willis, the defaulting treasurer of the 
Stockbridge Savings bank, was brought 
before Judge SHarker iu the superior 
court and arraigned on three indictments, 
charging embezzlement. His counsel, 
Hon. John C. Crosby, waived the reading 
of the indictments and Willis pleaded 
guilty to all. One charged $5000, one $4000, 
and a third $2000. District Attorney Hib- 
bard stated the facts of the case and that 
the amount of defalcation woul: probably 
reach $25,000, and said it was his duty to 
ask for seutence on two indictments, 
Willis’ lawyers argued various circum- 
stances for a mild sentence. Judge 
Barker said the fact that Willis had rade 
all possible restitution and shown re- 
pentance would be considered, and sen- 
tenced him‘to four years on cne and three 
on the other indictment, in the state 
prison at Charlestown. 


GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


Jeremiah Sullivan Sentenced to Ten Years 
in Prison for Killing His Wi!+. 
PROVIDENCE, Jan. 2).—The trial of 
Jeremiah Sullivan for the murder of his 
wife, Ellen, began i: the court of common 
plea, Julges Tillinghast and Wilbar on 
the bench. Mrs. Sullivan was found dead 
ou the floor at home, corner of West Ex- 
change and Dale streets, early in the 
evening of Friday, Nov. 21 last, and in an- 
other room was her husband drunk and 
surly. Froma heavy fall the neighbors 
heard it was supposed Sullivan killed his 
wife by felling her to the floor. By ar- 
raugements between defendant’s counsel, 
George J. Webb, and Attorney General 
Slocum, the prisoner was allowed to plead 
guilty of manslaughter. Sullivan was 
sentenced to ten years in prison. 


Heavy Land Vamages Awarded. 

Boston, Jan. 20.—In the superior court 
a verdict of $222,182.79 was returnel for 
plaintiff in the case of the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill corporation vs. city of Bos- 
ton, which was a petition for the assess- 
ment by a jury of the damages occasioned 
by the taking of 176,750 feet of land be- 
longing to the plaintiff, for the purpose of 
widening Commonwealth avenue  be- 
tween Beacon and Malvern streets, under 
an order of the board of street comm’s 
sioners passed Dec. 8, 1887, in which the 
damages for taking the land were assessed 
at $70,000. 


Took a Snowbank for His Couch. 

SHARON, Mass., Jan 20.—John Doyle cf 
this town, while under the influence of 
liquor, wandered away to Stoughton, and 
coming near a house, thought he had 
reached home, undressed himself out of 
doors and laid down to sleep. He was 
discovered and taken to his home and a 
physician called, but his hands and feet 
are so badly frozen that they will have to 
be amputated.

HARTFORD, Jan. 20.—Following is the 
full text of Governor Bulkeley’s proclama- 
tion issued yesterday afternoon: 

State of Comaectieut. By His Excellency 

Morton G. Buikeley, governor: 

A PROCLAMATION, 

It having come to my knowledge that 
certain persons, withoutjauthority of law 
have-combined to demand, take aod hold 
the chief executive officesof this state and 
to perform the funetious thereof, claiming 
possession of said offices under a canvass 
and declaratiou of the senate of this state, 
while the canvass of votes theretor is un- 
der consideration by the general assembly 
for the purpose of ascertaining if any 
persons have been legally elected to suc- 
eeed the piesent incumbents, and such 
claims, demands and attempts to gake 
and hold : said‘offices being uuauthorized, 
illegal and prejudicial to the good order 
and peace of the state and tending to con- 
fusion in the administration of its govern- 
ment; therefore, by authority vested in 
me by the constitution to maintain the 
laws enacted in pursuance thereof, Ido 


bereby command all such persons to 
desist from their unlawful acts 
and from interfering with an 
of such executive cffices, an 


ail citizens of this state not to recognize 
apy acts of such pectoral officers, and 
not to aid or abet them in their unlawful 
acts; and I further give notice that, in the 
absence of any constitational finding and 
declaration by the general assembly of 
the legally chosen executive officers of the 
state, any and every such attempt to en- 
ter upon or perform the duties of said 
offices by any person or persons will be re- 
sisted by all the authority vested in me 
under the constitution and laws of this 
state. 

Given under iny hand and seal at the 
capitol in Hurtford this nineteenth day of 
Jaauary,in the year of our Lord on3 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-one, 
and the independence of the UnitedStates 
the one hundred and fourteenth.

Both houses of the Connecticut general 
assembly meet to-day, and the crisis de- 
veloped by the senate last week in inaug- 
urating the state officers is likely to come 
to ahead then. Governor Bulkeley’s pro- 
clamation warns the persons who have 
taken office in advance of being declared 
elected by the general assembly to refrain 
from acting. Should any of them under- 
take to assume offic ,it is likely that 
force wili be used to prevent. The senate 
is Democratic, and if an attempt is made 
there to oust Mr. Alsop, whom it has de- 
clared lieutenant governor, a scene may 
result. It is intimated that Mr. Alsop 
may purposely be absent, leaving the sen- 
ate’s president pro tem. to occupy the 
chair. 

The house committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the vote for state officers will 
probably report that it has not yet finished 
its work. At noon each house voted for 
United States sevator. The senate has 
ten Democratic majority, and the house, 
as it stands, has fourteen Republican ma- 
jority. The Republicans unanimously re- 
nominated O. H. Platt some time ago. 

The Democratic caucus me! last night, 
but voted to make uo nomin«xtion for sen- 
ator until to-night. This giv-s rise to ru- 
mors of an attempt at a trade against Mr. 
Platt, but the members refuse to talk, ex- 
cept that they agreed to vote as they chose 
in the house. 

In the house, should the contested elec- 
tion committee report in favor of seating 
Mr. Chichester of Wilton, the Republican 
who had the most votes but was not de- 
clared elected because of “for”? on the bal- 
lots, and should the house seat him the 
Republican majority will be 16 instead of 
14. 


NEW YORK’S SENATORSHIP. 


Democrats Nominate Governor Hill and 
the Republicans Senator Evarts. 

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The Democratic joint 
caucus nominated Governor Hill for 
United States senator to succeed Senator 
Evarts. He was nominated by Speaker 
William F. Sheehan, who said the Demo- 
cratic party proposes to signalize the 
great victory of November last by nomi- 
nating for senator in congress a leader of 
genius and courage, a statesman of 
breadth and capacity,a man who more 
than any other contributed to Democratic 
supremacy. Mr. Sheeban made a thirty- 
five minute speech, during which, when- 
ever Governor Hill’s name was spoken, 
there were thunders of applause, and the 
house rang with p!audits when the speech 
was finished. Senator Cantor and several 
other senators and _ representatives 
seconded the nomination, all speaking in 
high eulogy of the candidate. Some of 
the speakers gave assurance that Gov- 
ernor Hill would accept and one ap- 
plauded his presidential aspirations. Mr. 
Sheehan moved the nomination by accla- 
mation, aud the result was hailed with 
applause. The caucus then adjourned. 

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The Republican cau- 
cus renominated William M. Evarts for 
United States senator. 


The North Dakota Contest. 

BISMARCK, N. D., Jan. 20.—This after- 
noon the balloting will be begun for 
United States senator. There are 2% 
Democrats, 6 Independents and 63 Re- 
publicans in the legislature. The Demo- 
crats have caucused and agreed to sup- 
port ex-Secretary M. L. McCormack. The 
fight of the field on the Republican side 
against the re-election of Gilbert A. 
Pierce has been so determined that all 
efforts to hold a Republican caucus thus 
far have failed. It is probable that the 
majority of Democrats, after casting a 
complimentary ballot for McCormack, 
will vote for a low tariff Republican. 


Dr. Gallinger’s Opponent. 

ConcorD. N. H., Jan. 20.—The two 
houses of the legislature will to-day vote 
sepurately for a United States senator, as 
required by the national law. At the 
Democratic caucus, Hon. Harry Bingham 
positively declined to be considered a can- 
didate for another nomination. The cau- 
cus then unanimously nominated for sen- 
ator Hon. Charies A. Sinclair of Ports- 
mouth, now are-etected member of the 
state senate. 


Moody Wins in Sonth Dakota. 
PIERRE, S. D., Jan. 20.—The Republican 
caucus nominated Moody for the United 
States senatorship in South Dakota. Fif- 
teen members were absent from the 


caucus. The Independents decided not to 
make any caucus nomination. There is 
increasing talk of a dark horse with 
Mellette the favorite. 


Hovey in Ohio. 
* INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 20.—The Republicam 
senatorial caucus was brief but exciting. 
On the first ballot Governor Hovey re- 
ceived the nomination by a majority of 
three over Charles W. Fairbanks, who re- 
ceived seventeen votes. 


Chauneey Black. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 20.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the legislature in cau- 
cus nominated ex-Lientenant Governor 
Chauncey F. Black for United States sen- 
ator. 


Colorado’s Choice. 
DEXVER, Jan. 20.—Henry L. Teller was 
unanimously nominated for United States 
senator by the Republican caucus. 


PROVIDENCE STILL SUFFERS. 


Plenty of Work in Repairing Prostrate 
Wires and Broken Poles. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan. 20.—Telegraph, tele- 
phone and other wire service vontinues to 
suffer from the storm. The men who, 
since the storm began its ravages, have 
been hard at work repairing the miscbief, 
find their labors by no means completed, 
but in many cases increased. At the tele- 
phone headquarters it was found that 
from 90 to 100 wires we-e prostrate, throw- 
ing out about 250 subscribers. Some half 
dozen poles were broken. Twenty men 
nave been working hard, and Superin- 
tendent White thinks that everything 
will be in working order by to-night. The 
Long Distance Telephone is suffering 
severely, its New York wires being com- 
pletely gone. The force of the storm 
broke off eighty-one poles beyond Crans- 
ton and a large number inside the city. 
These poles are of cedar and very tall, so 
that they break off comparatively easy, 
much easier than those of the Providence 
Telephone Company, which are of chest- 
nut and shorter. The fire alarm system 
is still more or less impaired, but Super- 
intendent Cloudman and his men are 
making rapid headway in their work. 


DANGEROUS STUFF TO FOOL WITH. 


Five Scientists Have Died After Ex- 
perimenting with G anders Baccilus. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—Further details have 
been learned of Professors Koch’s experi- 
ments with his lymph. They show that 
many thousands of guinea pigs which 
have been inoculated have been cremated 
after the work of vivisiction had been 
completed. The bodies of the animals are 
burned in a huge furnace situated in the 
Hygienic institute. The researches which 
are being carried on with the new remedy 
are atteuded with considerable danger. It 
is reported that five scientists died after 
testing the glanders baccilus and that 
three medical men who were working on 
the cholera microbe subsequently suffered 
from a violent attack of the disease. It is 
explained that Professor Koch and his as- 
sistants owe their immunity from sickness 
to the unceasing precautions which they 
take whiie pursuing their experiments, 


TRAIN WRECKED BY ROBBERS. 


Many Thousands of Dollars in Cash and 
Valuables Secured by Masked Men. 

BRownsvILLE, Tex., Jan. 20.—The train 
on the Rio Grande railroad between here 
and{Point Isabel was wrecked anil robbed 
by fifteen masked men. They placed ob- 
structions on the track,derailed the train, 
held up the passengers and got away with 
about $20,000 in Mexican money which 
was en route for shipment at Brazos by 
the steamboat Morgan to New Orleans. 
The ship’s mail was also taken and pas- 
sengers robbed of moneyand valuables. A 
brakeman was badly injured in the wreck. 
The sheriff and a posse are out scouring 
the country for the robbers, who are 
doubtless safe in Mexico. 


New Ocean Line Contemplated, 

MONTREAL, Jan. 20. — President Van 
Horne and Vice President Shaughnessy of 
the Canadian Pacific railway have re- 
turned here from a trip from St. John, 
N. B. Itis understood that the company 
is considering the advisability of estab- 
lishing aline of fast foreign steamers be- 
tween St. John and Liverpool, and, if sat- 
isfactory accommodations can be arranged 
for, the steamers will be put on to carry 
through freight from China and the west 
to the English markets. 


A New Sort of Swindle. 

Boston, Jan. 20.—Jewelers test watzhes 
by pouring acid on a certain part of the 
rim of the back cover of the timepiece. A 
clever swindler, knowing this, got some 
cheap, gold plated watches and cleverly 
inserted a piece of solid gold in the par- 
ticular part of the rims of the watches 
where the testsare applied. Thus he was 
able to pawn the watches for three times 
their actual value. He disposed of about 
twenty of those watches iu the North Ent. 


Goes to the * Nursery.”’ 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 20.— The supreme 
court has decided inthe case of John B. 
Cady, executor, against the Rhode Island 
Children’s Hospital and Nursery, et al., 
that the $500 bequeathed “tothe children’s 
nursery (so-called) in said Providence, to 
and for its benefits” by the will of Maria 
L. H. Cady, was intended to go to the 
Rhode Island Chiliren’s Hospital aud 
Nursery. and not to St. Mary’s Orphan- 
age.

Now Confront the Military Offi- 
‘cers at Pine Ridge. 


INDIANS SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


They Were Friendlies, and One Was a 
Relative of a Powerfal Chief—Hostiles 
Stirred Up Over the Matter. 


Prise Ripce AGEnNcy, S. D., Jan. 20.— 
When the treacherous whites in Bear 
Butte county wantonly murdered old 
Few Tails last week and wounded his 
squaw, they committed an ontrage that 
came near ruining Gen. Miles’ plans and 
stampeding the 5000 hostiles who are in 
camp here, Few Tails was arelative of 
Young-Man-A fraid-of-His-Horses, the only 
hereditary chief of the great Sioux nation, 
and the most powerful leader amony his 
people. 

Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses dis- 
creetly went to the Crow country when he 
saw how things were going on here on 
the reservation last summer, and it was 


+ only by the urgent pleas of the military 


that he returned with hia band to quell 
the uprising which was beginning to 
spread after the wounded Knee battle. 

The chief came with a strong escort of 
cavalry. He was accompanied by three of 
his best lieutenants.’ He had not been 
kere thirty hours befoie he withdrew the 
hostiles from the warpath and brought 
them simultaneously under the guns of the 
military. 

While he was performing this splendid 
work some white scoundrels ambushed 
six members of his band who were on 
their way to Pine Ridge from Eagle Hunt 
in Bear Butte county, The party con- 
sisted of six bucks, two squaws, twelve 
ponies and two wagons. They carried 
with them a pass from Gen. Brooke 
and assurances from Capt. Taylor that 
they were peaceable. Not a member of 
the little band was painted, and they car- 
ried no ammunition or guns, 

Early on the morning of the lith they 
started on their journey southward. They 
had gone but a short distance when they 
were fired upon from ambush. Few Tails 
fell dead. His squaw was shot in the leg 
and breast, and probably fatally hurt. 

The squaw managed to crawl to the 
bushes, where she hid for the day, before 
setting out on her painful ttamp to Pine 
Ridge, 100 miles away. The rest of the 
Indians abandoned the other wagon and 
fled. 

On the day ofthe murder two young men 
by the hame of Culberison called at the 
camp of Col. Merriam of the Seventh in- 
fantry and admitted that they had killed 
the Indians, but claimed that the band 
had been caught stealing horses. Col. 
Merriam, in his report to Gen. Miles, says 
that this story is untrue,and requests that 
the governor of South Dakota be advised 
of the outrage, so that the murderers may 
be punished. 

When Few Tails’ squaw reached here 
yesterday she began to rave about the 
murder of Few Tails. The Indians who 
were nursing the other wounded Sioux 
quickly spreai the report that a relative 
of the great Young-Man-Afrad-of-His- 
Horses was killed by the whites. Almost 
instantly there was a commotion in the 
hostile camp. 

Scouts reported the situation to Gen. 
Miles, who immediately sent rupners 
after Young Man. When that chief ap- 
peared at headquarters and learned of the 
ingratitude of the whites for the heroic 
work he bad been doing in their beaalf, 
he scowled, and for a few moments re- 
fused to be pacified. 

Meantime the hostiles were saddling up 
their horses on the sides of the buttes and 
heading their cattle. It took all the dip- 
lomacy at the command of Gen. Miles 
and his staff to win back the good will of 
the great chief. Finally, Young-Man- 
Afraid walked away, apparently satisfied 
that the army, at least, was not respon- 
sible for the assassination. 

The assassination has, however, left a 
deeper scare than that inflicted on the 
northern Sioux by the Big Foot battle. 

The situation has now become so com- 
plicated that the quartermaster has or- 
dered twenty days’ additional rations, and 
the troops that were expected to come to 
the agency for a grand review have been 
ordered to remain in camp. This order 
for rations is as heavy as any that has 
been issued since the war began. 

Few Tails was not only a relative of 
Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses, but one 
of the most powerful sub-chiefs at the 
Pine Ridge. {Big Road said that the cow- 


that the squaw of Few Tails was the only 
survivor. 

There was a big uproar in the hostile 
camp last night, the particulars of which 
are not yet definitely known. It was re- 
ported that one of the dare devil Brules 
attempted to start a ghost dance, and, re- 
fusing to stop the demonstration, was 
clubbed to death by Two Strike. Friendly 
Indians admit that Two Strike killed a 
man. One of Capt. Taylor’s Sioux scouts 
was in the camp, when he was set upon by 
a Brule who tried to shoot him. 


Cheyennes Shifted. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Authority has 
been granted to Gen. Miles to transfer 
temporarily, as a military measure, the 
northern Cheyenne band of 500 from Pine 
Ridge to Fort Keogh, Mont. This author- 
ity is granted by the secretary of war, 
with the concurrence of the secretary of 
the inverior. This has been thought tobe 
necessary by Gen. Miles for the protec- 
tion of the Cheyennes, who have been 
serving as scouts against the hostile 
Sioux. 

Favorable to the Grand Trunk. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—George M. Pogue 
and Henry B. Stone, who were appointed 
to arbitrate the question of what differen- 
tial the Grand Trunk railway should be 
allowed on dressed beef shipments from 
Chicago to New England seaboard points, 
by way of Montreal, have decided that 
the Grand: Trunk is entitled to a differen- 
tial of 21-2 cents per 100 pounds by its 
Canada route. This is considereda vic- 
tory for the Grand Trunk. 


The Scheme Didn’t Pay. 
Cuicaco, Jan. 20.—Evanston’s Co-op 
erative Housekeeping association, formed 
on the lines laid down by Edward Bel- 
lamy, has made an assignment in the 
county court.

The secretary of the navy has ordered as 
a mark of respect to the memory of the 
late George Bancroft that the navy de 
partment be draped in mourning for the 
period of thirty days, and that all busi- 
ness be suspended therein on the day of 
the funeral. 

J.C. Bancroft receiveti the following 
telegram from the Emperor of Germany, 
transmitted through the German legation 
in this city: 

S1r—His|Majesty the Emperor and King 
remembering the relations of friendship 
which for muny years existed between his 
majesty, the late Emperor William, and 
the late Hon. George Bancroft as minister 
of the United States to Berlin, has directed 
me to express to vou and to your family 
his most sincere sympathy with the great 
loss which has fallen upon you and upon 
your country. 

The pall-bearers were Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justice Field, Justice Blatchford, 
Senator Evarts, Mr. Bayard, Admiral 
Rodgers, Mr. Spofford, George Curtis and 
John A. King. In accordance with the 
expressed wish of Mr. Bancroft betore he 
died, in which his family concurred, there 
were no military ceremonies in connection 
with his funeral, but the secretary of the 
navy and other principal officers of the de- 
partment attended his funeral in a body. 
Rev. Dr. Douglass of St. John’s church 
conducted the service, which was held at 
St. John’s at 11 a. m.

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STREET FIRES BUILT 


To Keep the Poor of Paris from 
Freezing to Death. 


SUFFERING IN OTHER PLACES. 


Wild Beasts Driven by Cold and Hunger 
Inte Villages—Mr. Dillon Answers The 
Insuppressible’s Charge. 


Panis, Jan. 20.—Dispatches from all 
parts of France, telling of great inconven- 
ience and suffering caused by the intense 
cold weather, are continually being re- 
ceived here. The harbors of Tonlon and 
Laseyne are frozen over for the first time 
on record. The olive crepin the depart- 
ment of Gard is fast being ruined. Whole 
communes in the neighborhood of Per- 
pignan, in the Pyrenees, are cut off fron 
eommunication with the rest of the world, 
and wayfarers in those districts who had 
set out for mountain villages, have been 
found frozen to death. The Algiers mail 
steamer arrived at Port Vendres, on the 
Mediterranean, covered from stem to 
stern with ice and snow, like a ship in 
the Arctic regions. A dispatch from 
Saragossa, in Soain, reports that the mer- 
cury there is at 14 degrees Fahrenheit,and 
that snow is falling. The Seine at its 
confluence with the Oise is jammed with 
pack ice ten feet high. At Nimes wine 
has frozen in cellars. The Loire at Nev- 
ers is frozen over. A large number of 
vessels are ice-bound at Bordeaux, and 
many steamers, to avoid being frozen in, 
have gone down the river to anchor in 
the Verdon roads. 

Packs of wolves and numeaous wild 
boars are invading isolated districts in 
France. The unusually large fall of 
snow aud the terrible severity of the 
weather have cut off their means of sub- 
sistence, and the animals have become 
desperate through hunger and fearlessly 
prowl about the houses, to the great con- 
sternation of the people. 

The same state of affuirs is said to exist 
in Spain, and from Okdiz come reports of 
wolves being killed in the streets of the 
suburbs. Advices have been received 
from Algiers to the effect that the coun- 
try is covered with snow. A snow storm 
is raging in Tunis, and the fall of snow is 
already so heavy that traffic has been 
stopped. 

The chamber of deputies has appropri- 
ated 2,000,000 francs for the relief of peo- 
ple in the towns who are suffering from 
the effects of the severe winter. It is the 
intention of the chamber, later on, to ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the relief of 
sufferers in the country districts.

Frozen to Death in a “Carriage.” #&

The fact will also give the 
American public some ides of the comfort 
of an English railroad carriage. Heavy 
ice has blocked the docks at Newport, in 
Monmouthshire, and it is impossible for 
vessels to either enter or leave the docks. 
A number of vessels that are loaded and 
ready to proceed to sea are compelled to 
await the breaking up of the ice before 
they can sail. 
Gen. Booth to the Front Again, 
Lonpon, Jan.-. 20.—Gen. Booth, the 
leader of the Salvation Army, bas asked 
the lord mayor of London to allow desti- 
tute persons to sleep in the various muni- 
cipal buildings during the present severe 
weather. The general says he will under- 
take to feed everybody thus sheltered,and 
to see that good order is preserved.

HAMBURG, Jan. 20.—A dispatch from 
Kiel says that the Baltic sea, so far as it 
can be seen from Buelk lighthouse, is cov- 
ered with ice.

OF INTEREST TO RAILROADS. 


A Decision Which Gives Thew an Ad- 
vantage Over the Pullman Company. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—Judges Gresham 
and Blodgett devied the application of the 
Pullman Paluce Car company for a tem- 
porary injunction to restrain the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad 
company and the Michigan Central Rail- 
road company from using vestibule face 
plates and equalizer mechanism, said to 
have been invented and. patented by 
George M. Pullman on their Wagner car 
sleeping cars. This same patent was in- 
volved ina suit recently tried in the 
United States circuit court of Massachu- 
setts, before Judge Coit. There it was 
held that the Wagner company and Pres- 
ident Webb were infringing upon Mr. 
Pullman’s rigbts, andan injunction was 
issued against them. Since that time the 
Michigan Central and Lake Shore roads 
have been using the Pullman vestibule, 
merely omitting the springin the face 
plates, which wes covered by the Sessious 
patent. This decision makes it possible 
for any railroad not operating in Massa- 
chusetts to use the Puliman vestibule 
without the Sessions spring, pending the 
final hearing of the case.

A RUSSIAN TRANSACTION 


In Which a Jewish Baron Narrowly Es- 
capes Imprisonment. 


St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 21—A_ well 
known Jewish banker named Baron Ginz- 
burg last week waited on M. Durnovo, 
minister of the interior, and asked him to 
try to alleviate orto postpone the carry- 
ing out of the edict which had been issued 
for the repression of Jews in Russia. 
During the interview the baren handed 
to the minister an envelope containing a 
check for 1,000,000 roubles, payable to the 
order of M. Durnovo and endorsed by the 
Mendelssohus of Berlin. M. Durnovo 
subsequently obtained an audience with 
the czar and gave him the check, telling 
him of the manner in which it had come 
into his pessession. The czar thereupon 
gave orders for the arrest of Baron Ginz- 
burg. The baron declared that the check 
Was not given as a bribe, but as an ordi- 


nary !'arkirg transaction, as the books of 
his fire: w show.

Now is the timeof year when windows 
are closed up to keep out draughts. Just 
the contrary should be adopted. Where 
the Lody is not overheated the draught 
caused by the ordinary incoming of air 
will do infinitely less harm than the im- 
pure air caused by closed windows. The 
way to enjoy pure air in cold weather is 
to turn on the heat when the room gets 
cold, not shut up the windows. Heat 
was invented for use. If the room be- 
comes too warm don’t turn off the heat, 
but open the windows. By that means 
a person who knows anything about ven- 
tilation can have an equable, summer- 
like atmosphere about him all winter 
long. The necessity of open windows is 
doubly apparent where tobacco smoking 
is indulged in, as the smoke is dangerous 
to the breathing apparatus and makes it 
liable to pulmonic troubles.—London 
Lancet. 


The Growth of a New Project. 

The Ladies’ Guide and Chaperon bu- 
reau, opened in New York last winter, 
has found so much work on its hands 
that it is now on the brink of resolving 
itself into a stock company, and using 
its capital to fit a house and add to its 
functions some of those originated by

MAPLE SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


Statement Concerning the Time When 
the Law Goes Into Effect. 


Boston, Jan. 22.—F. E. Orcutt, United 
States internal revenue collector for the 
Third district, has issued the following: 

Numerous inquiries have been made to 
this office by persons intending to engage 
inthe business of making maple sugar 
the coming seasou whether they would be 
entitled to the bounty on sugar produced 
between April 1 and July 1, 1891, under 
the provisions of the act of Oct. 1, 1890. 

The honorable attorney general has 
rendered an opinion that no bounty is 
payable on sugar produced prior to July 
1, 1891, and this office will be governed 
accordinaly 

The expressi mos to the provisions of 

the act taking ¢ifecr Apri) 1, is under- 
stoo! to mean that the law begins to op- 
erate on that date, that before April 1 
there is no authority to issue licenses, but 
that on that date the machinery begins to 
move and application may be then made 
and bonds filed and licenses issued for the 
next ensuing year, commencing July 1, 
1891. 
Maple sugar producers, therefore, who 
intend to make sugar in the spring of 
1892, under the provisions of said act, 
must file their notices and execute the 
bonds between April 1 and Jaly 1, 1891. 
The blank form of notice and application 
for license by sugar producers and of the 
bond required to begin are being prepared 
and will be printed and ready for distri- 
bution by April. 

Regulations aad instructions will be 
issued very soon, and will be furnished 
with the other necessary blanks to the 
collectors of internal revenue districts, 
and persons intending to mauufacture 
sugar and applying for bouuty will be 
able to obtain them upon application to 
the collector of the district in which they 
reside.

upon. Ifa payment in goid clause is re- 
quired by a person taking out a life policy, 
it is inserted, and with it, of course, acor- 
responding provision requiring the pre- 
mium also to be paid in gold by theinsurer 
if demanded.

Concerning Other Food fur Farmers, 


the speaker referred at considerable 
length to butter, and the proper mode of 
making it, the food required for the 
cattle, etc. He strongly advocated the 
making of butter by all farmers, aud ad- 
vised the greatest of carein its production. 
Beans he also considered an important 
and staple article, and one in the cultiva- 
tion of which the greatest care should be 
used. These, together with squashes, are 
the chief foods which are needed by the 
farmer for the winter, and from which, 
with very little labor, the farmer’s wife 
may quickly get up a first-class dinner. 

The next speaker was W. W. Rawson 
of Arlington, a member of the state board 
of agriculture, and the largest market 
gardener in New England. Mr. Rawson’s 
address covered various branches of mar- 
ket gardening, and he gave many valua- 
dle;hints, both as to profitable produc- 
tion and mode of cultivation. 

“This market gardening, said he, “has 
increased more in the last ten years than 
any other branch of agriculture. There 
are now many engaged in it who do not 
understand it, fand for this reason succéss 
depends more upon the man than on any- 
thing else. Heshould fit himself for the 
business and then he will be sure 
of success. But some may ask, 
How can this be done. My answer is— 
Get a good school education, and, if time 
will allow, go through the agricultur al 
college. Then go to work for some one 
who understands the business for five 
years atleast. Ifaman has been atten- 
tive to his business and saving, he may 
now have at his command perhaps $1000. 
With this he can hire a small place near 
some large city, where there isa good 
market and land is cheap, and get a good 
start in about five years more. He may 
increase his stock of sash and hothouses 
as fast as his funds will allow, and a little 
faster, perhaps, and at the end of ten 
years he will be surprised to find himself 
worth $10,000 at least, and everything 
ready for doing business. 

“The time has come when, to be a mar- 
ket gardener or a farmerpthe man 

Mast Be Educated for It, 

and the more brains and common sense 
he has the greater will be his success. I 
never saw a successful man in any kind of 
business who did not spend from twelve 
to fifteen hours a day at it for the first 
ten to twenty years of bis business career, 
and what business is there at present that 
will give better return for the money and 
time irvested than market gardening or 
farming. We may not get rich, but we 
can have anice farm and buildings and 
everything to go with them. and pay all 
our billsand have something left every 
year. Iworked night and day for my 
success, . 

“The location of a farm for market gar- 
dening should be «n slope to the east, 
south or west, slopiug because it inclines 
to the sun and is better for irrigation, 
and toward these points because they are 
warmer than a northerly slope. The soil 
should be sandy loam, with a few acres of 
low land if it can be had; but one acre of 
upland of the right kind is worth two of 
the low. ‘Ten acres of land is sufficient in 
most cases. It will take about $5000 to 
stock that in good shape for the business; 
this stock will consist of three horses, 
with wagons and harnesses, 200 cords of 
manure, 500 sashea, one greenhouse. This 
may possibly exceed the amount of capi- 
tal a very little. 

“Twenty cords of good manure to the 
acre will grow niost any crop that can be 
grown, and in some cases two crops to one 
application. If the land had been worked 
for.a long time, some fertiiizer may be ap- 
plied for the second crop when partly 
grown; it shoulda be whatever material the 
crop is mostly composed of, and shoul:! be 
applied when the crop is about half 
grown. It may be applied broadcast or in 
the rows as the crop may be arranged,and 
never lessthan half a ton to the acre. [| 
believe in liberal application of manures 
and fertilizers, because I believe in 
Liberal Feeding of Plants 


as well as avimals. If plants are well 
supplied with che proper nourishment 
they will show it, anda plant or animal 
that is well fed is moreeasily taken care 
of than one that is not, and if there is any 
profitin a crop it is always in a good one, 

“Tt is always difficult to get reliable 
men in this business. Ihave found that 
by keeping a large number of menit is 
easier to get good help, and by keeping 
therh allthe year it is still easier. But 
the oid saying, that “good men are 
scarce,” is as true in this business as in 
any other.”

DAMAGE BY STORMS. 


Sudden Freshets Cause Censter- 
nation in Many Places. 


NEW ENGLAND IS DRENCHED. 


Palmer and Grcat Barrington Get a Good 
Share of the Sterm—Part of Bizmipg- 
ham, Cenn., Under Water—Much Dam- 
age from Floods in New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


PALMER, Mass., Jan. 23.—The rain has 
done considerable damage inthis section. 
The river rose six feet, and many houses 
and barns and cellars along the banks are 
flooded. The main road to Monson is 
two feet under water and paeked with ice 
cakes. A mile east of the village the road 
to Springfield is under water, and the 
floating ice has cutoff telephone poles 
and dropped them across the highway. 

At Three Rivers it is feared that the 
bridge of the New London Northern rail- 
road may be carried away. Two miles 
east of the village the tracks of the Bos- 
ton and Albany ra‘lroad are eighteen 
inches uneer water. Many cellars in this 
place are flooded, and the water is five 
feet deep in the basement of the Union 
Passenger station. Roads are badly 
washed, and the dam at the reservoir of 
the Palmer Water company came near 
being washed out. There was a washout 
on the New London Northern road a mile 
north of this village, but it was discovered 
in time to prevent accident. One man 
had a narrow escape from drowning 
while trying to wade through Commercial 
street, being rescued just as the water was 
taking him cff his feet. 

Great Barrington Flooded. 

GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., Jan. 23.— 
The heavy rain worked considerable de- 
struction in portions of this village. 
About 11 o’clock the water came pouring 
down from the hill west of the village, 
and in a short time thesewers were choked 
up. The water set back into the cellars, 
aud as the freshet continued cellars on the 
west side of Railroad street and the west 
side of Main street were filled to a depth 
of six to eight feet. The water swept 
down so suddenly that merchants had no 
opportunity to remove their goods, and 
many hundred dollars’ worth were ruined. 

In some cellars the water rose to ths 
level of the sidewalks, pouring #iurough 
the gratings into the street. The fire de 
partment was set at work t,amping out 
the cellars containing the~most valuable 
gools. Cellars of private residences were 
filcoded and furnace -fjres extinguished, 
The Housatonic track at the lower end of 
the village was submerged to a depth of a 
foot, aud the tniddle road to Sheffield coy- 
ered with 8ryeral feet of water. 


IN CONNECTICUT. 


Dastrous Kffects of the Freshet in the 


Neighborhood of Birmingham, 


NEW HAVEN, Jan. 23,—The unusually 
heavy rain storm of the past two days has 
caused a flood at Birmingham. Early 
yesterday morning the water 1n the{Housa- 
tonic and Naugatuck rivers began rising 
and by noon seven feet of water was fall- 
ing over the dam. The meadows were 
flooded, as wasthe Derby driving park. 
Large quantities of lumber floated down 
the stream and over the dam and lodged 
against the railroad threstle. 

A gang of six men who were at work on 
the railroad bridge, which was wrecked 
in last week’s flood, had a very narrow 
escape from being swept from the pier. 
All of the factories were closed down at 
noon and large crowd gathered along 
the river. 

Faers were entertained thatthe dam- 
would not withstand the pressure, so Fore- 
man Curley of the Water company sta- 
tioned sentinels along the river at 6 
o’clock and arranged to have an alarm 
sounded in case of danger so that the peo- 
ple could seek places of safety. 

At 74:5 p. m. the gate house of the west 
end of the long dam began to waver and 
the danger signal was at once given. Five 
minutes after the signal was sounded the 
gate house was twisted round by a large 
body of pack ice and this movement was 
closely followed by the giving away ofa 
sestiou of the dam, three feet in. depth 
and about 300 feetin length. Just before 
thedam gave way the gauge showed seven 
feet ten inches of water going over the 
dam. The gong continued to sound and 
the people rushed from their houses amid 
great excitement,but the immense volume 
of water rushed down the river without 
doing neariy so much damage as had been 
feared. 

The water mill and Albert Daggett’s 
postal card factory were the heaviest 
losers. Two hundred feet of the Housa- 
tonic railroad trestle was carried away at 
the same spot asin last week’s flood. A 
pile driver was swept down the river, and 
tavo men had tw save themselves. There 
isnew four feet of water on the Derby 
railroad tracks, and trains have stopped 
running. 

Reports were circulated that the Sey- 
mour dam had also given way, but this 
story proved untrue. A number of fac- 
tories will be compelled to close through 
lack of water in the canal. At midnight 
the worst wus over, the water being on 
the decline. Hundreds of people are 
fiocking to the scene and great excite 
ment prevails. So farno accidents huve 
been reported. The dam, which was built 
in 1870, was 500 feet long and 22 feet deep. 
It cost $1,000,000 to build it. 

In Shelton, Miss May Schillinger was 
blown down by the force of the wind and 
rendered unconscious, and in Birming- 
tam Capt. Robert May was blown over 
and severely injured. 

In McDermott’s saloon at Derby the 
water rose level with the bar. 

In Waterbury many cellars were flooded 
and considerable damage was done. A 
train on the Derby road was stalled be- 
tween Ansonia and Birmingham, the 
water extinguishing the fire, and anotber 
train standing at the depot had to pull 
out suddenly to avoid the same trouble. 


BRIDGES CARRIED AWAY. 


People in s Flooded New York Village 
Com pelled te Go About in Boats. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 23—High 
water did serious damaggin this county. 
Adam at Hibernia, on Wapping creek, 
broke about 4 o’clock, adding the water of 
large pond tothe already swollenstream. 
{The rush of ice and water struck the 
large iron bridge on the Central New 

land and Western railroad just be 

w the dam, and moved it ouc of line, 
stopping trains. An iron highway bridge 
was destroyed and part of the mill as 
Hibernia was torn away. At Pleasant 
Valley, a few miles below, the lower floos 
of the cotton mill was flooded. The 
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people of the village were driven into the 
second stories of their houses, and were 
only able to get about in boats, but no 
property was carried away. Two or three 
bridges were carried away on the New 
York and Massachusetts road, near 
Pine Plains. : 


“GORGE IN THE SUSQUEHANNA. 


It is Twenty-Seven Miles Long, and Wyo- 
ming Valley is in Danger. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Jan. 23.—A_ terrific 
rain storm swept over the Wyoming 
Valley yesterday morning, continuing 
until 3 p..m. and working extensive dam- 
age in the low lying districts. Over one- 
third of thiscity is now under water and 
traffic is completely suspended on the 
Scott street extension of the suburban 
street railway. Along Canal and North 
Washington streets every cellar is flooded 
to the first floors. The steam heating 
plant is completely submerged. The gorge 
in the Susquehanna now. extends from 
Tunkh annock to Nanticoke, a distance of 
twenty-seven miles, and it is feared that 
the storm may cause the river to back up 
and flood the valley from end to end. 


MOVED BY JEALOUSY. 


A Brockton Womarp Seeks to Kill Her- 
self and Her Three Chijdren. 


BROCKTON, Mass., Jan. 23.—Mrs. Lud- 
wig Anderson, wife of Louis An lerson, 
purchased u drachm of morphine and 
when her husband left for his work she 
mixed the entire quantity, and, dividing 
it into four parts, gave one each to her 
three children, aged 5,4 and 2 years, and 
took the fourth drink herself. Sbe then 
retired to her chamber, taking the chil- 
dren with her, with the intention of never 
waking up again. 

Her brother, by mere accident, returned 
to the house, and, finding all quiet, pro- 
seeded to investigate, and on entering his 
zister’s room, found her and her children 
in a stupor. He called for assistance. 
After heroic efforts the mother and chil- 
dren were brought to consciousness, but 
rapidly sank again and are now expected 
todie atany moment. Thecause attrib- 
uted for Mrs. Anderson’s rash act is. that 
of jealousy. She consulted a rmiedium, 
who told her that her husband was keep- 
ing company with other women, and she 
resolved to commit sui¢ide. 


NEWS FRGM PINE RIDGE. 


Big Batch of Troops Ordered from the 
Field~No Disturbances Reported. 


PINE Rince, Jan. 23.—Tue troops of the 
department of the Missouri now in the 
field were ordered by Gen. Miles to pro- 
ceed to their several stations, except Capt.

“Shall this woman,” said Col. Fuller, 
closiug his appeal, “be thrown from her 
position as the lawful widow of Hamilton 
back into the slums from which Hamilton 
took her, and will the court say that she 
is to be deprived of her right of dower 
and sent back to the old life?”

BOYD IS ON’ TOP. 


Adherents of Powers and Thayer in the 
Nebraska Muddle Receive a Setback 
from the Supreme Ceurt. 


Lrxcoun, Neb., Jan. 23.—The triangular 
contest over the governorship of Nebraska 
has reached an interesting stage. 

The Independents had been endeavoring 
to proceed with the Powers-Boyd guber- 
natorial fight without recognizing Mr. 
Boyd as governor, and withont presenting 
the call for the joint convention to him 
for signature. Wednesday the whole 
matter was submitted to the court for 
settlement, and yesterday the court 
handed down a decision: declaring that 
under the constitution of the state no 
joint convention can be held unless it has 
been ordered by a regular resolution, 
which must pass both houses and receive 
the approval of the governor. This deci- 
sion has caused the greatest consternation 
among the Independents. 

They must now pass another resolution, 
which will take six days to do, and if the 
governor refuses to sign the resolution, 
under the supreme court decision no con- 
test can be held, and Mr. Boyd will re 
main in the chair. 


SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds That the Duke of 
Bedford Committed Suicide. 

Lonpon, Jan. 23.—The coroner’s jury 
which has been investigating the death of 
the Duke of Bedford has formally ren- 
dered a verdict to the effect that the duke 
died from a bullet wound through his 
heart, and that he committed suicide 
while suffering from temporary insanity 
during an attack of pneumonia. The 
whole affair is shrouded in mystery. Five 
days elapsed before the duke’s death was 
registered and the newspapers join in cen- 
suring the attempts of the various public 
officials concerned to hush the matter up. 
The body of the duke was cremated after 
the inquest, which was conducted in 
secret.

Run on a Kansas City Bank Ended —

Kansas CITY, Jan. 23.—The run oa the 
Kansas City Safe Deposit and Savings 
bank, caused by its occupying quartets in 
the same building with the American 
National bank, which suspended last 
Monday, has ended. Since Monday the 


| savings bank has paid out $150,000 to de- 


positors and was prepared to pay the fall 
amount of deposits, $900,000. 

The Central bank has been absorbed by 
the Merchants’ National bank, which will 
pay allclaims and receive all funds and 
accounts. The bank was entirely solvent 
and went out of business simply because 
its profits were too small to pay an ad- 
equate interest on the $100,000 capital 
stock. 


FIRST CASE ON RECORD. 


A Patient Cut Open for the Purpose of 
Injecting the Koch Lymph. 


BERLIN, Jan. 23.—At the charity hos- 
pital Professor Sonneburg exhibited a 
consumptive patient whom the doctors 
had cut open in order that Koch lymph 
might be injected in the cavity in a dis- 
eased lung. The professor said that the 
patient, who was in au advanced stage of 
the disease, had been making rapid pro- 
gress toward recovery since the operation 
was performed. This is the first case in 
which a patient has been operated upon 
with the knife for the purpose of injecting 
lymph.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The special 
house committee on the silver pool ex- 


amined Senators Stewart, Teller and Wol- 
cott.

Senator Stewart said he had talked 


frequently with various persons about the 


silver question and in the senate and else- 
where had opposed legislation for the 
purchase of the 12,000,000 ounces of silver 
said to be accumulated in New York, on 
the ground that it would have the appear- 
ance of passing a special act of congress to 
relieve those persons who had purchased 
silver. He had frequently said that those 
who had gone into the speculation must 
take care of themselves. What he in- 
sisted on was permanent legislation which 
would stop speculation by keeping the 
price steady. He had made no reference 
in his conversations to any members of 
congress and knew nothing with regard 


to persons who had speculated io silver.

sold his product. He had not for several 
years been interested iu any silver mine, 
either directly or indirectly. It might be 
that he held title to some abandoned 
silver mines, but he would sell all his in- 
terest for $10.

He had never heard it men- 
tioned in the cloak rooms. As to him- 
self, he had not since he had been in the 
senate speculated in any way. He wished 
he was as innocent as his colleague 
about speculation and gambling of that 
kind but, unfor tunately, he had known 
something of it, to his sorrow. , But, he 
repeated, since he had been in the senate 
he had nothing to do withit. As tosil- 
ver mines, he was, upfortunately, the 
owner of some mines which had not pro- 
duced for some time.

Complaints had come 
to us“in so many ways, and with such 
definite charges, that we sent a trusty, fear- 
less man to look up the facts. Of the facts 
there can be no question. Before allowing 
the statements to be given the public, how- 
ever, we sought an explanation from those 
in authority, and became personally satis- 
fied that it was a case, of which there are 
all too many, in which the unfortunate are 
treated in a heartless manner, while the 
management is shielded by the distinguished 
men upon the board of trustees, who give 
little or no attention to their duties. It 
seems to be parallel to the case of eminent 
bank directors who do not direct, and in 
whom the public has no interest until the 
undirected agents wreck the bank. It is 
simply an outrage for any man to be en- 
trusted with the use of charitable funds 
who can talk of those for whom he is sup- 
posed to provide comfortably as one of these 
men has spoken in our presence. Our com- 
demnation is based, not on the reports of 
the suffering inmates, nor on the observed 
condition of things alone, but rather on the 
tone of the conversation of the man to 
whom we looked as the highest representa- 
tive of the sentiment and wisdom behind 
the management. This is an evil that will 
not down until the flag floats over the naval 
veterans, until the sick and aged are better 
cared for, until the building is made reason- 
ably comfortable, until it shall be possible 


for comrades to know the graves of their | 


dead, until these men are spoken of re- 
spectfully, at least decently, by those who 
are entrusted with the responsibility of the 
management of the home and its funds.”

THE SAILORS’ HOME. 


The Kearsarge Naval Veterans’ Association 
Investigating. 


Lieutenant William Daley of the Kear- 
sarge Naval Veterans’ Association says 
the exposure of the management of the 
National Sailors’ Home at Quincy is no 
surprise. The Traveller publishes the fol- 
lowing statement made by him: 

‘*For the past six months the Kearsarge 
Association has been aware of the con- 
dition of things at this institution, and we 
have been doing considerable work about 
it. Lieuteaant William Abbot, a promi- 
nent member, has visited the home several 
times as you visited it, unknown to Faxon, 
and has talked with the old men down 
there. His reports of the place tally with 
yours exactly. Our association has, 
through a committee, had conferences with 
the trustees, but with no hetter satisfaction 
than that they have promised an investiga- 
tion that has never occurred. 

“Tam glad the Traveller is going to let 
daylight into this place, and I propose, at 
our meeting Thursday night, to offer a 
motion that a committee of our organiza- 
tion be appointed to co-operate with the 
Traveller in this work.” 


Henry Bond's Charges. 


The Traveller also prints the charges of 
Henry Bond as follows: 


“T wish it understood that I have not at 
anytime connived or conspired with any 
inmate or employe, male or female, in 
reference to the charges I now make. I 
only ask that when the proper time comes 
they speak the truth. A man named John 
Devoy entered the home in June, 1886, 
while I was an inmate. The man was 
suffering from consumption and was placed 
in the hospital. He remained there seven 
or eight days, and was a rather troublesome 
patient, but not one of the other patients 
complained. A room ten feet away from 
the hospital was occupied by a Miss Bab- 
cock. She complained about Devoy and he 
was ordered to be removed to a place oc- 
cupied as a store room over the smoking 
room. While the master-at-arms, the 
hospital nurse and a man named Law- 
rence McGivern, were removing this un- 
fortunate fellow he became unconscious at 
the foot of the stairs. This so alarmed the 
three men that they concluded to take 
Devoy back to the hospital at once, I 
happened along at the time and saw the 
servant girl crying about what she said 
was the cruel treatment of the poor man, 
and holding a bottle of holy water in her 
hand. When the men got back to the 
hospital, Devoy was dead. I heard the 
inmates complain of the treatment of 
Devoy, and I saw the room it was proposed 
to take him tc. I would not consider 
it a fit place fora sick man. I want to ask 
who is responsible for the removal of a 
man in such a condition, and to sucha 
room as that was, right over a smoking 
room that is filled with smoke continually? 

‘*T applied for my discharge in the spring 
of 1887 and remained out of the home 
until October, 1888, when I returned on ac- 
count of a broken leg I received on board 
ship. When I was again in the home I 
inquired for some of my old shipmates and 
friends, and was informed that several of 
them had died. I inquired particularly for 
old Master-at-Arms Hawes, and was told 
that he died. It appears that he was sent 
to stow ice in the ice house attached to the 
home on a very cold day, when the mer- 
cury was below zero. He complained of 
sickness right afterwards, and died, the in- 
mates say, from cold and exposure. He 
was in no condition, in the first place, to 
do that work, for he was the victim of a 
rupture. 

An Inmate's Will Ignored. 


‘*T also inquired for Andrew Benson, and 
was told of his death. Shortly before he 
died he was granted a pension and arears 
amounting to several hundred dollars. But 
just previous to his death he got one of the 
patients in the hospital to write out a 
will, in which he granted his niece, a Mrs. 
Helen Thompson, of Gloucester, Mass., 
from $250 to $300. He informed Supt. 
Faxon of his wish. 

“About eight months after, while I was 
employed as master-at-arms, I received a 
letter from Mrs. Thompson addressed to her 
uncle, who had been dead so long. Ire- 
ported the receipt of the letter to Mrs. 
Faxon, and she ordered me to destroy it. 
I did not destroy the letter, but opened it, 
and found out by the contents that the 
woman was a widow with two children, 
was not even notified about the death of 
her uncle, nor had she received the money 
jeft her in his will. 

“T hope Faxon ean account for this 
money. I want to know what became 
of it.” 

The Lepcrer has begun a personal in- 
vestigation, the result of which will soon 
be made public.

The Visit of Chief Engineer Stearns’ to! A Movement to Extend the Service to All 


Proposed Water Supply. 

F. B. Stearns, Chief Engineer of the 
State Board of Health, and the party who 
accompanied him yesterday for an official 
inspection of the source of the proposed 
water supply for the city, were first shown 
the site for the proposed reservoir 
on Pine Hill. It is situated about one-third 
ofa mile south of the West Quincy village; 
on the easterly side of the road leading to 
Braintree, and only a short distance from 
the old place, Purgatory

feet above the city base. 

They next went by the Ebenezer Harmon 
place, now occupied by Mr. Forsaith, to 
the water-shed on the southerly slope of the 
Blue Hills, and the meadows near the 
outlet of Braintree Great Pond.

After exam- 
ining the outlet of Great Pond, and the 
meadows below, the party went up the 
valley to the Blue Hill river; and across 
the Randolph turnpike near the junction 
of the Taunton turnpike.

DRIVEN FROM HOME. 


People Living on Low Cauds in the Em- 
pire State Flooded Out. 

Ronpovut, N. Y., Jan. 24.—Rondout, 
Walkill and Esopus creeks have swollen 
to immense proportions aud the waters 
are still continuing to rise rapidly. 
Houses, stores, barns and outbuiliiegs 
are flooded, and much of their contents 
destroyed. The situation at Eddyville is 
alarming. The immenseice jam which 
formed last week causes the water to back 
up aad flood the village to a depth of sev- 
eral feet. The people have fied from 
their homes and sought safety on higher 
ground. The ground floor of the hotel, a 
quarter of a mile from the creek, is cov- 
ered with water to a depth of three feet.

Much damage is again being wrought. 

TRIBES HILL, N. Y., Jan. 24.—As the re- 
sult of anice gorge, the Mohawk river at 
Fort Hunter overflowed its banks, and 
the residents of the place, living along its 
banks, have been driven from their 
homes. The water is still rising and there 
is much excitement. Should the ice come 
over the banks great damage must result. 
Acres of flats are under water at Mill 
Point, the water being up to the second 
story of some of the dwellings. There is 
alsoan ice gorgein Schoharie creek at 
Mill Point. 


TROOPS LEAVING PINE RIDGE. 


Exposure Has Brought on Much Sick- 
ness Among the Militia. 

Pine Rupes, S. D., Jan. 24.—Two troops 
of the Eighth cavalry have left here for 
Fort Mead. The Severth cavalry and 
also Capt. Capron’s battery started for 
Rushville and will finish the march in 
two days, when they will be joined by the 
sick and wounded. The cavaliry’s winter 
camp will be pitched on the Rushville read 
about six miles from the agency.

A CHANGE FOR THE WORST. 


Death of California’s Rich Senator May 
Be Expected Very Soon. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—Dr. Ward of 
New York, a personal friend of Senator 
Hearst, and one of his attending physi- 
cians, said last night that Senator Hearst 
had taken a turn for the worse aud was 
sinking fast. In addition to his stomach 
trouble urgsmic poisoning, due to;the fail- 
ure of the kidneys, has become manifest. 
Up to Thuraday he had been gaining 
strength rapidly, and his return to health 
had been hoped for. With this new com- 
plication his recovery is impossible, and 
his death may be expected withina few 
days. 


Settled by Apologies. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 24.—Dr. Charles K. D. 
Tanner, M. P., (anti-Parnellite) has aban- 
doned his intention of bringing a libel ac- 
tion against Mr. Parnell for the latter’s 
reference to him in speeches made during 
the recent campaign in North Kilkenny. 
Mr. Parnell apologized to Dr. ‘Tanner 
for what he terms “heated words” he ap- 
plied tothe doctor at Kilkenny; while 
Dr. Tanner has apologized to his former 
leader for similar utterances, but with the 
understanding that he still maintaius bis 
political opposition to Mr. Parnell. 


Satisfied with Coast Settlements. 

BERLIN, Jan. 24.—The Post announces 
that the government has ‘decided not to 
support Emin Pasha’s plan for the estab- 
lishment of anew German province on 
the shores of Victoria Nyanza, being con- 
vinced that the German protectorate in 
East Africa should be confined to coast 
territories. 


WILD RUMORS RIFE. 


Excitement Over the Death of 
King Leopold’s Heir. 


WHOLE COUNTRY IN MOURNING 


Hints That He May Have Lost His Life 
as the Result of an Intrigue—State- 
ments of the Court Physicians—Hom- 
errhage Csused Death. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 2%.—Prince Baudoutn, 
nephew of King Leopold, and heir to the 
throne of Belgium, is dead. The cause of 
his death is alleged to have been an at- 
tack of bronchitis. 

The death of the prince has causeda 
tremendous sensation and creates con- 
sternation in ail classes in Brussels. 
There are all sorts of rumors circulating, 
as the public was entirely umaware that 
the prince was dead. 

These rumors grew inimport as the day 
progressed. It was openly asserted that 
the death of the prince Was a repetition 
of the sai circumstances surrounding the 
death of the Archduke Rudolph, the heir 
to the Austrian throne who met his 
death in such a mysterious Manner on 
Jan. 30, 1889. It added that a beautiiul 
German governess, who had been recently 
banished from the Belgium court by order 
of King Leopold, had been in some way 
cennected with the death of Prince Ban- 
douin. In any case the death of Prince 
Baudouin is surrounded with mystery 
and speculation. 

The court physicians, in the death cer- 
tificate, announce that Prince Baudouin’s 
death was caused by hemorrage, follow- 
inga severe attack of bronchitls. The 
physicians also assert that the prince 
caught a chill while watching at the bed- 
side of his sister. But these statements 
are far from convincing the people that 
the real cause of the death of the prince 
has been given to the public and the 
startling rumors already referred to are 
popularly believed to be founded on a 
solid basis of fact of some description. 

Telegrams and imessages of condolence 
with the royal family of Belgium are 
reaching Brussels from all parts of; Eu- 
rope, among the dispatches received being 
words of sympathy from Queeu Victoria 
and the Prince and Princess of Wales. 

Prince Baudouin Leopold Phillippe 
Marie Charles Antoine Joseph Louis was 
the son of the Count of Flanders, brother 
of King Leopold, and was born in this 
city on June 3, 1869. The three children 
of Leopold are all daughters and the two 
next oldest children of Phillippe are girls. 
The fourth cnild,therefore,of Phillippe, Al- 
bert Leopold, who was born April 8, 1875, 
becomes now the heir to the throne. 

The news of the prince’s death was 
withheld from his sister the Princess 
Henrietta, a beautiful girl about 20 years 
of age, who isdangerously sick from in- 
flammation of the lungs. The paiace of 
the Count of Flanders, where the prin- 
cess resides, is surrounded by a strong 
force of police, who are doing their ut- 
most to prevent the unusual noise inte 
streets from arousing the suspicions of 
the suffering princess. 

The death of Prince Baudouin has 
plunged the whole country, and especially 
the city of Brussels, into mourning. Fu- 
neral decorations inthe shape of crape, 
black flags and other mourning emBlems 
are being displayed everywhere through 
the city. During the course of the after- 
noon further details concerning the death 
of the young prince were furnished from 
official circles. According to these details 
Prince Baudouin bad for som: time past 
been suffering from influenza, but in spite 
of the remonstrances of his puysicianus he 
insisted upon passing his nights recently 
at the bedside of his sister, Princess Hen- 
riette. On Monday last the prince in- 
sisted upon going for adrive. He caught 
a fresh cold and on Wednesday was 
forced to take to his bed. Thursday his 
condition had become more serious, but 
at the same time did not seem to have 
been such as to cause any alarm. 

During Thursday afternoon an unfav- 
orable change was noticed in the prince, 
and as the evening drew near his condi- 
tion caused his attendants grave appre- 
hepsions. Finally, toward night time 
the last sacraments of the Roman Catholic 
church were administered. Following 
this, the prince was attacked by high 
fever and was in danger of lapsing into 
delirium. King Leopold and Queen Maria 
were summoned to the priuce’s beside, 
and, finally, the ministers and chiefs of 
the royal household were sent for. They 
were in attendance during al!l the latter 
part of the night. At 100’clock the prince 
was subjected to the operationof cupping, 
but with no resu:t. Shortly before mid- 
night the attending physicians pronounced 
the prince to be dying. His respirations 
became weaker and weaker until a sud- 
den flow of blood from the lungs suffo- 
cated him. The exact hour of the prince’s 
death is announced to be 1:45 a. m. The 
Princess Henriette is said to be in a worse 
condition. 

The latest and most probable version 
of the cause of the prince’s death is that 
it was due to the complication of small- 
pox, bronchitis and haematuria. The 
populace are enraged at what they term 
the blundering of unsuspecting doctors, 

It now transpires that Prince Paudouin 
was upon the point of being betrothed to 
his cousin, Princess Clementina, the third 
and youngest daughter of his uncle, 
King Leopold. The Princess Clementiua 
was bori at the Castle of Laeken on July 
20, 1872. All the theatres and public in- 
stitutions are closed and will remain 
closed until after the funeral, which will 
take place from the Royal palace at 
Laeken, in South Brabant. Parliament 
has also adjourned. 

In the chember of deputies Premier 
Beernaert, on behalf ofthe ministry, ex- 
pressed the sentiments of the house in re- 
g2rd to the death of Prince Baudouin. He 
said that the members shared in the griet 
of King Leopold and his family over the 
sad affair. The president of the chamber 
and the leaders of the right and left con- 
curred in the expressions of regret and 
sympathy, and the house then adjourned 
as asign of mourning for the dead prince. 
The body of Prince Baudouin has 
been embalmed and now lies in state in 
the palace.

Arrest of Medium George—Desth of Mrs. 

Anderson and One of the Children. 

BgockKTON, Mass., Jan. %—Edith An- 
derseon, the second eldest daughter of the 
Anderson family,‘and her mother, have 
died from the effects of the morphine ad- 
ministered by the mother. The other two 
children are in a precarious condition. 
Mr. George, the Spiritualistic medium, 
who told Mrs. Anderson that her husband 
was unfaithful to her, which information 
caused the tragedy, was arrested. Officer 
Appleton is the complainant, and the 
warrant wasissuec after consultation be- 
tween Judge Reed and Clerk Goddard.

FORTY-EIGNT DEATHS. 


Explosion i» a Russian Coal Mine Caused 
by a Cigarette Smoker. 


Lonpoy, Jan. 24.—Further details have 
been received here of the colliery explosion 
at Jusovka depot, near Charkov, Russia. 
The explosion caused a fire in three pits. 
Theowners and manavers of the mines 
tried to descend into the burning pits, but 
the fumes of gas compelled them to de- 
sist. Eventually a rescuing party entered 
the mines and after considerable labor 
and danger brought to the surface the 


dead bodies of twenty-cicht miners. ‘They 
also rescued ninety-one men who were in 
an unconscious condition. The latter 


were all badly burned and bruised and 
twenty of them subsequently succumbed 
to theirinjuries. itis said that the ex- 
plosion was caused by a man lighting a 
cigarette. 


SORELY IN NEED.

The population as returned in 
1880 is also given for the purpose of com- 
parison. The population of the state for 
1890 is 2,238,943, an increase of 455,853, or 
25.57 per cent. since 1880, the population 
at that time being 1,783,085. ‘lhe follow- 
ing summary by counties is presented, 
showing, in addition to the popuiation for 
1890, the number and per centage of in- 
crease during the decule.

JUDGE HAMILTON’S CHARACTER 


&ssailed by Witnesses at Biddeford— 
They Claim He Was Drunk. 


Saco, Me., Jan. 24.—The sensation pre- 
dicted in the supreme court by counsel 
for the defense in the false imprisonment 
suit of Deputy Sheriff James W. Small of 
Saco vs. City Murshal Fred A. Tarbox of 
Biddeford, ‘came in the introduction of 
evidence assailing the character of a Bid- 
deford court official. 

One of the allegations of the piaintiff’s 
writ was that Small, after his arrest on 
the day of the Biddeford city election, 
was detained in the police station an un- 
reasonable lengthof time. The charge 
was met by evidence on the part of 
the defense alleging, as areason of the 
delay, that Judge Charles S. Hamilton of 
the Biddeford municipal court was intoxi- 
cated on the day in question, and could 
not be found in the court room when the 
marshal was in search of warrants against 
the imprisoned deputy sheriffs 

Several witnesses t:stified as to the 
judge’s condition on election day. Judge 
Hamilton, who wus called in rebuttal by 


the plaintiff, denied that he was intoxi- | 


cated on the day in question. The case 
will probably go to the jury late this 
afternoon. The jury is said to be com- 
posed of rine Republicans and three 
Democrats.

MURDER SUSPECTED. 


A New Hampshire Milkman Found 
Dead in His Barn. 


HARD STRUGGLE TOOK PLACE, 


According to the Appearance of the Dead 
Man’s Wounds—The Body Discovered 
by His Wife—Two Arrests Made. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 24.—Eldridge 
Reed, a milk dealer, residing near Cap- 
tain’s Pond, in North Salem, N. H., was 
found dead in kis barn. It was supposed 
at first that he had committed suicide or 
had died of heart failure. The body was 
found by Mrs. Reed at about 3:30 a. m., 
as it was his custom to go out to feed his 
cattle and milk his cows. In passing 
|ulong she stumbled over something 
which proved to be the body of her hus- 
| band. 

At first she did not suppose it was her 
husband, and ran back tothe house to 
call for him. Getting no response she 
hastily entered his room and found the 
bed empty. The truth then flashed upon 
her, and she ran to the house of the near- 
est neighbor, William Haseltine, and gave 
| the alarm. Dr. Presby and the selectmen 
were sentfor. Dr. Presby examined the 
body and found bruises on the back of 
the head and one on the forehead, and 
there was extravasated blood on the chest 
and neck. 

The question of suicide was dismissed, 
as it was thought by Dr. Presby and the 
others present that it was next to im- 
possible for the bruises and wounds to 
have been made by the man himself. The 
doctor gave it as his opinion that it was 
amurder. The deceased did not occupy 
the same room with his wife that night, 
and it cannot be definitely determined at 
what time the devth occurred, but when 
examined, at 7 o’clock, there was but lit- 
tle animal heat in the body. 

No cause has been assigned fgr the mur- 
der. The deceased had no enemies so far 
us known, and but little money. The de- 
old, and lived with 


| ceased was 70 years 
| his wife, the two being the only persons 
in the house, which 1s located ina lonely 
spot. Thursday night, when Mrs. Reed 
went to the barn to milk the cows, her 
husband complained of not feeling well, 


and said he would go and liedown. This 
was the lastshe saw of him alive. Two 


men have been arrested on suspicion. 

Everything indicated that death had 
come only after a struggle, and while the 
| theory of suicide was advanced by afew 

of the towuspeople, to any who examined 
the body, it was evident that the violence 
came from other than his own hand. It 
| was the unanimous decision of the town 
| ofliciais and neighbors that the tragedy 
| Was a murder. 
Reed was of an irritable disposition,and 
jis said, by the neighbors, to have had 
trouble with his wife, with whom he 
lived alone. To Dr. Presby Mrs. Reed 
| stated that a week ago she and her hus- 
band had a making up, and he had since 
beeu very kind to her. 

Reed was known to have money in his 
possession, and was also supposed to have 
| that day collected money from his cus- 
} tomers. Reed is unable to tell 
whether any money is missing from the 
| house or not. ‘The coroner’s jury will 

probably be impanelled to-day.

THE PROPHETS OF BAAT. 


LESSON IV, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN. 25. 


ext of the Lesson, I Kings xvill, 25-39. 
Commit Verses, 38, 39—Golden Text, 
I Kings xviil, 2i—Commentary by Rev.

phia.] 

25. “And Elijah said unto the prophets of 
Baal, Choose you one bullock for your- 
selves, and dress it first, for ye are many, 
and call on the name of your God, but put 
no fire under.” 

At Cherith (cutting) and Zarephath (re- 
fining) Elijah had been cut off from all 
human ‘Tesources, and refined in the school 
of poverty and close communion with God, 
and thus qualified for the contest now be- 
fore him. He who had been so much alone 
with God had no fear of King Ahab nor 
of the hundreds of prophets of Baal. 

26. “Oh, Bual, hear us. But there was 
uo voice nor any that answered.” 

Baal signifies lord or master, and is 
found in Num. xxii, 41, as the god of 
the Moabites. Israel worshiped Baal- 
peor, and 24,000 were slain by a plague 
(Num. xxv, 3,9). In the days of the Judges 
they again and again forsook the Lord and 
worshiped Baal (Judg. ii, 11, 13; iii, 7; vi, 
81; viii, 33; x, 6,10); but this King Ahab 
had led them more astray than they had 
ever been before (I Kings xvi, 30-33). 

27. “And it came to pass that at noon 
Elijah mocked them and said, Cry aloud, 
for he is a God.’* 

28. “‘And they cried aloud, and cut them- 
selves, after their manner * * * till the 
blood gushed out upon them.” 

Fancy hundreds of men leaping up and 
down (verse 26, margin), and shouting and 
cutting their bodies till the blood streamed 
from them, and all to make the god whom 
they worshiped hear them. Central Africa 
could not produce anything worse. 

2v. “There was neither voice nor any to 
upswer, for any that regarded.” 

30. “‘And Elijah said unto all the people, 
Come near unto me. And all the people 
came near unto him.” 

In calmness he had waited, his soul 
doubtless communing with his God, but 
now the decisive moment had come; 450 
men had failed—what could this one man 
do? He was one of those of whom it is 
written, “One shall chase a thousand, and 
two put ten thousand to flight.” 

“And he repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down.” 

One of the first acts of Noah on leaving 
the ark was to build an altar unto the 
Lord, and so also did Abram when he en- 
tered the land of Canaan (Gen. viii, 20; xii, 
8). From the days of Adam and Abel the 
altar and the sacrifice were typical of Him 
who was to come as the great sinbearer. 

31. “And Elijah took twelve stones, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes of the 
sons of Jacob.” 

See twelve stones in the same connection 
in Ex, xxiv, 4; xxviii, 21; Josh. iv, 3, 8, 9, 
20. Although the twelve tribes were di- 
vided into ten and two, making two na- 
tions, yet they were only one nation before 
God, and He has ever before Him the time 
when they shall be reunited under one 
king (Ezek. xxxvii, 21, 22). All Israel had 
at this time become idolaters, and hence 
the necessity of a testimony to the twelve 
tribes concerning the true God. 

32. ‘“‘And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Lord.” 

33. ‘And he put the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him on 
the wood.”’ 

A bullock was used both as a sin offer- 
ingand as a burnt offering (Lev. i and 
iv), and in these chapters full instruc- 
tions are found as to the manner of offer- 
ing. The sin offering was a type of Christ 
bearing our sins; the burnt offering was a 
type of Christ offering himself without 
spot to God. 

34, 35. “The water ran round about the 
altar, and he filled the trench also with 
water.”’ 

Once, twice, thrice was the sacrifice, and 
the wood and the altar drenched with 
water. There was to be no deception here, 
no fire hidden somewhere about, which 
might be secretly used. 

36. “Lord God of Abraham, Isaac and of 
Isrnel, let it be known this day that thou 
art God in Israel and that I am thy serv- 
ant.” 

By this title God revealed Himself to 
Moses at the burning bush and said, “This 
is my name forever, and this is my memo- 
rial unto all generations” (Ex. iii, 6, 15, 16). 
Observe that the prophet’s whole aim is 
that God may be magnified. 

“And that I have done all these things 
at thy word.”’ 

Then the altar and sacrificé and wood 
and water and answer by fire were no mere 
thoughts of Elijah, but simple commands 
of God which he had only to obey, trusting 
God for all results. 

37. “Hear me, O Lord, hear me; that this 
people may know that Thou art the Lord 
God, and that Thou hast turned their heart 
back again.” 

“If we know that He hear us, whatso- 
ever we ask, we know that we have the 
petitions that we desired of Him” (I John 
v, 15). So that Elijah’s one desire now 
was for God to hear him. “And this is the 
confidence that we have in Him, that, if 
we ask anything according to His will, He 
heareth us’ (I John v, 14). Elijah having 
done just what God told him, must then 
have had the assurance in his heart that 
God heard him. 

88. “‘Then the fire of the Lord fell.” 

Picture to yourself the multitude gazing 
on this lone man as he stands calmly be- 
fore them beside his drenched and dripping 
altar and sacrifice and trench full of water, 
conscious of the presence and favor of the 
Lord God of Israel.

There are many anecdotes told of 
Judge Benedict. But the crowning act 
of his judicial career was the sentence of 
death passed by him upon a prisoner con- 
victed of murder, which sentence was as 
follows: 

“Jose Maria Martin, stand up. Jose 
Maria Martin you have been indicted, 
tried and convicted by a jury of your 
countrymen of the crime of murder, and 
the court is now about to pass upon you 
the dread sentence of the law. Asa 
usual thing, Jose Maria Martin, it is 
painful duty for the judge of a court of 
justice to pronounce upon a human be 
ing the sentence of death. There is 
something horrible about it, and the 
mind of the court naturally revolts from 
the performance of suchaduty. Hap- 
pily, however, your case is relieved of all 
such unpleasantness, and the court takes 
positive delight in sentencing yon to 
death. 

“You are a young man, Jose Maria 
Martin, apparently of good physical con- 
stitution and robust health. Ordinarily 
you might have looked forward to many 
years of life, and the court has no doubt 
you have, and have expected to die a 
green old age; but you are about to be 
cut off in the consequence of your own 
act. Jose Maria Martin, it is now the 
spring time; in a little while the grass 
will be springing up green in these beau- 
tiful valleys, and on these broad mesas 
and mountain sides; flowers will be 
blooming, birds singing above your lowly 
head. 

“The sentence of the court is that you 

be taken from this place to the county 
jail; that you there be kept safely and se- 
curely confined in the custody of the sher- 
iff until the day appointed for your execu- 
tion. Be very careful, Mr. Sheriff, that 
he have po opportunity to escape, and 
that you have him at the appointed place 
at the appointed time; that you be so 
kept, Jose Maria Martin, until—Mr. 
Clerk, on what day of the month does 
Friday about two weeks from this time 
come?” ‘March 22, your honor.” ‘Very 
well—until Friday, the 22d day of March, 
when you will be taken by the sheriff 
from your place of confinement to some 
safe and convenient spot within the 
county (that is in your discretion, Mr. 
Sheriff; you are only confined to the 
limits of the county), and that you there 
be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and—the court was about to add, 
Jose Maria Martin, ‘may God have 
mercy on your soul,’ but the court will 
not assume the responsibility of asking 
an all wise Providence to do that which 
a jury of your peers has refused to do. 
The Lord couldn’t have mercy on your 
soul. However, if you have any relig- 
ious belief, or are connected with any 
religious organization, it might be well 
enough for you tosend for your priest 
or your minister and get from him— 
well, such consolation as you can; but 
the court advises you to place no reli- 
ance upon anything of that kind. Mr. 
Sheriff, remove the prisoner.”—Santa Fe 
Letter.

COUNCILMAN SPEAR. 
He Dies at His Residence on Granite 


- Street This Morning. 


The LEDGER today records the death of 
Mr. Samuel H. Spear, one of Quincy's 
most respected citizens. Two weeks ago 
today he was sworn in as a member of the 
City Council of 1891, and few, if any, 
thought. him to be in poor health. He 
took to his bed, however, in a few days and 
he was found to be a sufferer from a cancer 
in the stomach. Unable to take any 
nourishment, his condition became serious 
and death ended his suffering about 7 
o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Spear was well known throughout 
the city, first as a sucessful business man, 
but later as postmaster of the city. He 
was appointed by President Cleveland in 
1886, and made a model official. So popular 
was he with the people that the Republi- 
cans met with much opposition when they 
proposed a change. The contest of last 
year is still fresh in the minds of the 
people. Politics finally conquered and Mr. 
Spear stepped out. 

The deceased was a native of Quincy, the 
date of his birth being Aug. 7, 1835. When 
a boy he went to sea with his father and 
visiled many foreign ports, sailing twice 
around the world. Hethen learned the 
carpenters trade, but wds attracted to 
California by the gold fever. Later he was 
in the furniture business with Mr. Albert 
Keating and then with his son-in-law, Mr. 
¥, F. Crane. Since retiring from the post- 
mastership he has been a dealer in paper 
hangings, paints, builders hardware, etc., 
in this city. 

Mr. Spear leaves a widow, two daughters 
and one son.

THE WORLO’S FAIR. 
Secretary ‘Biaine is Makivg Strenuous 
Efforts to Secure a Pan-American 
Representation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Secreta ry 
Blaine’s expedition to South America in 
behalf of the World’s fair is on the point 
of starting. The ten young officers, 
four fromthe army and six from the 
navy, who are going as commission ers, are 
attendinga sort of primary class in the 
Smithsonian Institute here. 

Mr. Blaine is intensely interested in se- 
curing a great Pan-American exhibition 
atthe Chicago fair. His design is that it 
shall be in its nature two-fold, commer- 
cial and historical. It will illustrate the 
progress of civilization in the republics of 
South America, Central America and 
Mexico by showing the condition of these 
countries at the time of their discovery by 
Europeans and by tracing their develop- 
ment since that periol. Pictures are to 
be given by means of lay figures, cos- 
tumes, houses aud in .ustries representa- 
tive of those people which are least civil- 
ized at present, because they will afford 
the best glimpse obtainable on the life of 
the continent centuries ago. 

Also the amplest showing is to be given 
ofthe resources§and industries of these 
regions now, and incidentally are to be 
displayed all things which our neighbors 
toward the south produce and have to 
sell. 

The commissioners will carry letters 
from the depari ment of state at Washing- 
ton to the respective governments. It is 
hoped that many of the republics will be 
disposed to put up theirown exbibition 
building. For each of them as are not so 
inclined ali the room they want.is to be 
provided at Chicago in a structure to be 
erected for the purpose at Uncle Sam’s ex-. 
pense. 

Thefielegation will communicate with 
museums, scientific societies and botani- 
cal gardens with aview to securing col- 
lections from them. Congress is expected 
to appropriate a considerable sum for 
buying collections, historical and eth- 
nological. Efforts are to be made to secure 
the attendance at the exposition of native 
artisans. From the squeezes secured in 
papier mache of sculptures and inscrip- 
tions plaster productions are to be turned 
out at the Smithsonian Institute. 


WANTED TO SEE THE SHOW. 


Bad Roys Create Considerable Consterna- 
tion in a Fal! Kiver Theatre. 

FALL RIVER, Jau. 26.—A small panic 
was created in the Acadamy of Music 
Saturday night during the performance 
of “Jed Prouty.”’ During the day five 
boys, aged from 14 to 17 years, secreted 
themselves between the floor of the upper 
gallery and the ceiling of the dress circle.

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CUT OFF BY A STORM. 


Boston and New York Compelled 
to Skirmish for News. 


WIRES DOWN EVERYWHERE, 


Making Communicasion with the Out- 
side World Extremely Difficult—Hun- 
dreds of Poles Succumb to the Weight 


ef “Sugar Snow.” 


BosToNn, Jan. 26.—When the Associated 
Press attempted to begin business last 
evening, Manager Fietcher discovered 
that Boston was practically isolated, so, 
after bending his energies toa fruitless 
attempt to secure a medium of communi- 
tion with the outside world, he penned 
this doleful note und sent it to the news- 
paper offices: 

To Epitors: The Western Union hasno 
wires to New York to-night and can 
give us no connection with that city. The 
wires between Albany and New York are 
all down sothat we cannot get the report 
of the New York State Press. That or- 
ganization is as badly off as we are. 
Furthermore, an effort to get a report by 
way of Chicago and Buffalo has failed, as 
Buffalo has only one wire to New York 
and that is being worked duplex for de- 
layed business only. The Pdstal Tele- 
graph company is no better off, having no 
wires to New York. H. H. FLETCHER. 

The damage dove im Boston, though con- 
siderable, is of such a nature tiuat it can 
be repaired with coMparative ease, but it 
is uncertain, of cqurse, how soon direct 
communication with the great metropolis 
will be restored. In the meanwhile Bos- 
ton may have to do as was done at the 
time of the blizzard in March, 1888—use 
the commercial cable, which is fortunately 
both above and beneath the storms of 
earth and sea. 

The long distance telephone, which has 
been in the habit of replacing the tele- 
graph in such emergencies, is hors da 
combat this time owing to the prostration 
of miles of line out of town. 

On the railroads neither local nor 
through travel was, to any great extent, 
delayed by the storm, thongh considerable 
trouble was experienced by the northern 
roads from the wires being down. ‘The 
Boston and Maine, southern division, was 
obliged to usethe Fitchburg wires to get 
out the snow plows. The Washington 
express, due in Boston at 8.20 a. m., was 
four hours’ and forty minutes late at 
Northampton, and lost forty minutes ad- 
ditional on the ran to Boston. The 
morning milk train from Lowell also had 
its engine disabled by fallen wires. 

On the Fitchburg road, trouble was 
saved by getting out the plows all along 
the line at an early hour. Trains were 
mostly on time. The through train, due 
at 9:50 a. m., was, however, one and a half 
hours late, due to late connections from 
the west. Sixteen inches of snow were 
reported ia the western partof the state. 

The fall of four miscellanevus poles on 
First street caused a snarl that defied ali 
skillin the art of untangling. The only 
remedy was shears. They were applied 
ruthlessly at different points, so that even 
the chance circuit in that direction ceased 
to exist fora time. The crash of these 
poles took place a little before noon, and 
the passing of trains on the New York 
and New England railroad at that} point 
was suspended. Two of the poles were on 
one side of the track and two on the 
other. One pole fell on the building of 
the Downer oil worksnot now in use. As 
some of the wires on the pole were capa- 
ble of much damage, being charged, there 
was fear for the structure for a while. The 
Western Union people managed to sort 
out a few ends of their wires aud estab- 
lish important lines before dark. 

The destruction to wires was heaviest in 
the fire department, its system having 
been pretty nea!ly prostrated. 

In Cambridge. 

About noon yesterday four _ poles, 
freighted with 120 wires, added to which 
was the weight of the snow, fell down on 
Bridge street, near Lechmere square, East 
Cambridge, and blocked up travel in that 
locality during the afternoon. These 
poles formed a continuation of the line to 
which belonged the seven poles that fell 
down during the storm a week ago. No 
serious damage was done by the poles in 
falling. 

Inthe case of the fire alarm several 
boxes werecut out, while the grounds 
were so numerous slong the electric light 
lines that it was considered unsafe to turn 
on the current last night. Thus, but for 
aclear sky and a full moon, a large part 
left in total 
darkness. In addition to the cases where 
poles or wires actually fell or broke there 
Were DUMmerocus instances brought to the 
attention of the authorities where%there 
was imininent danger of trouble,and guys 
were applied in such cases. 

Other poles to fall was one bearing 
twenty-five wires on Putnam avenue, 
one which bore seventy-five wires and two 
cables, one with tweaty wires, one having 
from fifty to seventy-five wires, and two 
on Broadway. In several instances, be- 
sides bearing the wires belonging to the 
telephone company, the poles were also 
strung with the electric light and fire 
alarm wires, both of which systems were 
seriously interfered with. 

Somerville Catches It. 

In Somerville the result of the storm 
on the electric lines, was, ‘if anything, 
even more disastrous than in Cambridge. 
Fifty-seven long distance telephone poles 
along the line of the Lowell railroad ex- 
tending from E!m street to Somerville 
Centre fell across the tracks, impeding 
travel on the railroad, blocking up travel 
on cross streets and interfering seriously 
with the long distance telephone service. 
About 100 wires were strurg on these 
poles. Assoon as possible after the acci- 
dent {the poles were guyed up in place 
temporarily. 

The Western Union Telegraph line on 
Mystic avenue was also wrecked, while 
both fire alarm and electric light systems 
were forsome time rendered practically 
useless. <A force of men was immediately 
put at work upon the fire alarm as soon 
as the accident to the wires occurred. On 
account of the danger from ground and 
cross wires a large part of the city was 
not lighted by electricity. The police 
signal system alone escaped interference 
from the storm. 


HOW NEW YORK FARED. 


Prostration of Telegraph, Telephone 
and Electric Light Poles Leaves the 
City in Darkness. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 26.—The snow, sleet | 
and wind sterm early Sunday morning} 
was the most disustrous to poles and wires 
this city has ever known. Telegraph and 
telephone communication in all direc- 
tions is almost wholly suspended. There 
is no wire east beyond Williams Bridge. 
Over seventy polesare down between there 


and New Haven. There are no electric 
lights here or in Brooklyn. Fallen poles 
and wires blockaded travel in some parts 
ofthe city and did considerable other 
damage. A horse was killed by a falling 
pole on Eigbty-second street, and another 
by a broken electric wire on Chambers 
Street. The fire department and police 
have established a fire patrol. An army of 
men are repairing the damage. 

The Western Union has only three 
wires, and these are western circuits by 
way of Albany to Chicago. Repairs wil! 
occupy several days, although 1000 men 
are at work, and the company will suffer 
a great loss. The storm is supposed to 
have extended inland buta little ways. 
The storm is severe in the adjacent towns 
of New Jersey and on Long Island. On 
Fifty-ninth street, a row of telegraph 

oles eighty feet high, extending from 
Eighth avenue to the East river, snapped 
like pipe stems under the weight of the 
sleet laden wires. One hundred and fifty 
single wires and two big cables, contain- 
ing from forty to seventy-five wires 
each, were carried down, shaking the sur- 
rounding buildings. A big pole was 
partly wrecked at the elevated railroad 
station at Fifty-ninth street aud Ninth 
avenue, The police are ordered to exer- 
cise especial vigilance against the depre- 
dations of criminals in the dark streets. 
The electric currents are turned off to 
prevent death by broken wires. 


Wires are Down. 

NEWPORT, R. L, Jan. 26.—A severe wind 
storm, with alternate rain and snow, pre- 
vailed here. The gale caused no damage 
here « except to wires. Telegraphic connec- 
tion with New York was shut off, but 
Boston is reached all right. The long dis- 
tance telephone wires between here and 
P rovidence are also down. 


CHARGES OF CRUELTY. 


Method of Treating Rhode Island Pau- 
pers to Be Investigated—Exeter is 
Evidently Inclined to Be Saving. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan. 26.—For some time 
rumors have been rife in the city that eru- 
elty was being practiced upon the in- 
mates of Exeter’s asylum. Exeter is a 
hill town in Washington couuty, some- 
what removed from railroads, and diffi- 
cult of access. A Journal reporter ex- 
plored the ice-laden and forest fastnesses 
ofthe town, apd learned that a panper 
named Henry Money, an old man, had 
died some time since in an outhouse ata 
little distance from the asylum. 

There was much indignation expressed 
by those who criticised the management 
of the poor farm at the confinement of 
Money in this building away from the 
asylum. Dr. Kenyon of Kingstown, who 
is the medical adviser of the institution, 
states that the man was confined in the 
outhouse by his orders and that all his 
directions concerning the patient were 
carried out, the reason forsucha course 
of treatment being that Money was so vio- 
lent and incapable of regarding the come- 
mon decencies of life that it was necessary 
thus to deal with him. The outbuilding 
was warmed and padded, while the condi- 
tion of the old man was made as comfort- 
able as possible. 

Another pauper, named Allen Rogers, 
died recently in a chamber of tbe asylum, 
the temperature of the room being very 
low, it is asserted. The doctor denies in 
this case also that there was auy cruelty. 
Allen was buried without the services ofa 
clergyman. The authorities say that the 
roads were icy: the interlocked, overhang- 
ing branches of thecrust burdened trees 
made locomotion along the country roads 
impossible, and after keeping the coipse 
for several days, it was decided to inter it 
without waiting for a minister. The 
charge is made that the towa of Exeter is 
penurious inits attitude toward the asy- 
lum. The paupers themselves say that 
they have nothing to complain of with re- 
gard to the keeper, who is doing the best 
he can with the present arrangements and 
the means placed at his disposal. The 
asylum ought to have a steam heater, the 
citizens say. 


THE CHILIAN REVOLT. 


Admiral Leterre Thinks the Trouble 
Will Seon Be Brought to an End. 


Paris, Jan. 26.—Admiral Latorr of the 
Chilian navy has been sent by President 
Balmaceda of Chili to Europe to supervise 
the building of warships for that country. 
Tn an interview he deuied that the Chilian 
navy had been unfairly tested as compared 
with the army in the distribution of Peru- 
vian war honors. There is no animosity, 
he said, between the army and navy. 

The admiral didn’t know why the navy 
should head the revolution in Chili, ex- 
ceptthat the chivalrous officers might 
make them the readiest to respond to an 
appeal for a revolution. The conflict be- 
tween Balmacedaand the Chilian con- 
gress, said Admiral Latorre, might have 
arisen from a suspicion that the president 
was trying to influence the public mind 
and to intrigue in other ways in favor of 
the msn “who wishes to sneceed him in the 
presijivucy. President Balmaceda is also 
accused of having brokeu his promise to 
effect certain municipal reforms, and an 
additional cause of irritation was his ac- 
tion in dissolving the special session of 
congress, 

Public feeling in Chili appears to have 
been much excited by the conflict between 
the president and congress. Admiral 
Latorre believes that the revolution will 
be spee‘lily settled. He is of the opinion 
that President Balmaceda, as soon as he 
sees that the current of feeliug is really 
against him, will withdraw from the 
presidency. The admiral does not think 
tbat any naval officer will suffer for hav- 
ing taken part in the revolt, as all have 
acted in a body in response to the sum- 
mons of congress. 


PARNELL’S DISCOVERY. 


He Declares That Nothing Was Ever 
Gained Through Negotiations with 
Gladstone, 


WATERFORD, Jan. 27.—Mr. Parnell ad- 
Gressed in this city the largest meeting 
that has assembled to hear him during the 
present campaign. Upon his arrival he 
was received by a committee of citizens 
headed by the mayor, who extended to 
him a cordial welcome. In his speech 
Mr. Parnell said that Hartlepool had de- 
clared entirely for him in the recent elec- 
tion and that it depended upon Irishmen 
themselves what kind of home rule they 
obtained. He admitted that he was at 
fault in being too amiable with Mr. Glad- 
stone at Hawarden, but he promised that 
he would not repeat that mistake. He had 
never known anything to be got out of 
negotiating with Mr. Gladstone and he 
was glad they bad been broken off. 

After the meeting Mr, Parnell was pre- 
sented with addresses at the town hall by 
the board of poor law guardians, trade 
societies and other bodies. A body of Mc- 
| Carthyites held a counter demonstration 
at Mullan, and where Messrs. Chance and 
Sbeepy, members of parliament, delivered 
addresses. There was considerable cheer- 
ng for Mr. Parnell.

|cago and other large cities, and that the 
city may compare favorably with these, the 
Herald proposes a grand scheme to gobble 
up all the surrounding municipalities, not 
only those now adjacent to it, but Lynn, 
Swampscott, Saugus, Woburn and others. 
Just for the privilege of saying to Chicago, 
“T am as big as you,’ it would have 
Quincy, Milton, Hyde Park, Brookline, 
Newton and twenty other cities and towns, 
give up their individually and become small 
factors in an unwieldy city. 

| Quincy people we venture to say, do not 
jeare to become denizens of Boston 
| sufficient to make the sacrifice. The people 
|}lose enough control when they give upa 
town form of government fora city, but 
in a city even half the size of Boston they 
are almost powerless, New York has given 
us repeated examples of corruptions in 
municipal affairs. 

We can conceive of but one or two argu- 
ments of any weight that would be a bene- 
fitto Quincy. It would be desirable to 
have the sewerage of this city enter the 
Boston system, and it would probably cost 
less than an indepenent system. The same 
is possibly true of a water supply. Yet 
| these might be secured jointly with other 
| towns now if thought feasible. 

We think it might be advisable to annex 
some cities to Boston, say within the five 
mile radius, Brookline Cambridge, Somer- 
ville, Medford, Everett, Malden, Chelsea, 
Revere and Winthrop. 

Quincy is satisfied to be left alone. It is 
| now in a prosperous era. It stands high in

IN PATAGONIAN WILDS. 


A TRAVELER SPENDS AN HOUR ON 
STRANGE SOUTHERN SOIL. 


Alone in a Crowd of Half Crazy Men. 
Made to Drink to and Shout for France. 
Startling Experience in a Chilian Con- 
vict Settlement. 


We arrived at Punta Arenas at about 
8 o'clock in the morning. It was very 
dark, and overhead the stars in count- 
less millions stood in relief against their 
inky background like brilliant gems in » 
vast setting of somber black. It wasa 
night of solemn stillness, unbroken save 
by the occasional barkings of a dog on 
the beach, and the weird cries of the 
penguins and other wild sea fowl as the 
ship silently stole among them and dis- 
turbed their slumbers. The shore on 
either side was flanked by great tower- 
ing walls of frowning granite, whose 
dim shadows, like giant sentinels stand- 
ing against the sky, appeared to guard 
the entrance to another world beyond. 

We were in the Straits of Magellan, 
and had come to anchor off Punta Are- 
nas, a Chilian convict settlement, about 
fifty miles distant from the Atlantic 
coast. I had taken passage from New 
York about a month before on the Pa- 
cific Mail steamship City of Panama, en 
route for San Francisco. 

Ilearned frofh the engineer that we 
were to remain at anchor for six hours, 
and then the wild desire seized me to go 
on shore. To set foot on Patagonian soil 
was, to my youthful mind, an object 
worthy of any sacrifice. The ship's offi- 
cers were all forward, while from the 
davits, near the stern of the vessel, the 
“captain’s gig” was swung ready to be 
launched. I was a powerful young fel- 
low then, and, though it was a risky job 
to undertake alone, I resolved to try it. 

PULLED FOR THE SHORE. 

It was easy enough, however, to lower 
the boat into the water, and beforemany 
minutes had elapsed I wasrowing rapid-

“Here, you young scoundrel,” I heard 
the captain shout, and then followed 
several pistol shotsin rapid succession. 
The captain had missed the boat, and 
rightly surmising that I was the one in 
it, had shouted after me, but without ef- 
fect. His voice reached me, but fortu- 
nately his bullets, evidently intended to 
frighten me, fell wide of their mark. 
After a half hour’s hard pull the boat 
grounded on the beach and I jumped 
out. Hauling the boat well up on shore 
1 proceeded in the direction of a light 
which I saw in the distance. 

Arrived at the spot I saw that the 
light came from a small door or opening, 
something like the entrance to an Es- 
quimaux hut. The building itself was 
a low, square structure of logs and rough 
boards, without windows, and having no 
other opening than the small entrance 
before mentioned. 

From the loud voices and sounds of 
revelry coming from within, I concluded 
thata party of sailors were inside hay- 
ing a jollification. ‘Here’s an advent- 
ure,” I thought, and dropping on my 
hands and knees I began tocrawlin. I 
saw a log fire burning in the center of 
the room, which was filled with smoke. 
Around the fire were a dozen villainous 
looking men. 

That was all I cared to see, so | started 
to go out, but having been seen by one 
of the men a general rush was made for 
me, and I was seized and dragged toa 
place near the fire. The smoke was 
stifling, and my eyes smarted so that I 
could scarcely see. The men were talk- 
ing, as near as 1 could make out, a mixt- 
ure of French and Spanish. Their garb 
showed that they were convicts. 

INSIDE THE HUT. 

‘Here's a go,” I thought, as one of 
them roughly seized my arm and flour- 
ished a knife in my face, at the same 
time asking mein French (which I un- 
derstood), ‘What do you want here?” 

With the best French I could muster 
1 told my story, and then added that the 
smoke was suffocating me, and that I 
desired to go out. After a consultation 
among the men I was handed a large 
black bottle and told’to drink to the 
welfare of ‘‘La France.” I took a swal- 
low of thestuff, which burned.like sul- 
phuric acid. “La France, la France, 
vive la Francet” they all shouted, and | 
yelled ‘Vive la France!” in response. 1 
was bundled through the little passage- 
way and landed outside more deal than 
alive. 

The dawn has just begun to break, 
and when I reached the beach I saw that 
the boat was gone. I shouted to the 
ship, which lay about half a mile from 
the shore, and rushed frantically about, 
trying to attract their attention. ‘‘What 
if the ship should leave without me,” I 
thought, and then to add to my dismay 
I could hear the men on board at work 
on the anchor. 

Thad about given pp in despair when 
I saw a boat put of dps the ship. *‘The 
captain has it in fof you,” said one of 
the sailors, as the boat drew near. When 
I reached the ship the captain amused 
himself for something like twenty min- 
utes in generally abusing and swearing 
at me, but I was on board once more 
and didn’t mind it. Besides I had been 
ashore in Patagonia. 

I have never learned what the men 1 
saw in the log cabin were doing there at 
that hour of the night. They may have 
been escaped convicts. For all I know 
being smoked out may be a popular form 
of amusement in that part of the world. 
—New York Herald. 


Pensions for Judicial Services.

£5,000 a year as ex-lord chancellors, but 
sit with the lord chancellor and the 
lords of appeal in ordinary for judicial 
business.

No Wonder They Hate It. 

The paremg who wants his children 
between the ages of 10 and 16 to prop- 
erly appreciate and be fond of the works 
of English authors should carefully 
guard them against studying the s0- 
called text books of English literature 
of the present day. Forif there is any 
system devised by the ingenuity of the 
fiend himself to make the average slow, 
good natured, blundering boy or girl 
hate the writings of our standard En- 
glish authors through all eternity it is 
those same textbooks. 

The helpless victim of a “system” 
must first commit to memory an awful 
load of words about punctuation, style, 
grammar, analysis, etc. He hates it as 
Satan hates holy water, but there is no 
help for him. Added to his other mis- 
eries, he probably has a nervous, snappy 
teacher, in whom all human sympathy 
has been long ago dried up, and who 
knows nothing but sawdust stuffing and 
marks. The child fails utterly, or blun- 
ders through the diabolical machine 
and is ground out, and never thinks of 
English literature again without a shud- 
der. 

It is something unspeakable, this pres- 
ent sawdust stuffing our teachers call 
“English literature.” Will these chil- 
dren ever steal up garret and spend a 
night over Irving or Scott or Haw- 
thorne or Macaulay, as so many gifted 
| children used to do, just because they 
| are so interested they cannot help it? 
Not they! But they will hate these and 
| other authors so they will never open 
one of their books, just from recollection 
of the purgatory they endured at school. 

As to punctuation let us whisper a 
word: Learn to punctuate out of your 
own head as common sense and nature 
dictate, and your method will be infalli- 
ble. Did Shakespeare ever learn punct- 
uation in, the schools, do you think? 


WIRES FARE BADLY. 


New York’s Telegraph Service 
Badly Demoratized. 


PHILADELPHIA IN A BAD FIX. 


Hundreds of Miles of Wires Down ‘ip 
Every Direction — Furthe: Details of 
Sunday’s Blizzard Coming in from Be- 
sieged Cities. 


New Yorks, Jan. 27.—D. B. Mitchell, 
acting wire chief of the Western union, 
gives this detailed information as to the 
effect of the storm upon his company: 
“Weare a perfect wreck. We have one 
wire to Albany, one to Buffalo, one to 
Chicago—that is all. Ordinarily we have 
about 200 wires to the west. About 1500 
wires in all are down. People coming in, 
on the trains tell us that the wires are 
lying flat in the meadows, poles and all, 
At Cos Cob, between Williams bridge 
and Stamford, our men report that the 
wires are in the river, but I can’t tell how 
they got there. The wires are also down 
fortwo miles near, Pleasantville. Near 
Albany we are in good shape. The trou- 
ole in that direction is south of Pough- 
keepsie. On our West Shore line the 
trouble is this side of Cornwall. We have 
recovered one wire to Bay Draw, on the 
New Jersey Central, and we are going to 
runa cable up the railway from that 
point west. Philadelphia was completely 
cutoff from all points. Between that 
city, Scranton and New Brunswick, the 
wires are down by the mile. In this city, 
as our main lines are under ground, we 
are all right. We are making every effort 
toset things to rights. Gangs of men 
were brought here from Buffalo, Utica, 
Syracuse and Rochester, and were imme- 
diately sent into New Jersey A gang 
from Albany is working this way.” 

Late last night Mr. A. E, Link, night 
manager of the Western Union office, 
said: ‘*We have now fifteen wires west, a 
gain of twelve wires since Sunday night. 
These wires leave New York through 
Harlem to Albany, Buffalo and so ou to 
Chicago, At Albany and Buffalo matter 
is sent east without difficulty, as there are 
plenty of wires from thesecities eastward. 
We are also working over two direct 
wires to Boston and the east via New 
Haven. We have nota wire direct south 
yet, but we are reaching Philadelphia and 
ihe south generally by way of the west. 
If w: have no failures in circuits already 
restored and now working, weexpect soon 
to clear the business now on hand. 


PHILADELPHIA’S REPORT. 


No Wires Between the Quaker City and 
Gotham—Results Worse Than in '88. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—The damage 
done to the wires in this city is beyond 
all precedent. Superintendent Gill of the 
Western Union says the lines are ina 
worse condition than at any time before 
in his twenty-five years’ experience. He 
has information that communication be- 
tween Harrisburg and Pittsburg is un- 
broken, and it is hoped to get a wire to 
Harrisburg soon, and inthis way reach 
New York via Buffalo. Mr. Gill doesn’t 
expect to get further sonth than Wil- 
mington, Del., at present. Poles are 
down in all directions, Near Harper’s 
Ferry 300 aredown. In and about Phila- 
delphia poles are strewn everywhere. The 
situation may te summed upas follows: 
The Reading railroad has one wire to 
Bound Brook; the Postal company has 
two good wires to Wushington, and one 
uncertain wire to Atlantic City. The 
Long Distance Telepone con:pany, which 
managed to maintain a wire to New York 
during the memorable blizzard of ’88, is 
completely cutoff in that direction, al- 
though a wire to Washington is working. 

A telephone message to The Press from 
Tunkhannock, Pa., says: Snow fell here 
to the depth of six inches and there has 
been some damage in the way of breaking 
in roofs of small buildings, etc. All tele- 
graph wires but one are down. The gorge 
in the Susquehanna is still intact. From 
the bridge, a distance of some miles, the 
river is one mass of piled up cakes of ice. 
The heavy freshets of the last few days 
have driven the ice with great force 
against the bridge and it has been moved 
from its foundation to a slight extent. 
Though the falling of the water has re- 
moved any immediate apprehension, it is 
feared that another freshet would result 
in the bridge giving away. If this should 
happen it is believed that the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad company’s bridge at Cox- 
ton would ®most certainly be swept 
away. To guard against this the railroad 
people are watching the situation closely, 
and if the Tunkhannock bridge should 
move much more they will set it on fire 
to save their own bridge, which is an iron 


structure. In 1875 the old Pittston bridge 
was burned to save the Wilkesbarre 
bridge. 


Two Hundred Miles of Wire Down. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Jan. 27.—So far as 
damage tothe telegraph and telephone 
service is concerned the storm of Saturday 
night and Sunday morning was more 
destructive in this vicinity than the great 
blizzard of 1888. The telegraphic com- 
munication is cut off entirejy, and the 
Western Union office, for thg first time in 
its history, is doing no business except by 
messengers. Telephone and telegraph 
poles and over 200 miles of wire are dotyn. 
Some of the poles snapped off were eizhty 
feet high, and on Grand street two of 
them fell on the roofs of dwellings, doing 
considerable damage. The telephone com- 
pany places its loss at $30,006. Manager 
O’Ridge of the Western Upion thinks it 
will be Wednesday before telegraphic 
communication will be opened east and 
west. 


In and Around Wilkesbarre. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—Special tele- 
phone messages trom Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
give particulars of the effects of the 
storms in that vicinity. Electric light 
wires are broken and the city is in dark- 
ness at night. The ice gorge in the .Sus- 
quehanna, which threatened to cause an 
overflow of that part of the city alonjg ite 
banks, has been partially broken and the 
water has gone down three feet. At 
Plymouth, however, the gorge is still an- 
broken and may cause trouble. The 
tracks of the Bloomsburg division, Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna aud Western railroad, 
are under water and travel stopped. It 
belesved that by to-night the water wil 
have subsided so as to permit resumption? 
of travel. 


Signal Service Disabled. 
NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 27.—Heavy easterly 
winds prevailed ene ‘the coast Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. The signal 
service wires are down, and it is impossi- 
ble to get news of any wrecks. 


MR. MIZNER’S EXPLANATION. 


He Attempts to Justify His Position in 
the Barruudia Affair. 

San Francisco, Jan. 27.—Lansing B. 
Mizner, ex-minister to Guatemala, has 
decided to make public his official de- 
fense in the Barrundiacase,on the ground 
that Mr. Blaine’s letter dismissing him 
was given to the press three weeks before 
it reached him, and two weeks before con- 
gress met. 

His defense, in brief, is that the Barrun- 
dia affair was a mere incident in compari- 
son withthe settlement of the war be- 
tween Venezuela and Guatemala, which 
he, as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
brought about on the day Barrundia was 
killed, and which required his 
whole attention. Aside from this, 
however, he claims that his 
course was strictly in accordance with 
international law, as Barrundia was 
guilty of non-political, as well as political 
crimes, and cites, in justification of his 
position, the action of Secretary Bayard 
in the Gomez case. He quotes President 
Harrison’s message, to the effect that 
diplomacy should be frank and free from 
intrigue, and says it would have been in- 
trigue to have abetted the captain 
of the steamer Acapulco in evading the 
international law by preventing Barran- 
dia’s arrest. He points out that, on July 
4ilast, the anthorities of S»lvxidor were 
allowed to arrest Senor Delgado, minister 
of foreign relations, on boar. the same 
ves<el. 

Mr. Mizner says his course was approved 
in writing by the entire diplomatic corps 
in Central America, except the Mexican 
minister,and concluded by submitting his 
case to his countrymen. 


TOBACCO STANDS IN THE WAY. 


Otherwise Spain is Willing to Talk 
Reciprocity with the United States. 


MADRID, Jan. 27.—Spain has accepted 
a proposal of the United States govern- 
ment for the negotiation at Washington 
of a reciprocity treaty relative to Ameri- 
can trade with Cuba. In political circles 
itis said that the only serious difficulty 
in the way of formulating and adopting, 
such a treaty appears tobe the Americans 
inflexibility on the tobacco question. 

The foreign minister has informed the 
cabinet council that the American gov- 
ernment has forws f+! note embodying 
a basis for a treaty with Spain and the 
Spanish Wess Indies, including the ex- 
emption from duties of Spanish sugars, 
molasses, coffee and skins, provided Spain 
reciprocates by the exemption of imports 
from America. 


Talk, Blows, and then Knives. _ 

BORDEAUX, Jan. 27.—A serious scrim- 
mage took place here in the neighborhood 
of the docks. A number of French sail- 
ors and several German tars began ex- 
changing injurious epithets and finally 
came to blows. Eventually knives were 
drawn and two Germans were so injured 
that they were taken to the hospital. 
Several Germans and Frenchmen were 
slightly wounded. One Frenchman was 
arrested. It is expected that one of the 
Germans will die from the effects of the 
wounds received during the fight.

NEw YORE, Jan. 27.—The tenth annual 
dinner given by the superintendent, in- 
spectors and captains of police of this 
city was held at Delmonico’s. Toasts 
were responded to as follows: “Our 
Country,’ Hon. Grover Cleveland;” “City 
of New York,” Rev. H. J. Van Dyke, D. 
D.; “The Judiciary,’”” Hon. George Hoad- 
ley; “Our Guests,’”’ Hon. Leon Abbett;

Snow Caused a Wreck. 

BORDENTOWN, N. J., Jan. 27.—A heavy 
snowstorm set in here Saturday night. 
During the night an extra freight train on 
its way from ‘Trenton to Camden, on the 
Amboy division of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, jumped the track and was wrecked. 
A wrecking train went tothe scene. All 
telegraph connections between this city 
and New York aud Philadeiphia have 
been cut off. 


No Break Yet. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Jan. 27 .—Balloting 
for United States senator was resumed in 
joint assembly. The first ballot of the 
day and the twenty-third of the session 
showed: Palmer 101, Oglesby 100 and 
Streeter 3—no change from previous bal- 
lots. The balloting continued to the 
twenty-eighth withou ec ange,

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—The “infant son of 
Kaiser William has been baptized Joa- 
chim Joseph Humbert, in honor of the 
prince’s granduncle, Prince Joachim, 
and of King Humbeit of Italy. Field Mar- 
shal Count Moltke, the King of Italy, and 
Queen Regent of Holland were sponsors, 
the two latter by proxy. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 
Boston, Jan. 27.—In the senate yester- 
day an order was introduced relative to 
the appointment of women inspectors in 
factories. One of the house orders was 
for a method of capital punishment other 
than by hanging, and another for public 

auction sale of new railroad stock. 


Railroad Wreck in Montana. 

HELENA, Mont., Jan. 27.—A sleeper left 
standing on the main track at Butte, on 
the Northern Pacific railroad, was ran 
into by afreight.

Kansas City, Jan. 27.—The savings 
bank of Wichita failed to openits doors 
yesterday. Liabilities about $31,000; as- 
sets $75,000. The Wichita National bank 
has agreed to pay all deposits of 25 or 
less. 
Portugal Needs Her Husbandmen, 
LisBoN, Jan. 27.—The press and land 
owners are becoming alarmed at the dearth 
of cultivators, and demand that the gov- 
ernment shall put a stop to emigration, as 
husbandry are suffering.

WANTS TO RETURN. 


Gloucester Liquor Smuggler Now 
a Penitent in Canada. 


HE IS ASKING FOR A PARDON. 


A Letter to Treasury Officials Begging 
Permission to Return to the United 
States—Has Been Having Hard Luck 
During His Exile. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 27.—The seizure 
of a large quantity of liquor last summer 
by the customs officials, supposed to have 
been smuggled in here, is still fresh in 
the minds of many. 

At the time of the seizure it was alleged 
that James L. Anderson, a master mari- 
ner, who had arrived but a short time be- 
fore from St. Pierre, Miq., in the schooner 
J. J. Clark, where he had been carrying 
bait to the French, was the guilty party. 

The treasury agents suspected Anderson 
and they placed a steamer in the harbor 
with an officer on board to watch for his 
coming. On the morning that Special 
Agent Young came here to carry out his 
plan, he found the J. J. Clark had arrived 
during the night and was at William H. 
Jordan’s wharf. 

Nothing was found, although it was 
thought liquor had been landed from the 
vessel during the night. Anderson, on 
entering his vessel at the custom house, 
swore that no cargo had come on board 
and none landed, which was corroborated 
by the invoice he exhibited. 

Anderson was watched, and he was 
soon found offering liquor for sale. It 
was not long before the special agent dis- 
covered the hiding place, and, whils wait- 
ing to kill two birds with the one stone— 
seize the liquor and apprehend those who 
might be found connected with its illegal 
landing—Collector Presson was informed 
of its being there by W. H. Jordan, when 
he sent the officers to make the seizure. 

At the time of the seizure Anderson had 
fitted the Clark ont and sailed on a 
mackerel trip, and was at Boothbay when 
he heard of the liquor being seized. He 
immediately sailed for Winter Harbor, 
where he was met by an agent of the 
vessel. Leaving her there she was put in 
charge of one of the crew and brought 
home, where she was seized and sub- 
sequently bonded. 

Anderson went to New Brunswick,then 
to Port Hawkesbury, C. B., and then to 
Vancouver, B. C. He informed his fish- 
ermen friends here that he was about to 
establish a firm for carrying on the fresh 
halibut fishing. 

The seized liquor was sold at auction 
Dec. 9, and a warrant will be issued, it is 
said, in the course of a few days, for the 
sale of the vessel. Capt. Anderson’s 
friends here, at the outset of this case, 
were inclined to believe him innocent of 
the charge against him, but, by his sud- 
den departure from Uncle Sam’s domain, 
he has led them to believe otherwise. 

It has now been learned that the Pacific 
halibut fishery enterprise has proved a 
failure. Now, wishing to return to hia 
home in this city, he has become a seeker 
of pardon and written a letter to the 
treasury officials, asking their permission 
to let him return to the United States. 


Chandler’s Open Fight. 

Concorp, N. H., Jan. 27. — Senator 
Chandler published in The Monitor last 
evening, over his owa signature, a long 
article in opposition to the proposed in- 
crease of capital stock of the Boston and 
Maine and the Concord and Montreal 
railroads.

New York, Jan. 27.—Senator Leland 
Stanford of California came near being 
killed in Fifty-ninth street, the cab in 
which he was riding being turned bottom 
side up by collision with a horse car. He 
was cut in the head and seriously bruised 
about the arms and shoulders, but will 
return to Washington to-day.

THE DEADLOCK UNBROKEN. 


No Signs of a Compromise Between 
Members of Connecticut’s Legislacure. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 27.—Several of the 
Democratic leaders, including two of the 
Democratic state officials, held a long 
secret conference at the capitol yesterday. 
Thereport was generally credited that the 
Republicans bad proposed to break the 
deadlock. by seating all the Democratic 
officials below governor, providing the 
Democrats would assent to the seating of 
the gubernatorial candidate.

No Trath in the Story That London Has 
Become Seriously Alarmed. 


Lonpon, Jan. 27.—Henry Matthews, the 
home secretary, was asked if there was 
any foundation for the sensational report 
sent to the United States by a cable 
agency stating that there was a dynamite 
scare among the authorities here owing to 
information received from their agents in 
America. The cable report also stated 
that the detectives swarmed in Queens- 
town, Liverpool, Southampton and other 
Ports, that the police guards had been in- 
creased around the pubiic buildings and 
that the authorities were considering the 
advisability of a closer examination of the 
baggage of passengers arriving in Eng- 
land from the continent and from the 
United States. Mr. Matthews authoriz ed 
the deniai that the government had heard 
anything about the matters referred to. 


AFTER COMMISSIONER MORGAN. 


Fr. Crafts Has a Charge to Make and 
Doesn't Intend to Withdraw It. 


NEw YORE, Jan. 27.—In a letter to Gen. 
O’Beirne of the barze office, Fr. Francis 
M. J. Crafts, the missionary who was shot 
in the lung at the battle of Wounded 
Knee says: 

“Morgan (commissioner of Indian af- 
affairs) writes me to prove his ‘blunders 
and cruelties’ or withdraw thecharge. I 
disdain to give these artic’es personal no- 
tide. Morgan probably intends to make 
tuings unpleasant for me as a missionary. 
He will find his hands full.” 

Crafts suggests asearching investi - 
gation of Indian bureau and agency rec- 
ords and methods, to be conducted by -per- 
sons free from bureau influence and also 
by representatives of the press.

In the district in 
which tue ballots were cast, the Second, 
804 defective ballot sheets were found, 55 
with a mark at the left, 27 with asingle 
mark instead of a cross, 339 with twoor 
more marks, 383 blank. Page, (Dem.), has 
8329; Arnold, (Rep.), 8256; Tripp, (Pro.), 
852; defettive, 894. By thelrecount Page 
loses 12 votes, Arnold 59 and Tripp 203. As 
it does not give Page a majority, anew 
election will be ordered. 


Jay Gould Brought to Terms. 

OMARA, Jan. 27.—Jay Gould has granted 
the ;etition of the Board of Trade of Salt 
Lake City that the Usion Pacific system 
accept the terms of the Transcontinental 
association of 1890. The new tariff will 
be, in effect, 40 per cent. less than now 
and will apply on freight and passenger 
rates from the Missouri to points in Utah, 
It is said that Gould’s concession was pro- 
moted by the knowledge that a concerted 
boycott would be instituted against his 
interests in the event of his refusal. 


Senator Cameron's Explanation. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—In the silver 
pool investigation, Senator Cameron testi- 
fied that he bougtt silver on margin in 
the early part of June, before the silver 
bill had been passed by the senate, and 
disposed of it before the bill became a law. 
He had no knowledge of any other sena- 
tor, representative or official of the gov- 
ernment having any interest in the pur? 
chase of silver.

BY ONE MAJORITY. 


The Senate Vofes to Lay Aside 
The Election Bill. 


SURPRISE T@ ITS CHAMPIONS. 


Democrats Helped Out by Six Republi- 
cans—Declaration of Last Tuesday's 
Senate Journal Stricken Out Without 
Debate—House Passes the Naval Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The moticn to 
lay aside the election bill came yesterday, 
as it did three weeks ago, from a Repub- 
lican senator,and it was made in the same 
way. The motio. came three weeks ago 
from Mr. Stewart of Nevads, who has sat 
in the senate while other election bills 
have been tried and failed. It came yes- 
terday from Wolcott. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama was mak- 
ing a speech in opposition to the cloture 
rule, when about 1:20 Senator Walcott 
asked him if he would yield the floor for 
amotionto take up the apportionment 
bill. Senator Morgan replied that he 
would do so, and that, while he was at a 
very interesting point of his speech, he 
trusted he would never have the oppor- 
tunity to resume it. 

Senator Wolcott then moved that the 
senate proceed to the consideration of 
house bill 12,500, with senate amendment. 
Sevator Dolph of Oregon was quickly on 
his feet to move that this motion be laid 
upon the table. 

The roll call began amidst intense excite- 
ment on both sides. Senators on both 
sides closely watched the list, knowing 
that a single vote was likely toturn the 
scales. When the name of Senator Cam- 
eron was called and he followed the 
Democrats in voting no, the Republican 
managers realized that the ground was 
giving way under their feet, but they still 
closely watched the roll, in the hope that 
Senator Stanford or Senator Washburn 
might be with them. They knew thatthe 
two senators from Colorado and the two 
from Nevada were past hopes, and that 
Senator Ingalls was paired against the 
election bill and against cloture in every 
form. Senator Stanford did not answer 
to his name, but Senator Washburn voted 
with the Democrats. 

With several members ‘on either side 
unrecorded it was difficult to tell how the 
case stood. Vice President Morton was 
hurriedly sent for, to be ready 

To Give a Casting Vote 
for Senator Dolph’s motion ifthe vote was 
a tie. 

Senator Aldrich was the leader on the 
Republican side, and bravely stood his 
ground, trying t@save his party from de- 
feat. He hurried about the chamber, ar- 
ranging pairs so that not a single Repub- 
lican vote should be lost. 

Senator Stewart asked to have the vote 
of Senator Stanford counted with the 
opponents of the cloture rule by a pair 
with a fellow Republican so that Senator 
Daniell, with whom Stanford was 
paired, could vote with the Democrats. 

Senator Aldrich objected to this with 
much earnestness. He stated that Sen- 
ator Stanford had repeatedly assured him 
that he wasin favor of the cloture rule, 
and in view ofhis absence he thought it 
would be unfair to pair him against his 
party. 

Senator Daniell accepted the ‘view of 
Senator Aldrich, transferred his pair to 
Senator Squire of Washington and re- 
frained from voting. 

The result ofthe vote was 34 to lay on 
the table the motiow of Senator Wolcott, 
and 35 against it. The galleries broke 
into applause. , 

The roll call began on the motion of 
Senator Wolcott to take up the appropri- 
ation bill, and resulted inthe same way 
asthe one just taken. The Democrats 
aud six Republicans voted in the affirma- 
tive, and carried their point by one ma- 
jority. 

The apportionment bill was laid before 
the senate, and the monotonous reading 
began amid a hum of voices all over the 
chamber and in the galleries. 

Senator Blair's Joke, 

Senator Blair rose when the last vote 
Was announced and, with seeming 
warmth of feeling, exclaiméd that when a 
man is down that is the time for him to 
get up again, and this was the time to 
take up and pass the educational bill. A 
shout of laughter greeted this sally from 
both sides, and Senator Cockrell was 
several times obliged to ask for order in 
the chamber 

The Repul.licans seemed to have lost 
heart, and they made no opposition toa 
motion to lay aside the apportionment 
bill until to-day and proceed with miscel- 
laneous business. Senator Gorman won 
the greatest personal triumph of the fight 
by carrying out to the letter his predic- 
tion of the other day that the journal of 
the senate would be amended to correct 
the declaration of last Tuesday—that the 
motion to take up the cloture rule was 
declared carried in the affirmative. The 
Republican senators had so lost heart that 
they did not even debate the proposed 
correction, but allowed it to be made by 
unanimous consent. 

A Complete Surprise. 

Senator Aldrich and the other Republi- 
ean senators were completely surprised 
by the action of the senate in laying aside 
the cloture resolution for the apportion- 
ment bill. At least one Republican sena- 
tor inthe city was told that he might 
safely leave the capital to attend to 
other business. Senator Stanford is, 
however, the only Republican senator 
recorded as absent and unpaired. His 
vote would have defeated Senator Wol- 
cott’s motion to take up the apportion- 
ment bili. The result would have been 
the same had he arranged a pair with 
a Democratic senator. The future 
course of events, according to Mr. 
Aldrich, will depend largely upon Sena- 
tor Stanford. 

In the House. 

After a long struggle the house journal 
of Saturdvy was approved—yeas, 141; 
pays 107. The house then went into com- 
mittee on the naval appropriation bill. 
When the committee rose the bill was 
passed and the house adjourned.

SOLDIERS RUN AMUCK. 


They Attack and Wound Civiliaus and 
are Put Under Arrest. 


Lonpoy, Jan. 27.—The Port of Wey- 
mouth was the scene of a disgraceful out- 
break last night upon the part of a num- 
ber of soldiers belonging to the artillery 
quarters there. During the course of the 
evening, it appears, a number of artillery- 
men became involved in a fight with 
civilians. The disturbance attracted a 
crowd of citizens and also brought rein- 
forcements to the soldiers. Finally the 
fight between the civilians and the ar- 
tillerymen became general and the 
soldiers, to the number of about seventy 
or eighty, drew their swords and bayonets 
and charged through the crowd and down 
the street, slashing and prodding anybody 
in their way. 

The civilians, panic stricken, fied in all 
directions, leaving a number of their 
wounded upon the ground. When the 
news of the affair reached the officers in 
charge of the artillerymen they ordered 
the buglers to call the men back to their 
barracks. Though the riotous artillery- 
men heard the command they refused to 
obey, and for hours spread terror through- 
out the portions of Weymouth frequented 
by the military. Eventually the soldiers 
sobered down and straggled back to their 
quarters, where they were promptly uar- 
rested. All the rioters are to be tried by 
court marshal and may have to answer to 
the civil authorities.

Is the Committee of the Council on 
Legislative matter to favor or oppose the 
order pending in the Legislature, allowing 
cities to levy assessments on abutters for 
street sprinkling? The hearing will be 
given on Thursday, and it would seem as 
if the Council should have instructed its 
committee to whom it referred the matter. 


Tue Committees of the Council have 
|been appointed, but as there are three 
vacancies in the Council there are vacan- 
cies in many of the committees. There is 
one vacancy on the Finance Committee, 
which will probably be filled by Mr. Wilde, 
if elected; Councilman Morton is now the 
only old member on that important com- 
mittee. The Street Committee is full, and 
has two old members, of whom Councilman 
Jones is chairman. The Committee on 
Public Buildings is composed entirely of 
new members, with a contractor and 
builder as chairman. The Sewer Commit- 
tee has more old members than any other, 
five of the six, and there may be anotber 
when the vacancy is filled. Councilman 
Bass is the only ex-Councilman on the Fire 
Department Committee, and he is chair- 
man. The Health Committee has but two 
| members, both new Councilmen. The Leg- 
islative Committee has two new Council- 
men and one of last year’s Council as 
chairman. The old members are well 
|favyored in the chairmanships. Many of 
| the members of the committees evidently 
| know very little now of such matters as 
will come to them. 


For the Ledger. 
Prohibition a Success. 
That shrewd philosopher, Josh Billings, 
; once remarked that it was ‘‘a good deal 
| better not to know so much than to know 
sO many things that ain’t so.”’ 

This remark comes to my mind as I look 
back over the past ten years. In 1881, 
when the town instructed the Selectmen to 
appoint the undersigned to enforce the 
laws relating to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, many officials and their convivial 
friends declared that. prohibition was a 
failure and could not be maintained. They 
also argued that even an attempt to enforce 
the law would drive business men out of 
town and send shoppers elsewhere to buy 
| their goods. Let us see what the facts are. 

Nobody will deny that there can be no 
fairer or more accurate index of the pros- 
perity of a town than the condition of its 
savings bank. The subjoined table tells 
its own significant story of the progress of 
this community in a material way :

Added to the above is the fact that there 
have been two co-operative banks organ- 
ized. The oldest of these is that at Wol- 
laston, which was started on April 16, 1889. 
Its treasurer writes me that on Jan. 1, 1891, 
the institution had 257 members or deposi- 
tors, and that the amount put in, aside 
from the profits, was $25,915. 

The Quincy Co-operative Bank began 
business on May 7, 1889. At the beginning 
of this year (1891) it had 269 members, and 
its deposits aggregated $19,230. 

But this is not all. During the last ten 
years the population has inereased from 
10,570 to 16,711, a gain of fifty-eight per 
cent. The number of houses erected in 
1881 was twenty-four; in 1889, 163, and in 
ten years 1,013. The valuation in 1880 
was $7,528,096; in 1890, $13,677,410, a gain 
eighty-two per cent. In the year ending 
April 30, 1882, there were forty-two licenses 
grarited under a town government; today, 
under city control, no license is granted, 
even to druggists. The District Court 
record shows that in one year, in Randolph, 
under license, with a population of 3,807, 
there were 143 drunks reported by the 
police, while in Quincy, then more than 
three times as large, the number of similar 
offenders for the same period of time was 
fifty-five. 

Surely no further evidence will be asked 
for by anybody with which to confound 
the “false prophets’? who once resided in 
Quincy. ‘The old ery ‘Prohibition can- 
not be enmforced,’’ has ceased. Kitchen 
grogshops are nuisances of the past, and 
pocket ped dlers of the ‘‘ ardent’’ have been 
compelled to seek more congenial climes.

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ESPIONAGE IN FRANCE. 


HOW ONE IS MADE AWARE OF THE 
REIGN Gr THE SPY SYSTEM. 


Spies Found in Every Walk of Life in 
Every Portion of the Big City of Paris. 
How They Watch and Report the Mo- 
tions and Words of a Stranger. 


The third republic is no freer than 
were any previous French regimes from 
this deep taint of what the French call 
mouchardise. Never before at any pe- 
riod of France’s history has the reign of 
spydom been so widespread and absolute 
in Parisas now. There has been latter- 
ly much discussion in the world’s press 
of the extraordinary degree to which 
official espionage obtains in Russia, and 
very interesting details have been forth- 
coming on the subject. Iam nowin a 
position to affirm that in Paris—I do not 
say throughout the whole of France—the 
meshes of the detective net are woven 
even more closely round theentire popu- 
lation than has ever been the case in St. 
Petersburg. Evidence of this fact might 
easily be found in the secret history of 
the Boulangist conspiracy. From first 
to last every detail of this movement 
was known to the police, more than 
three-fourths of the Boulangists them- 
selves being informers. 

The instant you arrive at a Paris sta- 
tion you are in the midst of spies. You 
are driven to a hotelinacab. In half 
an hour the cabman will furmish the 
police with any particulars he may have 
been able to gather concerning your po- 
sition, destination, business, etc. 

CHARACTER OF THE SPIES. 

Arrived at your hotel you become the 
object of scrutiny, as close as it is secret, 
on the part of divers persons, who, 
though attached to the place in the 
capacity of manager or cashier, or even 
porter or “boots,” are in reality enrolled 
soldiers af the great detective army. 
And here I may mention a special char- 
acteristic of the French detective sys- 
tem—its faculty of recruiting adherents 
in all classes of society. French spies 
for the most part are not simple spies 
and nothing more. They havea trade 
or occupation of their own, to which 
they seem wholly and solely devoted, 
while yet assiduously pursuing sub rosa 
their spying. . 

The unsuspectingstranger in Paris has 
dinner at his hotel served by a waiter, 
who, as a matter of course, is in the pay 
of tKe police and will subsequently re- 
port to them what conversation he over- 
hears during the meal. He then sallies 
forth for an evening’s amusement of the 
true Parisian sort. 

First he repairs to one of the brilliant 
boulevard playhouses. A few stalls 
away from him sits a gentlemanly look- 
ing man with steady, observant eyes. 
who glances now and again at our friend 
in such a way as to make the latter 
think, ‘‘I wonder where I have seen that 
man before?’ He never has seen him 
before, but it doesn*t enter his head fora 
rmaoment to suspect the rman of being 
what he really is—a police spy. 

SPIES EVERYWHERE. 

The play over, there is just time for 
half an hour’s stroll under the horse 
chestnuts in the Jardin de Paris. Here 
nine-tenths of the attendants are either 
spies or scamps, or may, indeed, be both 
at once, for French police authorities ere 
not very squeamish in choosing their in- 
struments, and seem to have asort of 
preference for scoundrels over others. 
Their theory runs that the greater villain 
amanis the better spy he will make: 
moreover, the most efficacious means of 
keeping a man under spy surveillance is 
to have him become aspy himself, for 
spies spy upon each other quite as much 
as on the rest of mankind. 

But our foreigner finishes up the even- 
ing by turning into the Cafe Americaine 
for supper, where he has for next door 
neighbor a young woman, with whom 
he enters into conversation. She has a 
sweet smile, which displays two rows of 
glittering teeth, and puts many questions 
to him concerning France and the 
French. Naturally enough, our visitor 
imagines this is all done out of that 
bright; easx Gallic politeness he admires 
so much, for fiow iy he to know that 
every word he has said in reply wil? 
come to the ear of the police not later 
than the following afternoon? 

If our friend be fond of sport he will 
soon be finding his way to the race 
courses near the capital, and into the 
baccarat clubs, with which Paris 
abounds, and here he will be hourly in 
contact with police spies in greater num- 
ber than there are racers on the course 
or cards in the pack. And so the game 
goes cn in every sphere of Paris life and 
society.—Philadelphia Times. 


Frederic Harrison’s Advice. 

Frederic Harrison says in The Forum: 
“In matters literary, I have but one ad- 
vice to give. Keep out of literature, at 
least till you feel ready to burst. Never 
write a line except out of a sense of duty, 
nor with any other object save that of 
getting it off your mind.

Nor do I remember to have 
wasted an hour in thinking about style 
or about conditions of literary success.”

the rules of our service, those who are 
suffering or invalided from wounds or in- 
curable disease, can only remain a limited 
time in the hospitals, the exception being

very many of this valuable class of citizens, 


who have braved every peril in defence of 
our flag, are, and will be, cast upon the 


world, helpless and without the means 
of support; for to those whose constitu- 


tions are broken by disease and exposure 
and to those who 
are disabled by wounds, an entirely insuffi- 
cient one for their support is granted, The 
establishment of a home for disabled sea- 
men is imperatively called for by every ob- 
ligation of justice and every instinct of 
humanity, in order to relieve the large

and misery even now pressing upon the 


friends of the sailor.”

The opening address was delivered by 
Edward Everett. 

The fair proper was held in the Boston 
Theatre, and the visitors could attend al- 
most any other exhibition in the city and 
still be within the circle of the great naval 
charity.

This was the nucleus of a fund from 
which, in due time, a National Sailors’ 
Home was built. This is the institution 
which a certain Boston daily is now at- 
tempting to slander. 
The Ledger's Inspection. 

On Sunday morning a LEDGER represen- 
tative visited the Home and inspected it 
from garret to cellar. The writer has in- 
spected a large number of public institutions 
including state prisons, houses of correction, 
hospitals, forts, etc., and has some idea as 
to how high a standard such an institution 
as the Sailors’ Home should be kept. 

All of the sleeping rooms were thoroughly 
inspected and they were found, with the 
contents, to be scrupulously clean. Each 
room, excepting those on the upper floor, 
contained two iron bedsteads with good 
mattresses and bed clothing, such as is 
found in any hotel. The floors were neatly 
painted and covered with rugs, and the 
walls and ceilings were kalsomined a very 
light blue. The floors were so clean that a 
white kid glove could be drawn across them 
without being soiled. The hall way, the 
chapel, in fact every room in the building 
had this same remarkably clean and ship 
shape appearance, such as is seldom found 
outside of a man-of-war. 

The hospital is situated in the south end 
of the Home and isa large sunny room, 
well lighted and ventilated, and admirably 
suited for its purpose. 

The Cemetery 
about which so much talk was made is lo- 
cated ona knoll, washed by the waters of 
Quincy bay and beautified by a large grove 
of trees. Very few small country towns 
can boast of such a well kept and pictu- 
resque burial ground, 

Steward Betts showed the writer through 
the kitchen. The food is as good, if not 
better, than that served at suburban hotels. 

Money Matters. 

Since writing the above, a letter has been 
received from Mr. Henry Sprague a for- 
mer member of the Home. Mr. Sprague’s 
letter is as follows: 

Tyson, VT., 
James 8. Whiting, Esq., 
Wollaston, Maszs., 

My Dear Sir: While at the Sailors’ 
Home at Quincy I had granted to me by an 
act of Congress, an additional pension of 
~ per month, and a check was sent to me 

from the pension department for back pay 
to the amount of $51 directed to Quincy, 
Mass. Dr. Faxon, contrary to law, took 
the letter containing the check from the 


post office, opened it and then notified me 
of its receipt.

Dr. Faxon was shown the letter and said 
in reply: 

For years the rule of the Home, made 
by the Trustees, has been that all pension 
money over $8 per month shall be surren- 
dered to the institution and on quarter 
days I have had the checks cashed and 
given to the pensioner the balance coming 
to him. Sprague, on the first payment 
after his pension had been increased be- 
yond $4 refused to abide by the rule. As 
the agreement was not a written one, I 
gave\him the whole amount feeling, of 
course, that the old man was a swindler to 
that extent, taking advantage of a techni- 
cality. 

The statement that letters to inmates 
are opened as described is absolutely un- 
true.

TWO REPUBLICANS.’ GANNED GOODS. 


Roger -H. Wilde Has 
J41 Majority. 


Louis Rinn Victorious Over Daniel C. 
Lyons in Ward Six. 


The Vote Larger Than Expected, and 
the Majorities a Surprise, 


The result of tie special election in this 
city yesterday was a great surprise, especi- 
ally the majority given for Roger H. Wilde, 
the Republican nominee, who failed of a 
re-election at the annual election because 
of a tie vote. The total vote was 1697, of 
which Mr. Wilde received 1011 and Mr. 
Duggan but 670. 

The poils closed at 4 p.m. and the first 
returns came from Ward One about half 
an hour later. There had been cast 298 
votes and 212 were for Mr. Wilde, a plural- 
ity of 129 over Mr. Duggan. Ward Two 
followed in a few minutes with 49 plurality 
and Ward Five increased it 122. Ward 
Three gave Wilde 184 and Duggan but 126, 
a plurality of 58. 

The four wards had given Mr. Wilde a 
plurality of 358, and the question with the 
politicians assembled at City Hall was, 
how much would Ward Four reduce it. 
The returns soon came: Wilde, 175; Dug- 
gan, 260, a plurality of 85 for Duggan, 
making Mr. Wilde’s plurality 273 with his 
own ward to hearfrom. It was expected 
Mr. Wilde would carry Ward Six, but it 
was not expected that Mr. Duggan, who is 
also from that ward would be so completely 
snowed under. The vote was: Wilde, 

43; Duggan, 78; about 2 to 1. Mr. 
Wilde’s plurality in the city is 541.

A Paris Mob Objects to the Production 
of Sardou’s New Play. 


Paris, Jan. 28.—The performance of 
Sardou’s new play ‘*‘Thermidor” Monday 
night led toa riot among extreme parti- 
sans of the revolution, who expressed 
their disapprobation of certain parts of 
the play and were ejected from the the- 
atre. ‘Tne government has suppressed the 
play for iear that it might cause further | 
disturbances. The theatre was neverthe- | 
less packed by a mob last night, and the | 
rising of the curtain was the signal for 
violent rival cries of ‘*‘Vive Thermidor,” 
“A bas Thermidor,” etc. The tumult 
increased in violence until tLe younger 
Coquelin stepped before the curtain and 
said he was compelled to announce that 
the performance would proceed no further 
and that the ticket money would be re- 
turned at thedoor. The andience departed 
greatly excited, but no serious disorder 
ensued. The Theatre Francais losses f.500,- 
000 in advance bookings, in addition to the 
cost of mounting the play. 

In connection with the ‘Thermidor” 


trouble M. Reinach has secure permis- 
sion to question the government in the 
chamber of deputies whether it intends to 
assure order without detriment to liberty 
in dramatic art.

HE STARTED IN EARLY. 


A Boston Bookkeeper Admits He Has 
Embezzled More Than $4000. 


Boston, Jan. 28.—Witbin about a 
week, the managers of the Smith & An- 
thony Stove company, 52 Union street, 
became suspicious that they Were being 
systematically swindled out of large 
sums of money. They mistrusted their 
bookkeeper, Clarence E. Smith, 41 years 
old, who had been in their employ since 
Oct. 1, 1890. His books were ex- 
amined and it was discovered that within 
the first eighteen days he was in their 
employ he embezzled $1000. Further ex- 
amination showed that since that time he 
had also embezzled $3458 additional. The 
case was reported to a detective agency, 
and last night Smith was arrested at 21

For 27 
years this building served the purposes of 
town and city.

a mansard roof «was added, a tower with| 


clock and bell,‘ all were put above the old 
stone walls that stand today. * The cost of 
these improvements was about $200,000. 
But in the upper part of the remodelled 
building there were lumber rooms and store- 
rooms, and rooms occupied as workshops 
by the superintendent of public buildings. 
Therein were stored paint skins, old cloth 
dyed black with combustible dyes, and 
therein, too, entered a number of deadly 
or lively electric wires, and all have at one 
time or another been held responsible for 
the great calamity that befell the city on 


the day called March 19, 1886. | 
The hall has just been rebuilt, more| 


beautiful than ever, and is one of the hand- 
somest municipal buildings in the State.

It is evident that Quincy must ere long 
remodel its City Hall, at least the interior.

NEW HAMPSHIRE VETS. 


Report of the Board of Managers of the 
Soldiers’ Home. 

ConcorD, N. HL, Jan. 28.—The first re- 
port to the legislature of the board of 
managers of the State Soldiers’ home at 
Tilton has been presented. It recites in 
detail the work of the board in erecting, 
dedicating and opening the establishment. 
It made especial mention of the voluntary 
efforts of the Woman’s Relief Corps or- 
ganizations throughout the state, whose 
members almost wholly furnished the 
home at an expense of between $5000 and 
$6000. Theexpense of construction was 
$82,800 and the board asks that the excess 
of expenditure above the appropriation 
of the state, being the sum of $2800, be 
transferred from the unexpended appro- 
priation account to the item of cost of 
construction. The expense of maintenance 
up to Jan. 1 of the present year was $2300. 
The board asks an appropriation of $5000 
for various purposes, including the fitting 
up of ahospital, renmioval of the barn, 
planting trees and shubbery, concreting 
walks, and for insurance and repairs. The 
managers further ask an appropriation of 
$10,000 to be used in addition to what is 
received from the general government for 
maintaining the home from Aug. 16, 1891, 
to the meeting of the next legislature. 
There are now thirty-six inmates. The 
report was prepared by Hon. Daniel Hall 
of Dover, secretary 


STRAIGHTENING THINGS OUT. 


Program for Conducting Business as 
Mapped Out by the Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The Republican 
senatorial caucus committee oworder of 
business met and agreed to recommend to 
their colleagues that after the apportion- 
ment bill is acted upon the eight-hour 
bills and the copyright bill be taken up in 
order. This arrangement is subject to 
possible disturbance by the appropria- 
tions committee, which has already given 
notice, through Chairman Allison, of an 
intention to call up an appropriation bill 
this week. The caucus committee also 
disposed of other pending measures of 
public interest in this order: After the! 
copyright bill is to follow the Indian| 
depredations bill, the Paddock pure food | 
bill and the Nicaragua canal bill, reported 
by the committee on foreign reiations. 

As the senate will hereafter meet at 11 
o’clock instead of noon, as at present, and | 
the morning business will be limited to} 
one hour, it is the expectation of the com- | 
mittee that rapid progress will be made! 
in the consideration of the measures 
selected by them. Meanwhile, individual 
senators are to be allowed to call up 
measures not included in the above list 
in the morning hour, and it is believed 
that some advancement of business will 
result from the use of this privilege. 


EGYPTIANS VICTORIOUS. 


Rebels at Last Driven from Handoub— 
Brighter Prospect for Interior Trade. 


SUAKIN, Jan. 28.—A force of Egyptian 
infantry and cavalry captured Handoub 
from the rebels. The governor of Suakin, 
who commanded the Egyptians, then re- 
turned here with most of his troops, leav- 
ing behiud, however, one”* battalion to 
to serve as a garrison of occupation. The 
Egyptians did uot kill any of the rebels 
they captured, but they will be subjected 
to severe treatment. If Egypt succeeds in 
holding Handoub and also takes Tokar, 
the interior trade will be revived. 

A band of dervishes and their followers 
on a raid captured some cattle near Sua- 
kin, but a force of Ezyptian cavalry went 
in pursuit of then. and recaptured the 
cattle aftersome skirmishing.

WHO WILL BE NEXT? 


Speculations as to Who Will Suc- 
ceed Pope Leo XIll. 


ITALY SEEMS TO BE WORRIED, 


Fearing That a Pope Favorable to France 
May Be Elected—Foreign Cardinals 
Will Soon Have a Majority in the Sa- 
cred College. 


Copyright by the New York Associated Press. 
Rome, Jan. 28.—The Vatican has been 
advised that the Italian government was 
occupying itself diplomatically with the 
approaching conclave, in order to prevent 
the election of a pope unfavorable to offi- 
cial Italy and favorable to France. Signor 
Crispi, the prime minister, will endeavor 
to demonstrate to the triple alliance that 
in view of the hostile spirit which exists 
at present in high quarters, itis tothe in- 
terest of the allied cabinets to prepare the 
forthcoming conclave. This explains the 
opposition offered by several German and 
Italian journals to the cardinals who are 
described as the favorites of France or of 
the party called the Intransigeants. Sig- 
nor Crispi, it must be remembered, was 
president of the council in 1878 at the 
time of the election of Leo XIII This 
time he hopes to exercise greater influence 
on the external conditions of the ballot. 

At the Vatican they appear to be very 
sceptical and serene in this respect, first, 
because the pope enjoys perfect health, 
and secondly, because the sacred college 1s 
not, as formerly, exposed to the interfer- 
ence of courts or cabinets. A highly 
placed personage who will certainly play 
a preponderating part in the future con- 
clave, said in this connection: 

“The times have passed when the cardi- 
nals accepted the veto of the monarchies. 
The church is henceforth refractory to 
those encroachments. She turns more 
and more toward tle democratic ideal, 
toward the law of liberty for all. The 
United States exerts a profourd influence 
in this respect om the transformations of 
Catholicism in Europe. No doubt the 
allied governments may try to terrorize 
the cardinals, but it will bein vain. It is 
not possible at present to foresee who will 
be the next pope, but the following are 
thedominant impressions in competent 
circles: 

“In ordinary conditions, i. e., if the pope 
died ta-morrow, without the present con- 
ditions being transformed, it is infinitely 
probable that the conclave of 1878 would 
repeat itself—that isto say, that the for- 
eign cardiuals,allied to the most moderate 
of the Roman and [talian cardinals,would 
choose a conciliatory pope, modern and 
moderate. This pope will probabiy be 
taken from among the cardinals of the 
province, the cardinals of the curia being 
too divided to come to an agreement on a 
Roman name. Under extraordinary con- 
ditions, if the conclave were held abroad, 
and it should meet in the midst of a Euro- 
pean complication, itis tobe presumed 
that the cardinals would cheose a neutral 
foreign pope, neither German, French, 
Austrian nor Italian. They would take a 
Belgian cardinal or an American, an Eng- 
lishman or a Spaniard; in a word, a cardi- 
nal born ina country that does not in- 
spire international jealousy. For example, 
Manning, Gibbons or Goossena de 
Malinci. The hypothesis of a foreign pope, 
it must be admitted, presents itself more 
and more. That which was formerly a 
reason for choosing an Italian pope is now 
a reason for taking a stranger above all, if 
Italian unity is to be consolidated and if 
papacy is not to regain possession of 
Rome. 

“Tt is also necessary to bear in mind 
this capital fact—that foreign cardinals 
will soonforma majority in the sacred 
college. With the development of Chris- 
tianity in the colonies, the church will 
have need of cardinals not only in the 
United States, in Australia andin Can- 
ada, but in the east, in China, India, and 


in Africa. This expansion of Christianity | 


will modify essentially the conditions of 
the conclave and of the papacy. Further, 
the world becoming Romanized, it is ne- 
cessary that the papacy should become 
universal, i. e.,that it should become more 
and moreextra-italian and extra-national. 
In a word, that she should transform her- 
self into an international institution.” 


Wreck on the New York Central. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 28.—There 
was a smashup on the New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad at Peekskill. 
A work train started to cross the main 
tracks at the crossing just north of Peeks- 
kill when a fast train under full headway 
crashed into it. The two engines went to- 
gether with terrific force and were 
wrecked, and both main tracks were 
strewn with broken and derailed cars. It 
is said that no one wasinjured. Trains 
from both north and south were detained 
at the wreck. In all it is estimated that 
4000 people were detained. The cause of 
the accident is not known. 


Nothing Left of the Mill. 
STERLING, Ills., Jan. 28—The Rock 
Falis paper mill was blown up by an ex- 
plosion of “bieach’’ last evening. The 
mili was demolished. John Myers and 
Alonzo Bell have been taken from the 
ruins dead. Three or four other workmen 
pare suposed to be in the ruins. The acci- 
dent happened just when the day and 

night forces were changing places. 


Farmer Sarle’s Case. 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 28—In the United 
States citcuit court a rescript was filed in 
the case of the United States vs. Oliver P. 
Sarle, a Warwick farmer, who refused to 
answer the census enumerator’s ques- 
tions. Sarle demurred that the indict- 
ment charged no offense punishable un- 
derthe law. Demurrer overruled and de- 
fendant ordered to plead.

Lowspon, Jan. 28—Sir William Guyer 
Hunter, member for Hackney, moved in 
the house of commons that the res- 
olution of the house of June, 1890, for- 
bidding Charles Bradlaugh to take 
the oath or to affirm, be expunged from 
the records as subsersive of uhe rights of 
electors, 

The solicitor general, Sir Howard 
Clarke, Q. C,, opposed the motion as not 
in accordance with the traditions of the 
house. Mr. Gladstone supported the 
motion, claiming that it was an excess of 
jurisdiction in an assembly like the house, 
holding almost unmeasurable power with- 
out appeal. Excess of jurisdiction, said 
Mr. Gladstone, wasthe greatest fault such 
an assembly could commit, leaving on re- 
cord an error that might be turned to evil 
accountin evil times. To see that the 
house did not trespass over the limits of 
its functions was one of the highest and 
most sacred duties. [Cheers]. Mr. Glad- 
stone, continuing, suggested that the mo- 
tion would be acceptable to everybody by 
omitting the words “subsersive of the 
rights of electors.” 

Hon. Sir Stafford Northcote, member 
for Exeter, advocated the acceptance of 
the suggestions made by Mr. Gladstone. 

Hon. William Henry Smith, firss lord of 
the treasury, expressed the general sor- 
row which was feit at the illness of Mr.

TRAINS CRASH TOGETHER. 


FREE THINKER. 


One Was a Special from Pine Ridge— 
Two Soldiers Killed and Many Injured. 


ToPEKA, Kan., Jan. 28.—A passenger 
train collided with a special bearing the 
troops from Pine Ridge on the Union 
Pacific railroad at Florence, a small sta- 
tion near Irwin, Kan. The special was 
carrying about 400 soldiers, part of the 
Seventh cavalry and battery K, light 
artillery, bound for Fort Riley. The 
train consisted of seven passenger and 
twenty-four freight cars, loaded with 
horses and several pieces of artillery and 
ammunition, hauled by two large engines. 
The three engines and severalcars are a 
complete wreck. Many of the soldiers 
were seriously injured, at least two 
fatally. The dead so far as can be ascer- 
tained are: Sergt. Schortbat, battery E 
artillery; Private Mail, troop G, Seventh 
cavalry. 

None of the passengers on the other 
train were injured. The conductor of the 
military train is held responsible for the 
accident, as he was running on the express 
train’s time. He has disappeared. A 
large number of cavalry horses were 
killed.

Sir Charles Tupper Will Interview 
Mr. Blaine. 


HE WILL SUBMIT PROPOSALS 


Looking Toward Closer Trade Relations 
Between the United States and Canada 
—Parliament Will Undoubtedly Secon 
Be Dissolved. 


OTTAWA, Jan. °98—The announcement | 


that Sir Charles Tupper, Canada’s high 
commissioner in London, bad heen cabled 
for to come at once to Canada, gives further 
confirmation to the report in ministerial 
circles at Ottawa that the dissolution of 
parliament is asettled fact. 

Sir Charlies, to whom Sir John Macdon- 
ald has always intrusted the negotiations 
between Canada and the United States on 
matters of trade or international disputes, 
will leave Liverpool for New York to-day. 
Aday or two after his arrival he will 
have aconference with Sir John Macden- 
ald; then he -vill immediately proceed to 
Washington to lay such proposals as he 
brings from Lord Salisbury for reopening 
negotiations in the direction of commer- 
cial reciprocity before Secretary Blaine. 

It will be remembered that in the 
Dominion parliament in 1887,in explain- 
ing the failure to negotiate a treaty of 
reciprocity at Washington, Sir Charles 
stated that he hae been sent on aconfiden- 
tial. mission to Washington in 1884, and 
had a long and interesting conversation 
with Secretary Frelinghuysen on the sub- 
ject of reciprocity. The failure to return 
the administration of which the late secre- 
tary was a member was, he said, 4 great 
misfortune for Canada. 

He felt certain that, had Mr. Freling- 
huysen beer spared and the Republican 
government given andthe? lease of power, 
a measure of reciprocity would have been 
carried out that time. Sir Charles has 
again been entrusted to negotiate with a 
Republican government, and it will be a 
matter of much concern to learn what 
proposal he has to submit to Secretary 
Blaine.

The persons not 
killed are in such a critical condition that 
their deaths are momentarily expected. 
Up to this writing sixty bodies have 
recovered, all without a sign of life.

THOSE DIAMONDS. 


An Investigation by the 
Ledger. 


The Stories Circulated Are Untrue 
and Malicious, 


The Missing Diamond Was Last Seen at 
the Quincy Hospital--Where Is It? 


For some weeks past grave rumors have 
been afloat about Mr. N. B. Furnald, which 
if true would place that official in a very 
serious position. The LEDGER man was 
one of the first to hear the rumor, but 
thought nothing about it, as rumors of 
a similar nature have always been circu- 
lated about some of our officers, as the 
time for reappointment draws near. While 
in the past years they have been mere 
minor matters, this is different and the 
rumor instead of dying out appears to be 
on the increase, and in justice to Mr. 
Furnald who has always been a terror to 
evil doers, an investigation is due that the 
citizens may know the truth of the matter, 
and after a thorough investigation we have 
no hesitancy in pronouncing the story 
untrue. 

From the first idle rumor the story as 
told today is sybstantially as follows: 
At the time of the recent railroad accident 
in this city, some of the personal property 
belonging to one of the passengers on the 
wrecked train was missing, and that said 
property consisted of diamonds which were 
highly prized, not because of their intrin- 
sic value but of the associations connect- 
ed with them. As all efforts to find the 
property have proved fruitless, so the story 
goes 

A Detective Was Employed 

who visited Quincey and worked himself into 
the good graces of Mr. Furnald’s family, 
where he was constant visitor during his 
stay. Heinvited Mr. Furnald’s daughter 
to accompany him to placesof amusement 
and upon one occasion Miss Furnald wore 
the very article for which he was looking. 
The detective then had Mr. Furnald 
arrested, who furnished bail. The amount 
of bail which was first placed at $200, 
having been increased until today some 
parties set it at $50,000. 

To say where this story first saw the light 
of day, would be hard to tell, but it is 
believed to have been 

A Political Move. 
One of the officers who frequents the Police 
station quite often was seen by the LEDGER 
man Wednesday and in conversation, he 
said he had not heard the rumor only a few 
days ago, and he had taken the trouble to 
inquire of the clerk of the district court if 
a warrant had been issued and found none 
had and therefore Mr. Furnald could not 
have been arrested for as the crime was 
alleged to have been committed was in 
Quincy the warrant must necessarily be 
issued here. He had never heard any 
officer accuse Mr. Furnald of stealing any- 
thing, and did not believe he had ever 
stolen a cent’s worth,but he had heard him 
criticised at the way in which he handled 
the articles taken from the victims, for in- 
|stead of keeping them separate so that 
they could be identified he bad thrown 
them in a composed mass into a large 
basket. He had heard that some one had 
losta diamond, but did not believe Mr. 
Furnald had taken it. 

Mr. Furnald was seen and in conversa- 
tion said no New York detective had 
visited Quincy to his knowledge. Of all 
the property he had in his possession at 
the time of the accident there was nota 
diamond. Everything he had had been 
identified and Dr. J. H. Gilbert, the medi- 
cal examiner, held the receipts for every- 
thing and he held duplicate receipts for 
the same from Dr. Gilbert. There was 

A Diamond Ring 
Which belonged to Mrs. Fenley which was 
missing, and although he and Dr. Galvin 
of the Old Colony had made careful search 
it had not yet been found. 

The day of the accident Mrs. Fenley was 
taken to the Hospital, where the ring was 
cut from her finger and placed upon the 
shelf, and that was the last seen of it. He 
did not goto the Hospital that day and as 
that was the time it disappeared its dis- 
appearance cannot be laidto him. There 
was inthe room at that time the doctors 
and Lawyer Coffey of Weymouth. 

Being asked about putting the articles 
into a large basket, he said this was not so, 
as every article which he had in his posses- 
sion could be 

Easily Identified. . 

Mr. Furnald does not care so much abont 
the story himself as he does for his family, 
who have been dragged into it, and they 
are the ones who would suffer the most. 

Several other Quincy officers were seen 
none of whom placed any credit to the 
story, and the fact that Mr. Furnald has 
and does now handle some of the Old 
Colony’s business, should be evidence 
enough that they do not place any credit 
in it. 

Miss Furnald unfortunately it seems has 


two diamond rings, but she has owned 
these five or six years, and the jewelers 
from whom they were bought have identi- 
fied them as the ones they sold. 


AN EXPLOSION 


Which Sets Fire to the Works of the Citi- 
zens’ Gas Company. 


Shortly before eleven o’clock this morn- 
ing residents within a quarter of a mile of 
the gas works on Brackett street felt the 
shock of an explosion which shook their 
houses. It occurred in the meter room at 
the works, blowing the door out and send- 
ing it a dozen feet and completely smash- 
ing two windows. It also set fire to the 
floor. 

An attempt was made to pull in Box 25, 
but it would not work, and the fire depart- 
ment was summoned by telephone and 
responed in a very few minutes. Their 
services were not needed, however, as the 
fire was trifling and a sill cock stream had 
extinguished it. 

Supt. Keniley said the damage was 
trifling.

Muy Never Be Known. 


Younewoop, Pa. Jan. 29.—The bodies 
of 107 victims of the explosion in Mam- 
moth mine No. 1 have been recovered, and 
seventy-nine have been identified and 
buried. The work of the rescuers was 
continued until noon yesterday. Then 
Superintendent Keighley came out of the 
mine and said: “We can find no more 
bodies. I think we have them all, with 
perhaps the exception of one or two.” 

General Manager Lynch thereupon be- 
gap preparations for the largest funeral 
which ever occurred in this section. The 
victims belong to the Catholic church, 
and Fr. Lambing of Scottdale and Fr. 
Symigel, the Hunzarian priest, arrauged 


the details of the funeral. Fr. Lambing 
telephoned to Scottdale and ordered 
graves prepared for 80 bodies. This 


| necesitated digging a trench 6 feet deep, 
| 71-2 feet wide and 250 feet long. 

it has been learned that hundreds of 
safety gauze lamps were provided for the 
miners by the company, but they were 
never used, as they were regarded as un- 
necessary. In their stead the men wore 
the familiar little open flame lamps on 
their hats. 

Fire Boss Sneath had worked in mines 
in Great Britain and this country for 
thirty years. When the miners went to 
work on Tuesday morning they found the 
indication of the fire boss’ visit and his 
indorsement of bis belief in the safety of 
the mine. 

On Monday there were thirteen miners 
at work inthe part ofthe mine affected 
by the explosion. It is not known exactly 
how many were there on Tuesday. 

The last examination of the Mammoth 
mine by the state inspector was made on 
Jan. 16. It shows that at the inlet, which 
is the slope a mile or two away from the 
shaft, there was 55,080 cubic feet of air en- 
tering. The general condition of the mine 
was marked fair. The report was signed 
by William J. Jenkins, inspector of the 
second bituminons district. 

Superintendent Lynch said the Mam- 
moth mine was long thought to be the 
safest mine of the twenty-nine operated 
by the Frick company. All the lights 
were open, aud the gas was ap unexpected 
thing. 

An official of the Frick company said: 

“It may never be known how or why 
the explosion occurred. The accumula- 
tion of fire damp was probably the cause. 
There is @ theory that a pocket of natural 
gas was reached, and the operation of the 
ventilating pans now prevents any accu- 
mulation of it. The disaster has some re- 
markable features.» It was as deadly, as 
sweeping aud as complete as the sinking 
of a ship, without small boats, in mid- 
ocean,” 

There were some sad scenes during the 
day. When the bodies had all been pre- 
pared for burial, Coroner J. B. Wakefield 
of Jeannette impanelled a jury. The 
bodies were viewed, and after a brief 
consultation with the jury, the coroner 
adjourned the inquest until 10 o’clock on 
Feb. 5.

A MILLIONAIRE PUGILIST. 


John Mackay Soundly : Thrashes, a Man 


Who, He Claims, Circulated False 
Stories About Hix Wife. 
SAN Francisco, Jan. 29.—John W. 


Mackay makes the following statement 
in regard to an encounter yesterday in the 
Nevada bank with C. W. Bonynge, a capi- 
talist, formerly a member of the San 
Francisco Stock Exchange and in late 
years a resident of Loudon: 

“Long ago! suspected that Bonynge was 
the instigator of certain attacks on Mrs. 
Mackay which appeared in certain papers 
in New York and London. Having pro- 
cured that proof that this was true I de- 
termined to punish him the first time I 
met him. Yesterday, when entering the 
president’s room in the Nevada bank by 
the back door, of wiich I, as director, 
have a key, I saw Bonynge sitting at a 
desk with Mr. Helliman. As I entered 
Bonynge turned and saw me. ~He had a 
malignant look on his face and made a 
threatening movement. I struck out with 
my right and hit him in the lefteye. Then 
I hit him again and called upon him to 
put up his fists ani fight likea mao. In- 
stead of doing so, he fell and clasped me 
about the knees like a coward. Blood, 
which was flowing freely from his nose, 
poured all over my pantaloons and upon 
the floor. My clerks then rushed in and 
removed him. The sound thrashing he 
received he well deserved for circulating 
those stories about Mrs. Mackay. I’m 
not so handy with my fists as I used to be 
twenty-five years agv, but I have a little 
fight left in me yet, and 1 will allow no 
man to malign me or mine.” 

Mr. Mackay was around as usual, none 
the worse for the affray, while Bonynge 
was confined to his room, nursing his 
black and swollen eyes and several con- 
tusions elsewhere on his face.

STORM OF SIXTY-SEVEN DAYS,

D uring Which the Vessel Was Buffeted 
Half Way Across the Atlantic—Nothing 
but Shreds of Canvas, and the Men 
Half Starved--Other Disasters. 


New York, Jan. 29.—The steamship 
Philadelphia, of the Red line, arrived 
from Laguayra an‘ brought the news that 
the bark Montreal, which left Windsor,N. 
S., for St. Simon Island, Ga., on Nov. 18 
last, and which was given up at Lloyds as 
lost, is still afloat and making her way to 
port. 

Last Saturday the steamship sighted a 
bark with signals of distress flying and 
with canvas spread with rents running 
through it from yard to yard. Capt. 
Chambers bore down on the distressed 
vessel and learned from her commander, 
Capt. Dexter, thst he was short of provi- 
sions, had very little water, and that the 
vessel, for t+ <ix°y-s ven days she was at 

ia making th- ~.0 ¢ journey from the 
Nova Scotia port tu tue Georgia port, en- 
countered every class of storm, hurricane 
and cyclone. 

The bark was still sound in hull, but 
everything loose on deck was swept away 
and there was nothing but shreds of can- 
vas to sail her. Five times she was 
blown across New York harbor. The 
week before Christmas the captain was 
430 miles east of Sandy Hook and he made 
an effort to get to it, but storms and the 
gulf stream drove him away. On Christ- 
mas day there was 4 barrel of pork and a 
few barrels of flour and three tierces of 
water in stock and all hands hai to be put 
on short rations. 

On the third day of the new year Capt. 
Dexter sent some of his hands aloft to furl 
the torn <opsails, as he feared another 
hurricane. 
the maint) psail yard to the deck and was 
instanliv h.. ef. 

The vessel was battered around in the 
hurricane that struck them and was 
driven half way across the Atlantic. 
Since then she hai! be-n beating up to her 
port, but sighted no» vessel or steamship

sent a good store of beef, pork, bread and 
water to the famished crew, and also a 
supply of canvas.

*"NABBED BY BYRNES’ MEN, 


Arrest of Two Crooks, with Records of 
Heavy Robberies Which Will Probably 
Never Be Beaten. 


New York, Jan. 29.—Two dangerous 
crooks have been arrested by Inspector 
Byrnes’ men, with costly kits of burglars* 
tools in their possession. They were 
clever Billy Maher, alias George Hovugh- 
ton, and Davic Cummings, alias Cronin. 
Cummings was discharged at the Old 
Bailey, London, Oct. 30, 1890, on a ticket 
of leave. He has been under surveillance 
ever since he landed here, five weeks ago, 
He has a big record asa Mississippi river 
thief of twenty years ago, and had served 
time in various states. Cronin is 42 years 
old, and has been a thief and safe cracker 
all his life. In 1868 he blossomed out in 
New Orleans, where, with Billy Forrester 
and Dago Frank, he sacked a jewelry store 
and got away with $100,000. Before the 
authorities of the Crescent City had re- 
covered their breath he cracked a bank in 
the French district, and stole $65,000. 
Jesse Allen was his pal then. In St. 
Louis he robbei Pawuabroker Spears of 
$65,000 by cracking a safe in the window 
under cover ofadummy. After the Chi- 
cago fire he turned hotel thief, and robbed 
Jennie Jinks, keeper of a notorious house 
in the Windy City, of diamonds worth 
$7000, Next he burrowed down through 
the ceiling of the First National bank in 
Jersey City with his band, and was crack- 
ing the vault when a woman gave the 
alarm™ The whole band except Cronin 
were caught at work. Cronin escaped in 
time to crack a bank in Macon, Ga., 
where he got $50,000, and the First Na- 
tional bank in Quincy, Ills. That haul 
netted him $30,000 in cash and $550,000 in 
railroad securities. It was the first safe 
cracked by the air pump system of draw- 
ing the powder in through the cracks by 
suction. He was arrested at last in Cali- 
fornia, and, after serving time, fled to 
Europe, whence he has now returned. 

Muher has done ten years in Trenton for 
robbing the Jamesburg, N. J., bank. He 
escaped after serving a year, in 1872, and 
was recaptured in 1878. Since his release 
he has been robbing around generally. 


A MYSTERIOUS CASE, 


An Unknown Young Man Found in a 
Stupor—He is Silent About Himaelf. 


SALEM, Mass., Janu. 29.—Last Monday 
afternoon a young man about 38 years old, 
well dressed, called at a boarding house 
on Central street and hired a room, giving 
his name as Charles Smith of Jonesboro, 
Me., although he said he had not been 
there for years, and was a traveling man. 
He went to the room, and no one has 
seen him leave it for meals or other pur- 
poses sitice that time. Yesterday his 
boarding mistress, failing to get any re- 
sponse to repeated calls at his door, no- 
tified the police, who found the man on 
the bed in a sort of stupor,unable to walk 
and only able to speak in whispers. He 
was taken to the hospital for treatment, 
but refused to give any account of himself 
beyond saying he Was gn the way to 
Florida and that a friend had taken his 
watch to Maine to zet money. Since he 
has been in Salem no one has called to see 
him and the case isa mysterious one. He 
had the appearance of one not accustomed 
to hard work. 


THE THREAD MILLS STRIKE. 


Mr. Walmsley Says the Trouble is Over 
—Hints at a Suit for Damages. 


NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 29.—Supt. Walms- 
ley of the Clark thread mills states that 
he has withdrawn entirely from the work 
of securing additional spinners and that 
the matter now is entirely in the hands of 
William Clark, Jr. Mr. Walmsley posi- 
tively refused to discuss the question of 
the affidavit made by Marie Barker, a 
notorious woman, in which he is accused 
of infamous conduct with several of the 
young women eniployed at the mills, 
whom he is charged with bringing to the 
woman’s place. 

“T will not waste my time,” he said, *‘to 
give the matter a moment’s attention, 
unless it maybe to bring a suit for dam- 
ages. My relations with the Clarks are 
stillof a satisfactory character, and I 
hardly think J wili !vave the concern for 
some time tocome. The strike is prac- 
tically ended and we have made ,arrange- 
ments by which we will soon have all 
three mills in complete operation,” 


BRIBERY IN WASHINGTON. 


A Democrat Offers to Prove That Mr. 
Squire's Election Was Purchased, 

TAcoMA, Wash., Jan. 29.—A sensation 
has been caused by Representative Frame, 
Democratic member from Shohomish 
county, openly stating that he was offered 
$1000, $3000 and then $5000 to vote for 
Senator Squire bya man who was vouched 
for by Squire’s private secretary as being 
allrightin any offer he made. Frame 
will testify before the investigating com- 
mittee, HF preseatative Hutchinson is 
quoted as having stated that he was 
offered a bribe to vote for Squire, but it is 
reported that he will refuse to testify, pre- 
ferring to go to jail for contempt. Senator 
Long charges that he knows of two sen- 
ators, each of whom received a $2000 check 
for his vote; that one became frightened 
and tore up the check and that another 
senator recovered the pieces and holds 
them as damaging evidence.

Boston, Jan. 29.—In the senate a mes- 
sage was received from the governor call- 
ing the attention of the legislature to the 
coming World’s fair, and suggesting ap- 
propriate action by the state. Orders 
were introduced to make the statutes con- 
form to the constitutional amendment 
just adopted in regard to disfranchise- 
ment for change of residence. Opposition 
to the appropriation bills was withdrawn, 

House orders related to the publication 
of applications for pardon, the regulation 
of the practice of medicine, to returns by 
all foreign corporations, and the lowering 
of the liquor license limit to one for each 
500 of population in any city ortown. A 
bill was reported to punish unlawful 
wearing of Sons of Veteran or Woman’s 
Relief Corps insignia. 


Must Get Proof Some Uther Way. 

Boston, Jan. 29.—It has been the cus- 
tom for police officers, in citizens’ dress, 
to visit unlicensed places and buy liquor, 
in order to obtain evidence of illegal 
sales, Several members of the force who 
were not 1n the habit of using liquor have 
thus acquired a taste for it, and the board 
of police has ordered thatin future other 
means shail be used to get evidence. It is 
said that small bottles with tunnels will 
be used by the officers.

Brought Upon Some Republicans—Bos- 
ton Business Men Argue Against the 
Free Coinage Bill—Other Washington 
Items of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29,—Senator Stan- 
ford’s status having been settled, the 
friends of the cloture rule and the elec- 
tion bill have abandoned any further ef- 
forts to call up these measures. One of 
the resulis of the action of the free coin- 
age advocates in securing the defeat of 
the proposed legislation will be to prevent 
any legislation on the silver question. 
Phe western Republican members, who 
were disposed to vote for free coinage, 
aave announced themselves as now un- 
alterably opposed to the measure. Repre- 
sentative Bland and other Democratic 
advocates, however, will try to bring it up 
on all occasions. 

Some “members of the Pennsylvania 
delegation called on the president to urge 
the appointment of a certain candidate 
for the vacant United States district 
judgeship. _ After some preliminary re- 
gards, the conversation turned upon Sena- 
tor Cameron and his vote against the clo- 
ture. The delegation tolu the president 
they were much surprised at his course, as 
he had promised to stand by his party and 
vote for the election bill. The president 
replied that he was not astonished at his 
action, as he had, from the first inception 
of the administration, criticised its policy 
and opposed it whenever he had an oppor- 
tunity. The legisluture that elected him 
should pass resolutions of censure and de- 
mand his resignation to show their con- 
demnation of shis treachery. ‘It was evi- 
dent from his remark,’”’ said a member of 
the delegation, “that neither Senator 
Cameron, nor any of the Republicans who 
had given in to the alliance with the 
Democrats need expect any consideration 
or executive favors.” 


FREE COiNAGE. 


Boston Business Men Talk with the 
President on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Immediately 
after the coinage committee was called to 
order yesterday the question of when a 
vote on the bill should be had in commit- 
tee was raised. A delegation appointed 
by the Boston mass meeting was present 
desiring to be heard. 

Mr. Bland of Missouri asked unanimous 
consent that a vote be taken on the bill 
next Wednesday. The Boston delegation 
could be heard, and he would be willing 
to come here every day for a week, if 
necessary, but there should then bea vote. 

Mr. Walker favored hearings, Mr. 
Bland wanted a vote Wednesday, and Mr. 
Bartine thought there should be some 
agreement to bring the measure before 
the house. 

A long discussion ended in the adoption, 
by unanimous consent, ef a motion made 
by Mr. Bland that the committee proceed 
with the hearing and meet again to-day. 
H. L. Higginson, banker, of Boston, then 
addressed the committee in opposition to 
free coinage. = 

A committee of business men called on 
the president and discussed informally 
the silver situation and opposed free coin- 
age. The president, it is understood, was 
non-committal as to hisintention of favor- 
ing or opposing any silver legislation dur- 
ing this congress, and told the delegates it 
would be eminently improper for him, at 
this time, to give any expression regard- 
ing his views on silver or his future ac- 
tion. 


Senator Ingalls’ Defeat. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The defeat of 
Senator Ingalls is variously commented 
on here. The Democrats were in hopes 
that he would be returned on account of 
his attitude in the cloture and election 
bill matters. His Republican colleagues 
tried to persuade him not to take a pro- 
nounced position on either the silver or 
the election bill, as it would do him no 
good, but his friends in Kansas thought 
that, if he showed that he was not in an- 
tagonism with the cardinal principles of 
the Alliance, he might secure enough 
votes from men who had heretofore been 
Republicans to elect him. His bid was 
not accepted and his friends here think 
that it would have been better for his 
future had he pursued a course in line 
with the great majority of his party. 


Our Representatives Abroad. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—An amendment 
to the consular and diplomatic appropria- 
tion bill raising the mission to Mexico to 
the first class and appropriating $87,500 to 
mect the demands of the legation, was pro- 
posed in the senate by Mr. Frye. Secre- 
tary Biaine has recommended strongly 
that the amendment be adopted. 

The amendment to the bill proposed by 
Senator Sherman provides thatthe an- 
nual salary of the minister to Greece shall 
be raised to $7500 and that he shall be 
minister plenipotentiayy and envoy extra- 
ordinary to Roumania and Servia,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The argument 
for the British government in the Behring 
sea case was concluded in the Wnited 
States supreme court and the matter is 
now inthe hands of the court for de- 
cision. 

A Belfast Shindy. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 20.—A meeting of Mr. 
Sexton’s supporters was held in Helfast. 
The proceedings were characterized by 
extreme disorder. Parnellite opponents 
of the Sexton crowd were forcibly driven 
from the platform, some of them falling 
down over a dozen steps. The speakers 
were continually interrupted with hisses 
and shouts of dissent. A vote of con- 
fidence in Mr. Sextom was adopted by a 
large majority.

Our City. 

Some person writing to the Boston Globe 
a short time ago, upon our Water Supply 
System, thinks Quincy has been conserva- 
tive to its own loss in not acting sooner on 
the premises, and must .now pay for the 
dilatory manner pursued. But an ordinary 
observer will not fail to see that the city 
has gained something by the reasonable 
wait it has taken, and had also an opportu- 
nity to see the folly of constructing a cheap 
system, as the present one now in opera- 
What does 
anyone wish the city to do? To buy the 
present plant would be the height of folly. 
It never could begin to supply the city, and 
to put it in proper condition to give us good 
water and enough would cost more than 
to construct a new system, provided we 
have proper persons to contract for the 
same. And here comes the most serious 
difficulty. 

When the town corpo ration was dissolved 
by its own acts and upon its own petition, 
according to the statement of its own 
auditor there were no outstanding debts 
but what there was a sufficient offset in 
town property available to pay; and the 
town was completely free from debt. 

About two years have passed, and how do 
we stand? Idon’t think there is a person 
in the city can tell. Now there is a call for 
about four hundred thousand dollars for 
water; another large sum for school houses, 
and still another for roads. A half million 
of dollars are wanted this year and as 
things go, the Council are liable at any 
time to pass a vote calling for this vast 
amount of money. 

Does anybody think the city is out of 
debt today ? and yet but two years have 


g}| passed since it began, and what have we to 


show for any improvements adequate to 
the expenditures. Since the city charter 
was granted it has been one continual 
outlay and the persons in power seem to 
think it a sin to be idle or even dilatory in 
the matter of devising some way or some 
object upon which to spend money. 

Quincy is full of greedy contractors 
coming from all parts of the world fora 
job, and there are parties who are eager to 
listen to their supplications. What are 
voters, taxpayers and Jand owners thinking 
about? Why do they see this thing going 
on without lifting their voices against it. 

The time will soon be here when necessity 
will call a halt, and then men will be put 
in office who have had alittle experience 
in making contracts. 

Thousands of dollars are handled and 
paid out on city contracts, city streets and 
ways, by men who know nothing about 
matters of this nature; persons who in 
their own business have found it impossible 
to keep square with the world; and all this 
in the eyes of sharp judicious taxpayers, 
and why they remain silent is more than 
one can understand; it is more, it is a 
conundrum only explained on the ground 
that it is a new thing in Quincy, and they 
have not profited by what has taken place 
in other new cities ? 

Look at the one contract of the schovo!- 
house in the west district. Already has a 
sufficient sum been paid to somebody to 
build and complete a-suflicient building, 
and now the city has undertaken its com- 
pletion. Whether there is a bond back of 
this I don’t hear, and if so, insolvency 
probably disposes of that; so the city has 
the job to finish. How much more will be 
the cost no one can tell, but the city will 
have the bill to pay. And this is what the 
dear public call progress. 

The ‘public, yes, they may speak truly, 
but Quincy today is not moving on the 
same plane as she glided thirty years ago. 
Then there was a certain prestege she en- 
joyed among the towns of Old Norfolk she 
now holds no more. A goodly number of 
her residents, far greater comparatively 
than her sister towns, were men of letters, 
or distinguished for their native talents in 
divers ways; men of large intellectual 
powers, and men of natural genius. These 
men, one after another have nearly all 
passed away. Their influence and memory 
are dead, and the drift of thought and 
action and the motive of individual effort 
is in an entirely different channel; so that 
it is a question of doubt if Quincy excels 
in anything beyond or above the ordinary 
level of her neighbor in municipalities, she 
may be as enterprising as of yore in com- 
mon business affairs, but her grandeur and 
former lustre has departed, and the scholar 
and gentleman of the old school as he looks 
about him, will hardly find a fellow 
mourner to shed with him the pitiful tear 
to their departed glory.

GULF DISASTERS. 


Three Shipwrecks, Resulting in the Loss 
of Sixteen Lives. 


MOBILE, Ala., Jan. 30.—Capt. Osborve, 
of the schooner Georgiana, reports three 
shipwrecks in the lower gulf of Mexico 
during the last days of December. ‘ihe 
first was the foundering of a bark at 
Cayman Brac on Dec. 25, name unknown. 
Six of the crew were Fala and others 
drifted ashore in the ship’s house. 

The second disaster was the going 
ashore of the Americun schooner Maggie 
E. Gray of Baltimore on the northwest 
of Little Cayman island. Capt. Osborne 
offered to try to pull her off and also to 
save a portion of her cargo, but he was 
warned off by G. Henry Williams, azent 
of the phosphate company where the 
vessel lay. The schooner weit to pieces 
and proved a total loss. 

The third case was the capsizing at sea, 
fifty miles east of Bonacca, on Dec. 31, of 
the schooner Contest of Ruurtan. The 
vessel had set sail the day before for 
Jamaica with thirteen persons, including 
the wife of the captain, Kirk Connell. 
Only three persons escape i, making their 
way tothe mainland in askiff with an 
var and a sbirt for asail.

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HAND OF DEATH 


Beckons Secretary Windom 
(0 the Other World. 


WAS APPARENTLY EN- 
JOYING GOOD HEALTH 


And Had Just Concluded a Speech] at 
the Dinuer of the New York Board of 
Trade—Scene of Gladness Suddenly 
Changed to One of Grief—How the News 
Was Broken to His Bereaved Wife and 


Daughters—President Harrison and 


Members of Tis Cluuet Unite in Prais- 
ing the Endearing Qualities of Their 


Friend—The Statesman’s Career. 


NEw YORE, Jan. 30.—Death sat unseen 
at the banquet of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation at Delmonico’s last night, 
but, b fore the evening passed, claimed 
its victinn— William’ Windom, secretary of 
the United States treasury. When Mr. 
Windom’s death was aunounced the 
gathering was at once adjourned. 

The dinner began at 6 o’clock and was 
over soon after.8 o’clock, when Secretary 
Windom was introduced as the first 
speaker. He entertained his audience of 
300, including many prominent men, with 
an elaborate oration outlining the finan- 
cial policy of the government, and sat 
down amid loud applause. Judge Arnoux 
then arose, and was in the midst of a 
speech introducing Secretary Bayard, 
when some one cried out “Look at Secre- 
tary Windom.” 

The speech was broken short, and ev- 
ery eye was tarned on the gentleman. 
He had collapsedin his chair and was 
falling tothe floor. His face was ghastly 
andacry of horror arose among those 
about him. There was an immediate rush 
toward Mr. Windom’s chair, but several 
doctors who were guests at the diuner 
surrounded the prostrate man and drove 
the others back. They were Drs. S. A. 
Robinson, Durant, Whitney, Fisher and 
Bishop. Dr. Robinson bent down aud, 
making close examination, discovered 
that Mr. Windom’s heart was still beat- 
ing. By his order the dying ‘secretary 
was carried into a room adjoining the 
banqueting hall, and there placed on a 
table. 

Messengers were hastily dispatched for 
electric batteries and as many as four 
were applied to his body, which was rap- 
idly growing cold. It was at exactly 10.05 
p. m. when this cecurred and for six min- 
utes the electric shocks were applied in- 
cessantly, but without success. At 10.11 
p. m. Judge Arnoux came out of the room 
and announced to the diners that Secre- 
tary Windom, whom they had had the 
pleusure of hearing only a few minutes 
before,had breathed his last. 

“He is dead” wus the fearful announce- 
ment that was sent through the gayly 
decked banquet hall. The words went to 
the heart of every man who heurd them. 
Could they believe it? The brilliant 
orator of a few minutes before, aglow 
with enthusiasm, predicting his future 
policy in the treasury, wasouly a mass of 
clay. His voice was forever silenced, and 
his last words were for his country. 

A silence fell upon the men who were 
only afew minutes before clamoring for 
news of Mr. Windom. Judg- Arnoux, in 
retiring, had announced that Mr. Win- 
dom had only fainted and it was not 
thought that his illness was as serious as 
it proved to be. Thesecretary had su - 
cumbed to an attack of the heart. Hehad 
been for a lony time a sufferer from heart 
disease and only last Monday was visited 
by a shock which, however, passed away 
without causing him much inconvenience. 

W hen it was officially announced that 
the secretary was dead, Secretary Tracy 
atonce went to the nearest telegraph 
office and sent & message to President 
Harrison informing him of the sad event 
and requesting him to communicate with 
Mrs. Windom and have her start on the 
11:10 train for New York. 
=—lhe body was removel tothe apart 
ments in the Fifth Avenue hotel which 
the secretary had lately occupied. It was 
watched over during the night by 
Collector Erhardt, Private Secretary 
Hendley, Attorney General Miller, Secre- 
tary Tracy, F. H. Thurber, E. D. Harper 
and Dr. Robinson. 

A special train took the body to Wash - 
ington this morning, a delegation from 
the Board of Trade and Transportation 
accompanying it. 


THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 


President Harrison and the Public Gen- 
erally Greatly Shocked. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—The announce- 
ment of the sudden death of Secretary 
Windom in New York gave almost as 
great a shock to his official friends and 
associates as did the shooting of President 
Garfield to the members of his official 
household. All who heard the news were 
profoundiy shocked. When the sad intel- 
ligence was communicated to President 
Harrison at the White House he was 
greatly distressed and almost completely 
overcome. He immediately ordered his 
carriage and went at once to the house of 
the postmaster general, but a few blocks 
away, where a cabinet dinner had been in 
progress and from which he had returned 
but a few minutes before. A reception 
had followed the dinner, so the guests 
had not all dispersed. 

Mrs. Windom and her two daughters 
and Mrs. Colgate of New York, who is 
visiting them, were among those present 
atthe reception. The president had a 
burried conversation with Secretaries 
Blaine and Proctor and the postmaster 
general and told them ofthe grief that had 
befallen them. They then privately in- 
formed Mrs. Colgate of Mr. Windom’s 
death, and she, without exciting the sus- 
picions of Mrs. Windom and her daugh- 
ters, succeeded in getting them to their 
carriage and home, 

The president, Secretary Proctor and 
Postmaster General Wanamaker entered 
@ carriage and followed. When Mrs, 
Windom and her daughters reached the 
house Mrs. Colgate gently broke the 
dreadful news to the bereaved widow and 
her dauglte-:s. Mrs. Windom was com- 
pletely overcome and had to be assisted to 
her chamber. The shock was a terrible 
one. The president, and the members of 
his cabinet who were present, extended 
their sympathies to the stricken family 
and offered their services to them. 

The news of the death spread with won- 
derful rapidity, and although the hour 
was late, quite a large number of friends 


sere 


wen‘ tothe residence of Mrs. Windom to 
express their sympathy with her and her 
daughters. 

Prohably no member of the president’s 
official family was more highly esteemed 
than Secretary Windom and the expres- 
sions of sorrow from the president and 
those of his cabinet who are in Washing- 
ton indicate how highly they prized 
his friendship and the value of his 
counsels. As the bulletin announci iy 
somewhatin detail the secretary’s death 
was read to the president while still atthe 
postmaster general’s house, he cov- 
ered his eyes with his hands with- 
out uttering a word, so _ greatly 
was he moved. He subsequently said 
that he regarded it as a great calamify, 
which afflicted bim sorely. 

Secretary Blaine, in speaking of Mr. 
Windom, said he was a very valuable 
member of the cabinet and had worked 
with intense zeal since he had entered 
upon the duties of the office in connection 
with finances. His death was a great loss 
to the administration... He was exceed- 
ingly popular with the members of the 
cabinet, Mr. Blaine said, and he did not 
think that one of them had ever had an 
pp*riendly word with him since the cab- 


inet was formed. 

Secretary Proctor said that words could 
not express the feeling that all ex- 
perienced in the secretary’s death. Their 
personal relations had been most friendly. 
“Mr. Windom,” he said, “was a ma of 
such a pleasant and auiavle u ispusition 
that he end -ared Limseif toall of us.’ 

Secretary Noble, who also called at the 
house during the evening, said that the 
secretary’s death was sudden to all. He 
was the most delightful and lovable man 
whom he had ever met. 

Postmaster-General \Wanamaker said: 
“It is the first break in the cabinet and a 
zreat loss tothecountry. With his great 
ability there was every quality and grace 
so make an ideal mav. Everyone loved 
him. He had a bright mind, large experi- 
ence and a gentle heart. He was the old- 
est man in the cabinetand had the young- 
est heart.” 

Secretary Rusk wa; at the Wisconsin 
Republicans’ reunion and did not hear of 
Mr. Windom’s death until late in the 
evening, when he at once repaired to 
Mrs. Wiudom’s house and tendered his 
services and sympathy to the family. 


MR. WINCOMS CAREER.

Member of Congress Many Years and 
Twice Secretary of the Treasury. 


William Windom was born in Belmont 
county, O., May 10,1827. He received an 
academic education, studied law at Mt. 
Vernon, O, and ~ 
was admitted to 
the barin 1850. In 
1852 he became 
prosecuting at- 
torney for Knox 
county, but in 
1855 he removed 
to Minnesvta, 
and soon after 
he was chosen to 
congress from 
that state us a 
Republican, serv- 
ing from 1859 till 
1869. In that body 
he served two 
terms as chai- 
man of the com- 
mittee on Indian affairs and also was at 
the head of special committee to visit the 
western tribes in 1865 and of that on the 
conduct of the commissioner of Indian 
affairs in 1867. In 1870 he was appointed 
to the United States serate to fill the un- 
expired term of Daniel S. Norton,deceased. 
apd he was subseqnently chosen for the 
term that ended in 1877. He was re-elected 
for the one that closed in 1883 and re- 
signed in 1881 to enter the cabinet of 
President Garfield as secretary of the 
treasury, but retired on the accession of 
Presideut Arthur i: the same year and 
was elected by the Minnes ta legislature 
to serve the remainder of his term in the 
senate. In that !ody Mr. Windom acted 
as chairman of thecommittees on appro- 
priations, foreign affairs und transporta- 
tion. He was appointed secretary of the 
treasury by president Harrison and has 
since served in thit cipacity. 

He left Washington in the morning, 
apparently in perfect health, to attend the 
banquet of the Boar! of Trade and Trians- 
portation at New York la-t evening. The 
news of Secretary Wiid.im’s death was 
first communicated to tie president by* 
the Associated Pres-, and he was so 
shocked and evercom: by tie sndden an- 
nouncemeut that he was unable to say 
anything with respect to he loss he has 
suffered.

BRUSSELS MOURNS. 


Demonstrations of Grief at Prince 
Baudouin’s Funeral. 


ALL CLASSES SHOW SORROW. 


Impressive Services in the Cathedral— 
People Crushed Into Insensibility—Im- 
posing Military Pageant.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 30.—Brussels was truly 
a city of mourning yesterday, the day of 
Prince Baudouin’s funeral, black bunting, 
draped flags and crape being seenon all 
sides. The humblest houses vied with 
the richest mansions in exhibiting out- 
ward signs of sorrow at the death of the 
popular Prince Baudouin. Froman early 
hour crowds of people poured into the 
city from the outlying towns and villages, 
all wearing Some sign of mourning. The 
ciezens.of Brussels were astir and iq the 
street shortly alter daylight, and every 
window along the line of march which 
was to be followed by the funeral pro- 
cession was rented. A large placard an- 
nounced that the funeral mass woul be 
celebrated in the Cathedral of Sainte Gu- 
dule, consequently at 8 o’clock in tle 
morning Sainte Gudule was overflowing 
with the immense congregation which 
had assembled, the early comers. reaching 
the Cathedral as eariy as 7 o’clock. - 

The assemblage was allowed to remain 
in the Cathedral until 9:30 a. m.,when the 
troops marche:! into the building from 
several different doors and cleared it 
sufficiently to leave a space for the 
funeral service and for the distinguished 
personages invited to be present at the 
funeral ceremony. These distinguished 
people occupied the body of the Cathedral, 
the general public being admitted to the 
triforium. The interi»r add exterior deco- 
rations of the Cathedral were very impos- 
ing. The catafalque to receive the coffin 
was erected in the center of the grand 
transept and in frontcf theci:nel. It 
was coverel with a massive canopy 
sure lly crusmeated with silver, and 
was suspended above the catafalque. 

After the arrival at the palace of a pro- 
cession of parish priests, the cortege be- 
gan itssolemn march to the cathedral. 
Mounted gendarmes, the corps of guides 
and the civic guard headed the proces- 
sion. Following these bodies of troops 
came the band of the grenadiers of the 
guard, with muffled drums, playing the 
Dead March iu Saul. Next came a 
number of infantry regiments witi re- 
versed arms, each headed by its full 
band, with muffied drums, and playins a 
dead mareb. After the passage of these— 
Prince Baudouin’s regiments—came tbe 
clergy and the members of the royal 
households, preceding the colin, which 
was borne on the shoullers of ten picked 
non-commissioned officers, representing 
all branches of the service forming the 
garrison of this city. 

Behind the coffin came the presidents of 
the two chambers, M. de Lantsheere and 
Count de Merode-Westerloo. After the 
presidents cue the council of ministers, 
The ministers acted as pall-bearers, and 
immediately precede! King Leopold, who 
was so overcoine with emotion that he 
walked with a halting step and with his 
head bowed with sorrow. The Count of 
Flanders, the father of the dead prince, 
weeping bitterly, walked behind King 
Leopold, havii.g his son, Prince Albert, on 
his right, au,i Prince Henry of Prussia on 
his left. The funeral car, covered with 
beautiful wreaths of flowers, was drawn 
by six black horses. lhe .privce’s body 
was conveyed in this car to the royal crypt 
in the chapel of the Castle of Lueken, a 
mile outside the city, where the interment 
is to take place. Behind the funeral car 
came a number of state carriages, all 
drawn by six horses, nnd caprisoned in 
black, containing the representatives of 
royalties and members of the diplomatic 
corps. 

Anenormous crowd gatherel in front 
ot the sacred edifice, and a number of peo- 
ple were crushed into insensibility by the 
half frantic swaying here and there of the 
packed masses of humanity. The funeral 
service Was fully choral, and inclusied the 
Gregorian Chant and Tilman’s Pie Jesu. 
Attie conclasiy: + tas service, waich 
Was Most Impressive, © io en the coffin was 
raised fro.a the sarcopuagas, Lix Eterna 
rolled solemnly trom the Cathedral organ.

SNOW IS EXPENSIVE. 


The Late Storm Caused a Loss of More 
Than $100,000 in Boston. 

Boston, Jan. 30.—Undoubtedly the 
heaviest losers by the storm are the tele- 
graph companies, which have been con.- 
pelled to keep large numbers of linemen 
at work repairing the damages. The New 
Engiand Telephone and ‘Telegraph com- 
pany estimate the cost of repairs at 
$25,000, and it would have been much 
more had the plant not been in excellent 
condition. During the last few days 
$24,00) worth of cable has been laid 
around breaks, but this is kept on hand 
for precisely such emergencies. The loss 
to the Western Union telegraph company 
will amount to more than $15,000, in all 
probability, and to Postal Telegraph com- 

any at least $10,000. 

The business of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph company is be- 
ing transmitted in the usual manner, but 
more time will be requ‘red to put the line 
in perfect condition. The long cistance 
telephone is doing its business without 
delay, and the wires are all in repair. The 
Western Union had eight wires direct to 
New York last night, but by working 
from duplex and quadruplex machine; 
their facilities were equal to twenty 
wires. The Postal telegraph has now the 
equivalent to ten circuits to New York 
and has caught up with the business, 
which had been somewhat behind time. 

After a storm like that of Sunday the 
city has to pay $1600 a day for clearing 
away the snow, but the $11,000 which this 
last storm cost is really but a small part 
of the loss to the city. A representaii+va 
of a large dry goods honse estimated tnat 
their trade is $25,000 less than it otherwis= 
would have been, and at another estabiish- 
ment it was said thet the storms of Iast 
week cost between $2000 and $3000 a day. 
The cost to the West End street railway 
was $50,009, and similar proportion of 
losses is reported throughout the city. 


Thank You, Sir. 

Mr. Balfour, in his ‘‘Leaves from My 
Chinese Scrap Book,” says that a most 
amusing chapter in the history of official 
etiquette in China might be written 
under the heading of ‘‘The Emperor is 
Thanked.” Hesays heis reminded by 
this Chinese formality of a pedagogue 
who always insisted on his pupils’ thanks 
on every occasion. If he asked a boy 
what time it was, the proper form for 
his reply was, ‘‘Half-past 2, sir, thank 
you.” 

The constitutional maxim, “The king 
can do no harm,” might, in Chinese 
official language, be translated, ‘‘The 
emperor can do nothing that is not be- 
nevolent.” 

An amusing incident occurred not 
long ago in connection with a Manchu 
officer of high rank, Wulahsich-ungah, 
the president of the board of ceremonies. 


This gentleman returned thanks for the | 


honor of having been invited to a sacri- 
ficial feast by the emperor, and the next 
day a terrible snubbing was adminis- 
tered to him. ~ 

It appears that the emperor had not 
invited him at all, and was much aston- 
ished. 

“His name,” says the decree, ‘‘does 
not appear in the list of guests approved 
by us, and in thus thanking us he has 
been guilty of a great piece of careless- 
ness. 

The committee of the board of punish- 
ments allotted a penalty to poor Wulah- 
sich-ungah, who should, according to 
etiquette, have been grateful for that 
also, though his thanks are not recorded. 


Variations of the Compass. 

Why the magnetic needle points north- 
ward has never been satisfactorily de- 
termined, but what perplexes and puz- 
zles scientists most is its persistent varia- 
tions. By observations in Paris it was 
found that in 1681 the magnetic needle 
varied 2 degs. and 30 mins. to the west; 
in 1865, less than 200 years later, 18 degs. 
and 80 mins. to the west. ¢In London, 
between 1580 and 1692, the needle varied 
from 10 degs. 15 mins. east to 6 degs. 
west. In Dakota the average variation 
is 13 degs. and 80 mins. east; in Minne- 
sota 11 degs. east, while in Montana it 
it is 20 degs. east. It does not point due 
north except in a few localities, and at 
no place does it continue to point with a 
given angular distance from the north 
for any stated length of time. 

In many places it changes secularly, 
annually, diurnally and hourly, and is, 
besides, further subject to fluctuations 
reducible to no method of tabulation. 

In the vicinity of iron in any shape, or 
of inagnetic sands, it is deflected toward 
the material attracting it. The needle 
has been known to vary 5 degs. in a dis- 
tance of one mile, and 1 deg. and 30 
mins. in two hours when left stationary 
in a certain locality.—St. Lenis Re 
public, 


STRICT PARTY YOTE. 


The Senate Passes the Appor- 
tionment Bill. 


A LABOR MEASURE DISPLACED 


By the Army Appropriation Bill—Boston 
Business Men Before the House Coinage 
Committee--Rumors Concerning Recip- 

Mr. Blaine—Mr. 

Roosevelt’s Defense of the Civil Ser- 


rocity Denied by 


vice System. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—In the senate 
the consideration of the apportionment 
bill was taken up as the unfinishel busi- 
ness, and Mr. Edmunds addressed the 
senate, calling attention to the fact that 
the bill took no cognizance whatever 
of the provisions of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution—that,in case the 
right of suffrage be denied or abridged in 
any state, the representation of that stace 
shall be diminished accordingly. 

The senate then beganto vote on the 
amendments proposed by the minority, 
the first being to increase the representa- 
tion of Arkansas from six toseven. The 
amendment was rejected—yeas 32, nays 


The next amendment was to increase 
the representation of Minnesota from 
seven to eight. Rejected—yeus 31, nays 
82 


The next amendment was to increase 
the representation of Missouri from 15 
to 16. Rejected—yeas 39, nays 38. 

The next amendment was to increase 
the representation of Nev’ York from 34 
to 35. Rejected—yeas 29, nays 38. 

Mr. Davis then withdrew the amend- 
ment, fixing the total number of repre- 
sentatives at 360. 

Mr Berry offered an amendment fixing 
the total number at 359, and giving an 
additional member to Arkansas, Minne- 
sota and New York. He desired to have 
it voted on as one amendment. A diyision 
of it, however, was insisted on by Mr. Hale. 
Mr. Hale then moved to lay theamendment 
on the table; and that motion was agreed 
to—yeus 38, nays 29. 

Mr. Vest stated he could not vote for 
the bill because a large fraction of popu- 
lation in the state of Missouri, Minne- 
sota, Arkansas and New York was left en- 
tirely without representation. 

Mr. Gorman aiso opposed the bill be- 
cause, in his belief, a renumeration should 
have been madein the city of New York— 
where there was a deficit of some 200,000 
in the census returns as taken—and be- 
cause ne believed that that state and the 
states of Kansas, Minnesota and Missouri 
should have an adiitional representative. 
He thought that in fairness to all the ap- 
pointment sbould have been left to be 
made in the next session. 

Mr. Morgan spoke of the necessity of a 
specific declaration in the bill that the 
number of presidential electors in 1892 
shall correspond with the number of rep- 
resentatives fixed in the bill. The conn- 
try had had enough of trials and troubles 
and difficultiesin connection with presi- 
dential electious to admonish congress to 
exercise the most extreme careiu the mat- 
ter. 

The bill was then passed exactly as it 
came from the house—yeas, 37; uays, 24 (a 
strict party vote). 

The senate then, on motion of Mr. Blair, 
took up the house bill providing for the 
adjustment of accounts of laborers, work- 
men and mechanics arising under the 
eight-hour law. It having been thus 
made the “unfinished business,’ Mr. 
Blair consented to have it laid aside tem- 
porarily so tuat the army appropriation 
bill should be taken up and proceeded 
witb. 

Mr. Gorman, however, objected to that 
arrangement being made, and then Mr. 
Allison, who had made the request, with- 
drew it and moved (as a privileged mo- 
tion) that the army bill be taken up. The 
motion was agreed to, thus displacing the 
eight-hour bill from its advantageous 
position as “unfinished business.’’ The 
consideration of the army appropriation 
bill was then proceeded with. 


CIVIL SERVICE SYSTEM 


Defended from Statemepts Made by 
Superintendent of Census Porter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Com missioner 
Roosevelt and Superintendent Porter of 
tbe census bureau were in attendance at 
the meeting of the house committee on 
reform in the civil service. Mr. Porter 
had made some statements ata previous 
meeting which Mr. Roosevelt had construed 
Into an attack upon the civil service com- 
mission’ an thoeis, avd be was armed 
with a tyjs-“eitten statement in reply. 
Mr. Porter sat by to prepare himself for 
the rebuttal. 

Mr. Roosevelt opened with an energetic 
defense of the merit system of appoint- 
ment as opposed to the non-competitive 
system of examinations practiced by Mr. 
Porter. He quoted from the report of the 
committee a statement to the effect that 
these non-competitive examinations, while 
preventing the appointment of the most 
incompetent persons, did not secure the 
appointment of the most competent. Mr. 
Porter’s plan, he said, was nearly, but not 
quite, as bad as the old spoils system. He 
was not arguing to show that the census 
office should be placed under the civil ser- 
vice rules (although that was his private 
opinion), but simply to demonstrate that 
Mr. Porter’s plans had not been applied 
toallof the departments. It was neces- 
sary to do this, for, owing to Mr. Porter’s 
prominence, his plan would be used a 
prop by the advocates of the old spoils 
system. 

Mr. Porter interrupted to state that he 
had no such intention; that the census 
office was a temporary affair and his sys- 
tem was intended only to meet its needs. 

Mr. Roosevelt, continuing, declared 
that Mr. Porter’s system of promotion 
(based in a large measure upon political 
influence) furnished one of the strongest 
arguments in favor of the commission’s 
merit system of promotion. He denied 
that the civil service rules encouraged the 
growth of barnacles in the government 
service, and entered into a long argument 
to meet Mr. Porter’s assertion that the 
commission’s system of appointment did 
not result in securing effective servants. 
He pointed to the fact that two-thirds of 
Mr. Porter’s men, after passing his ex- 
amination, had failed to pass the commis- 
sion’s examination or had passed at much 
lower ratings. 

Mr. Porter admitted that he had in- 
tended to refer “only ‘tothe persons who 
had passed the copyists’ examination (whe 
were found to be deficientzin arithmetic) 
and not to persons selected on the clerk’s 
roll, who were always found to be com- 
petent. 

Mr. Roosevelt accepted Mr. Porter’s ex- 
planation Hesaid that he had never

e an attack on any department. 
“But,” said he, “if any department, from 
that of the postmaster general’s to Mr. 
Porter’s, makes an attack upon the com- 
mission, I am always ready.” 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


Mr. Blaine Contradicts a Rumor and Ex- 
presses His Views on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—Representative 
Baker of New York addressed the follow- 
ing letter to Secretary Blaine: 

It is reported in the newspapers of Can- 
ada and along the northern border of my 
state, where my constituents are deeply in- 
terested in the subject, that negotiations 
are going on between this country aud 
Great Britain with a view to partial recip- 
rocity with Canada, including natural 

roducts only and not manufactures; and 
it is stated that Sir Charles Tupper is on 
his way here as a commissioner to nezoti- 
ate for such modification to our tariff. 
would be very glad if you would enable me 
to answer my constituents. 

Secretary Blaine made the following re- 
ply: 

I authorize you to contradict the rumors 
you refer to. There are no negotiations 
whatever on foot for a reciprocity treaty 
with Canada; and you may be assured 
that no scheme for reciprocity with the 
Dominion, confined to natural products, 
will beentertuined by this government. 
We know nothing of Sir Charles Tupper’s 
coming to Washington. 


FREE COINAGE. 


Massachnsetts Argues Against It—A 
Disinterested Party Speaks for It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The committee 
on coinage held another meeting. ‘The 
delegation from Massachusetts opposed to 
free coinage received a hearing, after 
which Mr. Gibson, a Wall street broker 
and also a member of the Statistical soci- 
ety of London, was heard for about twenty 
minutes. Representative Walker of Mas- 
sachusetts introiuced Mr. Gibson. He 
said he had never dealt in silver, and there- 
fore his views on the question were not in- 
fluenced by his interests. He had studied 
the matter of free coinage a: an economic 
position, and ina trip abr ad last sum- 
mer had taken prrticular pains to inquire 
of mint offftials in London, Berlin and 
Paris concerning the quantity of bullion 
and coin on hand. The information he 
had received thoroughly convinced him 
that no evil results would result from a 
policy of free coinage. 


THE GREAT BLIZZARD. 


Western Union Company Still at Work 
Patching Up Broken Wires. 

NEW YORK,Jan. 30.—The Western Union 
company had only two wires working be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia yes- 
terday, but four have been gained, mak- 
ing six in all. W.C. Humstone, superin- 
tendent of the eastern division, reaserted 
that the storm has played greatest havoc 
with the wires between New York and 
Philadelphia, and that wires to the south 
and west of the latter city came next in 
amount of damage done. Mr. Humstone 
said that the company had large forces of 
men at work, and hoped soon to be able to 
report a far better state of affairs. Mes- 
sages are still takeu ‘‘subject to delay,” 
and the delay is sometimes very great. 
Washington messages come in slowly. 

The first communication with New York 
by wire from Newark since the storm of 
Saturday night was had yesterday, when 
both the Western Union and the Postal 
companies succeeded in opening one wire. 
Chief Benner of the fire department re- 
ported that communication by fire tele- 
graph had been established between fire 
headquarters and fifty companies, and 
that the work of completing other con- 
nections was being rapidly pushed. 


SHUT IN A FURNACE. 


Horrible Fate of Exght Men in a Michi- 
gan Iren Mine. 


IRION MOUNTAIN, Mich., Jan. 30.—The 
Chapin mine, the largest and most pro- 
ductive mine in Michigan, caught fire at 
the sixth level last evening. The fire has 
extended and all the shafts are closed 
down, Eight men are underground with- 
out any possible show of escape. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 30.—In the senate a 
petition was received for a committee to 
negotiate for the purchase of the sword of 
George Washington, for which $20,000 wus 
refuse’ thirty years ago. The New York 
and B»ston $nland petition was admitted 
under a suspension of the rules. 

Among the house petitions was one for 
the establishment of a minimum wage 
for all trades, and, in the orders, one for 
the establishment of a commissioner of 
highways and bridges. 


An Ugly Mute. 

FALL RIVER, Jan. 30.—A deaf mute 
named Patrick O’Brien arrived in this 
city from New York, and became crazy 
dr uk. He caiset a great disturbance at 
the works of the American Printing com- 
pany, and Officers Elspree and Devine 
were detailed to arrest him. When they 
laid bands on him he began a vicious 
fight and bit both officers savagely. He 
was arraigned in court,and under promise 
of leaving the city at once the case was 
nolle prossed. 


Capital Stock Reduced One-Half, 

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 30.—At the meeting 
of the directors of the Second National 
bank, it was decided to reduce the cap- 
ital stock from $1,000,000 to %500,00u., 
When the Elm City bank became the Sec- 
ond National bank in 1861, its capital was 
increased from $500,000 to $1,000,000. Now 
the stock is to be reduced toits former 
figure by paying back to the stockholders 
$50 per share. 


Says the Lymph is Good. 

RFRLIN, Jan. 30.—Professor Guttmann, 
lecturing Weforey 1 number of physicians 
of this city, said that he had treated 164 
patients according to the Koch system of 
inocculation, of which number fifty-one 
were in the first stages of the disease and 
showed marked signs of improvement. 
Of the remainder sixty-four were improv- 
ing. 


No Change in Price. 

New York, Jav. 30.—The anthracite 
sales agents met and agreed to an output 
for February of 2,000,000 tons, against 
about 2,000,000 last year and about 3,000,- 
000 tons this month.

THE MOVEMENT for the proposed new 
water supply advances stage by stage, 
meeting very few obstacles, but the struggle 
is yet tocome. The State Board of Health 
will give a hearing next Tuesday in Boston 
and it behooves every friend of the cause 
to be present. The City Council will pro- 
bably take some action on the same at the 
regular meeting next Monday evening. 
The present Council has not yet expressed 
itself on this important question, this 
will be an opportunity, whether it will in- 
struct its Committee on Sewers and Drains 
to appear and press the matter at the hear- 
ing. It is thought by some that the Coun- 
| cil committee is not as favorable to the 
new supply as its predecessors. Three of 
the old committee remain: Chairman 
| Newcomb and Councilmen Bass and War- 
ner. The new members are Councilmen 
| Duffield, Sherman and Hammond, and 
either Councilman Rinn or Wilde. One 
of the new members is outspoken against 
a new system, while another, although 
signing the Ward Two petition, has looked 
upon the movement unfavorably. It is 
evident the committee will not be as unani- 
mous as in the past, but if the Council in- 
structs it to appear at the hearing in favor, 
we trust no member will there take the 
opposite side. There were some doubts 
whether the petition for a new supply was 
properly before the Legislature, but it will 
be remembered it was placed on file a year 
ago and referred to the present Legislature 
and Representative Burke has unearthed it. 


EDITORIAL OPINIONS. 


Perpendicular drinking is not to be com- 
mended or even defended, upon any 
grounds of sociability or morals; it is al- 
most exclusively an American custom, but 
we believe careful observers even among 
the most earnest friends of temperance 
are generally convinced that the construc- 
tion of the “‘open bar’’ question, which 
for the past year has compelled the intro- 
duction of tables and chairs into all places 
licensed to sell intoxicating beverages to be 
drank on the premises, has not resulted, 
as was anticipated, in a curtailment of the 
amount of liquors sold, but upon the whole 
the reverse has been the result. Where 
formerly, one drink would be taken at a 
bar, standing, the seats around the table 
are apt to invite two or more, and that the 
result has actually been a greater amount 
of drinking. The cause of temperance 
will be advanced by changing the law in 
this matter.—Lawrence American. 

What a cry was raised a few years ago, 
and recently revived, against lotteries; but 
probably. it never occurred to the govern- 
ment that is so severe on these same lot- 
teries and games of chance that one is en- 
couraged and fostered under legal protec- 
tion. The drawing of jurors for the courts 
is an instance of a legalized lottery. The 
names of the citizens are put in a box, and 
before the drawing takes place it is shaken 
like any ordinary dice box, and then the 
name is drawn. If this is not a lottery it 
bears a close resemblance to one.—Brock- 
ton Enterprise.

Gen. Vallejo’s Position in California. 

One has to go back to the days of the 
famous ish ‘‘marches,” or frontier 
towns built and defended in Spain’s he- 
roic age by her proudest knights; to find 
a fit parallel in historyto the position 
held by Gen. Vallejo during the closing 
years of the Mexican:rulein:California. 
He had absolute sway for a hundred 
miles or more, and he*‘kept:the border.” 
His men rode on horseback-to.Monterey 
and to Capt. Sutter’sforton the Sacra- 
mento, bringing him news. and carrying 
his letters. Spanish families colonized 
the fertile valleys under his-protection, 
and Indians came and built in the shad- 
ows of the Sonoma.méssion. 

He owned, as he befisved by unassail- 
able title, the largest-and finest ranch in 
the province, and he dispensed a hos- 
pitality so generous and universal that 
it was admired and extolled even among 
the old Spanish fanrilies, J. Quinn 
Thornton, who visited the coast in 1848, 
and published his experiences, says: 
“Governor General Vallejo owns 1,000 
horses that are broken to the saddle and 
bridle, and 9,000 that are not broken. 
Broken horses readily bring $100 apiece, 
but the unbroken ones can be purchased 
for a trivial sum.” 

More and more in the closing years of 
the epoch and the days of the conquest 
Gen. Vallejo became the representative 
man of his people, ‘and so he has re- 
ceived, among many of the old families, 
the reproachful name of a traitor to Cali- 
fornia and to his nation. The quiet in- 
tensity of this bitterness, even today, is 
a startling thing. I have seen men of 
pure blood, famousin provincial history, 
leave the room at the name of Vallejo.— 
Charles Howard Shun in Century. 


Columbus’ Body. 
Christopher Columbus died in obscurity 
and poverty at Valadolid, Spain, May 
20, 1506. By special favor of the monks 
of St. Francis his body was, for a time, 
ljeposited in the vault of their church in 
that city, but some years later, in pur- 
3uance of his own expressed wish, the 
remains were translated to Hispaniola 
and placed in a crypt under the cathe- 
dralof San Domingo. In 1529 the body 
of Diego, the son of Columbus, was also 
buried in the crypt, and some years 
afterward that of Luis, the discoverer’s 
grandson, was laid with the other two. 
In 1795 the Spanish part of San Domingo 
was ceded to the French, but before the 
cession permission was given for the re- 
moval of Columbus’ body to Havana. 

A metallic case, supposed to contain 
the body of the discoverer, was removed 
and placed in the Cathedral of Havana, 
and the matter rested until 1877, whena 
metallic casket was found in the San 
Domingo vault, which beyond all doubt 
was that of Christopher Columbus. It 
was inscribed both within and without 
with his name and titles, and proved be- 
yond question that, through haste or 
carelessness, the persons who effected 
the removal in 1795 had carried away the 
body of Diego, the son of Columbus, 
and that the remains of the great ad- 
miral now rest beneath the Cathedral of 
san Domingo.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

SCHOOL MATTERS. 


Annual Report of Committee—Want Au- 
thority to Build School Houses. 


We have been permitted to review the 
forthcoming annual report of the School 
Committee of 1890. After a page of intro- 
ductory it comes ito the vital question of 
school accommodations in West Quincy. 

Concerning the Willard schoolhouse the 
| report will say:—‘‘ The erection of the new 
| schoolhouse in West Quincy goes on slowly. 
To further complicate matters, Foresters’ 
hall which had been used as a temporary 
school room, was recently destroyed by fire, 
rendering it necessary to discover and in 
one sense create new quarters, After some 
difficulty a portion of Farnum’s block, 
formerly used as a shoe store, was secured 
and the school which had been driven out 
by fire was installed therein. 

The sagacity of our superintendent has 
triumphed over many obstacles, but the 
shameful fact remains thit the children of 
this district are woful sufferers by {reason 
of the delay encountered in the completion 
of the new building. A singular and what 
seems to us an unwise provision of the city 
charter has placed under the control of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, the erec- 
tion of all school edifices, a task which 
under the town form of government usually 
entered into the regular duties of the 
School board. Consequently at the 
meeting held on March 30, 1889, the School 
committee sent to the City Council a com- 
munication embodying its views upon the 
character of the new building, it 

Reached the Legal Limit 


of its functions, and since that date it has 
been reduced to a state of passive observa- 
tion, having neither warrant or power to 
hasten the completion of the new structure. 

In common with all citizens who have at 
heart the welfare of our children we greatly 
deplore the existing state of things in West 
Quincy, but we wish the people of this city 
to thoroughly understand that no shadow 
of responsibility for it can fall upon the 
school board. 

In view of recent experience we respect- 
fully suggest to our citizens the considera- 
tion of the question whether it would not 
be desirable to make at some future day 
such a change in the charter as would 
put matters of this sort under the super- 
vision of the School Committee, as being 
that branch of the city government most 
closely interested in school affairs, and 
therefore most competent to accomplish 
the object desired. 

The report also calls attention to the 
pressing necessity for 

More School Accommodations 


in Ward Three, the Adams and John 
Hancock buildings, both being overcrowded. 
No recommendations however are made. 

The radical change in the High school 
also receives a paragraph, which notes an 
improvement. 

The committee state that no definite con- 
clusion has been reached relative to consol- 
idating the High school, Adams Academy 
and Woodward Seminary. 

The introduction of elementary science 
or nature study will, it thought, be a lasting 
benefit to the scholars, quickening their 
perceptive powers and greatly enlarging in 
them, the domain of thought.

There will bea public hearing with refer- 
ence to a proposed water supply for the 
city of Quincy, at the office of the State 
Board of Health, 13 Beacon street; Boston, 
on Tuesday next, at 12 o'clock.

Let all our citizens 
interested in the supply of good water for 
the city, be present at the hearing on Tues- 
day next.

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A CITY IN MOURNING. 


All Washington Pays Homage -to 
the Dead Statesman. 


OFFICIALS OF HIGH RANK 


Escort the Body from the Train to Mrs, 
Windom’s Residence, Where Sad Scenes 
are Witnessed—Social Season Will Prob- 
ably_Be Brought to an End at Once. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 81,—The president 
and the members of his cabinet assembled 
at the Baltimore and Ohio railroad sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon at 4:15 o’clock 
for the purpose of receiving the remains 
of Secretary Windom, whom “they last 
saw alive on Tuesday at the regular cabi- 
net meeting. Theremains were brought 
in a special car and arrived at Washing- 
ton at 4:30 o’clock. The train was re 
ceived by a most distinguished as- 
semblage, including nearly all the leading 
public officials in Washington. All the 
bureaus, divisions and branches of tke 
treasury department were represeuted by 
their principal officials and many of the 
clerks and subordi ate employes, These 
all assemble tat the treasury department 
at4o’clock und proceeded to the railroad 
station in a body. 

The presidential party consisted of the 
president, Vice President Morton. Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Blaine, Secretary Proctor, 
Postmaster General Wanamaker,. Secre- 
tary Noble, Secretary Rusk, Gen. Scho- 
field and Solicitor General Taft. The en- 
tire party, headed by the president and 
Mrs. Biaine, proceeded to the end of the 
platform and stood with heads uncovered 
while the casket containing the remains 
was removed from the carand placed on 
a stand prepared for it. It was then takeg 
in charge by eight members of company B 
of the Treasury National Guard in uni 
form, and borne slowly to the hearse 
through a passageway of which the rail- 
road train formed one side and a long line 
of people the other. Attorney General 
Miller, Secretary Tracy, Solicitor Hvp 
burn and the committee of the New York 
Board of Tra t+, wno accons panied the re- 
mains from New York, were among the 
first passengers to alight from the train. 
They immediately joined the group sur- 
rounding the president 

When all was in readiness a procession 
was formed and moved out of the station 
inthe followingorder: The body bear- 
ers with the casket on their shoulders, the 
president and Mrs. Blaine, the vice presi- 
dent and the secretary of state, the secre- 
tary of war and the postmaster general, 
Rev. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of the Church of 
the Covenant, and Secretary Rusk, the at- 
torney general and the secretary of the 
navy, the secretary of the interiog and 
Gen. Schofield, Senator Paddock” and 
Representative Dunnell, Assistant Secre- 
tary Soley and Solicitor General Taft, 
Assistant Secretury Spaulding and 
Treasurer Huston, First Comptroller 
Matthews, Second Tomptroller Gilkerson, 
Second Auditor, Patterson, Fourth Au- 
ditor Lynch, Commissioner Holiday, 
Register Rosecrans, Senator Washburn 
and Assistant Secretary Willets, and a 
long line of treasury officials, numbering 
several hundred. 

Carriages were provided for all, and 


the cortege, htaded by two mounted 
policemen, moved slowly by way 
of Pennsylvania avenne, Vermont 


avenue aud Massachusetts avenue to the 
secretary’s late residence, No. 1422 Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, where the stricken 
family were sadly awaiting its arrival. 
The militiamen again took up their pre- 
cious burden and carried it into the house 
through a crowd of people wio reverently 
bowed th.ir heads as it passed. The 
president and all of his official family f:1- 
lowed the remains into the house aid 
waited in the back parlor while the under- 
taker and his assistants placed the body 
in the front parlor and opened the top 
half of the lid so as to expose to view the 
seccetary’s familiar features. Mrs. Blaine 
remained with the president and was the 
only lady present when the latter and all 
the members of his cabinet and the others 
who had accompanied the remains from 
the station were ushered into the chamber 
of death and looked upon the cold, un- 
moved face of their distinguished associ- 
ate. 
The Scene Was a Sad One 

and brought tears to the eyes of several 
of the distinguished party. Nothing was 
said, however, and the party passed out 
of the house as quickly es they had en- 
tered it. When the room was cleared the 
bereaved widow and her daughters visited 
it in private and remained therein sorrow 
for about five minutes. They were nearly 
distracted with grief, but bore themselves 
with unlooked for composure. While 
Mrs. Windom was kneeling over the 
casket, sobbing convuisively, the British 
minister appeared at the front door and 
left a message of condolence for the fam- 
ily. 

The transfer of the remains from the 
station to the house was made quietly and 
with as little effort at display as possible. 
The great esteem felt for the deceased, 
however, was shown by the size and char- 
acter of the crowd that turned out to 
honor his memory. 

Congress adjourned out of respect to 
Mr. Windom’s memory.

Gen. Booth retains large powers under 
the deed of trust. Either he or his suc- 
cessor will be supreme director of the 
schemeand of the moneys. Any changis 
made must be assented to by two-thirds 
of the consulting committee. Of this 
committee Gen. Booth will nominate six 
members and the archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the president of the Wesleyan so- 
ciety, the chairman of the Congregational 
unios, the chairman of the Baptist union, 
the attorney general and the chairnan of 
the county council will each nominate 
two members, one of whom may be the 
nominstor.

Pardon will be granted to all 
except twelve ringleaders in the murder 
of the Germans and subsequent outrages, 
The Witu authorities are to restore all 
recoverable stolen property. The family 
and relatives of the late sultan place 
themselves and the disposal of the sultan- 
ate completely in the hands of England. 
All fighting is to cease and the deserted 
villages are to be reoccupied forthwith. 
The proclamation is said to give universal 
satisfaction. 


Settling Up. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 31.—Judge Ingraham 
has granted an order directing Recgiver 
Higgins of the North River bank to de 
clare and pay to the depositors and 
creditors who have filed verified proofs of 
claims, 4 dividend of 30 per cent. of the 
indebtedness. The receiver’s petition 
states that the liabilities are $2,024,503 and 
nominal assets $2,132,903. He says thefe 
will probably be a loss of $350,000, or $986, 
270 of bills discounted and receivable. He 
deducts from the nominal assets $594,584, 
leaving a deficiency of $486, iS4.

ALBANY, Jan. 81.—The Stewart bill, to 
give New York city rapid transit, has 
passed both houses of the legislature. It 
p2rmits the conveyance of passengers by 
any means of traction but animals; gives 
the present elevated railway the power, 
by a concurrent vote of the rapi1 transit 
commission, to lay an ud .itional track 
on apy of its roads, and also to provide 
terminal facilities. 


Cheeky France, 

Rog, Jan. 31.—Telegrams from Tripoli 
state that several small detachments of 
French soldiers haye occupied the Turk- 
ish villages of Nozen, Nelout, Haur and 
Houameh on the ground that they lie 
within the frontier of Tunis. Hitherto 
these villages have been acknowledged to 
be within the vilayet of Tripol.

BRUvSSELS, Jan. 81.—A duel is probable 
between the war miuister and Gen.

THE ELECTION BILL BURIED.’ 


Republicans Not Likely to Call It Up 
Again—Moajority Report Will Declare 
Agaivst Free Coinage—An Explanation 


from Mr. Hoar. 


WAHINGTON, Jan. 31.—It is said that 
President Harrison will find it difficult 
filling Secretary Windom’s place with a 
man of equal capacity and who has 
equally the confidence of the country. 
Maj. McKiuley of Ohio was generally 
mentioned yesterday and it is not unlikely 
that he will be offered the place and will 
accept it. He has much of Secretary 
Windom’s kindly courtesy and manuer 
and is of a conservative temper which 
would prevent his urging any rash policy 
upon congress. Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Island would also make an ideal secretary 
of the tressury, butit is not believed that 
the president will affront western seuti- 
ment by app inting a man from the ex’ 
treme east. 

Be is not likely to select asecretary who 
favors free silver coinage, but political ex- 
pediency would suggest that he select 
someone not too offensive to the silver 
men. Senator Aldrich is a_ bimetallist, 
but that fact is obscured in the minds of 
the free coinage champions by the skill 
with which he had blocked their game 
and by the fact that he represents a com- 
munity decidedly antagonistic to free 
coinage. 

Some of those who tulked of Maj. Me- 
Kinley said that be would not accept a 
cabinet place, but would prefer to run for 
governor of Ohio this fall, and, if elected, 
to try for the presidency in 1892. This 
program is an attractive one, and, until 
Secretary Wind2m’s death, has been con- 
sidered a probable one by the admirers of 
Maj. McKinley. The choice betweeu liv- 
ing ten*months without a salary on the 
chance of obtaining an elective office in a 
doubtful state and accepting one of the 
highest offices in the nation at once would 
seem to be in favor of the latter alterva- 
tive. 

The matter of salary will probably not 
be without its weight to Maj, McKinley, 
for he is far from beinga rich man, and 
has devoted his time in recent years to 
politics, The presidency is a doubrfal 
goal, at best, and might come as quickly 
to a cabinet officer who had won the con- 
fidence of the business meu of the country 
4s tou policician who had made a successiul 
race for governor in his state. Harily a 
Republican would object to the selection 
of Maj. McKinley for secretary of the 
treasury, and hardly any Democrat would 
object, except on party grounds. 

Maj. McKiuley is, as Secretary Windom 
was, a strong personal friend ot Secretary 
Blaine; their relations may have been 
somewhat strained by Mr. Biaine’s de- 
nunciation of the McKinley b Il, but there 
can be little doubt that their friendship is 
still strong. 


DEMOCRATS ARE UNEASY, 


Bat Republican Leaders Regard the 


Election Bill as Buried. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The Democrats 
are not entirely satisfiel that the election 
bill has been abandonel. Senator Gor- 
man and one or (Wo other manugers have 
endeavored to ascertain from the Repub- 
lican committee on the order of business 
for the senate what measures have beeu 
mapped out for consideration “and 
whether the closure rule aud election bill 
have been eliniinated, thus showing that 
they have some apprehensions that the 
bill might be sprung upon the senate 
afterthe other matters have beeu dis- 
posed of. Oneof the reasons why they 
are disturbed is that some of the Repub- 
licans talk about making another effort, 
at an opportune time, to again bring 
those measures before the senate. 

But Senators Hoar, Edmunds and 
Sherman have informed them that they 
are satisfied that a proposition to bring up 
these messures could not command a 
majority. If the “Republica: managers 
couid obtain the pledges of forty five seu 
ators that they would stand by the bili 
and all the preliminary movemeuts lead- 
ing up to a vote, they would no doubt 
makeanother attempt; but as they have 
been unable to secure any such number 
the bill is regarded as buried. 


AGAINST FREE COINAGE 


Is the Prediction of the Majority Report 
on the Siiver Question. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The house coia- 
age committee, having finished the hear- 
ings, aud getting some adiditioual in- 
formation from Director of the Mint Leech 
concerning the pro.luction of silver bullion 
in this and other couutries, will proceed 
to formulate a report in accord with the 
views of the majurity. The hearings al- 
ready bad have been of no practical use, 
and will not influence the course of a 
single member, when the time comes for 
action on the bill. The attitude of the in- 
dividual members of the committee is 
well understood, and the majority is de 
cidedly opposed to free coinage. The 
minority will accept nothing short of free 
coinage. 


~ VIOLATED A PLEDGE, 


What Senator Hoar Says of Republicans 
Who Voted Against Cloture, 

WASHINGTON, Jap, 81.—Senator Hoar 
has published a statement to the effect 
that every Republican senator who voted 
to lay aside the gag rule, with the excep- 
tion of Senator Wolcott, did so in strict 
violation of a written pledge given last 
session to stand by any motion looking to 
the advancemeut aud passage of the force 
bill. Wolcott was the only senator who 
declined to sign the pledge. 


Boomerrs Must Keep Out. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The secretary 
of the interior has issued an order direct- 
ing that all persons engaged in quarrying 
stone on the Cherokee strip be removed 
therefrom as intruders. He has further 
directed that all persons not having proper 
authority be prevented from entéring the 
strip on any pretext whatever. This 
action was taken in view of the published 
reports that boomers were preparing to 
move iuto the strip.

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TRADE WITH CANADA. 

Campaign Fictions Effectaally Punétured 
by Mr. Blaine— Premier Macdonald 
Must Meet the Issue Squarely. 


TORONTO, Jan. 31.--Tbe Globe published 
the correspondenee on the reciprocity 
question between Secretary Blaine and 
Congressman Baker. and, in an article on 
the subject, says: 

Reports set afloat from Ottawa to the 
effect that the United States government 
had made a trade proposal and that the 
alleged proposal was only confined torecip- 
rocity in natural products, have received 
an effectual quietus. Our Washington 
correspondent, speaking on good author- 
ity, states this morning that a short time 
ago Sir Julian Pauncefote, acting as was 
believed at the instance of Sir Johu Mac- 
donald, began tv throw out feelers to the 
state department at Washington for a 
reciprocity treaty of some sort. In a 
purely informal manner Mr. Blaine stated 
that the United States government was 
prepared to treat with Great Britain fora 
treaty with Canadaon the basis of unre- 
stricted trade, but that it was not ready 
to discuss any proposition which fell short 
of that. This is the whole history of the 
trade proposal said to have been made by 
the United States government, and which 
the Canadian ministerial journals an- 
nounced had been referred to England. 

Mr. Blaine’s letter to Mr. Baker, em- 
phasizes the fact that nothing whatever, 
formal or informal, is now in progress 
between the two governments relating to 
any trade arrangements with the Unitea 
States, and none will be entertained by 
the authorities at Washington unless it 
goes beyond natural products. Our Wash- 
ington correspondent has Mr. McKinley’s 
authority fordenying in toto Sir John 
Macdonald’s allegation that hints or sug- 
g-stions had been given orfsert to the com- 
mittee on ways and means at Washing- 
ton relative to duties affecting Canadian 
products, but was an ordinary campaiga 
roor-hack by comparison with the elabor- 
ate fiction punctured by Mr. Blaine. 

The people of Canada now know ex- 
actly where they standon this matter. 
Sir John Macdonald has been simply 
humbugging them, and but for Mr 
Blaine’s denial, he would probably have 
gone on humbugging them with fables 
about partial reciprocity until after the 
election. The plain speaking of Mr. 
Blaine compels him to face a square issue, 
which ts whether we shall have absolute 
free trade with our neighbors, or whether 
we shall perpetuate the wretched policy 
of restriction thatinjures both us and 
them.

Lonpon, Jan. 31.—Mr. Shaw-Lefevre 
(Liberal) moved in the house of commons 
that the government use its influ:nce in 
favor of the settlement by arbitration of 
the remaining disputes between the ten- 
ants and landlords in Ireland, arising from 
the plan of campaign. He said that there 
were now only twenty estates upon which 
differences exist. Three thousand teuants 
had been evicted from these estates and 
now lived in huts, supported by contribu- 
tions from Irishmen in all parts of the 
world, in the hope that the time was 
coming when they would be reinstated in 
their homes. Farms had become derelict 
and in many cases the land had become a 
waste, covered with nettles breast higb. 
No new tenants, said the speaker, would 
ever be found for these farms, and the 
best course to bring about a settlement 
was by arbitration. 

T. W. Russell(Irish Uniouist) said he 
would not oppose the principle of arbitra- 
tion, but he must resist arbitration as a 
sort of curative lymph likely to effect a 
complete cure of the plan of campaign. 
The folly of the plan of campaign was the 
greatest the Parnellites had ever commit- 
ted,and he could understand their anxiety 
to get rid of the costly business through 
the intervention of anybody,even through 
the government whom they were accus- 
tomed to revile. The plan of campaign 
was not brought into operation to benefit 
the tenantry. Its basis and aim was a 
social revolution and the destruction of 
landlordism. It was invented and used as 
8 political machine. 

Mr. Balfour attucked the pian of cam- 
paign at great length, and expressed his 
indignation atthe language which Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre had used in reference to 
the [rish landlorés. He granted that the 
Marquis of Clanricarde had faults, but 
these he contended were not sufficient to 
justify the plan of campaign. The ten- 
ants had a remedy in the land courts for 
excessive rents, but had not availed them- 
selves of it. If he were an Irish landlord 
he would beg his bread rather than sub- 
mit to the plan of campaign. 

At this point Dr Charles Tanner (Na- 
tionalist) jumped to his feet, and point- 
ing at Mr. Balfour exclaimed: “You are a 
canting snob,” but immediately afterward 
withdrew the expression. 

‘The speaker warned Dr. Tanner against 
a repetition of the offense. Mr. Balfour, 
in concluding his speech, said that if the 
government was insane enough to pro- 
pose’suvb an absurd bolstering of the tot- 
tering plan of campaign the house would 
not be insane enough to adopt it. 

Sir George Trevelyan (Liberal), member 
furthe Bridgeton division of Glasgow, 
followed Mr. Balfour. He said Mr. Bal- 
four had attacked Mr. Shaw-Lefevre with 
great severity, but his remarks would not 
persuade the people of Ireland that Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre was not a true and disinter- 
ested friend of Ireland according to his 
lights (laughter), which were his bright 
lights. The question ought to have re- 
ceived more serious and courteous treat- 
ment at the hands of Mr. Balfour, He de- 
clared that without raising the question 


as to the rectitude of the plan 
of campaign, it was aought to 
find means to settle the disputes 


in question and it was most impor- 
tant for the peace of the country that they 
should be settled. If Irish landlords be- 
lieved the plan of campaign was not de- 
feated, they were unwise to reject a pro- 
posal promising to clear away the subject 
of the quarrel, and if they thought the 
plan was already defeate!, it woul! be in- 
judicious and ill advised to reject Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre’s resolution. 

Upon a division, the motion of Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre was rejected by a vote of 
203 to 152. 


MR. SEXTON’S ACTIONS 


Excite Irish Members and Give Rise to 
Many Conflicting Reports. 


LonpDoON, Jan. 31.—There was much ex- 
citement among the Irish members in the 
lobbies in the house of commons last 
night on rumors that the party dissen- 
sions had reached an acute stuge. Mr. 
Sexton had a conferences with Mr. Morley 
aud Mr. Parnell and went to the house of 
commons early with the intention of 
speaking on Mr. Shaw-Lefevre’s motion, 
but tothe surprise of everyone he de- 
parted at 7:30 p. m., ostensibly to catch 
the Irish mailen route to Ennis. His de- 
parture gave rise to many conflicting re- 
ports. One rumor was to the effect that 
be had decided to retire from the struggle, 
while another was to the effect that no he 
regarded the prospects of a settlement as 
ended and that he had decided to fight to 
the bitter end. 

McCarthyites Not Yet Satisfied, 

LONDON, Jan. 8L—The Standard says 
that it 1s‘understood that the McCarthy- 
jtesare urging Mr. Gladstone to give 
more specific assurances regarding home 
rule than have-yet been obtained.

LonpDon, Jan. 31.—Mr. Sexton intimated 
in a private conversation last evening that 
a satisfactory settlement would be 
achieved at,Boulogne on Monday or at the 
latest by Thursday. 


RIOTOUS STUDENTS, 


In Large Numbers They Storm the 


Office of L’Egalite in Paris, 


Panis, Jan. 31.—L’Egalite yesterday,in 
an answer to the action of the 200 students 
who Thursday stormed the offices of that 
paper, demanding the name of the writer 
of an article accusing them of oppo: tun- 
is.n,issued a summons to the Revolution- 
ists asking them to assist the newspaper’s 
force against the students. The latter 
threatened to return 2000 strong, 

The police seized yesterday’s issue of 
VEgalite. A number of Revolutionists 
responded to the paper’s call for assist- 
ance and during the day the offices were 
guarded by twenty ofthese men armed 
with revolvers and cudgels, but owing to 
the action taken by the municipal author- 
ities their services were not required. The 
students made an attempt to carry -out 
their threat of again storming the offices 
and gathered to the number of 600 in the 
Latin quarter. The authorities, however, 
bad taken precautions to guard against a 
repetition of the attack and a strong de- 
tachment of police was sent to the scene 
ofthe trouble. When the students at- 
tempted to march to the building occu. 
pied by I’Egulite, they found the way 
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blocked by the officers, who refusel to 
allow them to cross the bridges. Very 
zreat excitement prevailed in the district 
in which the paper is situated. Large 
crowds gathered outside the building and 
from 4 until 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the pelice were continually engaged in 
dispersing groups of men who were 
vociferously discussing the contemplated 
attack. Many of the students have beep 
placed under arrest. 


HOW THEY DO IT OUT WEST, 


Interesting Developments in the Wash- 
.ington Bribery Investigation. 


Pierre, S. D., Jan, 31.—Chairman 
Walker of the special bribery committee 
made a report inthe house. The report 
contains the testimony.of Representatives 
Christensen, Dahler, Walker, Kelly of 
Moody, Stevens of Marshall and Hall. 
Walker testified that Benjamin Harvey 
offered him anything he wanted if he 
would vote with the Republicans on or- 
ganizatien. Christensen testified that 
Clark Roarpaugh offered him $500 to vote 
in favor of the Brown county contestant. 
Dabler testifidd that H. R. Brown of the 
Yankton agency offered him anything he 
wanted in the shape of money ora position 
if he would vote for Moody. Stevens testi- 
fied that Clark Roarpaugh offered him a 
$1500 position if he would act with the 
Republicans. Hall of Sully, a Repub- 
lican, testified that James Irwin, a Re- 
publican, at the beginning of the session 
offered him $1000 if he would stay out of 


the Republican caucus. Kelly of Moody- 


testified that a man named Welch had ap- 
proached him ov the streets and said he 
would pay him or get him $1000 if he 
would vote for Moody and also for retain- 
ing the La‘vrence county contestees. 


CAMERON’S COURSE DENOUNCED. 


He is Werned to Stick to His Party or 
Resign the Senatorship. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 31.—A_ reésolu- 
tion was offered in the house condemning 
Senator Cameron’s course on the silver 
question and the electien vill, and calling 
upon him to adhere closer to his party 
and party principles, or else resign from 
the United States senate. Immediately 
after the reading of the resolution a mo- 
tion was made and seconded to lay it upon 
the table. The speaker, however, decided 
that as the resolution bad not been read a 
second time, it was not yet before the 
house. Onthe question of reading the 
resolution a second time the nays were so 
decidedly in the majority, that Repre- 
sentative Thompson, who had offered it, 
allowed it to drop. 


AN OCEAN HORROR 


Between Two and Three Hundred 
Chinese Burved to Death or Drowned. 


San Francisco, Jap. 31.—The steam- 
ship City of Rio de Janeiro has arrived, 
bringing further particulars of the burn- 
ing of the steamer Sbanghai, Dec. 25. 
She had on board 400 Chinese passengers 
and one European and carried a cargo of 
cotton. The cotton caught fire and the 
Chinese plunged overboard and were 
drowned or burned to death, to the num- 
ber of 200 or 300, 

Piracy has increased at Hoishow. 
Twenty-six, pirates have beeu decapitated 
since Dec. 20. 


Poor Heathens Must Wait. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—S. A. Kean, the in- 
insolvent banker, was examined as to 
the fund raised by Bishop Taylor of the 
Methodist church for missionary work in 
Africa, of which Mr. Kean was treasurer. 
Mr. Kean ‘testified that it was the under- 
standing with Bishop Taylor that he 
(Kean) was to have the use of the money 
in his banking business in payment of his 
services as treasurer. So the African 
brethren will not have the benefit of this 
fund pending a settlement of the bank’s 
account. 


Death of Charlies Bradlaugh. 

LONDON, Jan. 31 —Mr. Charles Brad- 
laugh, member of parliament for North- 
ampton, who has been critically ill for 
some time past, is dead. 

Mr. Bradlaugh’s end was quiet and 
penceful. He was insensible when he 
died, and seemed to suffer no pain. The 
immediate cause of his death was ur@mia. 
The funeral will take place on Tuesday. 
There will be no funeral procession, no 
show of mourning and no religious serv- 
ice. whe, 

Was a New England Man. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—Col. George S. 
Mann, veteran of the Mexican war and a 
member of the New York legislature for 
several terms, beginning in 1847, died at 
his residence in this city. He organized 
the Home Mutual Insurance society and 
was its first president. The deceased was 
a native of New Hampshire and 93 years 
ofage. Hecame to California in 1852. 
He leaves a widow, the daughter of ex- 
Governor Mattix of Vermont. 


Was Bound to Die. 

PROVIDENCE, Jan, 31.—William G. Bal- 
lou fired two bullets into his brain yester- 
day morning and died last night. Young 
Ballou took poison some time during 
Wednesday nigit. but two doctors 
labored over him and saved his life. He 
fred the bullets into his forehead, one on 
each side, while his mother wis absent 
from his bedside for a moment. The fam- 
ily can assign no reason for the deed.

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ELIJAH GOES TO HOREB. 


LESSON V, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 1. 


Text of the Lesson, I Kings xix, 1-18. 
Commit Verses, 9, 10—Golden Text, 
Gen. xxvi, 24—Commentary by Rev. D. 
M. Stearns.

phia.) 

1. “And Ahab told Jezebel all that Eli- 
jah had done.” 

The whole story of the vain efforts of the 
prophets of Baal, the calmness of Elijah, 
the fire from Heaven, and the shouts of 
the people that ‘‘The Lord He is the God,” 
the slaughter of the prophets and the great 
storm of wind and rain, were all rehearsed 
to this wicked woman, who had doubtless 
waited eagerly to know the result. Fail 
not to observe Elijah’s importunate and 
expectant prayer as he waited before God 
and again,sent his servant to see if the an- 
swer had come (xviii, 42-44). 

2. “Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah.” 

Whether she was in the least affected by 
the record of the manifest power of the 
true God in sending fire and rain we are 
not told, but the death of her 450 prophets 
did mightily move her, and she promises 
Elijah that by to-morrow he shall be as 
one of them. 

8. “And when he saw that he arose, and 
went for his life, and came to Beersheba.” 

4. “It is enough. Now, O Lord, take 
away my life, for lam not better than my 
fathers.” 

Having left his servant at Beersheba he 
himself went a day’s journey into the 
wilderness, and sat down under a juniper 
tree and made this request of God. The 
juniper was the broom tree common in the 
deserts, and the roots of which, though 
bitter, were used as food by the poorest of 
the people (Job xxx, 4). It is suggestive 
of the poverty and bitterness of his soul 
just at this time. But consider his re- 
quest and the glorious translation that 
awaited him, and see how foolish he was 
not to have confidence in God and wait pa- 
tiently for Him. 

5. “An angel touched him and said unto 
him, Arise and eat.” 

6. “Behold a cake baken on the coals, 
and a cruse of water at his head.” 

Can God furnish a table in the wilder- 
ness (Ps. lxxviii, 19)? Yes, He who fed mill- 
ions for forty years can surely take care of 
one poor disconsolate. But was. ever mor- 
tal man ministered unto as this man? 

7. “And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time.” 

After having eaten he laid him down 
again. God knew his need, and rested him 
with sufficient sleep. He also knew his 
need in the way of food, and would have 
him eat again. 

8. “He went in the strength of that meat 
forty days and forty nights unto Horeb, 
the mount of God.” 

Obedient to the angels’ touch he again 
arose, and again did eat and drink, and 
went forty days and nights in the strength 
of that food. We are reminded of one 
who, 500 years before, on the same Horeb, 
on two different occasions went forty days 
and nights without eating and drinking 
(Deut. ix, 9,18). And also of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who fasted forty days and forty 
nights (Matt. iv, 2). 

9. “‘What doest thou here, Elijah?” 

In due time he arrived at Horeb and 
lodged in a cave, and there the word of the 
Lord came unto him with this question. 

10. ‘And he said, I have been very jeal- 
ous for the Lord God of Hosts.” 

That was all right, and what follows 
was too sadly true, but “I only am left, 
and they seek my life,” lets us into the 
man’s heart. 

11, “Go forth and stand upon the mount 
before the Lord.”” 

Go forth from the coldness and darkness 
of doubt and despair, and from consider- 
ing the preciousness of your own life, your 
zeal for God and the necessity of your con- 
tinuance, and be persuaded that God lives, 
and that He, and He only, is the necessity, 
and that it matters not whether you live 
or die. 

“And behold the Lord passed by.” 

His power is seen in His messengers, 
wind, earthquake and fire, rending the 
mountains and breaking in pieces the rocks 
before the Lord, but He was not in wind, 
earthquake or fire. Such was not His way 
at this time. 

12. “After the fire a still small voice.” 

Judgment is Hisstrange work (Isa.xxviii, 
21). Ordinarily He speaks and it is done 
(Ps. xxxiii, 6,9). Jesus did not come as a 
mighty fire or tempest, but as a helpless 
babe. John said He was the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness. Paul was not a 
mighty man physically, but in bodily pres- 
ence weak, and in speech contemptible (II 
Cor. x, 10). What was David, and how 
much noise did he make when com- 
pared with Goliath? What was Israel 
before her enemies? God is everything, we 
are nothing. “No flesh shall glory in His 
presence” (I Cor. i, 29). 

13. “‘What doest thou here, Elijah?’ 

Again the searching question comes as 
in the case of Peter (John xxi, 15-17). It 
would seem from this verse that Elijah 
had not gone forth as commanded (verse 11) 
until he heard this voice; but now he 
stands at the entrance to the cave with his 
face wrapped in his mantle, and once more 
has to reply to this question. 

14. “I only am left, and they seek my 
life to take it away.” 

Just the same answer as before(v. 10). He 
is God’s only witness and his life is very 
precious. We aretold in Rev. xii, 11, of 
those who loved not their lives unto the 
death. Jesus told the twelve as He sent 
them forth not to fearthe death of the 
body (Matt. x, 28). Paul’s aim was to 
glorify God either by life or death. 

15. “And the Lord said unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderness of 
Damascus.” 

The Lord graciously has yet something 
for His servant todo. He did not tell him 
to flee into the wilderness from Jezebel, 
but He does now tell him to return. 

16. “Elisha, the son of Shaphat, of Abel- 
Meholah, shalt thou anoint to be prophet 
in thy room.” 

He is to anointaking of Syria anda 
king of Israel, and another man to be a 
prophet in his stead. While sought out 
and forgiven he has evidently disqualified 
himself for future service, as he is told to 
appoint another in his stead. 

17. “Him that escapeth from the sword 
of Jehu shall Elisha slay.” 

The enemies of the Lord must be slain; 
it will neverdo to make any league with 
them, nor even tolerate them, as Israel so 
often did. And even though the offend- 
ing ones be our own flesh, the sentence is 
the — (Ex. xxxii, 26-29; Judg. fi, 2;
